THE 20th of November, the Houfe proceeded to A««A*-r.#Tt 
the Trial of Lord Stafford; of which this is m ,j|o 
Abftraft : * i^-^^r-^ 

The Managers for the Commons, among whom TheTriilrf 
were the moft confiderablc Lawyers in the Hoafe, as Serjeant Lord SaUror<l« 
Maynard, Sir William Jones, Mr. Treby, ifftf. open'd the 
Caufe with great Copioufnels and Eloquence : * They begin 
with the Plot ill general, and laid open the Malice, VV ic- 
kednefs and Horror, of fo dreadful, bloody and hellifli a De- 
iim : They ftfcnuoufly infifted on the exprefs pofitivc Oaths 
of the Witneffes, upon whom the Credit of die Plot chiefly 
depended : They expatiated upon Coleman's Letters, and o- 
thcrs, clearly proving the Defigns and Adklvity of the Wri- 
ters : They prefs'd home the execrable Murder of Sir Ed- 
mund-bury Godfrey, charg'd upon the Papills, as well by the 
Oaths of felf-acknowlcdg'd Partners in the Faft, as by a 
Letter fent from I-iondon to Tixall, inrimating this ver/ • , . 
Murder the third Day after it was committed : They fully 
di(play*d the Sham-Plots and Counter-Contrivances, wiiereby 
the Papifts would have fuborn'd the King's Evidence, and 
Tome II. B , r»rn*d 
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Anno3»Car.n. tum'd all tjie GuUt upon his Majefty*s mofl; Ibyal Stil^j^fts : 
^ ^Q- They urged the firing the Citv, the burning thp Navy, the 

^•""^^ ^ calling in French Ariiiies, Wild-Irifli, Spanlm-Pilgrimsj &fr. 
They recapitulated the ieveral Trials of Ireland, White- 
bread, Langhom, ^c. and alledg'd the Votes of both Houfes 
of Parliament declaring the Plot. To corroborate all which, 
they repeated thd Cruelties of Queen Mary, the French and 
Irifli Maflacres, the Powdef-Plot, ^c. and they anatomiz'd 
the wicked Principles and Practices of Murdering, Lying, 
' Equivocating, Forfwearing, Faith-breaking, ^c. imputed to 
the.Papifts as held by them lawful and nteritorious. In liim, 
nothing was omitted, or negleftcd through the whole Pro- 
cefs, but the leaftCirctlmftance fully eiitorc'd and advanced, 
with (uch Art and Acutenefs, as well anlwer*d to lo great a 
Caufe, profecuted hy fb high an Authority, before & illu- 
ftrious Judges, and U) auguft an Aflembly. 

:Evidences a- Some Witnefles were nrfi produced to prove the Reality, 

gainft him. or at leaft the Probability, of the Plot in general ; but chie^ 
ly three appear*d againft the Lord in particular, namely, 
Dugdale, Gates, and Turberville, the laft laid to be both a 

Pugdalc* profligate and an indigent Perlbn. i. Dugdale fwore,^ 

* That at a certain Meeting held at Tixall in Sta6Fordlhirc, 
about the End of Auguft, or Beginning of September, 167 8, 
the /Lord Stafford, with Lord Afton and others, did, in the 
prcience of the Witnefs, give his full confent to take away 
the. King's Life^ and introduce the Popiih Religion. That 
on the loth or 21ft of September in the Forenoon, the Lord 
lent for the Witnels to his Chamber, while he was dreffing ; 
and turning his Serviants out, oflFer'd him' five hundred Pounds 
for his Charges and Encouragement, to take away the King's 
Life , and further told him, he fliould have free pardon of 
all his Sins, and be fainted ; for the Kmg had been ex- 
communicated, and was likewife a Traytor and a Rebel, 

Oateft and an Enemy to Jelus Chrift.' 2. Oates fwore, f That in 

the Year 1677, both in Spain, and at St. Omers, he law Ie- 
veral Letters, fign'd Stafford, wherein his Lordfliip afTured 
the Jeluits of his Fidelity and Zeal in promoting the Catho- 
lic Caufe. That in 1678, being , in London, his Lordfliip 
came to the Chamber of Father Fenwick, fince executed, 
^nd there in his presence received a Commiffion fi'om him, 
to be Pay-Mafter-General to the, Armv: Whereupon his 
Lordfliip laid, he mufl oi necefEty go aown into the Coun- 
try to take account how Affairs flood there ; and did not 
doubt but at his Return, Grove fliould do the Bufinels. 
And, fpeaking of the King, lie further added, He hath de- 
ceiv*d us a great while, and we can bear no longer.' 5 . 
AjidTurbervillc Turberville gave an account, of dilbbliging his Friends by 
leaving his Friar's Habit at Doway ; and thereupon went into 

France, 
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France, in the Year 161 s^ where at Paris getting acquain- Asm^iitQaLrMn 
tance with his Lordfhip, he proposed to the Witnels a way, , ^^p* , 
both to retrieve his Credit with his Friends, aad make him- »* < 

fclf happy ; and this was by taking away the Life of the 
King of England, who was a Heretic, and a Rebel againft 
God Ahnighty. That when he took leave of him, his Lord- 
fliip appointed to meet him at London ; but he ibon after 
return 'd into France, not bemg willing to undertake the 
Propolals, and was difcountenanc'd by his Friends, and re- 
duced to Poverty.' 

The accus"d Lord in his Defence, alledg'd many things Hii Defence* 
to invalidate the Credit, of the Plot, and particularly the 
Reputation of thefe three Witnefles. Againft Dugdale, he 
»roduc*d Evidence, That he was a Perfbn of an infamous 
Life ; that he had cheated the Lord Aflon his Mafter, and 
defrauded Work-Men and Servants of their Wages ; that 
by his Extravagancies and Mifdemeanours he had run him- 
Iclf into feveral hundred Pounds Debt, for which he was 
dirqwn into Jail, and defpair'd of ever gettingr. out from 
thence, otherwife than by making the pretended Difcoveries. 
tn the next place, that ne had aire(ftlype»jur*d h'mfelf, in 
divers Parts and Circumftances, as to Time and Place, in 
this and other Depofitions : And further, he prov'd, That 
he had endeavour -d to ftbom divers Perlons to make falfe 
Oaths, and fb tq ftrengthen his owii by other Men's Per- 
jurv. Againft O^tes, he enlarged upon the mighty Impro- 
Dabi)ities, that (b many great and rich Confpirators, who 
had trufted him with their greateft Secrets, and whofe Lives 
were at his Mercy, fliould lufFer him to be reduc'd to fuch 
a wretched degree of Beggary, as hd was acknowledgM to 
be when he made his firft E)iicpveries. He likcwilc infiftcd 
npon his Omiffions, Additions, and Contradictions, that plain- 
ly appeared in his feveral Depofitions about the Plot ; and 
aufo upon his villainous feigning himfelf to be of another 
Religion, by fblemn Renunciations qf his Faith, and by 
fiich Sacraments on one fide, and iuch Abjurations and Exe- 
crations on the other, as rendered him unfit to be admitted 
for an Evidence againft any Man living As to Turberville, 
he nrg'd that he was perjur'd in this, and many other of his 
Depofitions; and that his Narrative had many Miftakes and 
Blunders in it. He deny'd, that he or any of his Servants, 
€vcr law him at Paris ; and made fbme Remarks upon his ^ 

Poverty and Want, his loofe manner of Living, his fliame- 
fol Curfing and Swearing ; and particularly his ufing thefe 
Words, God damn me! there is no Trade good now, but 
that of a Discoverer. 

It would be too long to mention all the Particulars of 
Ais Trial, which lafted a whole Week, and in which great 
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4jjflo g*C?r.I|. Skill ^d Dexterity was ufcd by the Managets to (upport die 
1680. CMit and Reputation of the Witnefles, among whom they 
i. -^y^— .J bcliev'd there was no Contrivance or Gmfederacy. They 
The Managets argu*d, * That they had made it plain and apparent in the 
Kcply. Beginning of the Trial, by the Teftimony of fix Witnefles, 

by the JDcclarations of both Houfes of Parliament, by Cole-> 
man's Letters, by the Trial and Convidioiji ot other Traitorsj 
that there was a general Defign araongft the Papifts, to in- 
troduce tl)eir Religion, by raifing or Armies, murderinjg 
the King, and (ubverting the Government. And as to hi^ 
Lor4fliip*s particular Gale, they had three Witneffes, which 
lufficienfly prov'd him guilty ; tod fo expatiated upon tbo 
Danger of Popifh Principles, itc* And particularly Sir 
Sir Will, Jone$# William Jones exerted his Skill and Eloquence in a long 
Speech, as much to prove the Reality of the Plot, as the 
Guilt of the Prilbiler ; and thus efpecially argu'd : * So that 
1 think now none remain that do pretend not to believe it, 
but two forts of Pcrfons ; the one, thole that were Confpira* 
tors in it ; and the other, thofe that wifh'd it had liicceeded^ 
and do defire it may fb ftill.' And by way of Conclufion he 
faid, * The Evidence is fo ftrong that I think it admits of 
no doubt ; and the OfRmces prov'd againft my Lord and tho 
f reft of his Party are fo foul, that they need no Aggravation. 

The Offences are againft the King, againft his iXrred Life^ 
agabft the Protcftant Religion, nay againft all Proteftai>ts. 
■ ■ ■It is a Defign that appears with fe dreadfid a Goun« 
tenance to your Lordfliips, to this great Aflembly, and tQ 
the whole Nation, that it needs not any Words I can ufe tq 
make you apprehend it.* His Lordftiip made two fovcraV 
pathetic Speeches, befides his Anfwers xx> the Wimeflfes, and 
m concluuon declared, in the prefence rf God, of his An- 
gels, of their Lordfhips, and all who heard him, that h€» 
was intirely innocent of what was laid to his Chaise ; that 
he left it to their Lordfhips to do juftice, and with all SuIh 
miflion refign'd himielf to them. 
His fecond D«- After this his Lordfhip had reeouHc to a point of l«aiW, 
fence, and the which many thought would have relieved him, and. tjiis wsit 
Judges Reply, the Neccffity of two Witneflcs in the cafe of Treafon : And 
whereas treafonablc Words were fworn againft hi^i at tw^ 
ieveral Times and places, njiz^ 7 5 and 78, France and S«g- 
land, and but by one Wimefs at each Time and Place., he co©h» 
ceiv'd he could not by their Teftimony be l<^ly CQavide4 
ofTreafon. This Ohjeftion; tho' reply 'd to by the Afa^ 
nagers, was thought rf that Imiportancc^ that the Qnft, 
judg'd it neccfTary to have the folcmn Opinioti of all t^ 
funges prcfent, which were ten in Number. The (^or<Jl 
Chief Juftice North began witH his in thefe Wonfc: •! 
do here deliver my Opinioni and am clear vx it^ Thae 
S if 
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if there be ^eiral Overt-Ads or Fads whtdi are Evidences Anno jftCv.!!^ 
of the fame Trcaibn, if there be one Witncfs to prove one j^^ >

clared themielves of the fame opinion ; and one of them, Ba** 
ran Atkins, by way of Explanation, &id^ ^ If a Man de- 
6gtis to kill the King, and buys Powder at one Place 
at one time, and a Piftol at another Place at another time, 
and promiies a Reward to one to aOift him to do the thing 
at a third Place and a third time, thele are leveral Overt* 
Ads : But if the Law requires that each be prov'd by two 
Witnefies, I do not iee bow any Man can be convided of 
Treafon/ ' 

December 6. The Lords, by Mcflage,. acquainted the Refolationi of 
Houle, that they had appointed the next day to give Judg- the Common^ 
ment on Lord Stafford ; on which the Houte rclolved nem. 
C9H, That this Hpufe vrill then go, together with theii^ 
Speaker, to the' Bar of the Houle of Lords, to demand 
fudgment upon die Impeachment of the Commons of Fng- 
laod againft the &id Lord ; and ordered, that no Member 
do go into the Court at Weftrainfter-Hall to-morrow Mom- 
ing; befere this Houfi: ihall have demanded Judgment, as 
a£»relaid. 

The 7th, the Houfe relblved, That the Managers of the 
Impeachment agaioft the Lord Stafford be empowered, in 
eaie the Lords fl&ould, immediately after the Fad fouiid, 
proceed to Judgment, to iniift upon it, that it is not parlia- 
Bientary for their Lordihips to give Judgment, imtil it be 
firfi demand^ by this Houle. 

Mr. Speaker mea left the Chsdr, and the Committee of 
the Commons were prcfent, at the Court in Weftminfter* 
lihll, when the Peers found the laid Lord guilty of High^ 
Trealba. When M Lord-Chanoellor, now Lord High 
Steward, oolledinr die Voces, which were 55 guilty, ^i 
iKXt guilty ; the laid High-Steward pronounced Lora Staffi]^ 
guilty of High-Treaibn, who reply *d, God's hoKr Name be He is faoxA 
prilled i And then beinff ask'd, what he coiild lay for himielf, guilty.

But in die mean timp, that we may fhew 
that we are not Humorifts, let us try whfit Strength we 
can mufter up to oppofe thclc great Enemies by Ibroe other 
taws i as when a Houlc is on fcrc, we m^ke ufe of Byckets 
and Tubs for caftit^ of Water, until the great Engines 
can be got But I would move you to be cautiojo^s .what 
you do ; for I am afraid that the Dcfign pf putting you 
upon finding out Expedients, is it not m order to have any 
thing done that may be effcdhial againft Popery ; but in 
order to have you offer at (bmething that may purchalc a 
Difreputc on the Houie, and give your Enemies an Ad- 
vantage to purfue their DcfJgns of breaking us, by allcdg^ 
ing that you aim at Laws that will overturn the Govern- 
ment. For my part, I am fuUv perluaded, that this is the 
Defign of thofe that have put tne King lb often to declare 
againft altering the Succeffion, and to recommend other 
vv ays ; and that offer at what you will, if it be any thing 
that is like to prove (bong enough to fccure us againft. Po- 
pery, you will fee the Houle put off before it comes 
, to any Pcrfedion ; and that in time it will be made ufe of 
to arraign the Proceedings of Parliameii^apd to perfuado' 
the People, that this Hpufe did attempt to.ajtcr the Go- 
vemment by liich and iuch Bills ; ^nd fb by Degrees poflefs 
the People, that Parliaments ar6 either dangerous, or Li-, 
confiftent with the Government, that, if poflible, they may 
be well content to be. without them. . Sir, J am afraid that 
the Pqpifh Party sye more ferious in this Defign than we 
are aware of; and that, next to the great Eiideavours they 
have ufjbd for many Years to keep up x:ur Divifions in 
Pcjints of Religion j the next great Artifice which they 
depend on is, die infufing into the People the diflike of. 
Parliaments; for they well know,, that Popery' can never 
be eftabliflied in this Nation, as long as Parliaments arp 
permitted to fit and ^€t. Therefore, though I know. it is 
below a Houlc of Commons to mind every Uttlc Difcoui-le ; . 
yet I think, if we conclude, tliat this powerful Party ,^ , 
amongft their many Defigns, have this fgr aie,. that we - 
ought to countermine, it as much as we, can* ^: We cannot , 
well' comprehend what. a. Bill of Aflbciatiop- will be be- . 
fore it be drawn uPj^nor what Difficuhies /may be found 
* - ' ' ' ill 
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lnthecomnvKg^*it; and therefore I thirfc no gfiat Dc- Atio jiBttlU 
bate will be hccefllary about it, before iuch a Bill be brought, ^/^^'^Lj 
in. And I bdievfe-it' will be found more likely to be Icrvicc- *^ t "^ 
able, in cafe tbe Papifts be bamfhed ; and therefore I con- 
ceive, a Bill for baniflimcnt of a31 the confiderable Papifls 
out of England, may be very neccflarv -, And if at the i&me 
time that we endeavour tofccureouiJfcIves^inft Popery, we 
do not alio do (bmediing to prevent arbitrary Power, it will b« 
to little purpofe; for the one will be l^i*e to have a Hand to 
bring in the other* and I think nothing' can prevent that, or 
rather both, better that> frequent Parliatneots. And there- 
fore I humbly move you, that a Bill for (ccurinff freqiieht 
Parliaments may be taken into yoiir Qmfideration? 

* Sifj I thiak you are well adviled, th^t the Way to ftaife ^ O. H«a*' 
ouriclves cffcdiually againft Popei»yVwto fcciirc our felves alio «^<*^» 
a^ainft arbitrary Government; atla thit ihe having of fre- 
^uent Parliaments is the bcft Way to (ecure both ; and therc- 
rorc. Sir, I think you may do well to mbVe the Houfc, that a 
Committee be appointed to infpe^ what old Laws there arc> 
ibr enforcing the fitting of frequent Parliaments; that if 
they fhould be found dehcient, (bme new Laws may be made 
for that Purpoie. I do agree, that a Bill for banifh ing out 6f 
England Ae mod confiderable Papifls^ may do well; biit'I 
hoDc, Sir, that if you banifh the M^ you will baniih fbme 
Women too; fori do believe, that fomeof that Sex have 
been great Inftruments, in bringing about our Ruin And if 
in time you will confider, how to prevent the Royal Family's 
marrying Popifh Women, it would be of great Security for 
hereafter. For I am of Opinion, that the late Queen Mo^ 
Cher's Zeal for her Religion, was not only a great Occafion 
famongft many others) of the Miieries that beifel us in 41 ; 
but the great Caufe of all our Miferies now, by perverting 
the Duke from his^ Religion, as is reported; and may rea- 
fonably be believed, if we conclude, that Ihe had that mo- 
therly dre for Ac Salvation of her Children, as other Mo- 
diers ufually have ; for, according to her Opinion, it was not 
to be obtamed out of the Pale of that Church : And no Man 
can doubt, but that the Proteftant Intereft hath been much 
prejudiced, by his Majcfty*s marrying a Princcfs of that Re- 
ligion : For we have plainly Iccn, fince the Dilcovery of the 
Plot, how fbme of themoft material Jeluits, and Popiih In- 
Qruments have flieltered themielves under her Royal Pro- 
fie&ion ; and how they have helped to carry on the Plot, be- ' 
"ing fb impudent, as to pretend they had her Patronage, and by 
'Jbufkig her Authority ; but more elpecially by tae Duke s ' 

marrying the Princcfi of Modena j becaule of her near re- 
lation to the Popes and Cardinals. All which was plainly

And ^ 
although I am very unwilling to detrad from the Merits of 
our Churchmen, for whom I have a great Veneration, yet I 
cannot but obfcrve, how that ever fince the Trial of 
W^cman was over, but more about the Time of the Pref- 
bytcrian Plot, they preached up Celpecially in public Af. 
feinfclics) the Danger of Fanatics to be more than ot Pa- 
pifb; and that to difinherit the Duke was aeainft the Law of 
God. Which laid Opinions, if they (hould l>e imbibed by the 
Pe(^le,what will yourAflbciation-Bill fignify,orany other Law 
you cat) make againfl Popery ? Sir, I do not mention theie things 
to you without a great deal of Regret ; for I am well known to 
be a true Friend ot the Church, and have (when I was 
though worthy to be in Commiffion) expreft my felf a feverc 
Enemy to Fanaticifm. But however, I cannot but oblervethis 
ftrange Contradidion, of pretending to keep out Popery, and 
yet at the ^metime to endeavour to divide the Protclbint In- 
tercft,and to referve a Right to make a Papift King. I mull 
ccmfels, I am more di{lra(5bed from the ill Confequences I 
fear from luch Contrivances as thefe, than from the Strength 
of the Papifts themfclves. They will certainly go on with 
their Intereft, as long as they are lecure of luch Auxiliaries. 
Thefe Things muft be conlidered in the drawing your Bill, 
that fo the Remedy you propofe may be proportionable to 
your Difeale. F'or an A& of Aflbciation may be feveral 
ways evaded by luch Opinions as thefe, if they Ihould grow 
anK>ngft the People ; and it will be an irreparable Blow to 
the Prottftant Intereft to accept of luch an Expedient, if it 
ihould prove ineffc^hial. And therfore it ought to be ib 
drawn, as may provide for all the Contrivances of that Party : 
For, Sir, I cannot imagine that ever Popery will attempt to 
come into this Nation bare-faced, but do expert that the Dc- 
fign will always be carried on, as hitherto, under feme dif- 
guife, either by a Toleration in lavour of tender Confeiences, 
or in the Name of Churchmen, or a loyal Party, fcJr the Defence 
of the Church or Government, to which feme Presbyterian 
Plot would much conduce, and be an excellent Pretence for 
railing of an Army, and apprehending or dilarming of liich 
Pcrlbns as are moft likely to oppofe that Intereft. I muft con- 
fcfsj Sir, I have not very well digefted what I have laid to 
you on thisSubje(5t; but unlcls you can change the Intereft 
at Court, and remove thefe CounfeUors that are lo much for 
the Duke, I thii^k you may juftly fear all thefe Stratagems, 
and that it will be impoflible to contrive any Aflbciation-Bill 
that can provide agamft them. And therefore, that w^ may 
not fpcnd our Time in vain, I would humbly move you^ Sn*, 
Tome II. D ta 
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Afmo.s^Cir4^* to go oh with the Bill of Banifliment, which is mod likely 
^^ ^9\ , to do you fome Service. At leaft, by it we fliall fee, 
VniK^^^- imj whether any thing will be granted againft Papifts, or no : For 
this Purpofe u will be necefTary, that the Houfe be moved, 
that the Knights, Citiiens, and Burgcfles be commanded to 
bring in a Cift of all the moft confiderablc Papifts inEng- 
' land, in order to banifh the moft notorious. * 

I. B. perhaps * Sir, I retain a good Opinion of an Aflbciation-Bill, not- 
pol. Birch. withft^nding what hath been laid, as to tlie Weaknels it may 
i;eceive from our unhappy Divifions in Points of Religion and 
Intereft, too much promoted by ibme of our Clergy. For, 
, Sir, when I confider how tne Laudean Prmciples> as to 
^aifing of Money without Parliaments in the late Times, in- 
fected moft of our Clergy, Co as that they not only preached 
\xp the King's abfblute Authority over Men's Properties, but 
branded with the Title of Rebels, and condemned to hell 
thofe that offered to argue againft it : I do conclude, that it is 
ulual for one or two Bilhops to give Mealures or Diredions 
to the reft of the Biftiops, and they to the Clergy of their fc* 
veral Dioceffes : And that therefore the Qergy derive their 
Politics generally from one or two Bifhops in fome great Sta- 
^ tion. Yet, Sir, when I remember how, after fome litde Time, 
many of the Clergy fell off, and would not follow foch In- 
ftrudfcions ; and how the People foon exculed themfolves from 
following their Advice in fuch Politics, and would not freely 
pay illegal Taxes, notwithftanding all their Endeavours ; I 
am apt to think. Sir, that as the People were not long then 
milled, fo as to fobmit to lole their Property, fo they will not 
now to any Thing thah fhall tend to the lofing of their Re- 
ligion and Property both. They will foon difcover what is 
their Intereft, and how true Intereft will not lye. I have 
often told you within rhefe Walls, they will foon apprehend 
that Popery will bring in Slavery, and reduce them not only 
to an idolatrous, liiperftitious Religion, but to wear wooden 
Shoes like the F'rench, and to eat Herbs like the Spaniard, 
becaufo they wiil foon know that they Ihall not be long 
Mafters of any Thing they have : And however they may be 
pcrfoaded for a while, I am confident they will at laft con- 
£ilt hbw to fave their Bacon. They will difoem th^t the 
Clergy may be good Divines, but not fo good Politicians ; and 
that there may be fome Difference in point of Intereft between 
them and, the Qergy, becaufo Clergymen may be in a Poffibility 
of being adavnced by Popery if they fobmit; but the Laity 
under a Probability of lofine all, notwithftanding all fiibl- 
mifiions. Sir, I do not trouble you with this Diicourfo out 
of a Fear tharour Clergy will not fliew themfolves good Pro 
teftants; for I have that Veneration for them, and Opbionof 
lbcmi*s to believe that many qf the Bifhops and Clergy too 

would 
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would is ibondie for the Proteftant Religion ^^ many Peribns A1m032Car.IT* 
in th6 Nation. But I am jealous that there isfbme ovcr-aw- >68o. 
ing Power got in amongft them, fbmething anlWerable to W ""g"" 'it 
that of a Popifli Succeflor in the State ; by whofe Means 
thdfe Bills were fb eafily pals'd in the late long Parliament, 
under a Pretence that they were for the Prefervation of the 
Proteftant Religion, which the Commons then found, and 
any Perfon that will now pertile them may find, would infal- 
libly have brought in Popery : And how, fince the Plot, the 
Danger of Fanatics is cried lip more thaii that of the Papifts ; 
and how tender they are in the Point of a Popifh Succeflor, 
or joining in any thmgthat is dgainft him. But though thefe 
.Things make me jealous there is fbme body that mifleads 
them now in Matters relating to Popery, as formerly in 
Thmgs relating to Property ; yet I am of Opinion that they 
will ere long fee, that to fland up for the Intereftof a Popifli 
Succeflor, to have a Popifh King, to weaken the Proteftant ' 
Jntereft, and fpeak ill of^ Parliaments, is not the right Way 
to prelerve the Proteftant Religion ; but a plain Contradic- 
tion, and an Invention of Jefiiits. And therefore, Sir, I am 
for going on with the Aflbciation-Bill ; for I will never 
doubt that the true Intereft of the Nation, in lb great a 
Concern as this, will long be bafHed by fuch Proje&or^. 
And therefore it is my Delirc that the Holile may be moved CI 

to appoint a Committee to draw up a Bill for that rurpole.* 

* Sir, I think you have been well moved, as well for the Sir WUliaiil 
Aflbciation-Bill as the Baniftiing-Bill. By the one, you wijl HickmaiWi 

, fend your Enemies out of the Country ; by the other be in a 
good Condition to keep them out, which may go a great 
Way to fecure us.'

* Sir, I am ndt againft any of thefe Bills, becailfethey may Sir Nlcll<; 
be all Convenient for the prelent Occafibn ; but if any Man ^^""^^ 
think that thefe Bills will do without the SuccefOon Bill, I 
believe they will find themfelves miftaken: For thefe Bills 

will figtiify nothing, unlefs you can remove yoUr Popifh Suc- 
ceflor, and your Popifli Intereft. Thefe Bills will not reach 
your Papifts in Mafquerade, who will certainly continue asi 
long as thei*eis a Popifli Siicceflbr, and make your B?nifhihg- 
Bill, and Aflbciation-Bill too, as inefFedtual as white Paper. 
Let (uch as I could name to you have the Command of the 
Sea-Ports, (as [ fuppofe they will without my naming them) 
and in the Lieutenancy, and Commiflion of tlie Peace, and 
when the prefent Heat is over, let the Papifts come back 
When they will, they will have no Cau(e to doubt having a 
kmd Reception. For you muft not expe6fc to have plain ^ 

ruflic Country Gentlemen, in fuch Commands, but well bred 
Courtiers, and (bme good, eafy, credulouis Gentlemen that will

lojo^ ufe will your banifhihg or Aflbciationf-Bill be ? As long as^ 

3* ^'*' ^ the £>ukehathfb many Friends at Court, (between whofe In-* 
tereft and Popery I cannot hear there is any Diftin^ion) I 
think no Laws tnat we can make againfl Popery will do us 
any Good, becaufe all the Laws we have already Iiave done 
' us none. For the lame Arts and Power that have hitherto 
' defeated all your other Laws, will alio defeat what you arc 
now about. And therefore, Sir, I am of opinion we are not 
now acting like the trUe Phyficians of the Nation, but like 
Mountebanks. For the moll we Ihall be able to do fhis 
Way, is to patch and plaifter up our Sores, and have them 
hereafter break out incurable upon us. But if you are relbl- 
ved to go on with thefe Bills that have been propoled, I will 
Hot ofter to oppole the Senle of the Committee, but would move 
you, (that we may not forget, or lole in the Croud, that which 
at laft, I believe, muft be purlued, if ever you will do any 
Thing for your Religion) that in the firft place you pals a 
VbtCjl'hat it is the Opmion of this Committee, that as long as 
the Papifts have any Hopes of the Duke of York's liicceed-

the beft. I tJiink it may be convenient for us to follow thac 
Advice ; for if we Ihould not have fomething for our Securi- 
ty, before we get the beft, I am afraid it may happen to us, 
as it did to a Man whole Houle was belet with Thieves ; he 
was {o long arming his Servants, and appointing them their 
^ diliind Quarters, that the Thieves broke in, and caught them 

all unprovided. I pray God it may not be our Cale ; though I 
am very lenlible that none of thele Bills can effednially ^o 
our Biifinefs ; for nothing can lecure us againft this Party> 
but being free of their Pi*inciples as well as of their Perlbns ; 
which i conclude will always remain infome Perlbns amongft 
us, notwithftanding your banilhing of Papifts, as long as 
there is a Popifh Succetfor. For I remember what a great 
Man of Sv/edeland told me, that all Laws they could make 
had never any efFe<5t againft them, until they not only banilh- 
cd them out of tlieir Country, but (ccured the Government in 
the Hand of Princes of their own Religion; and I am afraid, 
that nothing Icls than the lame Way will ever do our Bufinefs 
here. For it is not ^o much the !N umber of Papifts, as their 
Principles, and the Danger of their getting the Government 
into their Hands, which we know they have been long aiming 
at, that may juftly be feared, in which I am pcrfuaded they 
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will be (b FcffleC^ as that we fhall never be (ecure agntnft Mm^^itmdk 
them, unie(s we can banifh their Principles firom Courts i6i4i 
as well as the People out of the Country.* fi i«|^-i ^^^ 

* Sir, what my good Friend that (poke laft hath ^id, that Sir Francit 
we ihould get tomethbg, and not lo(e all, by aiming fo Winoingtoiu 
eameftly at the bcft, is very well, if we were like to get any 

thing inftead of it, that fliall have the Appearance of being 
ftrviceabie in this cafe: But I have feen old Parliament^ 
men miftaken ibmetimes, and I am afraid that he will Iboner 
fee this Parliament di{]R)lvedy than any thing granted that 
ihall be material againft Popery. And that the mentioning 
of thefe Bills fhaU afterwards arile in Judgment againft 
you; however, I think we muft adventure. What this Afl 
fbciation-Bill may be, I cannot tell, until it be drawn ; but 
I fee .no Oppofition made to any of thofe Bills that have 
been propo&d ; and I believe there is much Bufinefs yet be*

If this do not make 
all your Laws invalid, by not executing them ; is there not. 
an Army of about ten thouland Men under the Name of 
Guards? and may not more be raife'd? And what then will 
your Laws fignify ? Have we not already had fome Experi- 
icnceof this, when the Toleratbn caitie out in 1672. whei> 
there was .that Army at Black-Heath, and Clifford hid the 
Management of the great Affairs of State? If the King had 
not then hearkened .to the Advice of his Parliament, what 
would all the Laws that were then in force againft Pa- 
pifts have (ighified? And may you not (ce the fame again, 
if you do not take fbme care to prevent it ? What great 
Difference between Cliftbrd and fome of our prefent great 
jVlinifters, only that he had that Weakncf§ to declare nim-* 
ielf to be a Papift, and thefe the Diforetion to keep the 
Knowledge of their Religion to themfelves. But we (fee 
they manage things as much in favour of Popery, as ever 
Clifford did. Did not that Toleration, that Army, and that 
Minifter of State, repeal all your Laws as effedtdally, asif , 
they had never been made? When I confider how the 
Triple-League was broke, after we had made Lav ^ for the 
keeping it, by giving near three Millions -, how the Peace 
'was made up at Nimegucn, after we had made an A6fc for 
an adual War with France, and given above a Million for 
cntring into it ; I will never believe that any Law wilt be 
obferved, make what you will, unlefs there oe thole about 
tlic King that may be for the keeping of it ; otherwifc you 
ihall have fiich Judges, Juftices, Deputy-Lieutenants, and 
other commiflioned Officers, *as will repeal your Laws at 
pleaiiire. And therefore I could wifh yoi would confider 
well, how you poflefs thofc that lent you here, with an 
Opinion that they niay depend upon uich Laws a^ thcle. 
And at the fame time, Sir, that you are conlultipg the De- 
ftru<^ion of the Papifts, I think you may" do well to endea- 
vour the Prefervation of the Proteftants. Is this a Time for 
the Church-men and DifTenters to qnarrel ? It is like two 
Men riding upon a Road, a Highway man commg to rob 
them,, inftead of uniting to defend th mfclves, they quarrel 
and dilarni one the other, and 16 were both roobed. I 
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jiny God, this do not prove at laft out* Cafe. For as t)iat AaiiD ssOurA 

Projcd: of the Papifts hath, fince Wakeman's Trial, had ^ «^^ 

ftrange Succefs in dividing us ; (b no doubt but it will ax 

laft come to dilarming us too; and* how that will facilitate 

their Conqueft, may be eafily calculated ? Is this a time to 

weaken the Proterfant Intereft, by tearing us in pieces b/ 

the Execution of Adts made againft Papifts ? That Man who 

can believe, that that is the way tp preferve the Proteftant 

Religion, or Proteftant Church, is fit to believe that St 

Dennis walked many Miles with his Head under his Arm, 

or any other Popilh Mirade whatibevcr. And therefore I 

think you will do well to haften the Bill for uniting of the 

Proteftant Diffenters, that we may bring into the Church as 

many of them as is poflible, and not longer be fe infatuated 

as to gratify the Papifts in that particular, by doing their Bu* 

fineis in deftroying one another ; but prevent «hem if pof- 

fible by Union, which will tend more to prevent E^>pery 

tlian all the Bills that have been propofed. 

^ Sir, I ha\ie read in Scripture, What King going to make P»il Ftlcj;. 
War againft another, fitteth not down firft, and confulteth 
:yrhether he be able with ten thouland to meet him that 
Cometh againft him with twenty ? I take the Denial of the 
Bilhof £xclu{ion to be a plain demonftration, that the Popifh. 
Party fliould not be deprived of a Right tp govern us; and 
it is not to be doubted, that having that Rignt, they will be 
iiire to make uie of all the Power they can back it with. 
That we may be the better able to judge, whether we can! ' 

fortify our iclves lufficiently againft fuch a Right, and the 
Power that will naturally follow it, I pray, Sir, let us fol* 
low ouPiv Saviour's Advice, and conliilt, whether with ten 
thoufand we can meet twenty thouiatid. 
* * When I confider how tne triple League was broke, and 
how all Alliances and Tranfadiions relatmg to Peace and 
War have beeii fince managed in fevour of the French In- 
tereft, contrary to the true Intereft of England, and the 
preffing Importunities of foreign Nations, as well as our 
own, r think we caiinot but conclude that the Duke's Inte- 
reft, the French Intereft, and Popifli Intereft, are all one. 
And that the Duke's or Popifli Intereft have ibme great Dc- 
pendance on the French King, for his Affiftance in the fettling 
of Popery here. And no Man can doubt this, but he that 
will not believe Coleman's Letters, or that there was a. 
Peace made at Nirteguen, in orcjer to put; him in the bet- 
ter condition. If the Jefuits do manage all the Affairs of 
Europe, as is ftid, it ipay be juttly feared, that the French 
King will improve thi* Argument fo, as to get Flanders^ 
if not Holland too^tjibefore he perform his Promife of 
giving them the cxpcded Aflifence ; which, being it 
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AW(?i^^«H.^3'«Midwce to the deftroying of the Protcto^s ^bfoad^t 
l^99t as well as here, we may juftly fear the Jcfuits will never 
^ obftrudt 

* Befidcs the Dependancc which the Papifts may have of 
Afliftance from this mighty Monarch, in Ireland they are 
five to one for the Protedants, and amount to many hundred 
thoulands, foil of bloody Revenge, derived from their An- 
ceftors, wanting nothing but Arms, (which they may have 
from France in a Night) to be enabled to mafl&cre all the 
Prqteftants in Ireland and to be ready to be tranlported hi- 
ther. How the Plot hath been carried on there in order to 
it ; how £ndeavour$ have been there ufed to ftifle and coun- 
terplot it ; who commands all the Engliih Coaft oppofite to 
Jreland, we know ; and how our Forts and Caftlcs are pro- 
vided, the Examination of the (xovemor of Cheapl^ow-CaP- 
tie may inform you. 

* And that they may not want a Strength to compel us on 
every fide, is not the Government of Scotland quite altered^ 

: by ibme Adfcs made within thefe few Years ? Js it not be- 
come very arbitrary> Parliaments in a manner laid afide, and 
the Power inveded in a Privy-0>uncil ? And is there not « 
fiandmg Army of twenty two thoufand Men, fettled by A<^ 
q€ Parliament, with a Declaration, that they ihall be ready to 
^me into England upon any Occafion) And is not the Duke 
now there, managing the Government of that Kbgdom, and 
^rmy too, by putting his own Creatures into the Council and 
yito the Command of the Army, and ufing all other Ways 
imaginable to improve his Intereft there ? 

* And may we not conclude, that in Endand there may be 
fne hundred thoufand Papifts fighting Men, and that Portli 
mouth, Plymouth, Shcernefs, Tilbuiy-Fort, and Hull, and all 
other Places of Importance, fhall, when that Intereft ihall 
thmk it convenient, be in the Hands of Peribns they may 
confide in, as well as the Command of the Militia and Fleet. 

* And wliat now, Sir, can any Man iky is wanting, to enable 
this Party to make a great Conteft with us, but a PopilH 
King to head them ? And does any Thing ftand in their 
Way for that, but his Majefty's Life ? And is it not ftrange, 
that though we iee Thmgs never fo plain, there is na 
Remedy for poor Proteftants ? Can it be imagined, that if 
this Party fhould once have a King on their tide, endowed 
with a valourous Spirit, and vowmg Revenge, (burred on 
with a fiery Zeal, to get not only three Crowns on Earth, but 
the Crown of Glory in Heaven, by rooting a peftilent Herefyr 
out of three Nations ; that they will negieft fo great an Op- 
portunity' for the eftablifliing of Popery here ? And will not 
the Divifions they carry on amongft us, as to Churchmen 
and Fanatics, Plot pr no Plot, be very uicfiil to them ; but 
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tfptdally their Arraignments of Parliaments, and all that Anno szCar.ir. 
ipcakagainft Popery, as Forty- one-men, and Enemies to the ^ 1680. 
Govemnient,occafionagreat Weaknefs on our fide ? Ithinlc, * ^ 
Sir, all this put together makes a great Strength for that 
Party, enough to brmg us into Milcry, whatever the IduQ 
may be. I would now, Sh*, give you (ome Account how tl|c 
Protcftants may be able in luch a Cafe- to defend themfclvcs ; 
but I protcft, Sir, I know not what Defence they will be 
able to make legally. J^ is true. Sir, as long as our good 
King lives, we may live in quiet ; but things being thus, are not 
the Papifts under great Temptations to go on with their old 
damniible Dcfign, or fet up a new one for the Deftrudtio.i 
of the King? And if it fhould ih happen, either by their' 
wicked G)unlcls, or naturally, I think there is no Way left 
Us to oppofe this Party, but by a Rebellion ; and therefore I 
think we may conclude, that our Lives, Liberties, and Reli- 
gion, are to terminate with the King's Lite. 

* I confefs, Sir, this is a rr*clancho!y Difcourfc, but I am 
alraid too true ; and that the more you confide r of it, the 
jTJDrc Reafbn you will have to believe, that there is fucli a Net 
fpread to catch poor Proteftants, as cannot fail to do it effec- 
tually, whenever the Jefuits fhall be pleafcd to draw it. And 
our Condition looks the more difmal, becaufc though Kmg;, 
Lords^and Commons, have ib often declared, that there hath 
been a damnable, execrable, deviliih, helli(h, abommable 
Plot carried on by the Papifts, vet that all Remedies againft 
the like for the future muft be denied us ; I mean flich 
as can fignify any thing: And we muft now again be 
expoled, as we were before the Plot broke our, to all 
tlieir Barbarities, having only wcakn^d that Party by execu- 
ting about twenty old Men ; but ftrengthened them much 
more, by having difcouragcd all Witnefies from ever reveal- 
ing more of their Plots, and by the Difoveries they had 
maide of the Strength of their Party, in the itifling of this Plot. 
And yet all will not open the Eyes of fbmc ProreHants, that 
(by if poffible, we might be fb happy as to lay our Divifions a- 
fidc, and join againfl the* common Enemy, without which we 
muft certainly be ruined. 

* And if this be our Cafe, and there be nothing wanting but 
a Popifh King to complete our Mifery, and the Art of Man 
cannot find outan>' Way to fccure us againft a Popifh King, 
without the Exclufion-Bill ; is it not ft range it fhould bt: re- 
jected in the Houfe of Lords ? I cannot believe that th*e Fathers 
of theChurch fhould join in that, which mu(l infallibly give 
()pportunIty for the tearing out of the Bowels of their Mo- 
ther, and deftroying her for ever. If lb, well may we lie down 
and cry. We have nobody to help us but only thou, O God. 

* Sir, I have troubled you too loni;, but I hooe whit I 
have faid, may be of Ibme ufe to you in refol/ing about 
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Anno3iCanll. thcfe Bills that are propofed, though I think they wUl afll 
i6«o. come fhort of our Caic. Seeing you have voted a Bill 
^^^'"V**^ for the banilhing of the Papifts, 1 think you may do well 
to try what a bill of Affociation may amount to : But I 
agree with the Opmion of tliofe worthy Members that have 
told you, that theie things are put upon you, that you may 
give occafion to thofc that wifli ill to Parliaments, to ar- 
gue thereby for your Diflblution; and afterwards to per- 
Siade the People that you went about to diflblve the Foun- 
dation of the Government. And therefore I do not ex- 
pea any good EflFed of thefc Bills.* 
Sir Frandi Roll. ,« Sir^ by the Icrious Diicourfe which that worthy Mem- 
ber hath made of the Sadneis and Infecurity of our G)n- 
dition, we may plainly fee, how, by the Intereft of the 
. Duke of York, there is a great Power combined agaiiift 
us, and that our Conditbn is irrecoverable, if he mould 
come to be King. And therefore, Sir, I defire you 
would put the Queftion, upon a Motion that was made a 
little while fince, that it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that, as long as the Papifts have any Hopes of the Duke's 
fuccecding to the Government of tnis Nation, the King's 
Perlbn, nor the Proteftant Religion, nor the Government 
of this Nation, can be fecure* 

Pefohedf Tiiat it is the Opinion of this Committee, that 
as long as the Papifts have any Hopes of the Duke of York's 
liicceediug the King in the Kingdom of England and Ire- 
land, and Dominions thereunto belonging, the King's Per- 
Ion, the Proteftant Religion, and the Lives, Liberues, and 
Properties of all his Majefty's Proteftant Subjedts, are in 
apparent Danger of being deftroyed.* 
Sir Gilbert Gcr- « Sir, I am of Opinion the Popifli Plot goeth on as much 
rard. as ever, and the Papifts are Co proud of it, that they cannot 

' forbear bragging of their hopes to fee better Days Ipeedily. 
J think, Sir, feeing we are not like for one while to have 
the Exclufion Bill, we fliall appear negledtfiil of our Duty, 
if we do not try what Security can be contrived by an Af- 
Ibciation-Bill : And therefore I humbly pray, that the Houfc 
may be moved to appoint a Committee, to draw up and 
bring in a Bill for aflbciating all his Majefty's Proteftant 
Subjects/ 
Sir HcnryCapel. * Sir, The Reafbn why we are now in this Debate, is 
becaufe a Negative is pafs'd on our Bill for excluding the 
Duke of York It is ftrange,, feeing the £)angcr of the 
Proteftant Religion is Co great, (if there be any Intent to 
lave it) that the only Bill which could ferve for that end 
ihould be thought too much. I am of Opinion, that no 
other Bills can do us any Service at all (for it will be 
pretended they are all void, becaufe made againft the Right 
and Prerogative of your lawful King) without this Exclufion- 
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'Bill. Yet, leeing his Majefty hath fo often in his Speeches AnnojiCjir.l r 
recoramcncied the Security of the Proteftant Religion by 1689. 
other Ways, I think it is our Duty to try what other Laws ^-*'* 
can be made, though it be only to give the King and the^ 
World Satisfaction, and to'enaole us the better to judge, 
whether fuch Speeches proceed from his Majefty 's Good- 
nefs, or from evil Counfcl. I muft confcfs. Sir, I am afraid, 
(feeing the Duke of York's Intereft is now as great at Court 
as ever, and that there are fo many of the Privy G)unfcllors 
for bim, as well as moft others in Places of Truft and 
Command) that they that advile the King to put in that ' 
Limitation in all his Speeches, do know, riiat without that 
Law there c^n be none made that can prejudice tlie Duke's 
intereft, and fo confequently not fave the Proteftant Reli- 
gion, and therefore they advifc it. For how can we rea- 
lonably prefume otherways, feeing his Interefl is fo fix'd as 
it is, and the Wheel within the Wheel continues, which 
hath been fo often complained of When I ponderate on 
the good things his Majefty always doth, when he is pleafed 
to exclude the corrupt Politics, and Advice of others, I 
cannot but lament afrefh our great Misfortune in having 
a Popifh Succeflbr, that ftiould be able to create fuch an 
Inter,eft, as to hinder us fr6m the good Effcd: thereof His 
Majefty did once declare, how fenfible he was of the In- 
convenience of being advifed by private Cabals, and feemed 
relblved to difmifs tliem ; and from that Time forward to 
advile with his Privy-Council, and in Cafes extraordinary, 
with the great Council the Parliament. How he came to 
vary from that Refblution, I do not know; but I am afraid' 
we fhall not fee any Alteration in favour of the Proteftant 
Intereft, until we fee fbme Change in that Particular. For 
though the Duke's Friends may do veiy well to prcfervc 
the Duke's Intereft, which upon all Accounts is Popery; 
yet, I think, they are very inconfiftent with the Prefer- 
vation of the Proteftant Intereft: And therefore until fbme 
Alteration is made in Council, as Parliaments h4vc laboured in 
vain againft Popery thefe two Years, fb I am afraid we fhall 
how. However, Sir, I am not aeainft trying what Strength

* Sir, The many Dilcourfes you have heard this day, W. 
touching the Strength of the Popifh Intereft at home, and 
how combined with foreicn Power, doth not fo much (larilc 
me, as to fee, that all tlie Strength, upon v;hich the Pro- 
teftant Party muft dejpend for Security, is put into the Hz^^^s 
of Perfbns who are tor the Duke's Intereft, which we havq 
E i ' Rcalun 
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Anno 52Car.n. Rcaibn to underftand to be the fejne with Popery", not ^ 
1680. Per (on being employedi in any Place of Command or Truft^ 

^■-•^^ "^ that ever declared aga nft that Intereft. If I be miftakeii 
i^ what I fay, I defire to be corrected ; I Ibeak according 
to the beft Information I could have, and I oelieve all here 
know, what an exact Scrutiny there hath -been often made 
in all Countries and Corporations, for the finding out oE 
^len that way inclined, or otherways (b qualified, as are 
not fit to make any Oppofition to the D.efigns carried oa 
by the Popifli Party. And if by Chance any is put in, 
not fettered either by Opinion or Intereft to that Party, 
upon the firft Appearance he is prefently difcharged, ^s j£ 
he were a Traitor to his Country. And now, anera long 
Interval of Parlian^ents, and more and more Difcoveries a€ 
the Reality and Danger of the Popilh Plot, not only here 
but in Ireland, and of the many Contrivances of that Parpy 
to ftifle new Evidence, and to corrupt and difcourage tha 
old, of the certain Ruin of the Proteftant Religion trorn a"

And if we con^ 
fider what an Intereft that Party hath now at prefent, and 
how Things are prepared to afford them a greater Affiftance 
hereafter ; how a Popilh King, as well as our Divifions and 
Animofities, will contribute to it,, though I hope, God will 
make them Lyars ; yet, I conclude, they have a great deal 
of Realbn to be very <;onfideht. And I foe hot how we can 
help ourfelves, feeing there are fo many Minifters of State 
about the King, who are as a Partition-wall between him 
and his People. I find in Coke's Reports, iliat, when the 
Nation* was in apparent Danger, the People might go di- 
re<51:Iy to the King with their Grievances, and make their 
Complaints and Petitions known. I think we may do well 
tQ confolt this Text, and fee if we can find out any bettei? 
Way than what we have tried already, to convey our hum- 
ble Supplications to his Royal Perfon. In the mean time, I 
think you had not beft to go off from the Bill of Aflbcia^ 
tion; for' which we have a Precedent in Queen Elizabeth s 
lime, firft made by the Gentry, and afterwards confirmed 
by Ad: of Parliament.' • 

L. Cower. < Sir, I would not difcourage you from going on with 
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thde Bills } but I am afraid they will &U far ihort of die Ampt $ftGts.IT# 
power and Strength that will oe neceflary, to root out an '6Xo* 
Intereft that hath been above one , hundred Year^ rivctH^ W ^>i^ 
jtlelf by all Arts and Ways imaginable, and hath now fi^c 
itlelf lb near the Throne. I muft confels, lam afeaid we 
are ^ Labour in vain, and that this Imercft hath (b clench- 
ed itlelf, (as the jeliiits term it) that it wijl break not only 
this Parliament, but many more, if not all Parliaments, and 
the Proteibnt Religion too. It is too weiriity to be re- 
moved, or perverted, by llich little Bills as thele : No, Sir, 
you will find, that nothing lels than ^ firm Union among^ 
all the Proteilants in this Nation can be iiifEcient to give 
any Check to this Intereft. As long as there are amongft 
ps ^o many Perlpns, as know not ri^tly how to apply toe 
Dangers of the Church and State, nor the Miferies of for^ 
one, but will be, led by Popifli Projedrors, I am afraid liich 
Bills as rficfe will not do our Bufinels: Bccaulethey will not 
deftroy that footing which they have at Court, nor ftrengthen 
the Proteftant Intereft, which muft have its Original from 
Union. It is ftrange that none but thole who are for the 
Duke's Intereft, (liquid be the only Perlbns thought fit to 
be in Places of Truft ! It is lb ftrange a Way to prelerve 
the Proteftant Church and Religion, that it raifeth with-mc 
a Doubt, Whether any liich thiiig be defigned. Such Per- 
lbns may be proj)er to manage Af&irs in favour of the Popifli 
Intereft ; but it is to be admired, that they, and they only, 
flioiild be thought fit to be intrufted with the Proteftant 
Intereft. I think it as hard for them"^ to do it, as to lervc 
two Matters. It is not ufual in otiier Countries, to retain 
|heir Enemies in the Government, nor liich as are Friends 
to their Enemies ; and it is ftrange that we, of all other Na- 
tions, fhould fall into this Piece x)f Policy.

• Sir, Though it plainly appear, by what hath been R, 
Jaid upon this Debate, that the Proteftafit Religion is in 
a dangerous Condition, yet when I confider how ftrangelv 
God's Providence hath hitherto, helped us, and defeated all 
the wicked Stratagems of this Party, I cannot defpair. 
Notwithftanding the breaking of the Triple- League, the 
Dutch- War 1672, and the Affiftance given the French, 
the Proteftants abroad are not all deftroyed : Neither by 
their firing of Loudon, endeavours to corrupt Parliaments, 
and Contrivances againft the King's Life, have they yet 
deftroyed all at home. And as I doubt riot but the King is 
billing to Iccurc the Proteftant Religion to us and our- 
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Asno sftCanH. Poflcntics, fo 1 hope he will hearken to us, and grant fiich 
1680. Laws as may be neceflary for the iecuring of it, he being 

O "^v**" "•^ moft concerned therein. And therefore 1 hope that ^t laft 
«he will concur in fuch Laws as we fhall propofe for that 
£nd, or contrive better.* 

Sir WUBam * ^^^* There hath been lb much laid already upon the 

Jonei. Subje6t-Matter of this Debate, that I Ihall have little oc- 

cafion to trouble you long. The worthy Member thar 
fpokc a while fince, hath fhcwed you from whence our 
tears of Popery arife, from the Dependance they have of 
Affiftance from France, Ireland, and Scotland, in cafe there 
fliould be a Popifli King, befides the Party they have 
here, and the Advantage they will have by the Govern- 
ment, which is already fecured for that Inter^ft, and of 
itlelf would be (ufiicient to conteft with the Proteftant In- 
tereft, who, in fuch a Cafe, would have no King to head 
them, no Perfbns in any Place of Truft to execute any 
Laws in their behalf, nor no legal Power to defend them- 
felves. And therefor^, feeing there is a Negative pafs'd 
upon the Bill, we had contrived to Tecure us from thefe 
great Dangers, I think. Sir, we may do well to try if 
we can get any thing elie. But I amperfuaded if tliis 
Aflociation-Bill be made as it fhould be, that we fhall have 
no better Succefs with it than we had with the Exclufion- 
Bill: For I am afraid, that though we are permitted to 
brandifh our Weapons, yet that we fhall not be allowed 
to wound Popery; but rather do believe, that they who 
advifed the throwing out of that Bill, will alio do the fame 
by this, or diflblve the Houfe before it come to Perfection : 
J?or this Bill muft be much flrongcr than that in Queen 
Elizabeth's Days ; that was for an Ailbciation, only after 
her Death, but I cannot tell if fuch a Bill will fecure u$ 
now, the Circumffances we are under being very different. 
In Queen Elizabeth's Days, the Privy Counfellors were all 
for the Queeh's Interef!:, and none for the Succeflbr's ; 
now, moftof the Privy -Counfellors are for the Succeffor's, 
attid few for the King's. Then the Miniftei*s imanimoufly 
agreed' to keep out Pppery, now we have too much Reafon 
•o fear, there are many that are for bringing it in. In thofe 
Days they all agreed to keep the Popifh Succeflfor in Scot- 
land, now the major Part agreed to keep the Succeflbr here ; 
, all which muft be confidered in drawing up of the Bill.*

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The 1 7 th, Ordered, that Sir William Jones, Mr. Harbord, Anao 31Car.II* 
Sir Charles ^ufgrave, Sir F. Winnington, Sir Thomas Lee, '6^®« 

and Sir William Pulteney, do withdraw, and put the Articles ^ ~v~ « ^ 
againft Mr. Seymour into the Form of an Impeachment Proceedingt oa 
forthwith, and make Report thereof to the Houfe ; which M'- Seymour't 
being done, and agreed to by Houfe : Impeachment. 

Ordered, That Mr. Seymour be taken into the Cuftody of 
the Serjeant at Arms, for fecuring his forth-coming to anfwer 
the Impeachment of this Houfe againft him, until he fliajl 
have given Security to this Houfe, to anfwer to the laid Im- 
peachment ; and that the Serjeant at Arms be empowered to 
receive Security for the forth-coming of the laid Mr. Sey- 
mour, to anfwer to the Impeachment of this Houfe. 

TJie fame Day the Houfe refolved into a Committee, far- 
ther to confider of Ways and Means to Iccure the Kingdom 
againft Popery and arbitrary Government ; and after feveral 
Debates, how ineflFedtual all Laws would prove, without good 
Judges, Juftices, and others in Commiffion, that will exe^ 
cute them ; and how frequent Parliaments would conduce to 
have Laws put duly in Execution ; 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Houfe, that the votei to fecure 
Houfe be moved, that a Bill be brought in, for the moreef the Kingdom 
fedual fccuring of the Meetings and Sittings of frequent againft Popery, 
Parliaments. *«• 

Refohed, That this Houfe do agree with the Committee, 
that a Bill be brought in that the Judges hereafter to be made 
and appointed, may hold their Places and Salaries, quamdiufe 
benegeferinti And alfe to prevent the arbitrary Proceedings 
of Judges. 

Refohed, That this Houfe do agree with the .Committee, 
that a Bill be brought in, againft illegal fixation of Money 
upon the People, to make it High-Treafbn. 

The iSth, His Majefly's Speech, made to both Houfes Debate oil the 
December 1 5, was read. King's Speech, 

* Mr, Speaker, Sir, the Veneration that is due to all his Ma- j^ Hampden, 
jefly's Speeches doth i-equire, that we ihould ferioufly debate 
them before we give any Anfwer to them ; but the Circum- 
ftances we are under at this Time challenge a more than or- 
dinary Gonfultation : For, by the Tenor of the Speech, I con- 
clude, that the Succefs of'this Parliament depends upon our 
Anfwer to it ; and confeqncutly, the Safety of the Proteftant 
Religion, both at home and abroad. And therefore I think 
myfclf very unable to advife in this Matter, and fhould "not 
have attempted ir, but that you havi cncourag'd me by your 
leave tofpeak firlt. So that if I offer any thing amifs, thofe 
that come after will have Opportunities to corredt me. I 
would begin with the latter End of the Speech firft ; becaufe 
that i*art of it is moft likely to beget a fair Underftapding be- ^ 

tween 
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Auuy$2Cat.U, twecn his Majcfty and, this Hixife. But I cannot but obfenre^ 
1 680. what great care is here again taken to prcferve the Sueceflion in 
'the right Line, as in all other his Majcfty's Soechcsever finoe 
the Plot broke out. I think mote could not be done, though 
it ttrere in. behalf of the King's Son, and a Protcftant too. 
That Limitation, and his Majcfty's Oflferof fecuring the Pro^ 
teftant Religion, (if by Sueceflion in the right Line be 
n;eant the Duke) upon 11)3117 Debates in this Houic is found 
irreconcikable ; and therefore muft be imputed to thole 
that have advifed his Majefty thereto. To ^>re(crve the right 
Succeflkm in the Duke, is to prefervc fomething or nothing ; 
The fbmething muft be nok(s than the Crown, m cafe of his 
Majefty's Death ; and (bconfequemly the Intercftof the Po- 
pifh Party, who, after one hundred "Y ears Endeavours to have 
a Prince of their own Religion, the indefatigable Induftry of 
the Jeiiiits to obtain it,. and the Lois of fo much Blood fpent 
therein, will, befides their Principles and Inclinations, lay on 
them great Obligations,^ to make ufc of the Opportunity to 
eftablifh their Religion again in this Nation. So that I muft 
confefs, thefc Refervations Ibok to be like a perfe^ Defign to 
five the whole Party, accompanied with a Power and a Pre- 
tence fufficient to enable them to accomplifh their End. For 
to this the laving of the Duke's Right doth amount, and confe- 
quently the t)eftru6tion of the Proteftanf Religion : Which 
cannot be imagined to proceed from his Majefty. In former 
Times, the Intereft of no one Man could ever bear up a- 
gainft the Intereft of the Nation ; now it feems,that theReligiOn, 
Lives, and Liberties of all the People of this Nation, nay, I 
may fay, all the Protcftants of tlie three Nations, muft be all 
loft, rather than one Man be di^offcft of his Right ; though 
by his Ad: he hath made himfelt incapable to enpy it. Cer- 
tainly f hei-e muft be more intended by this than the faving of 
one Man ; it muft be the iaving of a Party : And therefore. 
Sir, I am afraid we are but where we were two Years j^ : 
For it is plain to me, tliat there is a certain fetal Scheme, 
which hath been exad:ly purfued thefe twenty Years, in or- 
der to deftroy the Protefta«t Intereft, and hath had a ftrange 
fecret Operation in the Management of all our Affairs : And 
although now and then Ibme Accidents have happened, that 
have occafione J fome altevation for a Time, as by his Maje- 
fty 's recalling the Toleration, fbme Tranfactions oF Parlia- 
ments, the breaking out of the Piot, and his Majefty 'sl'olera- 
tion of his Council in 1679; Y^t I obferve, that after a little 
while there is no change in the main; all returns to the old 
Scheme, as if there were a ceiftain infallible Ballance that 
did preponderate. We have had fo much Experience of his 
Majefty 's Goodnefs and Tnclinurions, that we cannot but coa- 
clucic> tha tlicrc is ftill fbine luch thing, as a Wheel within a

not tell, nor how the Government is influenced^ that the Pro- ' '6^^' 

teffaiits .ihould not be able to obtain any thing for their iSecu-^ *^ ^-^--*. 

Htyf . But we,niay^e(s and juftly fear, that it will never be 

otherwife, as long as there i5 a Popifli Succeflbr. The" truth 

jsj^ wc have a, hard Task to ferve our King and Country in 

inch a Time as this is. We may expofe ourfelves to the 

Rage or a powerful Party ; but, I am afraid, get little to fe- 

cure {)urrelves againft ^tneir Revenge. We are under, the 

fame inequality as jfairGamefters that nieet witli tlidfe that 

lifcfalfe Dice; and' are like to have the ^me ill luck at laft,

* Sir, I take no Delight in looking backward, but without 
doing it at this Time, 1 am afraid we fhall not mend, as well 
as go forward. It is not to be doubred but that, as well for the Se- 
curity of the Nation at home, as of Flanders againft the Power 
of France, and the Proteftant Religion abroad, we are under a 
Neceffity to make Alliances ; and that they cannot be made rior 
fiipported without Money. But did we not give above two 
Millions for the Prefervation of the Triple-League ? And were 
not the laid two Millions by the Power of the French and 
Popifh Party employed to break it? Did we not a little while 
fince give about a Million and an half for an adtual French 
War ? And was there not presently a general Peace made ? Do 
not all foreign Nations complain, that,^notwithfl:anding all our 
Treaties, Pretences, and Declarations, we have been only 
true to France ? And what Reaibn have we now to imao;ine,^ 
that if we fhould give Money for Leagues, that it would be 
employed otherwile than formerly ? Is not the lame Scheme 
of Government purfued ftill ? Is not the French Ambaffador, 
and the French Woman too, as great at Court as ever ? And 
have not the Duke's Creatures the Management of all Affairs ? 
And if the Duke's intereft, the French Intereft, and the Po-^ 
pi(h Intereft, be all one, can you imagine, that your Money 
Ihall be employed to make any Alliances, that ftiall be for the 
Advantage of the Proteftant Religion ? No, Sir, though his 
Majefty fb intend it, yet the Wheel within a Wheel, which 
hatn managed all other Alliances hitherto, will al(b manage 
thefe, and ha^^e the Difpofal of our Money too, and pervert 
it to our Deftru£t'on. And, until Things fettle here at 
home on a true Proteftant Bottom, it cannot be imagined, 
tliat any foreign Prince will depend on us, or make Allian^ 
ces with us. And therefore as well for that, asbecaufe our 
Tomb IL F Money 
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AiinosaCarJI. Money may not probably be difpofed of for any good End, it 
1680. * is in vain to treat of either Alliances or Money. For,, until 
V^'"^'^ ' the Intereftbc changed at Court, that Co there may be^ a bet- 
ter UnderftandinglKtween the King and his People, it can- 
not produce any Thing for our Advantage. 

* As to Tangier and the Succeflion, there hath been fo much 
laid already, when thofe Points were debated, that I will not 
trbuble you with more at this Time. 

♦ But I beg leave to add fbmething about the latter Part of 
the Speech, which doth a little comfort me, bccaufe I hope ' 
we may graft fuch an Anfwer thereupon, as may beffet a 

^ right Underftanding with his Majefty. I know this HLoufe 
is conftituted of Perfbns different from that of the long Par- 
liament, becaule of the many Penfioners that were in it ; and 
that we need not now be afraid to talk of Money. I believe 
we all know, that without giving Money this Seflion, the 
Nation can.never be happj^, nor his Majefty's Government ib 
formidable as it ought to be. And therefore I would hum* 
bly move you to appoint a Conj^iittee, to draw up an Addreis

and that is impoflible the Affairs of this Nation Ihould ever 
fettle on a good Proteftant Bottom, as long as there is aPopifli 
Succeffor, which cannot be prevented but by the Succeffion 
Bill : that there may be no ill Conftru6tion made of our Defires, 
' I would humbly move you to offer to liipply the King with 

what Money he may need for the Support of Tangier and 
Alliances, upon his granting of the Sicceflton Bill only, that 
fo his Majefty may have no realbn to be diffident of us; not 
doubting, but that if we can once lay a Foundation for a 
good Correipondence, that his Majefty will take fo much 
Content in it, beyond what he doth nowjentoy , that to preferve it 
he will afterwards grant us what more Bills may be farther nc- 
ceffary for the Security of the Proteftant Religion. And 
therefore I am not for clogging this Addreis with any Requeft 
for any thing more, than that one Bill.

Jond, in our Endeavours, that we may juftly fufpedt, we arc permit- 

ted to fit here, rather to dcftroy ourfelvcs than to fave our

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Country. It is a Matter of Admiratioii to me, that thofe A111103aCar.fl; 
who have fo often adviied his Majefty, to put this, and the 1680. 
former Parliaments, upon finding out Expedients for (ecuring ^ 
the Proteftant Religion, without altcrmg the SuccefEon, 
fhould all this while find out none themlelvq; but ftill con- 
tinue advrifing the King to put that upon us, which, after ma- 
ny Debates is finind to be impoflible. And that the King 
fhould always have at his Elbow Perlbns ready to remember 
him conftantly to make this Limitation, which, in all appear- 
ance, muft tend to the final Deftru(3:ion of the Proteftant Re- 
ligion: And that there fhould be no body there to mind 
hmi of propofing ibme Expedients to prevent it, only in ge- 
neral Words, of which no ufe can be made. According to 
the Opinion of three liicceffive Parliaments, the Limitation in 
fevour of the Popifli Intereft is plain, intelligible, and prac- 
ticable. I h9pe his Majefty, againft the next Occafion, will 
require them that have fo advifed him, to make the Expe- 
dients and other ways to fecure the Proteftant Religion, as 
plain and practicable, that fo we mav fee if the Security 
of the Proteftant Religion be defignea in good eameft by 
iuch Advifers, which 1 cannot believe ; becaufe what they 
propofe is, in my Opinion, a Contradidion in itielf With- 
out the Exclufion-Bill, there can be no Expedient txit what 
will leave us in that miferablc Condition, of having, firft or 
laft, a Conteft with our lawful King. And there c^n be nd 
fuch thing as fetting up a Power to oppofe him, but by put- 
ring a kind of ftipreme Authority in the Parliament; with a 
Power to oppofe, as well by making War as Laws, which 
might prove the Deftrudion of the monarchial Government. 
The laid Truft or Power (without the Exclufion-Bill) being 
not to be repofed in the next Heir, or any fingle Perfon, left 
he fhould die before he come to have the Power in him, or 
utterly refufe to aft, if he fhould live to have a Right, by 
virtue of fuch a Settlement, to adminifter the Government. 
In fiich a Cafe, there would be no lawful Power lodged any 
where elfe, to oppofe fuch a King, and there muft not be an 
Interregnum. By this fhort Account you may fee, yrhat Dif- 
ficulties all Expedients will be liable to; ana may conclude, 
that thofe that ad vifc the King to make this Limitation, do in-^ 
tend it as an Expedient to make the Endeavours of Parlia- 
ments ineffedual, and to bring in Popery. And if you had

York, who, by the wicked Inftruments of the Church of 
Rome, has been manifeftly perverted to their Religion. 
And we do humbly reprefent to your Majefty, as the Iffue 
of our moft deliberate Thoughts and Confultations, ^hat for 
the Papifts to have their Hopes continued, that a Prince of 
that Reiigicm ihould luccetd in the Throne of thele King- 
doms, is utterly inconfiftent with the Safety of your Majefty 's 
Perlbn, the Prefervation of the Proteftant Religion, and tne

* In the Reign of luch a Prince, the Pope will be ac- 
knowledged fupreme, (though the Subje6ts of this Kingdom 
have Iwom the contrary^ and all Caufes, either as Ipiritual, 
or in order to Ipiritual things, will be brought under his 
Juriiaidion. 

* The Lives, Liberties, and Eftates of all (uch Proteftants, 
as value their Souls and their Religion more than their fecu- 
lar Concernments, will be adjudged forfeited. ^ 

* To all this we might add, that it appears in the Difco- 
yery of tl>e Plot, that foreign Princes were invited to aflift 
in lecuring the Crown to the Duke of York, with Argu- 
ments from his great Zeal to eftablifli Popery, and to extir- 
pate Proteftants (whom they call Heretics) out of his Do- 
minions ; and fuch will cxpeft Performance accordingly. 

* We farther humbly befeech your Majefly, in your great 
Wilciom to confider, whether, in cafe the Imperial Crown 
of this Proteftant Kingdom Ihould defcend to the Duke of 
York, the Oppofition which may pofEbly be made to his 
pofleffing it, may not only endanger the farther Defcent in 
the Royal Line, but even Monarchy itfelf 

* For ihefe Rcafons, we are moft humble Petitioners to 
your moft facred Majefty, that, in tender Commiferation of 
your poor Proteftant People, your Majefty will be eracioufly 
pleafed to depart from the Refervation in your faid Speech ; 
and when a Bill fhall be tendred .to your Majefty, in a 
Parliamentary way, to difable the Duke of York from in- 
heriting the Crown, your Majefty will give your Koyal 
Allent thereto ; and as neceflary to fortify and defend tlie 
fame, that your Majefty will likewife be gracioufly pleafed 
to aflent to an Aft, whereby your Majefty 's Protellant Sub-

, * A^ Ibme farther Means for the Prelervation both of our 
Religion and Property, we are humble Suitors to your Ma- 
jefty, that from hcncefortlx fuch Perlbns only may be Tuplges 
within the. Kingdom of England, and Dominion of Wales, 
as are Men of Ability, Integrity, and knowi> AflFcftion to the 
Proteftant Religion: And that they may hold both their 
0&ccsandSahincs^.^uamdiufebeneig(!jferint. That (ftveral 
Deputy-Lieutenants and Juftices of the Peace fitly qualified 
for thoie Employments, having been of latd dUj^Uccd, and 
others put in their room, who are Men of arbitrary Prin- 
ciples, and Countenanccrs ofPapifts and Popery) fiicKpidy 
may bear the Office of a Lord-Lieutenant, as are Perfons 
of Integrity and known Affe<9:ion to the; Proteftant Reli- 
gion.

* If your Majefty hath, or fliall make any neceffary Al- 
liances for defence of the Proteftanf Religion, and In- 
tereft and Security of this Kingdom, this Houlc will be 
ready to affift and ftand by your Majefty iij^the luppprt of 
the fame. 

* After this our humble Anfwer to your Majefty *s gra-

* Mr.-Spoetei*, Sir, liiaychearkned with all the Atten- ^^"tT?'^*^ 
tion J wold to this Ad*rqis, and do agree with the firft ^ s h!** 
Part of it. The Dangers aad Incoavemeocies arifiqg from * ^^ 
aPopiih Succeflor are very obvious; and that there will ^^^ 
be no Peace nor TraoquUliQr in this Nation for the prefent, ^"8"^« 
as long as there is a Popiih SQCceilbr; and that our Rel^ion 
will be loft, if there fliottldbe a Pof»flt King, I am affaid, 
is too true : But yet I muft crave leave, to diuent from the 
true Opinion of thofe worthy Member* that have drawn it, 
as ^o the other Parts theveof I think it is not convenient, 
at this tinoe, to preis fo hard for the £xclu(ion-BiU, becaule 
we know we cannot have it without a Prorogation ; which, 
&r nw part, I ^r at this time, as much as I do a PopifK 
^UCCCMor; <for I do belieye, if it fhould happen, that you 
will iboner fee the Duke at Whitehall, than this Affembly 
met together ^in, ; between thefe Walls : And therefore, 
lam not willing to give the Popifli Party foch an Ad- 
vantage to procure our Diffolution, left they ihould lay 
hold of it, as I believe they would ; by which the Pro- 
tcflant Intereft, both abroad and at home, would be ruined. 
And as, I cannot agree in this, &> neither in jpreffing the 
Aflbciation-Btll ; for,being it hath not yet been brought into 
the Houfe, we db noc weU know what will be the Purport 
of it. And it is not proper, that we fhould ask of the King 
we know not what; norexpe^ that he Ihould grant us what 
he can know nothing of And truly. Sir, X thmk that 
tilde things about the Judges, Deputy-Lieutenants, and 
Juftices of the Peacp, are too minute things to be infifted on 
at this time, compared with others which might be de- 
manded Queen Elizabeth's Gounfellors never thought her 
fife, until the Popifli Succeilbr was incloied in a Tower ; 
and I am afraid thav you will never be iafo, until ypu take 
ibme fiich G)uHe that may bring things to an IfTue. When 
you have done that, and banifhed all the confiderable Pa- 
pifts out of England, I think we fhall not be in fo apparent 
Danger, as we now are. And fceiiig this may probably be 
granted, and the other Bills not, ihumbly move you to ' 
recommit the Addrefs, that it may be better confidered. I 
know not how this may agree widi the Senfe of the Houfe ; 
but I ihall always crave Leave to fpeak in this Place ac- 
ooiding to my G>nfcience, that fo I may have Peace within 
me ; but readily fubmit to better Judgments/ 

• Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am very glad that worthy Member sir William 
agrees in the Apprehenfions of the Dangers arifing from Jonc*. 
a Popifh SuccefTor, and in the Neceffity of the BUI of Ex- 
dofion ; and am very forry I cannot agree with him in the 
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''Anoo 3iCir.!l. i^ft of his DUbouHe. ' I cannot ima^e, widuiut' i K^li tit 
'68a fleftioun upon his Majefty, that if he ihonld be perfuaded 

V« -^-•■■^ jQ prorogue the Houle for two or three Days^ m order to 
pals the £xclufion-BiIl, that he ihouldj inftead of permittii^ 
us to meet again, diflblve the Parliament ; whidi is quite 
contrary to it. I fear a Proro^tion, without being intended 
for this; but if once we could prevail with his Majefty to 
do it for this end, I fhould not doubt the defired £ffe^. 
And in prefling the Adbciation-Bill, we ihall not prefs.die 
King to grant us we know not what: The Word Aflbcia-* 
tion may very well be underftood, and riie Ends of it arc 
declared to be for the Security of his Majefty's Perfon, and 
the Prote(hint Religion. And if, when drawn, it ihould 
be directed to other Ends, I fuppofe this Houfe will take 
care to mend it ; if not, the Kmg's Promile can bind no 
farther than to pais a Bill for thole Ends. But I do much 
admire to hear, that the having of good Judges, Jufti- 
ces, and Commanders at Sea and Land, is a trivial 
things for I think that all other things you delire without 
it, would (ignify nothing, As long as the Laws and Militia 
qf the Nation are in the Hands of Perlbns not well af- 
fodted to the Ptotedant Intereft, I am afraid we ihall have 
no Security aeainft Popery. As to the new Way that hath 
been propofed, of bringing Matters relating to the Popifh 
Succcflbr to luch an Iflue, as that he may be lecured, as 
in Queen Elizabeth's time. If he had been lenfible, that 
there are none in Office but what are for his Incereft^ he 
would firft have agreed to have endeavoured to have got ftch 
clianged, before he would have propoled that Way.

Counfellors as Queen Elizabeth had, and not eleven to leven 
for the Popifh Succellbr.

Debateson a Biil his Majefty *s Protcrftant Sul^^as. 

Ma" ft^'"V^' ' ^^^' Speaker, Sir, It is noN to be doubted .but that the 
tcftantsubic'^t ^^Ppi"^^^ of this Nation, and Safety of our Religion, doth 
* depend very much upon preferving the well-conftituted Go- 
vernment of the Church ; and that the Government in the 
State will not lone ftand^ if that be fulled down, to which, 
^ • I am afraid, this Bill will contribute very much. Sir,* it is 
well known, how, notwithftanding all the Endeavours of his 
Majefty, as well in Parliament as otherwife, all the A6ts 
that are in force againft Diftenters, all the Endeavours of 
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he Fathers of the Churchy there are a Sort of Men, and Aqqo jiCkr.U* 
great numbers too, whowiU neither beadvifed nor over* i68q^ 
ruled ; but, under the Pretence of Conicience, break violent- ^"^ 
ly through all Laws vbatfoever, te the |;reat Difturbance 
both of Church and State. And if you mould give them 
nsore Liberty, you will encourage them to go on with more 
fioldneis ; and therefore I think it will be more convenient to 
have a Law for forcing the DifTcnters to yield to the Church, 
and not to force the Church to yield to them ; and I think 
we are going quite the wrong way to do the Nation good. 
And therefore I am againft this Bill. 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I would not open my ^louth in favour D. 
of this Bill, if I thought it would any ways prejudice the 
the Church, or Church-Government ; but I believe ir may 
h^vc a quite contrary £ffe^, and tend more for the Prelcrva- , 
tbn and Safety ot the Church and Church-Government, 
than any Bill wnatfocver that could be contrived. We have 
a Church-Government fettled by Law, to which the major 
P^ of the People, like good Chriftians and loyal Sul^eds, 
give obedience ; but it is our Misfortune that there are in 
the Nation a great many, who will not liibmit to this Govern- 
ment, who n^ be divided under three Heads : i. The Pa> 
pifls, who differ from id in Points of Faith, and will not 
^veany obedience but to the Church of Rome: 2. Inde- 
pendants, Presbyterians, and jbme others, who agree in Points 
of Faith, and difier only in Points of Do&rine and Ceremo- 
nies : 3. Quakers, who diia^ree not only in Points of Dodtrine 
and Ceremonies, but in Pomts of F*aith, and are a head-flrong 
Iqrt of unreafbnable People, that will not iubmit to any Laws* 
made about Religion, but do eive obedience to the civil Ma- 
giflrates upon all other Occaf^s. ^The Church of £ngland- 
men are not only the greateft Nnmbcr, but have the Govern- 
ment of their fide. What Laws to make, that may tend mofi 
tQ the prefcrving of it, is your Bufinefs. It is in danger 
from the P4pifb on the one hand, and the reft of the Protef^ 
tant Diflenters on the other, who in iofne meafure a^oe in 
their Entmy and Difrefped to the Church, an4 therefore the 
more Q»re ought to be taken for its Preierv^tion. 

* Having thus, Sir, diicovered the Danger ot" the Church 
in general, « will be neceflOiry, in order to ftnd out a Reme- 
dy, to difcourfe a litde of the Strength ^ ^ncereH of eadi 
Party in parpcular^ 

* Sir, the Papifb are nek the greateft number, but yet, in 
my Opinkin, upon feveral Gonftderations, are n^oft to be 
feared, becauie of their defperajte Principles, which make 
them bold and indefatigable, atid the Affifboice they may 
may have from Rome, France, and Ireland ; but above all, 
fro;n the great Sh^e they have in the Mi^iagement <^ tho 
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AimojtCar.n. Government, by tfie Mdins of d Pbpim .^ocdflbt', and the 
' ^Q*' Fear of their getting the Q)vemment inta their Hands h ere 

V" ""V"* "*^ after by having a Popifli King: Which of itfclf h^h beei^ 
iiifficient in former Times to change the Religion of this Na- 
tion, and, as may JuWy be feared, may have the* fame EBkdt 
again, uniefs the Proieftants be well united: Thd Presbytc- 
vians, Independants,' and all other Di(?enters, may be more 
in number than the Papifts, and may be willing eiickigh to 
have the Church-Government altered, if not deftro^cd ; yet, 
being they cannot have any Sticcour from abroad, norffem 
the Government here at home, I eahnot lee any great Din- 
ger from them : For, it is not prd>able they fhalr ever have 
a King of their own Opinion, nor a Parliamedt, by the Dil^ 
, covery they made of their Strength in the laft Ele^rions : 
For, accordmg to the bed Calculation I can make, they could . 
not bring one m twenty : And therefore, becaufe they have not 
iiich bloody, defperate Principles as the Paplfts, and becaufe

* Mr.Speakcr,Sir, As wellChurch-^nenas Diffentersdo 
all know we have a dangerous common Enemy that is 

fot wkhin our Bowels, atid wants nothing but a Kins; to their 
iitids to have the Strd^h of the Nation, as well Civil as 
Military, at their command ; and lb confequently, a (ufficient 
Power to deftroy the Proicftant Religion, if not prevented by 
a timely Union of the Proteftant Intereft. The Queftton 
that may properly ariie at this time is, whether the putting ' 
the Laws we already have in execution, and making more a> 
gainft Diflenters, in order to bring them into the Church by 
Force, or the making of a Law to brkig them iq by feir 
means, be the moft likely way to unite us, that fb we may be 
in a better Condition td oppolc the common Enemy. It is 
dnrieus to me, that the making of new Laws, or Execution of 
the old, at this time, is the ready way to ruin us ; and what 
the Papiils do certainly defireand aim at, above all things 
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Jiaao siCtfJli wli4tibe\^r : For, if k ihould be put in pra£kioe| the EflbA^ 
i68o» would be this ; it would be the Occafion of throwing off the 
' farther Profecution of the. Plot and Popery, andmal^e 
time occafion, not only more Heats and AnimofitieSy but iiich 
a revengeful implacable Spirit amongft us, as would prove 
irreconcileable, and give opportunity for the Popiik Inte- 
reft to join with either Party; or at leaft ways abet and afiift 
them under hand, lb as that they ihall cafily be provoked to 
deflroy one the other. But if tnis fhould not happen^ vrhaa 
real Lovp, Friendfliip, or Obedience, can the Church ex- 
ped; from fiich Perfons, as by the Execution of iuch Laws 
may be fdrced to come to Church ? How can they be depended 
on, or the Church be ftrengthened by them t You may pre- 
vent their Conventicles, and force them either to come to 
Church, or pay Finea, or be imprKbned; but you cannot - 
expert that their Opinions or AfFed:ions fhould be altetied by 
fiich Proceedings, without which the Church can never bethe 
ftrongcr. It muft be a Work of Time to reconcile .thcr Di- 
vifions that are amongft us, and may be a ereat and neoeflary 
Employment for many Parliaments hereaner, when the com- 
moo, Enemy doth not give fiich a juft Occafion of DiAradrion, 
and for employing jdTy<;mr Thoii;hts and Care about him ; 
when they may have more Leimre, becaufe their Dangers 
may not be fb imminent. But to go about it at this Time by 
atiy iuch Laws, is the ready way to weaken the Protefhnt In- 
t^reft, and bring Rum upon us. But fuppofc we fhould f<^low 
this Advice, and. make new Laws, and require afevere Exe- 
cution of the old, how can you imagine that, as long as the 
Popiih Intcreft is. ft> prevalent, the iBxecution of liich Laws 
fhguld be continued longer than may be iubfcrvient to the 
Intercft of that Party ? Have we not had a (ad Experience of 
this? Hath the Oxford- adJ:, or that of /the ;c of Queen Eli. 
zabeth, or any other againfl the Dii!c:k.. u^a exeaited 
in favoUr of the Church ? Are not die DilTcnters as many, 
if not more, now than ever ? And is not Experience in all 
Affairs the beft Mafter ? And is there any thing more viftble, 
than that thele Laws have been made ufe of to lerve the 
Popifh Interefl, or as Engines ra.ther for the Aflfeirs of the 
^tate than Church I When in the Year i<^>o, by the fevere 
Execution of thefe Laws, dU Meetings in Conventicles were 
prevented, and many Dilfenters came to Church, did not the 
Toleration happen thereupon 1 And was not the Execution of 
the Laws put afoot, as may be prelumed, by that great Pa- 
pift CliflFord, wlio had thenthe gr^teft Share (under his Ma- 
jefty) in the Adminiftration of the Government 1 If the 
Execution of the Laws againft DifTenters had been for the 
Advantage of the Church, why was there then granted a To-, 
leration ^ And if the Tgleratiqn had been intended for the; 
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Advantage of the Proteflant Rdigioni why were not tbe AoaojiCtoJli 

Churchmen, not Diflenters of any land plealed with it? 1680. 

And tf" the Oxfinrd-Aft, and other Laws againft Diffenter^, ' 

were prqje&ed in &vour of the Proteftant Religion, it was 

firauDge that they were ib much proniotedv(as any Members 

nownere, who did ferve in thole Parliaments do remember) 

by Sir Thomas Otfbrd, Sir Solomon Swale, and .Sir 

ilc^erTStrickland, who have fince all appeared to be Papifts. 

Sir, we have beeii ftrangely led by the Popifh Intereft for 

many Years already ; I pray. Sir, let us not now at laft do like 

Narcifllis, to be ib much in love with a Shadow, as to fall 

into a Gulph, and drown ourfelves, Sir, I am afraid the 

Name of Church hath been ftrangely made ule of to bring 

in Poperyi I hope we Ihall endeavour to prelerve, dot 

onl^ the Name, but the Subftance, I mean the Procelhnt 

Religion, otherwiie we may come off no better than the 

Dog in JE&p*s Fables witn his Shoulder of Mutton. I 

hope that what I have laid will not reprefent me as an 

Enemy to the Church, or Church-Government; I am lure, 

I am not conlcious to myfelf, that I ever entertained a 

Thought againU the Prefervation of either. All what I 

have udd doth taroceed from ^n Apprehenfion that our 

Churchmen of ute have been out of the right Way to 

preferve either our Religion or pur Church; becaufe the 

Couries which they take mud Cthough I am far from liilpe^^ 



ii^ they defign it) give a great Affiftance to Popery. I re- 
member that, after the Plot broke out, there was for a little 
while a kind of Reconciliation araiongft Protellants, and an 
united Oppofition made to the Common Enemy; and how 
then the Popiik Intereft gave way, we may all remember; 
but this was too much in favour of the Proteftant ReHgion 
to hold long. Within a few Months the Fire broke out 
a^ain, and the Pulpits and the Prefs, inftead of bebg em- 
pw)y*d againft the Common Enemy, were reduced to theur 
old Way, of carrying on the Divifions amongft Proteftants : 
And how the Popilh ifttereft have fince gone on triumphant 
again, all here, I fuppofe, may know. Sir, the Church 
hath two ftrong Enemies, the rapilfs and Fanatics. We 
are already enpged in a fharp Conteft with the Papids, 
and find they are ftrong enough for us ; why mull we now 
alio enter into a frelh Engagement with the Fanatics, elpe- 
daily when we may be liire thereby to ftrengthcn our Ene- 
mies, and weaken ourlelves? Such Advice cannot proceed 
from liich as are Friends to the Proteftant Church .- If we 
ihould make new Laws againft Diftenters, as hath been 
ifx>ved| and enforce the Execution of the old ones, as long 
as we have a Popilh SuccelTor, can any Man imagine, that 
the Execution of them will be longer kept atoor, than

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, Death is the end of the Law in cri- 
minal Matters ; the other Particulars of the Sentence are but 
Ceremonies, ufed ttd terrerem, I never read of any Peer 
that was quartered, 'though many have been condemned fer 
Treafbn, and ibme in Parliament. The La4y Jane Gray, 
«tid many other Women, have been condemned for Trea- 
son, and in that Cafe are always condemned tobe-bumtj 
but however, are ulually, if Perlbns of Honour, beheaded. 
Wherefore it is probable, that the Royal Power hath always 
diii)enfed with fuch Sentences formerly ; and if fo, this 
Houfe lieth not under any Obligation to ofier at any Oppofi- 
. tion, nor concern thcmielves herein, cfpecially attnisTimc, 
when foch a Dilpute may end in preventing the Execution of 
the ftid Lord Stafibrd.

ordered by the laid Jury, to time farther Prefcntmcms of _ff ^ 
them, on the 26th following : On which Day the Jury met ' 
for that Purpole, when feveral Peers of thisRcahn and other 
FcvCons of Honour and Quality, brought them a Bill againff 
Tames Duke of York for not coming to Church 1 But Ibmd 
Exceptions being taken p that Bill, in that it did not fct 
forth the faid Duke to be a Papift, ibme of the Jury at- 
tended the faid Perfons of Quality, to receive Satisfacliod 
therein. In the mean time, and about an Hour after tliey 
had recejv^l the laid Bill, ibme of the Jiiry attended the 
Court of KingVBench with ^ Petition, which they dcfired 
the Court to pre fen t in their Names nntd His Majefh^, for 
the fitting of this Parliament. Upon which the LordChief- 
Juftice Scroggs railed many Scruples, and on Pretence that 
they were not all in Court (chough iwent}^ of the Jury had 
fiibfcribed the Petition) fcnt for them, faying he would dif. 
patch them prefently. The Jury being come, and their 
Name* called ♦vcr, they renewed then: Dftfirc that the 
CoUrt would preicnt their Petition; but the Chief- Juftice 
asl^, if they had any Bills ? They anfwered, they had, but 
the Clerks were drawing them into Form. Upon which, the 
Chief- Juftice faid, they would not make two Works of one 
^fiae%. And the I^etition being read, he faid this was nqi 
Article of their Charge, nor was there any A6t of Parlia- 
ment, that required the Court to deliver tne Grand- Juries 
Petitions ♦ I'hat there was a Proclamation ^bout them ; and 
that it was not reafbnable the Court fhould be obliged to ruti 
on their Errands ; and he thought it much, that they fhould 
come with a Petition to alter the King's Mind, declared in 
the News-Book The Jury faid, they d;d it not to impofc 
on the Courts but (as other Juries had done) with all Sub- 
jnifSon they defired it ; but the Court refufed, biddinc the 
Cryer return thenJ thdr Petition. And Mr. Juftice Jones 
told them, they had meddled with Matters of State, not 
given them in Charge, but prefcnted no Bills of the Matters 
jfivea in Charge. They anfwered as before, that they had 
many before them, that would be ready in due Tirrte. Not- 
ivi^ftafiding which, the faid Juftice Jones told them, they 
Wppc difcharged from &rthcr Service. But Philip Ward 
(die Clerk that attended the faid Jury) cried out. No, No^ 
they have many Bills before them ; for which the Court un- 
dcribmding ras it fciems to this Comnnittee; a fecret Reafbn, 
which the Clerk did not, reproved him, asking if he or 
fhey were to give the Rule there ? The Cryer then told the 
Court, they would not receive their Petition; the Chief 
Juftice bid him let it alone, fb it was left there, and the Jwrjr 
returned to the Court-Houie, and there found (everal Con - 
Tome If. H {iMc$ 
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Anno jiCar.II. ftablcs with Prefcntments of PstpHts and other Ofendefrs, a^ 
1686. ^ the Jury had directed them dn the zift before; but could 
not now receive the laid Prelentnjents, being diicharged. 
Whereby much Bufinels was obftruded, though none otthc 
laid Informants ever knew the faid Jury dilchai^ed, before 
the laft Day oi the Term, Which was not till four Cays 
after. And it farther appeared to the Committee, by the 
Evidences of Samuel Aftry, Jafper WarCrhoule, and Philip 
Ward, ClcrkiJ, that have long fcrved in the faidG>tirt, that 
they were much (urprized at the laid Difcharging of* the 
Jui^yj in tiiat it was never done in their Memory before; 
and the rather, becaufe the (kid Waterhoufe as Secondary, 
conftantly enters on that Grand Jury's Paper, that the laft 
Day of the Term is given them to Vctum their Verdict on, 
as the laft Day but one is given to the other two Grand Ju- 
ries of that County, which Entry is as foiloweth.

the four Judges of that Court were prcfent at the Difcharg- 
ing of the laid Jury, and it did not appear that any of them 
did diffcnt therein ; upon confideration whereof, the Com- 
mittee came to this Relblution : 

ReCohedy That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that 
the Di (charging of the Grand Jury of the Hundred of Of- 
fiilfton, in the County of Middlefex, by the Court of 
King's-Bench, in Trinity-Term laft, before the laft Day of 
IVrm, and before tliey had finilhed their Prelentments, was 
iUegal, arbitrary, and a high Mildemcanoiir. 

This Committee proceeded alio to enquire into a Rule of 
the Court of King'j>-Bcnch, lately made againft the publiflx- 
ing a Book called, 7he Weekly Packet of Adwe from 
Rome ; or, Tie Hifiory of Popery : And Samuel Aftry, 
Gent, examined thereupon, informed this Committee, that 
the Author of the laid Book, HenryCarr, had been inform- 
ed againft for the lame, and had pleaded to the Information ; 
but before it was tried, a Rule was made on a Motion, as he 
luppofeth againft tlic laid Book : All the Judges of that Court, 
(as he remembers) being prefent and none diilenting. The 
Copy of which Rule he g ivc into this Committee, and is as 
foiloweth :

And this Committee, admiring that Proteftantjudges fhould 
takf: Offence againft a Book whofe chief Dcii^ was to ex- 
pofe the Cheats and Fopperv of Popery, enquired farther 
into ir, and found by the Evidence of John Curtis, that tlic 
faid BkK)k had been licenfcd for ievcral Months, that her 
Husband paid for the Copy, and entered it in the Hall-Sook 
of the Company. But for all this, fhc could not prevail, 
by thole Reafbns, with the Lord Chief Juftice Scroggs, to 
permit it any longer; who iaid, 'twas a fcandalous L.ibel, 
and againft the Kings's Proclamation, and he would ruin her 
if ever fhe printed it any more. And .loon after fhe was 
fenrcd with tne laid Rule, as the Author, and other Printers 
were ; and, by tlie Author's Evidence it appears that he was 
taken, and brought before the laid Chief Juftice by his 
Warrant, above a Year lince ; and upon his owning he writ 
part of that Book, the Chief Juftice called him Rogue and 
other ill Names ; laying he would fill all the Goals in England 
with liich Rogues, and pile them up as Men do Faggots ; ^nd 
lb committed him to Prifbn, refilling fufficient Bail, and lay- 
ing he wo'jld Goal him, to put him to Charges; ^nd his 
Lordlhip oblerved his Word pun^ally therein, farcing 
bim to his Habeas Corpus, and then taking the lame Bail he 
refulcd before. Upon which this Committee came to this 
Relblution, 

Refolvcdy Thar it is the Opinion of the Committee, that 
the Rule made by the Court of King V Bench, in Trinity- 
Term laft againft printing a Book called. The Weekly Packet of 
yfdiuce from SLome^ is illegal and arbitrary. 

And the Committee proceeded farther, and, upon Informa- 
tion, that 4 very great Latitude had been takjcn of late by 
the Judges, in in^pofing Fines on the Perfons found guilty 
before them, cauled a Tranfcript of all the Fines impok*d by 
the KingVSench lince Enftcr-Term, in the 28th of his 
Majefty's Reign, to be brought before them, from the (aid 
Court by Samuel Aftry Gent. By perufal of which it ap- 
peared to this Committee, that the Qjialiry of the Offence, . 
and the Ability of the Perlbn found guilty, have not been the 
Mcaliires that have determined the Quantity of many of thcfe 
Fines ; which bein^ ^o very numerous, the Committee refer 
themlclves to thole Records as to the general, inftaucing

And the faid Benjamin Harris informed this Committee, that 
the Lord Chief Jufkce Scroggs preflfed the Court then t6 add 
to this Judgmetit, his being publicly whipt ; but Mr. Tui^ 
tice PembcrtOti, holding up his Hands in admiratbn at their

XJpon confideration whereof, this Committee came to this 
Refblution : 

Rgfohedj That it is the Opinion of this Committee, th^t 
the Court of KingVBench, (in the Impofition of Fines on 
Offenders of late Years) have afted arbitrarily, illegally and 
partially, favouring Papifts, and Perfons popiflily aflfedt^d/ 
and exceffively oppreflinghis Majefty's Proteftant Subjects. 

And this Committee oeing irdbrmed, that feveral of his 
Majcfty's Subjefts had been committed for Crimes bailable 
by Law, although they then tendered fufficient Sureties, 
which were remfcd, onljr to put them to Vexation and 
Charge ; proceeded to enquire into the (ame, and found, that 
not only the forementioned Henry Carr had been fo refilled the 
common Right of a Subject, as is above laid, but that George 
Broome, being a Conftable laft Year in London, and com- 
mitting Ibme of the Lord Chief Juftice Scroggs's Servants, 
for great Diforders, according to his Duty, he was in a few 
Days arreiled by a TipffafF, without any London Conftable, 
and carried before the laid Chief Juftice, by his WaiTant to 
anfwer for the committing of the Perfons above laid ; but 
being there, was acculed of having fpoken irreverently of 
the laid Chief Juftice, and an Affidavit read to him to that 
Pui-pole ; and was falfly (as the laid George Broome affirms) 
fw'orn againft, by two Perlbns that ufe to be common Bail in 
that Court, and of very ill Reputation : Upon which he was 
committed to the King's-Bench, though he then tendred 
two able Citizens and Common-Council-men of London to 
be his Bail : And he was forced to bring his Habeas Corpus, ' 
to his great Charge, before he came out, when the Marfhal, 
^Ir. Cooling, exacted 5 /. of him, of which he complained to 
the Chief Juftice, but had no other Anfwer, than he might 
take his Kerned v at Law. But the faid Mai-llial fearing he 
Ihould be Giieftioncd, refiored him two Guineas of it.

* And this Committee being informed of an extraordinary 
kind of a Charge, given at me laft Aflizes at Kingfton, ia 
the County of Surry, by M*^- P^ron Wefton, and proceed- 
ing to examine leveral reribns tiien and there prefent; it 
was made appear to this Commfittee, by th^Teftiritony of 
John Cole, Richard Mayo, and John Fierce, Gentlemen, 
and others; fbme of whom pqt down the laid Baron^s Words 
in Writing immediately; That Part of the ftid Charge yrds 
to this Effed:: He inveighed veiry much ^ainfl: Farcl,^ 
Luther, Calvin, and Zuinglius, condemning them as Au- 
thprs of the Reformation, which was againft their Princes 
Minds: And then adding to diis purpose, * Zuinglius fet 
up his Fanaticifm, and Calvin built on that blefled Foun- 
dation; and to fpeak truth, all his Diigiples are feafoned 
with luch a iharpneft of Spirit, that it much concerns Ma- 
gi(irates to keep a ftrait Hand over them ; and now they 
are reftlels, amufing us with Fears, and nothing will lerve 
them but a Parliament. For my part, I know no Reprefenta- 
tive of the >^atiou but the King, all Power centers in him ; 
*tis true, he does entruft it with his Minifters, but he is the 
ible Reprefentative ; and i' faith, he has Wifdom enough tc^ 
entruft it no more in thefe Men, who have given us ftch la'te 
Examples of their Wifdom and Faithfulnefs. And thi« 
Cbmniittee taking the faid Matter into theif Con(ideration» 
came to this Reiolution ; 

Refolvedy That it is the Opuiion of this Committee, that 
i^t iaid Expreflions in the Charge given by the laid Baron 
Wefton, were a Scandal to the Reformation, in deroga- 
tion of the Rights and Privileges of Parliaments, and tend- 
ing to raile cfifcord between Itis Majefty and his Subjedfe. 

And this Committee being informed by ieveral Printers 
and Bookfellers, of great Trouble and, Vexation given them 
tinjuftly, by one Robert Stephens, called a Meflenger of the 
Prefs : The faid Stephens being examined by this Committee,- 
by what Authority he had proceeded in that manner, pro- 
duced two Warrants under the Hand and Seal of the Chiet- 
Jufticc Scroggs, which were in hue vab^ :

* Refohedy That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that 
the laid Warrants arc arbitrary and illegal. 

* And this Q)mmince being mformed otcertain fcandalous 
Difcourfes, faid to be uttered in public Places by the Lord 
Chief- Juflice Scrog^gs, proceeded to examine Sir Robert 
Atkins, late one of the Juftices of the Common-Pleas con- 
cerning the fame ; by whom it appears, That at a Seffion- 
Dinncr at the Old-Bailey, in the Mayoralty of Sir Robert 
Clayton, who was then prefent, the (aid Chief- Juftice took 
occafton to fpeak very much againft Petitioning, condemning 
it as refembling 41, as fadtious and tending to Rebellion, 
or to that Eftecc ; to which the (aid Sir Robert Atkins made 
no Reply, fufpe^ing he waited for fbme Advantage over 
him. But, the Chief- Juftice contmuing and pre(fing him 
with the (aid Di(courle, be began to pftify Petitionmg as 
the Right of the People; e(pecially for the fitting of a 
Parliament, which the Law requires, if it be done with 
Modefty and Refpo^. Upon which the Chief- Juftice fell 
into a great PafEon : And there is (bme reafon to believe, 
that (bon after he made an ill Rcprelcntation of what the (aid 
Sir Robert had then fpoke, unto his Majeftjr : And this 
Committee was farther informed, that the (aid Sir Robert 
Atkins being in Circuit with the faid Chief- Juftice, at 
Summer- A(nzes was twelve-month, at Monmouth (Mr. Ar- 
nold, Mr. Price and Mr. Bedloe being then in Company^ 
the Chief- Juftice fell fevercly, in public, upon Mr. Bedloe, 
taking off^ the Credit of his Evidence, and alledging he had 
over-ihot him(elf in it, or to that Effeft ; very much to 
the Di(paragement of his Teftimony. And the (aid Sir Ro- 
bert defending Mr. Bedloe's Evidence and Credit, he grew 
extreme angry and loud, (aying. That he verily believed 
Langhorn died innocently. To which the faid Sir Robert 
replied, he wondered how he could think (b, when he had 
condejnned him, him(elf, and had not moved the Kin^ for a 
Reprieve for him. All which matters of Di(cour(e, this 
.Committee humbly (ubmit to the Wifdom and Confideration 
of this Hou(e, witnout taking upon them to give any Opinion 
therein, 

* And this Committee proceeded farther, to enquire into 
fbme Paflages that happened at Lent-AfTiies laft for the 
County of Somer(et, at the Trial of Thomas Dare, Gent. 
ihere, upon an Indiament, for faying falfly and (editioufly, 
' That the Subjects had. but two Means to redre(s their 
Grievances, one by Petitioning, the other by Rebellion:' 
And fcund that, thotigh by his other Di(cour(e, when he 
iaid 1x>^ it appeared plainly he had no rebellious Intent, 

in 
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in that he iaid, then God forbid there fhould be a RebeUion, Anno ^iCar.ii^ 
he would be the firft Man would draw his Sword againft »68q. 

a Rebel : yet he was prolecuted with great violence. And L* ■^^ — ^ 
having pleaded, not guilty, he nv>ved Mr. Juftice Jones • 
(who then lat Jude;e there) that he might try it next Affixes ; ^ 

for that Mr. Searle (who was by at the fpeaking of thq ^ 
Words, and a material Witnefs for his Defence) wais not 
then to be had, and an Affidavit to that purpofe was madq 
and received. But the (aid Tuftice Jones told him, that 
was a Favour of the Court only, and he had not delerved 
any Favour, and fo forced him to try it prcfcntly. But the 
Jury appearing to be an extraordinary one, provided oii 
purpole, being all of Perfons that had nighly oppofed Peti- 
tioning for the fitting of this Parliament, he was advifed to 
withdraw his Plea ; and the (aid Juftice Jones encouraging him 
fo to do, he confefs'd the Words, denying s^ny evil Inten- 
tion, and gave the laid Juftice an Account in writing, of 
the Truth of the whole Matter, and made a Submiflion in 
Court, as he was dire6ted by the laid Juftice, who pro- 
mifed to recommend him to his Majefty ; but impofcd a Fine . 
of 500 1. on him, and to be bound to good Behaviour 
for three Yerrs; Declaripg alio, that he was turned out 
from b^ing a Common-Counlellor of the Corporation of 
Taunton, in the laid County, on pretence .of a Claule in theii: 
Charter, giving luch a Power to a Judge of Aflize. And 
that the faid Thomas Dare remains yet in Prilbn for the laid

of the A£i;, as cannot be underflood fliould relate to any 
Commitment made by either Houfe, This Houfe is a Court 
of itlclf, and part of the higheft Court in the Ration, fuperior 
to thole in Weftminfter-hall ; and what Laws this Houle 
joins in making, are to bind inferior Courts, but cannot be 
underftood to bind themfelves as a Court ; that would prove 
not only dangerous, but deftrudi'ive to the Dignity of Parlia- 
ments, and level them with the Courts in W eftminfter-hall. 
Great care ought to be taken how you allow of Reftraints 
and Limitations to the Proceedings of both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, being fb great a Part of the Legidative Power of the 
Nation, left thereby you fhould by degrees render then^ 
Ulelefs. A Commitment of this Houle is always in nature 
of a Judgment ; and the A6t is only for Cafes bailable^ 
which Commitments upon Judgments are not ; at leaft Com- 
mitments by this Houfe were never yet allowed to be bail- 
able ; and I fuppofe you will never grant them fb to be, 
Can it be imagined that this Houie, wi:o reprefeiit all the "^ 

Commons of iingland, fhould not be entrufted with as much 
Power for the Prefervation of their Conftitution, upon which 
the Support of the Government fo much depends, as ordinary 
Courts and Officers are entrufted with, which are only dc- 
figned for the Welfare of particular Perfbns. I am of Opi- 
nion, that no A6t can deprive this Houfe of that Power 
which they have always exercifcd, of committing Perfbns 
without Bail, unlefs in expreis Words it be Co declared : Nor 
9f difchargiTig upon Bail, after committed The fame Rca- 
fbns which may be given for difcharging fuch as are not com- 
mitred for Breach ot Privilege, if it be grounded on the Adt 
for the Habeas Corpus y will hold as ftrong for the difcharging 
o{ Perfbns committed for Breach of Privilege ; and fb con- 
fequently deprive this Houfe of all its Power and Dignity, 
and make it infignificant. This is fb plain and obvious, that 
all Judges ought to know it ; and I think it below you to 
make any Revive tlierein^ but rather leave the Judges to do 
othcrwife at their Peril, and let the Debate fall without any 
Queftion.' 

What followed the fame Day, related fo Penfioners and 
Placemen fitting in Parliament ; on which Occafion Sir F. 
Winnington exprelTed himfelf thus : 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, the lafl Houfe of Commons being fen- Sir F.Wih- 
fible how narrowly this Nation cfcapcd being ruined by a nington, on 
Son of Monfters called Pcnfioti^rs, which fate in the late p,'"i[^mrnV" 
long Parliament, had entered into a Confide ration how to pre- 
vent the like from coming into fututre Parliaments; and in 

order 
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AiinojiCar.II. order thereto rcfplvcd, that they would fevcrely chaftife fbme 
i68o» of thole that had been guilty, and make the bcft Laws they 
^ ^ could to prevent the like for the future : And for that Pur- 

pofe a Committee was appointed, of which Mr. Serjeant 
Gregory, now Judge Gregory, was Chairman : by which, 
many Papers relating to that Affair came to his Hands. Sir, 
I think it a Bufineft of fo great Importance, that it never 
ought to be forgotten, nor the Prolecution of it deferred. I , 
have often heard, that England can never be deftroyed but 
by itfelf : To have fiich Parliaments was the moft likely way 
that ever yet was invented. I remember a great Lawyer faid 
in this Houfe, when it was debated in the laft Parliament, 
that it was Treafbn ; and he gave many learned Arguments 
to make it out. Whether it be fo or no, T will not now offer 
to debate ; but I think, that for thole that are the Legiflators 
of the Nation to take Bribes to undermine the Laws and Go- 
vernment of this Nation, that they oughr to be chaftil^d as 
Traitors. ^ It was my fortune to fit here a little while in x\\^ 
long Parliament ; I did oblerve that all thole that had Pen- 
fions, and moft of thole that had Offices, voted all of a fide, 
as they were direded by Ibme great Officer, as exactly as if 
their Bufinels in this Houfe had been tp preferve their Penfions 
and Offices, and not to make Laws for the good of them that 
fent them here. How fiich Perfons could any way be uleful 
for the liipport of the Government, bv prelerving a feir Un- 
derftanding between the King and nis People, but on the 
contrary how dangerous to brmg in arbitrary Power and Po^ 
pery, I leave to every Man's Judgment. Tney ^^ere ^o far 
from being the true Reprelentatives of the People, that they 
were a diftind middle Intereft between the King and the 
People ; and their chief Bufinels was to ferve the End of Ibme 
great Minifter of State, though never lb oppofite to the true 
Intereft of the Nation. Sir, this Bufinels ought never to fall, 
the ugh there fhould be never lb many Prorc^ations and DiA 
Iblunons of Parliaments, before any thing be done in it ; I 
think it is the Intereft of the Nation, that it fhould be prole- 
cuted from Parliament to Parliament, as if there were an Im- 
peachment againft them. And therefore, Sir, I would hum- 
bly move you to lend Ibme Members of this Houle to Judge 
Gregory, ^r the Papers he hath taken in his Cuftody rela- 
ting ro this Aftair, thai: ^o you may in convenient time pi:o- 
cecd farther herein, as you fhall tliink good. And, 'SAxy be- 
ing tliere is a Report that Ibme of this Houle have now 
made a Bargain at .Couit for great Offices, in order to vil 
tiarc and corrupt their Votes in this Houfe ; which though 
but a Proje(5t to cafta Reflection on luch Members, l^owever 
.< to latisfy the World, I pray, Sir, let there beaVotepaft, 
That no Member of this Houle Ihal! accept of any Office

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am fboyer.loaden with Melancholy, A*t' **^'* ""^ 
as that I can hardly fpeak in this Matter : For I have re- ^"^ '^^^ 
ceived fb many G)mpliments as to my being conftituted a ' 
great Minifter of State, that I begun to flatter ^yfelf, as 
others flattered me, that I was really fo. But now 1 do dif^ 
cover, that I have been but in a kind of a Dream ; and to fear 
that I fhall never in reality have any luch Office. But what- 
ever Vote you make to puniflx us Officers, I pray, Sir, let it , 
not be fb Icvere as that it may prejudice the Public. Suppofe 
His Majefly fliould have occafion to fend Ibme Perfbns to 
Nimeguen lor Plenipotentiaries, and there^hould not be any 
Men in England fit ror it, but fbme that fhould be Members of 
this Houfc, would you have the public Affairs of the Nation 
injured, rather than fiich Members fhould accept of fiich an 
Employment ? Or fuppolc fome Invafion fhould happen, and 
there were no Couragious, expert Admirals to be had, but 
fiich as were Members of this Houfe, fliould they not accept 
thereof becaule of your Vote ? To prevent thefc Inconveni- 
cncies, to leave us all fbme Hopes, J pray. Sir, add to your 
Votcs^ not m'thout leave of, the Houfe* Ajfter fbme farther 
Debate, 

Refohedy That the fcvcral Writings, Papers, and Pro- 
ceedings, relating to fiich Members oT the late long Parlia- 
ment, who received Allowances out of the Money appointed 
for fccret Services, be produced to this Houfe.

W^* Kingdom of England ; and, inftead thereof, to introduce

Law : which he hath declared by divers traitorous and wicked 
Words, Opinions, Judgments, Pra(5tices and Actions. 

2. That the faid Sir William Scroggs, in Trinity-Terra 
laft, being then Chief Juftice of the faid Court, and having 
taken an Oath duly to adminifter Juftice, according to the 
Laws and Statutes of this Realm ; in purfuance of his laid 
traitorous Purpofes, did, together with the reft of the faid 
Juftices of the faid Court, feveral Days before the end of the 
laid Term, in an arbitrary manner difchargc the Grand Juiy, 
which then ferved for the Hundred of Ofwaldfton, in the 
County of Middlefex, before they had made their Prefent- 
pients, or had found leveral Bills of Indictment which were 
then before them ; whereof the faid Sir William Scroggs 
was then folly informed, and that the lame would be ten- 
dered to the Court upon the lafl Day of the laid Term ; 
Vi/Jhich Day then was, and, by the known Courfe of the faid 
Court, hath always heretofore been given unto the laid Jury, 

. fov the delivering in of their Bills and Prefentments": By 
,which fudden and illegal Difcharge of the faid Jury, the 
Courfe ot Juftice was flopped malicioudy and defignedly, the 
Prefcntmems of m^ny Papifls and other Offenders were ob- 
f^ru6led, and in particular a Bill of Indidtment againft James 
puke of York, Ibr abfenting liimlelf from Church, which 
was then before them, was prevented from being proceeded 
upon. 

3. That whereas one Henry Carr had, for fbme Time be- 
fore, publifhed every Week a certajn Etook, intituled, T^e 

, tVi^fkly Pftcc^uct of j^dvice fromRmne ; (tr^ the Hijlwyef PoPery\ 
wherein the Superftitions and Cheats of the Church of Rome 
were from Time to Time cxpofed; he the laid Sir WiHiam 
Scroggs, then Chief Juftice of the Court of Kbg*s-Bench, 
together with the other Judges of tlie faid Court, before any 
legab Convi6t]on of the laid Carr of ally Crime, did, iii the 
^me Trinity -Term, in a moft illegal and arbitrary manner, 
make, and caufc to be entred a certain Rule of that Court, 
againft the printing of the faid Book, /w ^^n;^r^tf:

And did caufe the faid Carr, and divers Printers and other 
Perfbns, to be ferved with the fame; which faid Rule and 
other Proceedii;gs were moft apparently contrary to all Juf^ 
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rice, m ojndemnmgndt only what had bccrt wnttttij Without AdWjiCi^.fr. 
Jiearing the Parties, but aJib all that might, fot the future be ^ *5 _ 
written on that Sufaje^ ; A tiianifeft CoUntenaticing 6f f <jper^^ * 
atuf Dtfcoura^ement ot Proteftants, and ot>en Inva6o^ upoh 
die Right otthe Subjed:^ atid an encroachitifi; and stfTuftiing 
to themfelves a legiflitive Peweratid Authdrity. 

4. That the faid Sir William Scrc^g^ findc he was made 
Chief Juftice of the KfligVBench, h^th, together with the 
other Judges of the laid Court, tnc^ nbttirtoufty departed 
from atl Rules of Juftice smd Eoualtt^, in the irtijK^non df 
Fines upon Peribos axv/i&td or Miiaetfrtonoi^rs tn the faid 
Court ; and particularly in the Term of JSafter laft j^, did 
openly decide in the wid Court, m the Caft of one Jdfibpi 
who was conviAed of pubtiihing falfe Kews, and was theit 
to be fined, that he would ha^e regard to Peribns ^d the if 
Principles in impoling of Fkics, and WoUld ftt a Pme of 
fool on one Perlbn m the fame OfFdticc, for tht Which he 
would not fine another 100/. Arid according to his fkid 
unjufl and arbitrary D^lar^tion, he the faid Sir Williaii^ 
Scro^;s, together with the fkid other Jttflices, did then im- 
pole a Fine of too/, upoft the Aid Jeflop ; Jilthough the Md 
Jeffop had, befi»e that Time, proved One Hewit to be cbn- 
n€ted as Author of the (aid felfe News. And afterwards itf 
Ihe fame Term did fine the faid Hewk, upon his faid Con- 
viaicm, only five MaH^* Nor hath the fkid Sir WilKartl 
(croggs, iMeiher with thd Other Judges of the faid Cotjrt, 
had any B&gard to the Nature of the OflFenccs, or thi 
Ability of the Perfbiis, k the impoflng of Finci ; but h^d 
been roanife^ly partial and favourable to Paf ifts, and Perfbtt^ 
affeded co^ and pro^^oting; the Popirti Intcrcf!, in this tirtntf 
of iiAmbem Danger from them ; And at the fenc time havd 
moft fcvcrcly atid gridvoufly opprefTed His Majcfly's f ro- 
tefbnc Su^e^s^ as will app^ upon View of the Icveraf Re- 
cords of Fhmy f^t vtk the faid Court 5 by which arbitrary*, 
ttojoir, and pariial Proceedings, many of ffts Majefty's Liegd 
People have beeft ruined, sftid Popery countenanced uftdef 
Colour o^ Juftice ; airfd all the Mifchie6 and Exctfl^S of the 
Cam of &iar^Chamber, by Aft of Partiamcnt* fuppreffed, 
have beetip again, irt dire<5b Oppofitibn to the faid XlaW,, in- 
troduced. 

5. ThafC hr, the faki t 
aocon^ifhing'of hifi faid 1 
defnpnn^ tDtnifcied the Pc 

Majcfly's lic»c People, to his la\^lefi^ Will and PleafoVe, hdth" 
f»cttaeiitly'rwu(ed to accept of Baif, though ^c fatrie wdre 
lirfficienr, and legally tendered tO- htmby frtany Perfbns, sfc^ 
axled before hboonly of llteli Crimes, for which by Laf\^, 
Baitooghrto ka^.be^taAeh; and dtvct^of dief&id Per- 
ToiJe II. K &ns 
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A1ij10.32Car.Il, fbns being only accuied of O&nces agamfl hitt^fidf ; itdtasf^ 
1680. ing at the fame time, that he refufed Bail, and committed 
^ them to Goal, only to put them to Charges ; and ufii^ loch 
furious Threats as were to the Terror of hb Mj^fly's Sub- 
je^s, and iuch fcandalous £xpre{fions as were a difhonourto 
the Government, and to the Dignity of his OflRce. And 
particularly, that he, the faid Sir William Scn^gs, did, in 
the Year 1679, commit and detain in Prilbn, in fuch unlaw-* 
fill marmer, among others, Henry Carr, George Broome, 
Edward Berry, Benjamin Harris, Francis Smith, fen. 
Francis Smith, jun. and Jane Curtis, Citizens of London : 
Which Proceedings of the (aid Sir William Scrc^gs are a 
high Breach of the Liberty of the Subjc6t, deftrudive ta 
the Fundamental Laws of this Realm, contrary to the Peti- 
tion of Rigiit, and other Statutes, and do manrfeftly tend ta 
the introducing of Arbitrary Power 

6. That the ^id Sir William Serous, in ferther Opprci^ 
fion of His Majefty's liege People, hath, fincc his being 
made Chief Juftice of the laid Court of KingVBench, in 
an arbitrary Manner, granted divers general Warrants for 
attaching the Ferlbns, and ieixing the Goods of His Ma- 
jiefty's Siu)je6ts, not named or dcfcribed particularly in the 
$id Warrants ; by means whereof many of His Mqefly's 
Subje£h have been vexed, their Houie^ entered into, and 
they themfelves grievoufly opprellcd contrary to Law, 

7. Whereas there hati^ been a horrid and damnable Plot 
contrived and carried on by the Papifts, for the Murthering 
the King, the Subverfion of thq L^ws and Government of 
this Kingdom, and for the Defiru6tion of the Protefbnt 
Religion m the fame ; all which the (aid Sir William Scroggs 
ivell knew, having himfclf not only tried, but given Judg- 
ment againft feveral of the Offenders ; nevertheleis, the (aid 
6ir Wuliam Scroggs did, at divers Times and Places, as wdl 
fitting in Court as otherwife, <x>enly defame and fcandalize 
fcveral of the WimefTes, who had proved the faid Treafons 
^infl divers of the Conipirators, and had given Evidence 
againft divers other Perlbns, who were then untried, and did 
endeavour to dilparage their Evidence, and take off their 
Credit. Whereby, as much as in him lay, he did traito* 
rouflv and wickedly fiipprcis and flifle the Difcovery of the 
faid Popifh Plot, and encourage the Confbir^tors to proceed 
in the fame, to the great and apparent Danger of His Ma- 
jcfly's facred Life, and of the well-eilablifhed Government^ 
and Religion of this Realm of England. 

8. Whereas the ^id Sir William Scroggs, being advan^ 
ced to be Chief Juflice of the Court of King's-Bench, ought, 
by a fbber, grave and virtuous Converfation, to have eiven a 
good Example to the King's Li^e People^ and to demean 
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himifelf anfwcrable to the Dignity c^ fo eminent a Station; Anno siCar.II* 
yet he the laid Sir William Scroggs, on the contrary, by '6. 8g» ^ 
his frequcQt and notorious Excefles and Debaucheries, and V- ""i"',*'^ 
his prophane and atheiftical Difcourfes, doth daily affront 
Alm^hty God, difhonour flis Majefty, give Countenance 
and fiicouragement to all manner of Vice and Wickednefi, 
and bring the higheft Scandal on the public Juftice of the 
Kingdom. 

AU which Words, Opinions and Adions of the (aid Siv 
William Scroggs, were by hini fpoken and done, traitorouf. 
ly, wickedly, fel(ely and malicioUfly, to alienate the Hearts 
of the King's Subjedts from His Majefty, and to (ct a Di- 
vifion between him and them; and to lubvert the Funda- 
mental Laws, and the eftabliflied Religion and Government 
of this Kingdom, and to introduce Popery, and an arbitrary 
and tyrannical Government, contrary to his own Knowledge, 
and tne known Laws of the Realm of England. And tliere- 
by he, the faid Sir William Scroggs, hath not only broken - 
his own Oath, but alfo, as far as m him lay, harh broken 
the King's Oath to his People ; whereof he, the laid Sir 
William Scroggs, reprefcnting His Majefty in fd High an 
Office of Juftice, bad the Cuftody: For which the faid 
Commons do impeach him the (aid Sir William Scroggs, of 
High-Treafbn againft our Sovereign Lord the King, and 
his Crown and Dignity, and other the High Crimes and 
Mifciemeanours aferelaid. 

And the fzid Commons, by Protcftation (aving to thcm- 
iclves the Liberty of exhibiting, at any time hereafter, any 
other Accu^tion or Impeachment againft the (aid Sir W fl Ham 
Scroggs, and al(b of replying to the An(wer that he (hall ^ 

make thereunto, and of offering Proofs of the PremifTes, or 
of any other Impeachments or Accufations that (hall be by 
them exhibited againft him, as the Cafe fhall (according to 
the Courfe of Parliament) require ; do pray, that the (aid 
Sir WiUiara Scroggs, Chief Juftice of the Court of King's- 
Bench, -may be piit to anfwer to all and every the Premiffes, 
and may be committed to (afe Cuftody; and that fuch Pro- 
ceedings, Examinations, Trials and Judgments, may be up- 
on him had and ufed, as is agreeable to Law and Juftice, 
and the Courfe of Parliaments.' Upon which the following 
Speeches were made : 

* Mr. Speaker, -Sir, in my Opinion the Matter contained Sir Thomai 
in the laft (even Articles, doth not anfwer tlie firft Article Lee. 
nor the Title : For therein you accu(c Sir William Scroggs, 
in general Words of High-Trea(bn, the Higheft of Crimes ; 
-and when you come to Particulars, you in(tance the difmif^ ^ 

fing of Grand- Juries, prohibiting printing of Pamphlets, 
Ificqo^ty in levyitig of Fines, and the like. Sir, 1 would 
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1^ jiC*? .II. not be updcrftood to be an Advoqatc for the Lord Chief 
»^>g* i Juftice Scroggs ; but I hope that ^s long as I fit here» yon 
l^iiii -i^'^iiiiiy ^^11 always giv^ IPC Leave to be an Advocate for this Houfe; 
•^hich I cannot inore fignalljr demonftrate, than by oSeriiMS 
iny Opbion dgainft everv thing, which I think will reflet ^ 
upon the Juftice or Prudence of the Houfei or prove my 
Hindrance to the iiniihing of thofe great A&irs you have 
under Debate. 

^* Sir, J am of Opinion, that though all thcfe things con>- 
taincd in thefe Articles fliould he fully proved, they will tK« 
amount toTreaion; and although it be true that you dp but 
impeach, and that the Lords are to judge, yet it is not 
agreeable to tlie Jfu(Hce of this Hou&, mat the Articles 
fhould be for Trealbn, unlels you are well fatisfied^ that yo« 
can make out that the Matter contained in the Articles b lb : 
Which I very much doubt ; and thcrcfivc I am of Opinion, 
that the Articles ought only to be for High Crimes and Mif. 
demeanours ; which I am the more forward to prefi y<M» 
tarn^ly to, becaufe I am afr^dd if thefe Articles fhould go 
for High-Treafbn, it nbay occafion fomc Difpute with the 
Lords, who haply, if they do not conclude that the Matter 
contained in the Articles amounts to Treafon, will not com^ 
mit him, notwithftanding their Order made in the Earl of 
Panby^s Cafe : And that may occa(ion iuch Milunderftand- 
|ngs, as may hinder all otner Bufinefs. And alio if you 
lend it up for High-Treafon^ it may occafion another Difpute 
with the Bifhops, whether they fhall withdraw or no» when 
tlie Cafe come^ to be tried. Upon the whole Matter, I 
think it will be much fafer that you make the Impeachmeuc 
^ . , for Higii Crimes an4 Mifcicmcanours only." 

CiAlel Finch. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, my Obligation to ferve my Counar]f 
calls roe to give you my Opinion in this Matter, and aot, aay 
Kindncfi to my Lord Chief Jnflice : For I can fafcly de- 
clare, that I do not think him nt for that emmeixt Place now^ 
becauib indeed I never thought he was fit : So that what I 
ihall % proceeds from my lUndnefs to the Public, aufd par** 
ticular Oblations to this Houfe. I thmk we ought to hoi 
cautious how we fncreafe Laws to take away our Lives ; cm 
Forefathers werp very careful in id a$ may ^ppeair by tho 
Statute of 25 £dw. tJI. whicl^ wa3 made to prcvm lh<i 
Judges from taking on them any Power> to declare any thing 
Treafon^ but what, was^ exprcfs'd within, that Stamte;,refer- 
ving all obvious Crime3 ottbat Natiire to the Judgmcm c^ 
the Nation in Parliament, who no doubt may dBd;u:QOchc« 
things Treafon which, are xm withm that Statute, d^t i( isJk 
Queition with me, whether, it can he done aqy ochicip wajr 
than by Bill, that fb it may be act Ad of King, hotif ana 
Commom^and Ctotfiu: t^ Houfe of Lonbomjfi the^Coav 
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fnoos only Profcditors^ and the King not concerned. That Anno jftCintft 

the Lords alone are proper judges in many Cafes, when Per- ^^^^ „ 

ibos are proiecuted upon feme known Law, is not to be ^ ■«"■' "•* 

doubted ; but I much queftion if they ought to be fb in Cafes 

of declarative Treafbn, though tipon an Im|>eachment firofii 

die Houfe of Commons: For that were to allow the Lords 

alone, a power of makbg a Law in die Cafes of the higheft 

Nature, even of Life and Death. Sir, our ^Forefathers 

thought not good to cntruft their Lives or Liberties with 

any one Etbte alone,, th^y thought with a Multimde of 

Counfellors there was moft iafcty ; and therefore I hope wc 

fliall be very cautious how we make a Precedent in the Cafe, 

And I am trie more earned in moving you herein, becaufe I 

am very confident that no Precedent can be ofi^red to make 

good, that diere was ever any thing declared Tfeafbn ift 

Parliament, which was not Felony by ibme expi^cfs knowrt 

Law before. And I hope we fhall be fo carefiil of OarfelveS 

and our Poflerity, as not to go about to make a Breach Upon 

the Conftitutton of the Government, in tliis particular ; but 

rather make the Impeachment only for High Crimes and 

Mt^emeanoars.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, 1 cannot agree with that honourable sir F. Wltt» 
Member that (poke lai!, as to his Notion, that the Parlia- j^Ajttdft* 
nient cannot declare any thing to be Treafon, which was not 
before Fekuw by feme known Law ; the Statute of 25 £dw. 
III. leaver the Power at large to Parliament^, Without any 
foch Reftrid:k)n. And 1 am of Opinion^ that anything 
ttet tends to the Deftinidion or Alteratkxi of the Govern 
menc, hath always been, and ought to be declared in Par* 
liament, Trcafon, if brought there to be judged. The Par- 
liament dock not in this' make new Crimes, and then con- 
demn them; bat only declares that to be a Qrimc which w^i 
fo before, and wanted nothing but condemnation. And it 
may con^fl: with the Prudence of this Houfe, as wdl to be 
careful not to weaken thofe Laws and Cuftoms, which tend 
fo much to the Prefervation of the Government, as how to 
increafe any that Tiay tend to the Deftrudion of any one 
Man, b^ multiplying Precedents for chaftifing of Trcafbn. 
The Crimes, for which Trefilian and the reft at that time 
were impeached, were not Felony by any known La\v, and 
yet they were condemned in Parliament. EmpCon and Dud- 
ley were aocufed in general, for endeavouring to fobvcrt the 
Govemmeo^ which being in general Words wa^ not Felony 
by any known Law, yet the Judges having recourfe to Pat-- 
liament, they were condemned. The Articles a^inft Finch. 
Berkley, and the reft, were all for High-Trealon, and the 
Matter contained in their Articles amounted to no more than 
what is now contained in this. And (here i^ fo little weight 
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.AnoosnOir.Il.in the Cafes that have been offered againft this, that, I 
ifi8a 1 think, they are offered rather for Ornament than Argument. 

%m*^ ^r ^'^ The Chancellor is the Keeper of the King's Coniciencc, and 
the Judges of his G>ronation Oath. As they are in great 
Places, and have a great Power, fo they ought to be the more 
careful how they behave themfelves. And as they have 
greater Encouragement, fo to be iiibjeft to more fevere 
Chaftiiement than others, the Public being more concerned 
in their Adions; and therefore the Cuftom of Parliaments 
|iath made that Treafbn in them, which is not fb in otheir 
Perlbns. The Words of Judges and Privy Counfellors iii 
Ibme Cafes are overt A&s of themfelves. I think it will be- 
come the Wiidom of the Nation, to make all the Defence 
and Provifion they can, againft the corrupt Doings of MeA 
in (uch Places. And I do not fee what Danger can arife to 
our Pbftericies by fuch Proceedings. Is it not with the Paf- 
liament we entruft this Power ? Who can imagine that a 
parliament can ever be fb couftituted, as not to be carefolly 
concerned in their Proceedings as to Life and Death ; and 
only to concern themfelves therein, when feme extraordinary 
Exigencies, in which the Government is much concerned, 
requires it ? What Man would defire to live after he Was 
thought worthy of Death by fuch an AfTembly 1 And not- 
withftanding what hath been laid to extenuate the Crimes 
mentioned m thcfe Articles, I think, the Order that w^ 
made in the King's- Bench about printing, by the Judges, 
was taking on them a Legiflative Power, wnich hath for- 
merly beenjudged Treafon : And I think we live now in as 
dangerous Times as ever, and under as great a Neceffity', td 
have a care of the Mifchiefe that may happen to the Nation 
by ill Judges as ever. And I fee noKealon to doubt our be- 
' ing able to make good thefe Articles ; and therefore I pray 
that the Articles may be ingrofled as they are.* 

H. fowlc, < Mr. Speaker, Sir, I agree that it wdl become thisHoufe 

very well, to be very cautious how they make Precedents in 
Cafes of Treafon, which are the Sheet- Anchors of Life and 
Death : As alfo how they weaken parliamentary Proceedings, 
that are neccffary to preferve the Government. And I hope 
that nothing but the true Merits of the Caufe will lead us in 
a Matter of fo great Importance, and neither Wit nor Ora- 
tory, nor any forced Explanation of the Laws. I fee it 
^rocd by all, that Parliaments have a Power of declaring 
Treafon; theC^eftion is, which is moft Cuftomary and Se- 
cnpcft, to have it done by Bill, that fo King, Lords and 
Commons may join therein ; or whether by an Impeachment 
from the Commons, the Lords being only the Judges ; or 
whether any thing ought or can be declared Treafon by Par- 
Jiament, which w:^ not Felony by fome known Law before. 
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* sir, i am of Opinion that it is the fafeft and moft agfetf*- Anat> ^iCar.YH 
able to tbp Policy of this Government* that the declaring of i^Sd. 
any thing Treafen in Parliament fhould be by Bill ; that ' ■* ""■ 
Kin^, Lords and Commons may join therein^ that fuch a 
precious thing as the Life of the Subjed (hould have the 
greateft Security imaginable. However, it is not to be doubt* 
cd, but it hath been pra^fed otherways, and that many Per* 
Ions have been condemned in Parliament, upon Impeach- 
ments from the Commons, for Fafts which were not Trea* 
Ion l^ any known Law. And the Reafbn may be, thereby 
to prevent the Dangers that might arife, from lome Minifters 
of State growing To great with the King, as that they fhould 
be able to fecure him from ever giving his Confent toa Bill 
In fbch aCalc, bygiving.ill Counlel and other Iccret CoUHcs, 
(haply as far asTrealbn, yet not known by any Law) they 
would be fcaire from Punifhrtient, if this way of Prooeed- 
ing agamfl fuch a Peribn, where the King's Concurrence is 
not neceflaryj Svere not allowed erf! And the preferving of 
this Right is fb far from being contrary to the Wi^om of 
our Anceftors, that it is very agreeable to all their Proceed- 
ings in the Ccmftitution or this Government, in order t»5 
balance it the better, and preferve it againfl the Defigns of 
great ill Men. And as to the other ObjedHon, that the Par- 
liament cannot declare any thing Treafbn that was not Felony 
before by Ibme known LaW, I am quite of another Opinion, 
and do believe the Pra6i:icc hath been otherways : The 
Judges in Richard the lid's Time were condemned for giving 
extrajudical Opinions, which, I think, were not Felony by 
any Statute-Law. A Knight of Chefliire was condemned 
in Parliament, for confpiring the Death of the King's Uncle. 
An Earl of Northumberland, for giving Liveries to fb many 
Peribns as were judged a little Army. And many other 
Cafes I have read of, in which Peribns have been con- 
demned in Parliament, when -their Crimes were not Felony 
by any known Law. But I do not, take delight in ripping 
up of old Statutes or Precedents about Treafbns. I am (brry ' 
the Misfortunes of our Times fhould make it now necefTary. 
But if the Parliament, as I conclude, have often declared 
filch things as thefe Treafbn, and the Commons have im- 
peached Peribns guilty of fiich Crimes for High-Treafon ; I 
fee no juft Obje6:ion w^hy thefe Articles fhould not go up as 
they arc drawn : For notwithftandingwhat hath been faid to 
mitigate the Crimes contained in thefe Articles, I am of 
Opinion, that the Order made in the King's-Bench, about 
prmting their Warrants for (eixing of Books j their difmiA 
fing of Grand- Juries, do tend to the Subverfion of the 
Government, arid hath bcert and ever ought to be, in Judges, 
judged Treafbn. And riicrctbre, that it cannot, coiiuft with 
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th^ {'rutknce of this Hcufey nor the Security of the N#tidn^ 
that this Peribn fhould be impeached of leis than High^ 
Treaibn. And therefore I move you, that the Articles may 
beengrcrffed. 

^ Mr. Speaker^ Sir, we are not goine about to declare 
^y thing Treaibn, but to oflfer our Articles, and leave it to 
die Lords ; therefore moft of thefe Arguments would be 
more proper there: For we only impeach, they are to be 
the Judges, whether the Matter be Treafbn or no. It b 
true, we ought to be cautious what we do in it, becaufe it 
is not pro{ier that this Houfe fhould impeach a Man finr 
Treafbn without having good Grounds for it. But is noc 
the Order about Printyis a kind of an A€t of State, u^ 
firve inftead of a Law ? Is not the Ufe of Grand-Juries a 
^ery e0ential |^rt of this Government ? And is not the dif^ 
jfmSxig of them^ as this Judge did, a Wav to render them 
ufeleg? Arp not his Warranto to feize &oks and Paper! 
arbitrary, and doth not all tend to the Subverfion of the 
<Sovemment? And what better Grounds fhould we have for 
our Proceedings? I think the Articles are well drawn, aind 
ought to. be ingrofled as they are.' 

^ Mr ${>eaker. Sir, I cannot admit that Parliameats, by 
Impeachment^ before the Lords, can make any thing Trea^ 
fbn, but only fuch Matters as were Treafim by G>romon- 
Law, before the Statute of Edward the Third. And, I 
thbk, we oi:^ht tobe fb <:aatious of our Fofterities, as noc 
to pnsis lor rach Precedetits, left you put into the Hands of 
the Lords a Power, for which we may have Caufe to repent 
hereafkr, but never eet back ag^in: For the Lords do noc 
ufc to part with thoS Powers they once get. I'here are 
Precedents by which it appears, that the Lords have at^ 
^mpted to make declarative Treafbns alone, without any 
impeachment from the Commons. Have a care how yoa 
give them Encouragement to proceed therein; better fceep^

S& W. JoiMt. ^^ Popifli Plot in Ireland, is not only a plain Difcovcry, 
of the dangerous and deplorable Cdndition of the Proteftants 
in Ireland, but a great Confirmation of what Dr. Gates and 
the reft of the WimefTes have faid as to the Plot here. So 
that now, no Man can have any £xcu(e fbr not believing 
it, but (uch as are m^ed by others who know it too weli^ 
becaUie they are in it 1 cannot but obfcrve what a Cohe- 
rence and Agreement there is in the carrying of thele two 
Plots. Fit7.-(jerard tells yoil, that in 1662, feveral Officers 
were lent into France to get Money fbr carrying on of the 
Plot. And was it not in i66z, that we begun here with the 
Toleration, which gave tlie firft Appearance of Popery to 
the Parliament? In 1^72, we broke the Triple Leagu^ and 
entered into a ftrange Gorrefpondence wirh France ;' then 
they actually lifted and armed a great Number of Soldiers, 
which were fii-ft to go inio France, and then to comd back 
to carry on the Plot. In 7j, and 76, all the Clergy in 
Ireland faid the Duke of York fhould be King in 7 8. And

cut off the King ? It appears, that they intended to maflacre ' "^^^ 
moft of the Prote(bnts, and to conquer others, and that this 
they hoped to do by Affiftance expcdbed from France, of 
Men and Arms, as fbon as that King ihould be dilengaged 
of the War He was engaged in with the Confederates. And 
doth not this agree, not only with Dr. Oates's Dilcovery, 
but Prance's too ? And did we not, after we had affifted the 
PVench with about izooo Men, moft Irifh, and helped 
them in the carrying on of that War, fend Plenipotentiaries 
t5 Nim^uen, in order to make up a general Peace, that (b 
he might be at leilure about that time, that the (aid Party 
expend his Affiftance, and that the Clergy had told Fitz- 
Gerard, that the Duke fhould be King? upon the Difco- 
very of the EngUfli Plot, the Kbg, Lords, and Commons, 
declared it a horrid, damnable, and execrable Plot : Now 
upon the Difcovery of this IrifK Plot, the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal have declared the lame of it. But to what 
Parpofe I know not, unlels it be to difcover the Strength 
of the Popifli Party, in that after you know your Danger, 
and have declared it in Parliament, yet that their Intereft b

Sir H. CapcL * Mr. Speaker, Sir, as the Irifli ^lot doth agree with the 
Englifh Plot in feveral Circuraftanccs before it broke out, 
fo afterwards in the Profecution of it. Were not the Wit- 
neffes intimidated and difbouraged, or tiieir Evidence con- 
ftmed or turned into Ridkule? And was not the lame done 
here ? Were not forae of them, to prevent their Evidence^ 
^ iliip*d oflFand never heard of more ; apd others ftrangcly tor- 

mented ? And doth not that in Come meafure anfwer with the 
Death of Sir Edmundbujw Godfrey ? Did not Sir John Da- 
vis and others in great Offices there^ do all that they could to 
ftifle the dilcovery of the Plot I And have tiot many of our 
. Miniflers done the lame here? Were there not ftrange En- 
deavours ufed, to put off the Trials of fuch as were accufed 
about the Plot, or to acquit them when they came to a Trial ? 
And hapve not the lame Endeavours been uied here as to the 
Z^rds in the Tower, and the Trial of Wakcman, and many- 
others ? And, after all tlicfe Difcoveries what have we done, 
or what are we doing to fecure ourfelvcs againft this Party I 
Truly, Sir, I know not of any thing : But on the other hand 
can tell you, that great Things are doing to carry on the 
Plot. I fee, that in order to difcover the mighty Power of 
that Party, two Parliaments have already been diflblved 
without doing any thing againft Popcrjr,"and I am afraid that 
this will have no better foccefe. And m the Intervals of Par* 
1 laments, I obferve, that all Heads are at work to pcrfuade

And will not the Cpiirfe that is ukeq of putting it^coall O^, 
fices, either of Tnift or Profit, np Perions butiuch who the^ri 
find will thus b^ roifled, either by ^pir Ambition, becaql^^ 
they fee it is the. oply way to Pre&rment, or becauic tboy 
have DOC Underianding to iee thele I>eiigns at a diftance, 
be a great help to them alio? I think, Sir, the carry ^^ on of 
thefe things thus, by fuch great Authority, after the dilco^ery 
of (iicharlotiW the contrary Endeavours of three Parli^- 
nents, are g^re^^^it^s to encourage th^ ^ojing on of the Plor» 
after they have firft reduced the State oi Popery to the fame 
Condition it w^ in before the Plot broke out ; that fo it n>ay 
creep on upon us ^ain, as they fhall think fnay be mod for 
their Advantage.

lot in Ireland, as well as in this Kingdom.^ And it the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal fhould agree to it, I hope we 
may in time do (bmethbg againft Popery : For it would be 
very hard, if after they have agreed in the Caufc, they fhould 
deny to join with us in the Remedy. And feeing the Bifhops 
have agreed there is a Popifh Plot in Ireland, I hope the 
Qergy will believe there hath been one in England, and con- 
fider the Danger of a Popifli Succeflbr and Popifh King, 
and preach and pray ^mfl it : And then I fhail conclude 
they are in good eamcft againft Popery, and that we fhould 
fbon be able to vanquifh this common Enemy.

B. Holford. * Mr. Speaker, Sir, Solomon faith, there is no new thing 

under the Sun; but whoever will butconfider, what great 
Endeavours have been ufed to ftifte thele Plots, and how few 
to prevent the like for the future, or the Danger arifing from 
.them, mufl conclude, that the like was never done in (uch a 
Cafe before. All the Plots center in the Duke : What is 
done with him ? He is lent into Scodand to make an Intereft 
there, that (b the Goverament of that Kingdom, with an Ar- 
my of 22,000 Men already fetded, and what more may be 
for, may be as ready at his Command as the Strength of this 
Jation is here. A ftrange way of weakening an Enemy ! 
And doth the Duke's Intereft go backward here in his Ab- 
fence? No, all thole about the fcing are of his placing: And 
though we think him in Scotland, yet he is here too, as if 
there were Tranfubftantiation in the Cafe. I do not under- 
ftand how the great Noife of Forty-one, that is now made, 
can rend to the fecuring ns againft Popef y ; but the Fear ot 
that (which I am fiire I have a great deal of reafon to re 
member) may (everal Ways be ufed for the bringing in of 
Po{)ery ; and I have the more reafon to fear fo, becaufe I am 
informed, that the Juflice of Peace, who hath writ fo many 
Books to fill the People's Heads with Notions about Forty- 
one, is now fled, becaufe of Evidence given before the Lords 
of his being a Papift.

iiave a very good Motion made for a good Addition to the 
Lords Vote, as to the Duke of York's being the Caufe of 
the Irifli Plot alio : I pray, let it be added, that fo we may 
fee whether the Bifhops will do anv thing againft the Duke 
orno ; for if they (hould, haply tne Clergy may come in 
time to conftder the Danger of a Popifh ^ccdior and Fo- 
pifli King, and preach and pray agsunn it, as much as againft 
Fanatics. If not, and the Do^rme^ be true which I have 
often heard, diit there is no Diftindion between the Duke's 
Intereftand the Popifh Incereft, I am afhud we are in a bad 
Condition.*

fteft the 0uke*s ^ri^nds which are there, do ftill carry on

• The truth is, Sir, every Day doth more and more dif- 
^over our E)ang[er, and dcrtionftrate, thdt this of Expedients 
is put upon us, m hop€ls that we ihould have offered at ibme 
fiitl; of which Advantage might be taken^ to reprefent us 
as Perlbns not well aSi^ed to the Government, that fb, if 
poffible, even the People, as well as the King, might be 
brought out of Love with Parliaments. I do remember, that 
after the great Endeavours which fbme Minifters of Stato 
had uied to bribe the lace long Parliament, and had come fb 
near to Perfedion, as that the Nation ivsts in a itianner (a ved 
but by two or three Votes, this Diflblution was much admired 
at ; and it was moft Men's Bufinefs to cad about to find out 
the reafbn of it : Aroongfi other things it was concluded. 
That If the Popiih Interefl had any hand in it (as believed) 
that it was out of hopes, that they ihoQid thereby have an 
opportunity to make the Kingout of love with all Parlia- 
ments, and fb occafion fbme Difierence between him and 
his People. The little Succefs which the laft I'afiiament

How 6r we have contribut- 
ed already to the King of France his Greatnefs, and how 
this breaking off Parliaments, and keeping this Nation in 
this unfectled Condition, may conduce to his taking of Flan- 
ders and Holland, and his otner Defigns, all here may judge : 
And how it agrees with the Report c3" the Jefuits having the 
Management of all the Afiairs of Europe : And how this 
can be prevented, without the Exclufion-Bill, is a Paradox 
to me. For I do fHll conclude, that fb long as there is a 
Popilh Succeflbr, there will be a Popifli Intercfl ; and that 
as fciftg as there is a Po^ifh Interefl, and Fears of a 

fSo^ifh King, the Nation will be divided, and there will 
e Conftant Fears and Jealoufies, not only here at home, 
but with our Allies abroad ; which will fruftrate all Endea- 
vours to oppofc the French Defigns, becaufe there can be 
no Qmfidence between the King and his People.

of our Rcadinels to liipply him with Money for the Support 168 1. - 
of it. An4 how we mail extricate ourfelves out of tnefe 
Difficulties, I know not. 

* Sir, I have troubled you the longer, and with the more 
£amefbie(s, becaufe I am doubtful whether I may ever have 
fU^other opportimir^ to (peak in this Place. Thui^ are fb 
out of order, and iuch prevalent Endeavours are uled to un^ 
lettle them the more, that I am afraid, not only of our Re^ 
ligion, but of the very Government and being of the Eng* 
lim Nation ; For if tbele thmgs fhould occafion Blood, 
while the French King is fo powerful, he may eafily have 
the cafting Voice ; ana without that, only God knows what 
may be the End of Iuch Confiifions as fbme Men endeavour 
to occafion. All Projcfe of fettling the Afiairs of this Na- 
tion without Parliaments, have hitherto proved unfuccefsful, 
and been attended with ill Confequences. I. have a great 
deal of rea^n to be fenfible of the Miferies of 41 , and there- 
fore am lorry to fee (iich Diflblutions of Parliaments witliout 
Succefs.

Baflecj . the People of that Kingdom to Slavery : Pray let us have a 
care that, for want of a little fliort A6t, we lie not reduced 
to Slavery and Popery too. Will not all the Expedients 
that have been talked of, or can be imagined, leave us ^o 
conteft with our lawful Prince, and that Affiftance which 
he is well aflured of, not only from the Papifts here, but ^i 
Ireland, and from France and Scotland, I am afraid, enough 
to make it a mealiiringCaft ? And is the Proteftant Intereft fo 
low, that though our Dangers be fb great,, inftead of a Sword 
to defend ourtelves, we muft be content with a Sheath ?

I do not doubr 
but his Maje^ takes that* uAparallel'd Trouble of attending^ 
there daily, chiefly for the Good of the Protefiant ReHgion -, 
but I cannot but ob&rve, that it hath had little 'Sudceis. For 
Thii^ however, have gone with fo much Difficulty againft 
the Popiih Party, that it may be a Queftion, whether his- 
Royal Prefence, or the Influence ot a Popiih Succeflbr were 
ftrongefl. The Bill for Papifts taking the Teft, tho* ac- 
companied with a great Sum of Money, pais'd wirii mudi* 
Dmculty, and fo that for excluding the I/>rds, and not 
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mtnoiit an Exception as to his Royal Highn^fs: And there- Anno'iidu.tli 

fore we have no great Reafbn to admire, that this about the 16 ji7 

Siioceffion Ihould be thrown out ; And how can We dxpid: 
ft.Chould be othcrwife, as long as ib Manv who fit there atrb 
in tlie pofleOion of gre^t Places by the Duke's mcitni ; and ft 
Jnany others who would cbYntf into' great Places^' which cannOC 
t)e had but by his ifie^ns ? And how all this tog^thei^ makes ab 
Intereft, may eafily fe irhagined. Sir, I do not riientioh thefe 
Things without rwrrcit ; tor 1 know my Diftatnce, dnd have a 
great Veneration for th6 Nobirity of this^ Land ; and I knoir 
the Lords have fheir Freedorti of V6tin^» and that ther^ tfc 
many fit in the Lords Ho6(e^ who have all the (Xralificatioft* 
hecefiary tor that ^cJl Station. But to fee a Bill of this Im^ 
yortance treated lo contrary to the ulbal Courfc of Parlia* 
ments, it IS neceflar^ thai We ftioUld a little confider what may 
be the Cauie, in 61 ae^ to regulate our Proceedings for the fti* 
(ure: For it notliing inuft go in that Houfe againft the Dukey 
I think the Prottlftant Religion iilik^ (o have Ihtk Security 
from A<Sts. If the Duke had ever confuhed the BooksTwrit by 
his Gi-and&ther or Father, 6V their Declarations m Matters 
(£ Religion, he Would never Itav^'brOiight thefe Difficultly 
upon his King and G^untiy. It is ftringe he ihduld s&th to g^t 
Heaven, by Proceedings ib c6ntfary tO what his Father atte/l- 
id with Kis Blood. Bnt though he hath negiedJed t6 confuhr 
his Intereft, I hope we* fliall not ifegfedk to cdnfiidt otiXf, ftf 
Dii-fuing this BiH, feeing there is no other Remedy : Thoughr 
7 ani afraid it is a great W6rl^, and may break many Par- 
liameilts, becauie it is fo likp to deftroy all the Papifts Hope^ 
if eftablifhing their Religion. However, t will not rear 
Odt, God granting the King Life, it may be obtained at 
h& ; unkfs the Project now a-&ot, of reprelenting Parlia^ 
Aicnts as' dangeroCis and ufelefs, Ihould prevent the meetbg- 
6f any more : For even the oM Band of Penfioners could 
ilip their Collars, when Popery caliie bar^-£iced before them. 
It is not tq be admired, that, iccingthe Jefuiis have been if 
fttmdred Years at work to rivet their Intereft, by getting a 
trincc of their Religion, they Aould ftruggle hard to pre- 
ferve it, that Ib'thev niky have thofc blefled Efte^fe they eJC- 
teA from if, which thp Succeflion-Biil Onlv cian prevent. 
^ it is ffrange, that, after fuch' Difcoveries or the Plot here 
iadin Irefafid and the Gertaiiity ofouV irrecoverabte Dfeger* 
^oa the King"s Death, that fo' many Protei&hts fliould b^ 
ftduHed hy that Fartj^^attd rathet* bfe led by artificikl Falf- 
foods, to thetr oWn I>(^ru^io5y' than by naked: Truth, xiy 
jgin in that Whiclf only can lave them*. For Pr6teft^ts t<> 
6dicule the Plot, ^d mfpaVage the' W'itneflc^, though. their 
Evidence is ib confirmed, that a' Mati may as well believe 
pat Bread may Be made FJefh by Tranlubftantiatbn, as tha 
tte Danger or our Religion is liot true, is as ftrangc, as tor 
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Annoj^OrJI. bejicvc, that let the Papifts carry pa wh^t Plots they wUlJoff 
-/R^ ' .the future, there will be ever aiiy more Dilbpverle|s'madeS 
' But if tlif re flibuld, I am lure the Witnrf&will deferve the 
'Ccafurc cff feebg inad (as was pals'd on him that oiWned the 
^^lirnirig of London) confidering how thofe havcbefctirc- 
/wardea. ^ It is plain to me, that, as the King was under ^rcat 
^JDiffiailties, arifing from the Solicitatioos aiid Advices <^ 
Iprivate Cabals, when he put out his Declaration in April iS'^, 
^10 he is now, and that it will never be othcrwife, until 
,lie take up the lame Relblution again 3f following the Advide 
of his Privy Council, and great Council the Parliament : Till 
,'when, I exped no alteration in our Af&irs. The King, be- 
ing a Proteftant, muft be for the Protedant Interfeft: ; the 
Duke, being a Papift, as much for the Papift Intereft. How 
,can it be imagined, that there can be any Union in oilr 
'Councils, as long as tjie Ifttereft of the Counlcllors are loop- 
pbfite ; or that any thing fliould yafs in &vour of the Pro- 
rcftant Religion, as long as the major -part arc for the Duke's 
Interert. ouch a Contradiffcion hath for many Years had 
ftrange Effe(3:s already, and muft have wo'rle, until all the 
[King's Council be lucn as can be free to join, in fettling the 
.Affairs of the Nation upon the old Proteftant Foundation; 
]vhich will never be, until we have this Exclufion Bill. And 
therefore I, think you are well moved, to ifignify fo much by 
"^aVote. And I amglad to fee & many Lords Sons join 
^therein : For I hoj)e it may be a means to get a lair Under- 
Qandirig with the Houfe of Lords, either now or here- 
after/ 

SirL. Jenkins. 1 * Mr. Speakeir, Sir, I have hearkened with great atten- 
tion to the Debates you have had about this Matter ; and it 
Is plain to me, that there can be no fuch thing as Demon- 
^ftration in this Cafe, betaule this Exclufion A6t, if obtain^ 
vW, may be liable to many Objeftions, and probably nOC 
fecure us Why then fhould we be fo bent upon it, fee- 
ing the great Difficulties of obtaining it are lb vifible? For 
my part, I think if it Ihould pafs, it would 1?e void of it 
fclf, and be of no Force at all: For which Reafon, and 
^ecaufe we are not like to get it, ir is ftrange tp me, that 
no Arguments will prevail to aim at fomc other thing, that 
fo we may get fomething, which muft be better than to hafe 
thb Parliament be broken, for want of our taking what' we 
^ay get. For fuppofing the worft, that we Ihould not get 
any thing, tliat ihould oe fufficient to prevent the Duke*$ 
coming to the Crown,' yet we may get fuch Laws as may be 
fufficient to fecure our Religion, though he fliould comi 
to it. And would it not be much better, to fperid our time 
In nAking Laws which may ter«d to that purpofe, which we 
have:Realbn to bctieve will be granted, than to fpend o\xt 
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Time in purluinff that we arc not Uke to get? Some good Anna jiCarJI. 
Laws added towfiatwe have, and the Number of People '^'* 
which we have in this Nation Proteftants^ would in my ^*"^^^ 
Opinion be an impregnable Fence againft Popery. And it 
is no (uch ftrange Thing to have a Prince of one Religion, 
and People of another. The late Duke of Hanover was a 
Papift, yet lived in Peace with his People, though Luthe- 
rans. The King of France, notwithltandlng his Great-- 
ncft, permits a great Proportion of his People to be Hugue-. 
nots, and lives m Peace with them. Aijd ieeing there is a 
great Probability that we may do fb too, and that we may 
nave what Laws we will, to lecure our Religion to us in fucri 
a Cafe, why fhould we engage our felves farther for the get- 
ting of an A€k,which the King and Lords have both declared 
againft, and will never be confcnted to by the King, as we 
may reafbnably believe, becaulehe hath often declared, that 
he thinks it an tmlawful A^, and that it is againft hisCon- 
laencc?' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, The great Chara6ber this Honour-S. Titus. 
M.t Member bears, the great Employments he h^th been 
ih under His Majefty abroad, as well as his Education in 
Ac Laws of tills Nation, do iuftly challenge, that wliat he 
faith, ihould be well weighed atid confidered, before any ^ 
Man ihould o£Fer to contradifl: it. He is pleaded to fay, that 
das Aft would be unlawful and invalid, if itfliouldoe ob- 
tained: And therefore, becaufe we are not like to obtain 
it, and becaufe the Duke of Hanoyer, though a Papift, 
lived in Peace with Lutherans, and the Kiiig of France 
with Huguenots that we had better fpcnd our Time in con- 
trivine Laws for the fecurity of our Religion, if a Papift 
ftodid come to the Crown, which we may get; and not in 
contriving Laws to keep him from the Crown, whiph we 
are not like to have. If this be not in plain Engliih , the Senfc 
of his Difcourfe, I am willing to be corrected. But, S^r, 
if it be, I do admire upon what Foundation the firft Argu- 
ment is grounded ; I mean, that relating to the unlawtul- 
ncisand mvalidity of the Exclufion Bill. 'Was there ever 
any Go^rcmment m ,th s World, that had not an unlimited 
Power lodged fomewhere ? Or^ can it be poflible that any 
Government Ihould ftand, without fuch^a Power? And 
w^luch a Power fhould not be allowed here, which is fo 
eflfential for the Support of the Government, I think can 
orfy be in order (if I may fey it without Reflc8:ion) to have 
Ah Government fall ; and I am afraid even ^t this time, hf 
4&vcry Bufineis we are now debating. For it m ft be the 
Con&quence, of denying that the Legiflative Power of the 
l^fadon, King, Lords and Commons, are not able to make 
laws to prevent it. But as this Opinion is ftrange, fo are 
N 2 ' the 
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i^flBostCtr.II. the Politics drawn from the Duke of Hanover, and King cf 
1681. France, to inducJe us to be willing to have a. Popifh King 
" ^ come to reign over us ; when neither of tlie laid Exam- 

ples come home to our Caic : But if they fliould, why muft 
lye be fo willing tp have a Popith King to govern as, a^ 
that wefhould be rather led by Examples retch 'd fb far fron^ 
abroad, than by the miferaole Examples we had here in 
C^ecn Mary"s Days; an^ by the undeniable Arguments 
and Reafbns that have been o^^red to make out, tliat a Po^ 
pifli King will 'endeavour to britig in a Pofifh Religion? 
And rotwitiiflanding the Example brought from France, I 
^m afraid the French King is boun4tQairift the Duke's In- 
tereft therein ; or otherways may be laid of us, what the 
jbevil could not fay of Job, that we have feryed him for 
nought, contrary to the true Intereft of Englan^i, thefe many 
Years. But by thefc Arguments, and all the King's Speeches 
acd Meflages, I plainly fee, that this Honovirabie Member 
is in the right in one Thing ; that we ftruggle in vain to get 
any Aft, that (hall fignify any thirg to prevent the Duke's 
coming tp the Crown : But that if you will aim at Laws to 
fccUre yopr Religion after hi^ coming to the Crown, ypu 
may probably obtain them. If this be not plainly faia, I 
think it is plainly inferred ; for are not all his Majefty's 
Speeches and Meflages with ^n aWblytc Prohibition as to 
any thing asainft the Succeflion ? And I rupuofe will be as 
much undernood againft your Aflpciatipn Bill, or any other, 
fhat tends to that purpofe : And yo}j may be fure, that when 
you cpmie with any fiich, if lb contrived ^ to fignify any 
thirtg, that the fame Oppofition fhall |>e made to them as 
to the Exclufion Bill rpr it is plain tp me, that the King's 
pffLring to concur in any Laws you fhall prpppfe for the 
iecuring of your Religion, compared with tW other Limi- 
tations, can only be foundirftood ; whjch Js a fair denial of 
«11 Laws againft Popery, at leaft tnofe that adyifc it 1 be- 
lieyedp fo intend it: For all Laws againft Popery, if once 
you have a Popifh King, will fi<nify jiothi!?g ; the itrongeft 
that can be made would eafily be defeared, 5) ^s to be of no 
life to us. Supppfc we fliould propofc a Li|w to put a great 
Power in Parliaments, I mean in both Kp..fcs, that lo wc 
may have the Lords Spiritual, and Ak^re filviM of our fide ; 
yet it is to me very plain, that a Pppifli Ki*^ wou'd be 
able, eiiher to prevent the Meeting of fuch rarl laments, 
pr by awing or influencing of them when met, or by fct- 
ting up a ftronger Ppwer than the Parliament, or a better jisrt 
^dlvinoy by means of the Popifh Clerjjy, than ours, eauly 
make all fuch Afts fignify nothing 1 have, heard, that a 
wi^^ King hath oftentimes made wife Counicllors, and that 
ivifc Cpunfeliprs fometime. make wife Kings, but it muft bi 
' V ' wbcd 
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vhcn their Iritercft may bind them to take their Advice; Anno ji ciir. IL 
which ia this Cafe would happen otherwifc : For the Par- »o ^^* 
liamcnts, in fuch a" Gife, mull have feme fuch Power re- C-'^^f*^ *<J 
ppfed in them, as would render them fufpedted of being 
Competitors for the Sovereignty ; knd that would make the 
Prince iuftly jealous of tnem^ and foon end in fuch a 
Breach as would endanger the Government. Or to prevent 
this, the Power muft be ietlcd fo ftrong in the Parliament, 
as to over-balance the King's ; which ought not to be, be- 
caufe it would endanger Monarchy. If a Man were dcfpc- 
rately fick of fpme Difeafe only curable by one Remedy, 
and that fhould be denied him, what fhould he do, but 
fend for hjs ConfeiTor, and prepare for Death? And lb I 
think muft we. And yet I cannot admire at this Meflage 
of His Majefty, but rather, confidcring whble Advice ni 
takes, Ihould have admired if he had lent anv other. 1 
hope we /hall be as wife as the Frogs, who when Jupitct 
gave them a Stork for their King, did not appear wdr 
pitied therewith : Toaccejjt of Exoedicnts to Iccurc the 
Protcftanp Religion, after fuch a King hath mounted the 
Throne, would l>e as ftrange as if there were a Lion in the 
Lobby, and we lliould vote, that we would rather fecurc 
ourfelvcs by letting him in and chaining him, than by . 
keeping him out. This Nation hath formerly had Ibmc 
depute for Wifdom and Prudence, and done muchj 
as well in making of good Laws, asinkwping 'cm. Pray, 
Sir, let us not at one Blow, or by one Omiihon, deftroy all 
thole Laws, which our Forefathers obtained with fo much 
Induftry : I hope the King will in time fee who are his beft 
Counfellors, we that aim at the Prefei-vation of the prefcnt 
Government in Church and State, or thole private Cabals 
which aim at Alterations ; and that he will hearken to us 
ere long : That fo he may live with more Content and 
Glory, and his People, without fuch Fears and Jealoufies as 
now difturbthem. Wlujh cannot be, without the Exclu- 
fon Bill ; and therefore I agree in the Votes that have been n 

moved* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I cannot but obferve, that moft of L. Cower, 
the Arguments ufed againft this Bill are the fame which 
Coleman made the Grounds of his Declaration, that (by if 
poflible, he might have prc-poflels'd the People afainftthe 
fear of Popery or a Popifli Succeffor. Plrft, He fal*, 
that the Pretences which that Parliament made of the Pro- 
t^ftant Religion being in Danger of Popery was without 
Craufe, becaule there was no Dmurbance given by any of 
that Community Secondly, That the Parliament's bold ' 

Endeavours, to have reftrained the Succeflion of the Crown 
to certain C^aliftcations, would have made the Crown elec-

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Ana03aCtr.II. five. Thirdly, That therein they woiiM havt out-done 
i^Si. thePopifh DcCTTine^ that Hercfy iijcapacitates Kings to 
"■ ■■ ' i^cign; which was a new Way of fecurihg Religion by de- 
ffroying it. Fourthly, That the good Church of Engjland 
; 6ad taujg;ht their People to be obedient to their Prince, let 
Kis Religion or Deportment be what it will. Alio I find, 
that the lame Endeavours which arc now ufed to foment. 
Fears and Jealoufies in the People, ss to Forty-one, the 
Danger dF tKe Church and Govcmmment, and of Parlia- 
inttits, are b^t copied out of thatDeclaratioi. He there 
declares, that the Parliament was diflolved, becaufe they 
had Befigns to blei^illi the good Proteftant Church, and 
to jwevetit th^ lowing mifchievous Tares in the wholefbme 
Field of the Church of England, and to preferve the un- 
fiiottedSpoufeof our BlcflecF Saviour, from the ill cflWfc Of 
loroeDeugns that were like to be introduced by Parliament. 
I will ilot make any Annotations upon this which I have re- 
peated, hut by it I conclude, that thePapifts are very wil- 
ungweihould imbibe thefe Opinions, and that therefore 
they may probably conduce to the carrying on of their De- 
(igns. I could wifli His Majefty would order that Declara- 
tion to be read in Churches once a Year, th^t fb all the 
People, but efpecially the Clergy, may know what excel- 
lent Pretcr^ccs the rapifts can make of taking care of the 
Proteftant Church, and how vigilant they are for that end, 
^ecially to prevent that it may not be injured by the Par- 
liament, nor by altering the Succeflion. That Declaration 
is to me a great Confirmation of what hath b^n faid of the 
Influence of that Party in the Management of Affairs ; for 
it is not likely that Coleman would have drawn it, but that 
he knew how to have juggled it into the Council, ^ as if it 
)ud been drawn by fome good Proteftant, that fo it might 
have be€;n made public, it that Parliament had been then 
diflolvcd. 

* But, Sir, though by God's Providence we had all 
thefe Difcoveries, yet I fee no Probabi ity of obtaining any 
Security againft this Party. , I am of Opinion with that 
worthy Member that |poke laft, that the King's Speeches 
and Meflages are plain againft making of any Laws to pre- 
vent the Duke's coming to the Crown, and can only be un« 
deifbod in favour of Laws that may tend to Securing 
the Proteftant Religion under a Popim King ; which, 1 
think, none can do, unlels fiich Laws, as Will endanger 
Monarchy itfelf ; which will not be fit for this Houfe to 
propofe, or the King to grant.

* Mr. Speaker, Snr,lt is impolHble we fliould remove SirR, :^ 
^ imminent JD^ngeh impendent on this Nation, unlels wc 
can prevail wfch the King to forbear t^ing Advice with ijri- 
vate Cabals ; mid inftcad thereof, to be advtfed by his Privy 
Council,' and Parliaments. This indeedis the great DtQ)ute 
that is now afoot ; ' and unlets we can prevail herein, all that 
we are about fighifics nothing. Arid therefore, I think, wc 
may do well ,tS be plain in this with the King; arid as we 
imm hot be afraid of giving him fuch Advice as is for his 
Adyan^u^, fo neither of giving him Ailurances of our 
readincirto luoply him with ^foney, and what elfe he may 
need, that fo he may know we are as wilUrig to truft him, 
tt we are defirous he 0iould be to trud us.

. After this, fevcral Perlbns being named for giving ill Ad- 
vice to His Majefty, and Motions feoonded with Arguments^ 
dbat AddreiTes mizht be made, grounded on common Fame, 
for their removal; the Houfc entrcd into a long Debate,^ 
touching the meaning of common Famc^ tlie Ulage, Cuftom^ 
and Conlequences ot fuch Adxhrefles m reference to thief 
Government ; and it did appear, that it was a:n ancient Rights 
and conflant Practice of the Commons .aflembled in j^ania- 
ment| to make Addrefles to the King, grounded onconunon 
FamCj or mor<d Certainty, for rcmovaf of (iich Counielfors 
dr Officers, as they thought were pernicious to the Goveror 
ment And that it was the only way to reach great Mini^ 
fters of* Stare that; gave evil Counfel,- and to fecure the Go- 
vfemment againft the Dangers arifing from fuchj . whof 
would otherways, by giving Advice to the Kbg in privatcf, 
be fecUre agamft aid maimer of Proceedings againft thcni, 
and ^Q the Government, might be riuned! witliout any Remo^ 
dy ; that there was now as great occafion a^ ever in fcrmer 
1 imes, ot making ufe of this only Remedy, the Influence of 
Popifh Counfels having reduced the Nation, not only to the 
Alercy oi the Poplfh Party at home, but of a foreign Ka^ 
tion; the Dangers whereor could never be prevented, bui 
by eftablifhing liich a mutual Confidence between the King 
and his People, as might give Encouraeemetit for the raiHog

My Exped:ation is from thofe who oppofed the Exj)edient 

of the Bill, (for I can call it no 'oiherwife) I have in my 
weak Judgment weighed all Expedients I have heard of, 
and they feem all to me to be a Breach of the Conflitution 
of the Government, and to throw us into Difbrder and Con^ 
fufion. I have heard that it has been an ancient Ufage that 
Members have confulted their Cities, Boroughs, and Coun- 
ties in any thing of Weight, as well as giving Money, be- 
fore they refblvcd it. The Practice was good, and I wifh 
it were continued ; and we can difcharge our Trufl no 
better, than in obferving the Direction ot tf>ofe who fcnt 
us hither. I received an Addrefs from the City of London 
(having the Honour to be one of their Rcprefcntatives) in 
the Matter of this Bill of excluding the Duke, i^c. I hear- 
tily wifh fbme Expedient may be found out to favc our Re- 
ligion without it. But I mufl purfue my Trufl, therefore 
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AnB033Car.II. 1 move a Bill may be brought in to exclude all Popifh Su^- 
celTors, and in particular, Jam^s Duke of York.*

but I am forry to hear that Language, that becauie the 
King has faid m his Speech, he will ftick to his former 
Relolution in not altering the Succeflion, ^c. and propofes 
a kind of Expedient, t^c. out in this we are not ufed as an 
Englilh Parliament, but a French, to be told what we are 
to do, and wiiat not ; 'tis the greateft arbitrary Power in 
England to cow a Parliament, which may be was in defign 
to bring us hither: but be we called to York,. or any Part 
pf England, I believe we fliall be the fame Men we are 
here, and were at Weftminfter.

If Bifhops and Counlellors would ipeak plain, they cannot 
anfwer deferring our Security fo long. But neither the 
JVlinifter.s of the Gofpel have endeavoured tlie Preicrvation 
of our Religion, nor the Minifters of State the Government, 
both ading againft Religion and Safety of the King's Per- 
Ibn : And I have no expe&ation of our Safetv, but the Bill 
to exclude the Duke; and therefore I move for it, ^c' 
p. Coventry. * If this Debate muft be proceeded in with the Regula- 
rity and Circumfpedtion it ought to be, you have tranf- 
greded the Order of the Day al^-eady.

agreeing it, mult the Patient take nothing?- And we are 
but one part of the Legiflative Power, out for Expedients, 
I remember in the Dutch War, the Houfc went into a grand 
Committee, to confider Expedients for raifing Money, to 
(ave a Land-Tax. A Man, whoever he be, that propoles an 
Expedient, will defire leave to make good that Expedient, 
and muft fpeak, it may be, often to it ; but if it prove to be 
none, that Man will be trampled upon. A Committee of 
the whole Houfe will be moft proper for this purpofe. If 
there be a DifpUte which Queftion fliall take place, if the 
firft be denied, the other may take its place ; but not one to 
exclude all the reft, as this Bill will do. Let it l>e Exclu- 
fion or Limitation, or what it will, your Order is general, 
to find out means againft Popery, and Prefervation of the 
King's Life.

Thole who were here 
prelent when the Order was made, have leftSt free ft)r a 
Bill, or any other thing, and therefore they are not tied to 
have Bills, or offer Expedients againft Bills. To the Si- 
mile of the three Phyficians, that two could do nothing

^ to fit two or three Months, I would be witling to go into a 

Grand Committee. But as to the ill Umbr^ of refufing 
a Committee, 'tis not like other ^ cafes.

Dut to talk of a Regen- 
cy I'nfuturo^ in Condition and Limitarion of time, I never 
heard of This Expedient does not anlwer the King's Speech, 
nor your former Bill; it makes the King, but a Shadow^ 
and divides Pcrfbn frpm Power ; our Law will not en- 
dure if. The Pcrlbn divided from the Power, both will be 
courted ; and who that next Heir will be, we know not. 
Th^ King Itfads you to confider Expedients, but fuch as will 
confift with the Safety and Dignity of Monarchy. This 
ibppofcs two Kin;;s at the fame time, one by Law, and ano-. 
thcr by Right. Pornigal gives us fbmc inftance of Re- 
gency, where tiic King was put into Prifon for Mifcarriages 
in the Government, and his next Heir made Regent ; but ^ 
there is a vaft Difference in thefe two Cafes. The King 
of Portugal was fet alide for perfbnal Milcarriages, not for 
being a Papift: and which is anotiier thing, that was prefent^ 
this is ro come, Jf this QuelHon be to let the Duke in, and 
then make a QuefticMi whether Allegiance be due to him ; 
but I am afraid, that unlefs we be true to thpic we rcprc- 
^nt, from whom by exprels Dirc6hion, moft of us arc to 
purfiie the Bill, l^c. we fliall not be avowed in what wc 
do. The Bill, ^c. has been under Confideration of all the 
People of England, and perhaps all the Proteftants of Eu- 
rope ; all the Wits of Learned Men, have made their Ob- 
jccbions againft it, yet notwithftanding all People are Aill of , 
the iame Mind. — - And now we run upon the mod mif^ 
fliapcn thing, which it may be two or three Years before 
we underftand it, and we may expert to have an ODcration 
of it, no body knows when, I lee very little weight in it^ 
unleft improved by Ibme other Perfon, therefore 1 am for

D. if he fhoiild be King — God forbid. We have been 

told three or four times of Direftions Gentlemen have had 
from their Principals, to be againft all thofe things of Expe- 
dients, and to infift upon the Bill of Exclufion, i^c. I would 
not have that way much chcriihed, 'tis an uncertain thing; 
and no Footfteps renriain of any Papers from their Country. 
I take the meaning of that going down, is to confult their 
Tome IL ' R Neigh-^ 
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. Aano 33Catr.n. Neighbours fcr Direaion' whUt to do. I hear talk to-day of 
i68x. Parliaments of France, but this way is as dangerous ; like the 
States of Holland, to confult with their Principals before they 
refoke, is moft unulual and of very dangerous Conlcquence. 
A Regency has been propofed to fecure the Adminiftratioti 
of the Government in Proteftant Hands, ib as not to alter 
the Conttitution of the Monarchy ; and this alters the Confti- 
tution of the Monarchy the leaft imaginable. A Regency 
in room of a King, and the Monarchy goes on. We have 
had Regent Prote&ors, call it what you pleaie, Primus Con- 
Jiliariusj in cafe of a Minor Prince; but I propofe not this. 
If you alter the Government, I am againftitj but here is 
oflfer'd a Regent in place of the King, or transferring the 
Government. But it may be laid, where fliall the Duke be 
all this while ? That Pomt I think is pretty well over, there 
is no defign of Seclufion — ^The Lords would h^ve banifhed 

him 600 Miles from England. The Duke has an Eftate, 

and he, as all Men befides, loves it, and will not part with 
it, and will do nothing to forfeit it. But your BUI of Ei- 
clufuMi iecludcs the Duke, and the Crowti then is to fall as 
it does' fall. What is then the Cafe? You mult imagme, 
cither his own Daughter will take up Arms, if the Duke attempt 
ihc Crown, or fbme body elfe will, to keep him ouf ; and 
that will raifc fuch an Anger in the Duke's mind, whither 
will they fhelter themfelves ? Not under his Daughter : they 
muft naturally Ihelter themfelves and run into Arms. Grom- 
wel's way was to keep up an Army of Sixty Thouland Men 
for his Security, efpecially an Army flefh'd with Vidtory— 
And they that have it, wiu keep it. We are not in the Cx)n- 
dition we were formerly ; when the Lords cherilhed their 
Tenants by good Leafes, they could raife an Army, and 
lend them home to their Houfes when they had done what 
they were raifed for ; But we are now in another way ; raife 
an Army, and they will think of their own Intereft to be kept 
up. But if it fall out thus, your Bill leaves it very loofe. — 
As loon as this Bill is pafs'd, luppofe the Regency cftablilhed 
in the Princcls of Orange, or the Lady Anne, and in the lame 
Law a Commillion be lent over to take, an Oath from her 
ftri6tly to execute this Law, you arc then not left in that 
loofe manner you will be by the Bill, tffc. Twill be a far 
lels matter for her to lave a Family, before Mbfortune come 
upon it, than to take the Government upon her afterwards, 
in the trouble of an Oppojfition. But it may be laid, what 
needs all this, 'tis juft nothing but retaining tne Name of K. 
in an exiled Man ? — But 'tis lefs violation in her to govern 
in her Father's Name, than to take the Kingdom from him. 
it may he wondred, why in Poitugal, upon depofine that 
King, there was a great I>ebatc of Sic three Ellates (mough 
- ' ihcy 
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thcjr hold not the Proportion as they do here ) In this great Anm 3iCtT4i; 
Deoate, the Commons were for Don Pedro to be King^ the * «^*«« 
Nobility to have him Regent, the Ecclefiaftics demurr'd ; ^^'^^'*" V 
but at laft both came over to the Nobility. But Don Pedro 
ftuck here, and would ftill leave his Brother the Title of 
Kine, and would leave nothing of flielcer to force Nature 
too fer. There are Rcferves in the King's Speech, I cannot 
but take noice of by the way. There is another thi.ig to be 
confidered. Some will be paying a deference to the Sacred* 
nefi of a Crown, for Government's lake. This ObjeQrion 
looks like fbmething ; He is like to be five hundred Miles off, 
^c. ar\d a Law to take up Arms againft him.— How was 
that Law, that the King and Parliament have power to di(l 
pole of the Crown 1 1t was then an Opinion amongft Lawyers, 
that the Crown was unalienable ; but when that Law was 
nude, that Opinion was damn'd under a Penalty, though 
'twas a (landing Maxim before that Statute was made. If ib, 
this new A^ will be a Warrant for what is propor,;d, as that 
was for the other. For my part, I have had the ill Fortune 
to have the Wind in any Kace, and to be againft the general 
Opinion and Stream of the World ; and having had for fomp 
time no fhare in t!ie Government, I may fbeak poffibly more 
freely than thev that have. *Tis a great Crime to fpy things 
too fbon, whica makes men apt to run from one Extreme to 
another. I have propofed the beft Expedient I can, and 
moft lafe; but I am afraid, if you do nothing b this great 
Affair now it is ftarted {^VW grap])le with neither of the Ex- 
pedients) but if you do nothmg but let the thing lie loofe, 
you'll gratify the Jefiiits by our confufion, and the Common- 
wealths-men to (huffle the Cards again : but if you go into 
Ibme Medium, both thefe fort of men will be undone. 

* I have heard with great Attention this very learned sir V. Jotw. 
and able Gentleman. I am really of Opinion, if any bet- 
ter Expedient could have been found out, than what has 
been propofed, that he, as foon as any Gentleman, would have 
propofod it. But I am amazed, tnat fo learned a Gentle- 
man Ihovild not lee through this Expedient. That which I 
take for the Expedient, is, the Duke to retain the Name 
of King, and the next Heir to be under the Title of Re- 
gent or Proreftor. What does he mean by next Heir ? 
t»^or any thing I know and believe, it is the Duke's Daugh- 
ter ; but it may be the Duke may have a Son. Either I

•wear a Grown, and be called King, and have no Authoritjr ?

If 
you allow the Duke the Name, it will imply a Right, 
therefore for that to be ufed^s an Argument is ftrangeTBat- 
why is this Contention, and all this ado, I wonder, for an 
empty Name ? But I am afraid this Expedient is a kind of 
Jeiuits Powder, (I do not think the Gentleman's Intent or 
Opinion is for the Jefuits) but a wi(c» Man may over-do 
ibmetimes.—— If you do not exclude the Duke's Title, the 
Duke is King ftill, and then will learned Lawyers tell you, 
that by I H. 7. all Incapacity is taken away by thePoflef- 
fion of the Crown.

Parliaments formerly upon any 
cxtraordmary Matter, ftaid, and fent their Members to 
confult with thofe who lent them. I am not fubjugated 
(when I am here) to what^ the Country does propole. I am 
as much againft a Republic as he that fears it; but I am a 
Proteftant. I iav, I know Sir T. Littleton to be of that 
Experiehce and Reafon, that if he go away fatbfied b this 
Matter, he will do all the good he can in the Poft he h in.>

w^ ^ that has wade fi> many to be^dcceiVed in the DiikeV Title 
to the Crown: For this word^ Heir to the Crown was n6t 
heard of till Arbitrary Power began to put forth. Before 
William the Conqueror's time it would have been a fenlc- 
Icfs word, when the People fet up and pulled down as chey 
faw Caufe : And till Queen Elizabeth it ws^s not much in 
fafhion, when the Crown was fb frequently fettled by Adfcof 
Pirliamenr, and the next of Blood fb often fet afrde / when 
the Son leldom followed his Father into the Throne, but 
cither by Ele(ftion in the life-time of his Father, or clfe by 
Adb of Parliament. So that to make the Duke either Heir 
apparent or prefiimptive to the Crown, it mufl be proved 
either by the Conflitution of the Government, or by fbmc 
Law or A6t of Parliament. If therefore lie has a Title to 
the Crown, it's neccfTary to know what it is, and whence 
he has it ; but if he has none, it's not unjufJ: to pafs the Bill, 
or any other where he fhall be particularly named r But I 
will fay no more of this, left I may fcem to be#gaifnf{ king- 
ly Government, which I am not. 

* If the Duke be exclqded becaufe he is a Papifl, yet it is 
no jufHce : Why will he be of that Religion that the Law 
endeavours to fiipprels 1 The Subjefts who are of that Re- 
ligion forfeit two parts in three of their Efhites, and Ihail 
any Subje^ by realon of his (^ality be exempted from the 
Law? I hope not; be fides, if a Subjc6b forfeit two parts, 
it's reafbnable that the next of Blood, or any that is of that 
Religion, Ihould be excluded from the Crown : Becaufe the 
Law has prohibited all Papifls from having any Office civil 
or military, becaufe their Principles are mconfiflcnt with the 
Government ; and then how prepofterous would it be to make 
Jiim the Head of the Church, and the Prpferver of our 
Laws and Liberties, whofe Religion obliges him to ruin and 
dcftroy both ? So that if the Duke had not by his Pradices 
given us jufl Caufes to except againfl him, yet barely as he 
IS a Papift he ought to be excluded : But when it is con- 
fidered that he has held a Corrcfpondency with the Pope and 
the Freaich Kipg, to fubvert our Religion and Laws, what 
Proted:iQn can we cxpedt from him if he be King? It is a 
fenfelefs thing to imagine, that he will not difturb us in our 
Religion and Laws, leeinjj whilfl he is a Subjedb he is prac- 
tifing to deflroy us and mem: Therefore for my part, I 
think we betray both our Religion and Laws if we do not 
pafs this Bill. i 

There is one Opinion which prevails much in the Wcm'W, 

whch as it is falfe, fbit does a jgreat deal of hurt, and tliai 

is this ; that every Government m the World was conf^ituted 

^.by God himfclf : But th^ ^nnot be fb; for it would follow, 

that 
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that God is unjuft, which he csinnot be. There neither is Anno ^^Cm»m* 
OM* was any Government of that ibrt but only that of the ^ _^2L 
Jews ; the reft of the World were left to themfel/es, to 
trame (uch a Government as diked beft their Inclinations, 
and to make iiich Rules and Laws as they could beft obey 
and be governed by. 

* Ours is compounded rfan abfblute Monarchy and ^ Com- 
Bxmwealth, and the Original of it we have from the Saxons: 
But be it what it will, or whence it will, it is without queH- 
tion that, the firft Original of our Kings was, that the Peo- 
ple found it for their Advantage to fet one over them, be- 
caufc of his Wil<iom, Valour, and Juftice, and therefore 
they gave him leveral Prerogatives above the reft of the 
People, that he might be the oetter able to govern and de- 
fend them : For there is none of the King's Prerc^ativcs, 
but are for the good of the Nation if rightly employed. 
Bat it will be a ftrange Gmclufion to (uppofe, that the Peo- 
ple obliged thcmfclves to (iibmit to the Poikrity of that Man 
whom tbcy firft chole for their King bccaufe o^ his extra- 
ordinai7 J&ndowments, let them be what thcjy Would, and 
never fb unfit for the Government : For the next of Blood 
may be incapable of governing in leveral refpe^ ; iuppofe 
a i<ool or Lunatic ; by his Principles, if he aim at Arbitrary 
Power ; by his Religion, if be be aPapiftor a Heathen ; or 
by his Pra^ices, &fore he com::s to the Crown, to dc- 
fc-oy the Religion and Government by Law eft^fblifli'd, 

* Now this I do not fay, to ar?ue thlt the Eledion of the 
King b in the People, though, I think, much might be (aid 
in thit Cafe, neither is it now the Queftion ; but that which 
I fpeak for is, to prove that the next of Blood has not fo 
^(blute an inherent Right to the Crown, but that he may 
for the good of the Nation be let afidc. 

* There is yet another Inconvenience to allow the next of 
Blood to have (b abfblute a Right to tlie Crown, becaufc 
the Poflfeflion of the Crown takes away all Difabilities, but 
only fuch as are by A6t of Parliament ; which being fo^ 
every King muft thank his Succcflbr for every Moment that 
he lives ; if he kill him himfelf, he cannot be queftioned for 
it, becaufc a5 fbon as the one h dead the other is King, for 
here the King never dies. 

* If therefore the next of Blood has Co abfblute a Right, 
the King b very unfafe : For though the Duke be not in- 
dined to ftiorten his Brother's days, nay though he be avcrfc 
to it, yet in Obedience to the Pope and his Pricfts, it muft 
be done cither by himfelf or fbine other Hand, and then 
how lone may we cxpeft his Majefty's Life ? 

* If Kings vrere good, Men, an abfblute Monarchy were the 
bcft Covernmcni i but we fee that they are fubje^ to the fame

No Man could be quiet, but upon any groutrilcfs Pretence 
*way went a Meffenger, to bring up 3iat Man, not con- 
•fidcrifig the ereat Charge and Trouble they put the Gen- 
tleman upon by it. I will mention only that of Sir Giles 
Gerrard ; he was lent for up by a MeiTenger, to anfwer to I 
Icnow not whatBufinefs about a Black-Boii:, and who charg- 
ed him with it : But when he came to be examined it proved 
nothing but Town-talk, and what a pother did they make ? 
In our Country when a Man makes a great ilir about a 
Matter, and it ends in nothing that is fignificaht, we fay, 
Billy has found a Pin : So I oray what didthis Hurly-burly 
6f the Black-Box end in, out nothing that was worth a 
Straw? And to this migh^ purpofc Sir Giles was fetched 
from his Houfe in the Country: And fcvei-al other Gcntlc- 
sneti have been thus uied againft Law and Realon. It is 
ftrange the Privy-Council ffiould not remember the Bill pf ' 
Habeas Corpus, which pafled in the laft Parliament, that 
might have brought to tneir Remembrance thele Laws that 
I have mentioned, apd might farther convince them how 
precious a thing we efteem our Liberty : It piits me in mind 
of the Petition of Right, and what J have heard and read 
after it was pafled, how loon it was violated and broken. • 

The Privy Council has been very unjift to thefc Gentle- 
men whom they have molefted by their Meflengers, in that 
they have not made their Accufcrs to find Sureties to make 
good their Accufations as the Law requires, 57 Edw. III. 
18. for then idle Stories would not be fo current, by reafbn 
of the Puniihment inflifted onthofe falie Accufcrs hy 
57 Edw. III. 18. and 38 Edw. III. 9U which Laws are 
grounded upon the Word of God, Deut. xix chap. 18. 
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Ihd if.ver. But now (uch Fellows as are mentioned in th^ AaB0i33Gur.V« 
27 Edw. III. 18. and in 4^ £dw. III. 3. who make their ^ ^*i_ 
Accafadon for Malice, or for Reven?e^ or iingular Bene« 
fir, more than for the Profit of the King, or nis People; 
^icfe, I lay, fliall be allowed to accufe honed Men, though 
Hiey cannot prove a Word of what thev la^ : And for thefe 
Devices are we to be forced from our Habitations to appear 
befoi^ the King and his Council? Methinks it's hard Play^ 
and yet what Remedy have we left but to fit down and be 
quiet i But without doubt the Land intended a Redrefs ia 
thcfe Cafes, £)r 25 £dw. IIL 4. fays^ that whatever is done 
contrary to that Law fhall be re(lrefled and holden for 
none ; out it does nor tell us how Sarisfa^on is to be had. 
But fince it is left uncertain, I hope for the future we fhall 
fb order it, that every Man may have Relief againfl this 
great Oppredion, and that I humbly move; for if we lee 
diis alone^ we leave an arbitrary unconrroulable Power in 
the Privy -Council, which will never ftop tUl it has made the 
Law fubje^ to them. 

* But I have heard it objeftcd, that if this Power of 
fending for People be not allowed to the Privy CouncH^ 
then you put them in a worfe Condition than any Juflice 
of Peace, becaule by his Warrant he can fend for any body 
in the Gjunty where he lives. I muft in the firft place 
deny this altogether; for the Confequence is not true: In 
the next place, I fay, that the Law is the befl Judge of this^ 
whether the Privy-Council oiight to have^fuch an unlimited 
Power, and what the Law has determined over and over 
again ought not to be difputed by us ; beiides, it is a thing 
ck dangerous Confequence, to put Difcretion into the Balance 
with fb many written Laws, which conferve fb dear a thing 
as our Liberty. 

* But the Power of the Privy-Council is not hereby made 
left than that of a Juftice of Peace ; for a Juftice of Peace, 
k is to be fuppofed, will not fend out Us Warrant but upon 
a juft and reafbnable Ground : What Juflice of Peace ever 
lent out a Warrant of the good Behaviour againft any 
Perfbn, but he either fii-fl heard the Party accufed, (whick 
is the jafter Way) or clfe the Matter was proved upon 
Oadi? Or when was any Warrant of the Peace iffued out, 
but it was grounded upon the Oath of him tliat demanded 
the Surety of Peace ? And whatever Warrants or Precepts 
are g^ranted by a Juftice of Peace, they ought to be for juft 
Caufes, or elfe he violates his TrufI: : So the Privy-Coundl 
flsay, upon a juft Acculation, fend for any Perfbn, but with- 
out that they cannot; and therefore I do not fee wherein a 
Juftice of Peace has a greater Power than the Privy-Coun- 
ml; or if he had, yet it would n«t be fb great a Mifchief,

* My Lord Coke in the fecond Part of his Inftlmesy the 
firft Chapter, treating o^ Magna Chart a^ when he reckons up 
the Privileges of the Church, he tells us, that Clergymen 
fliall not be eledted or have to do in fecular Office ; and 
therefore he tells us, that they are difcharged of flich and 
fuch Burdens that Lay-Perfbns were fubjedt to ; and good 
reafon it Ihould be ^o^ that they might with greater Eafe 
and Secu rity attend the Budnefs of their Funaion, that is, 
to govern and mftrudt the Church : But whether they had 
thcfe Immunities granted tliem, that they might ftudy the

ju(^ uppn any Peer for his Life; for the Law fays, that 
every Man fliall be tried by his Peers. 

* In the fecond Part of his Inflitutcs, the firft Chapter, 
he tells us, that every Archbifhop that holds of the Kmg 
t(r Barmamy and called by Writ to Parliament, is a Lord 
of Parliament; But in the 14th Chapter, when he reckons 
up who are Pares in the Lords Houfe, he fays not a word 
of the Bifhops, but repeats all the other Degrees of Lords, 
as Dukes, ^c.

But it was never allowed for an Adk of 
Parliament where the Lords Temporal had not given their 
Vote: And for Proof hereof fee my Lord Coke, m his chap.

* But then^in the third Part of his Inftittites he there 
puts the Matter out of all Controverfy, and fliews that Bi- 
fliops are to be tried by Commoners ; for, fays he, in the . 
fecond Chap, treating of Petty-Treafon, None fhall be tried 
by his Peers, but only fuch as fit there ratiom Militathy as

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Anh033Car.II. Dukes, ^c. and reckons the federal Degrees; and not (uch 
168 1. as are Lords of Parliament rat tone Bar oni arum y qitas tenent in 
jure cccleji^y as ArcKbifhops, and Bilhops, and formerly Ab- 
bots and Priors: But they (faith he) fhall be tried by the 
Country, that is, by the Free-holders, for that they are not 
of the Degree of Nobility. So that with lubmilfion this 
is as clear as any thing in the world. 

* If the Point be fb clear that the Bifhops may vote in 
Cafe of Blood, it would do well that (bme Precedents were 
produced, by which it might appear that they have ever 
done it, at lead that they have made ufe of it in fuch Times 
when the Nation was in C[uiet, and Matters were carried 
feirly ; for Inftances from times of Confufion or Rebellion, 
help rather to pull dbwn than fupport a Caufe: But my 
Lord Coke, in his chap, (that I mentioned even now) De 
^Jportatis Religtoforum^ gives you leveral Precedents where 
the Bifliops when capital Matters were to be debated in the 
Lords Houfc withdrew themfelves, particularly 2 of Rich. II. 
the Archbilliop of Canterbury made a folemn Proteftation 
in the Parliament for himfclf and the Clergy of his Pro- 
vince, for that Matters of Treafon were to be entreated of, 
whereat by the Canonical-Law they ought not to be prefent, 
they therefore ablented themfelves. ' • 

* But in regard I have hitherto vouch'd my Lord Coke 
for what I have (aid, I defire that it may be obferved, that 
he wrote fmce the Reformation, and wnat was Law when 
he wi-ore is Law at this Day, unlefs it be changed by fome 
Act of Parliament made fmce ; and therefore he that denies' 
my Lord Coke to have written Law, muft produce fbme 
A(5t of Parliament, whereby it does appear that the Law is 
altered fince his Time. Befides this, the Bifliops and other 
Clergy were called to Parliament very uncertainly, fbme< 
times more, (bmetimes fewer, and Ibmetimes none at all, as 
it was in Edw. Vs Time. 

* • Therefore feeing the Cafe to be thus, That the Bifliops 
arc nor Peers, but only Lords of Parliament ; That an Ad 
of Parliament is good though they be ablent; That they are 
to be tried by Commoners ; and that whca capital Matters 
were to be debated, they have withdrawn themlel/es, de- 
claring at the fame time, tlitit they ought not to have to 
do in fuch things; and alfb that tney nave not, lb abfblutc 
a Right to fit and vote in the Houlc as the Temporal 
Lords have, becaule they are called to Parliament lb un-' 
cercainly ; I fliall be glad to hear what can be faid to make 
their Right unqueftionable : But if all this were let afidc, 
yet it remains on their part to prove that they have lat in 
Juc'lgment upon the Peers. 1 am apt to believe, they will 
be liardly put to it ;o jroduc: any Precedent out of good 
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TimeSy when the Nation was in quiet, and the Law had its Aaqo ^^c^.ll. 
Courfe; nay, I think they can fcarcely find any, that the ^^^^ 
Proceedings of that Parliament when it was done, were not ' 
repealed by A^ of Parliament, and (land fb at this Day : 
And I ihould alio be glad to lee, that when a Peer has been 
tried out of Parliament, that any Bifhop was ever nominated 
to fit upon that Lord accufed ; for out of Parliament, if a 
Peer be tried for his Life, it is by a feleft number named by 
the King ; and if the Bifhops have Right to fit and vote upon 
the Peers, it is flrange methinks that there is not any inftance 
to be found, where the Bifhops or any of them nave been 
named to judge a Lord out of Parliament. Now the Realbn 
(as I conceive^ how this comes to pafsis, bccaufc ir was ne- 
ver known that a Bifhop was tried by the Lords our of Par- 
liament, and therefore they cannot try a Lord out of Parlia- 
ment, becaufc they are not Peers ; for the Lords have never 
tried any Bifhop but in Parliament, and that was always upon 
Impeachments, and not otherwifc: And upon an Impeach- 
ment they may try other Commoners as well as Bifhops. 

' Befides this it is plain, that the Clergy, even in the time 
of Popery, would not have to do with blood in any cafe what- ^ 
fbever : For when they engrofTed all OfSces and Places of 
Honour or Profit, you fjiall not find any Bifhop that was Lord 
Chief Juftice of the King's-Bcnch, or Judge of any Court 
where mens Lives were to be meddled with ; and the Clergy 
were not Co ignorant or backward in their interefl, as to let 
flip fuch profitable places, had it fuited with their function.' 

* I have often confidercd with myfclf) what it is that has 
induced lb many of the temporal Lords to coitend for the 
Bifhops in this cafe: I cannot perceive but that it is againfl 
themfelves that they flrive; for without doubt, the fewer 
the temporal Lords are, the more confideraWe they arc; 
and why theyfhould ftrive to make themfelves lefs, I cannot 
comprenend ; neither can any realbn be aligned, but that 
which is obvious to every man's thoughts. That there Is fbme 
fecret power that governs their Lordfhips in this affair: But 
without doubt this powerful hand would not be able to turn 
the fcales fo very much, if Nobility had been beflowed only 
on fiich as delcrved honour. But when Interefl prevails 
above Merit, no wonder that a word or a look do command 
fo abfolutely ; and yet there is this to be faid for the Lords 
Houfe, that there are a great many Lords who retain the 
worth and honour of their Anceflors: That notwithftanding 
being frowned upon, difplaced, and all pofHble difcouragc-r 
ments, yet have they fhewed themfelves to be men of Eng-r 
lifh principles; that they wiilfcrve the King as Engl ith men, 
but will not give up any of their jufl Rights to plca^ him. 

• If the Bifhops had never fo clear a Right m this matter, ^ 
yet ir is to be confidered, whatever Right they have, that 
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.AofiO33GtrbII.it was gained m the times of Superftition and Blindnefs, 
i68x. _ when the Clergy ufurped and lorded it over the Nation ; and 
therefore in regard mat England has now recovered its eye- 
fight and underftanding, they are very unthankful if they 
do not reduce every thing to its proper ftation : And if the 
Bilhops are prohibited by a Law not to vote in cafe of Blood, 
or are abridged in any other matter where the intereft of 
the King and People require ; yet the Church is not preju- 
diced, for my Lord Coke tells us in the fccond part of nis 
Inftitutes ; Nee debet dici in fra judicium ecclefia lihertatis^ quod 
froregty £sf reifublic^e tuceffanum /»n;^/V«r; And whether it 
De not for the intereft of the King and People, that the Bi- 
ihops fliall not vote in calc of Blood, I fubmit to any man 
that wiihes well to England. 

• Now I would fain oe latisfied why our Bifhops are more 
forward to have to do in cafe of Blood, than the Bifhops and 
Clergy in the time of popei-y ; it's plain they always declined 
it j but ours will adventure a Kingdom upon it : It s true they 
wxll withdraw upon the trial of the five popifh Lords, but 
they will not upon trial of my Lord Danby's pardon ; yet 
thus far they condefcend, that when Judgment is to be pro- 
nounced, they will withdraw : very well. Kirft, it is confeffed 
on all^ hands, that if my Lord Danby's pardon do not hold 
:good, he dies for it: And next, I would willingly underhand 
the difference in this cafe, when a Man is tried for his life 
before feveral Judges, and all of them, though he is inno- 
cent, refblve that he fhall be pronounced guilty, but they 
withdraw themfelvcs, and leave one of their Brethren to pafe 
the fcntencc: "Now the queflion is, whether the reft |hat 
were abfent are not as guilty of ihedding innocent Blood, as 
he who pronounced the fentence : And fb on the contrary, 
for any other thing whatever : And whether this does not 
reach the cafe in hand I humbly fubmit. But the truth of 
the matter is, the Biihops do know, that if my Lord Danby's 
Pardon be allowed, then arbitrary Power comes in f And 
then will be, their harveft, and here's the fhort and long of 
the Cafe: And therefore the Parliament muft never yield 
that the Bifhops fhall vote in cafe of Blood ; for the confc- 
quencc of it will be to alter the very Frame of our Govern- 
ment, and curfed be he that removes his neighbour's Land- 
mark/

Againft Pen- < Without doubt the laft Parliament had great matters in 
^^lii" ^^' agitation, and the Enquiry they maide about the Pensioners of 
.,«,.„#. ^^ preceding Parliament was no Imall one, but rather one 

of the chief things they had in hand ; for had they been 
permitted to have perfedred that, it had been a good rccoiti- 
pence for tlie difappointment which the Nation fuftained in 
their other expectations, by the fudden prorogation: And 
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without all queftion, nothing is fit^pr for the thoughts (if k ^^**^ SSOm^**^ 
Parliament, than to take into Confidcration how to punifli '**'' 
them that had proved the peft, and had almoft (if not alto- 
gether^ ruined the Nation; and how to prevent the like 
mifchieffor the future. 

* The Name of a Penfioner is very diftafteful to every 
Englifh Spirit ; and all thofe who were Pcnfioners I think are 
fiimciently delpifed by their Countrymen : And therefore I 
will mention only two or three things that will lie at their 
doors, before I offer my advice what is to be done. 

* Breach of Truft is accounted the moft infamous thmg in 
the World, and this thefe Men were guilty of to the high- 
cft degree ; robbery and dealing our Law punifhes with Death, 
and what deferve they who beggar and take away all that 
the Nation has, imdcr the pretence of dilpofing of the People's 
Money for the honour and good of the King and Kingdom ? 
And if there were nothing more than this to be laid, without # 
doubt they deferve a high cenfiire. 

* Befides the giving away liich vail lums, without any co- 
lour or reafbnabie pretence; there is this great mifchief will 
follow upon it: Every Man very well knows that it has put 
the King into an extraordinary way of expence : And there- 
fore when he has not fuch great Supplies, it muft of neceflity 
bring the King into great want and need ; And fhall not 
only give him an ill opinion of all Parliaments, that do not 
iiipply him Co extravagantly, but perhaps put him to think of 
ways to eet Money that otherwife would never have entered 
into his thoughts; lb that whatever ill may happen of this 
fort, thefe Penfioners are anfiverable for it. 

* Farthermore, they have laid us open to all our Enemies; 
whoever will invade, may not doubt to fiibdue us : For they 

• have taken from us the Smews of War, that is Money and 
Courage ; all our Money is gone, and they have exhaufled 
the Treaiure of the Nation, and when People are poor, their 
Spirits are low, Co that we are left without a Defence ; and 
who muft we thank for bringinsr us into this def|>icable Con- 
dition, but thefe Gentlemen, who notwithftandmg this had^ 
the face to ftile themfelves the King's friends, and all thofe 
who oppofed their practices were faddous and feditious. 
They had brought it to that pafs, that Debates could not be 
free; if a Gentleman's Tongue happen to lie a little awry in 
his Mouth, prefently he muft be called to the Bar; or if 
that would not do, whenfbever any Gentleman that had a 
true Englifh Spirit happened to fay any thing that was bold, 
prefently away to fcek the King and tell him of it; and 
oftentim^ more than the truth : And thus they endeavoured 
to beget an ill opinion in the King of his beft Subjects : And 
their pra^ice was the more abominable, becaufe their words 
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Aaap %iCu.lL and adioas gure the occafion tq force thofe fmart expreffioos 
»68i. ^ from the Gentlemen that fpoke them ; for their honeft Hearts 
were fired with true leal to their King and Country^ when 
they beheld the impudence and feKenefiof tliole Penhoners. 

* It is true we find that in or about the loth Year of 
Richard II. it was endeavoured to get a corrupt Parliament ; 
for our Englifli Story (ays, that the King lent for the JufH- 
ces and Sheriffs, and enjomed them to do their bcft, that 
none fliould be cholcn Knights atod Burgeffes, but iiich as 
the King andjiis Council fliould name; but we find it could 
not be eSedted. 

* The next that occurs to my Thoughts is that ifi the 4th 
Year of Henry IV. the Parfiament that was called at Coven- 
try, named the Lay-Men's Parliament ; for the Sheriffs were 
appointed that none fliould be chofen Knights or Burgeflcs, 
tha^had any Skill in the Lawa of the Land. 

•The next that I remember is that in Henry Vl's time, in 
the Year 1449, ^^ 5^y when the Duke of Suffolk was ac- 
cufed by the Commons, and committed to the Tower ; the 
Kinediflblved that Parliament not far unlike our Cafe of my 
Lord D , but it differs in this, that Suffolk was 

committed to the Tower as of right he ought, but we were 

denied that JuiHce againft D ^ ■ ; only Henry VI. 

made tlie Cafes thus far even, thai he fet Suffolk at liberty 
after he had diflblved that Parliament : Soon after a Parlia- 
ment was called, wherein great Care was taken in chufing 
of Parliament Men that fliould favour Suffolk; but they (o 
far failed of their purpofe, that his Appearance at the Par- 
liament gave great diftafte to the Houie of Commons, and 
thev were fe far incenfed, that they began the Parliament 
with a frefli Accufation againft him and others : So that you 
may fee that it was not in the power of the Court rx> corrupt 
the Houfe of Commons. 

^ In the time of Henry VIII about the 20th Year of }\i$ 
Reign, when the Parliament was adtive againft Pluralities 
and Noii-refidence, there was an Aft paffed to releafc to the 
King all fuch Sums of Money as he had borrowed at the 
I-ioan, in the 1 5th Year of his Reign; it is faid that it was 
much oppofed, but the Reafbn that is given why it pafTed, 
is, bccaufe the Houfe was moftly the King's Servants ; but it 
gave great Difturbance to the Nation : And this is the only 
Cafe that I can remember . that comes any thing near to our 
Fcnfioners ; but we cannot find that they or any Parliament * 
took Money to vote : So that we muft cdhclude that there 
were never any Penfioners in Parliament till this Pack of 
Blades were got together. 

•Therefore, Sir, what will you do 1 Shall thefe Men cfcapc, 
ihall they go free with their Booty l Shall not the Nation 
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"have Vengeance on them, who had almoft riven up the Anad i^Ctr.n. 
Government? It vras they who ha<^ perverted the£ndsof i&x.* 
Parliaments : Parliaments have been and arc the great Re- ^ •%'*■ ^ 
fuge of the Nation, that which cures all its Dii<»fes, and 
heals its Sores : But thcfe Men had made it a Snare to the 
Nation, and at beft had brought it to be an Engine to give 
Money ; if therefore thefe go away unpunilh'd, we coun- 
, tenance what they have done, and make way to have Pen- 
fioners in every Parliament ; but far be any liidi Thought 
from any Man that firs within thefe Walls : And having laid 
this, I will in the next place humbly offer my Thoughts 
what is to be done. 

* In the firft place I do propole, that every Man of them 
fliall on their Knees confefs their fault to all the Commons, 
and that to be done at this Bar one bv one. 

* Next, that as &r as they are able, they refund all the 
Money they have received for fecret Service. Our Law will 
not allow a Thief to keep what he has got by ftealth, but of 
courfe orders Reftitution, and (hall thefe proud Robbers of 
the Nation, not reftore their ill-gotten Goods ? 

* And laftly, I do propofe that they be voted incaj^ble of 
Icrving in Parliament for the future, or of enjoying any ' 
Office civil or military } and order a Bill to be broi^ht in to 
that purpofe : For it is not fit, that they who were ^o rallc and , 
unjuft in that Truft, fhould ever be trufted again : This Sir 

is ray Opinion, but if the Houfe fhall incline to any other 
way, I Ihall readily comply, provided a (iifficient Mark of 
Infamy be fet on them, that the People may know who 
bought and who fold them." 

* A King of England at the Head of his Parliament is in For Parlja- 
his full Strength and Power, and in hi$ greatefl Splendor mentt» and a- 
and Glory : It is then that he can do great mmgs, and with- «f"»^ Fiv«f 
out a Parliament he is not very formidable. Therefore ^^^ 
when Kings leave off the ufo of Parliaments, and rely upon 

the Advice of particular Favourites, they forlake their 
chicfeft Intereft, they lay afide the Staff tliat lupports them, 
to lean upon a broken Reed that will run into their Hands ; 
and this is proved by the Example of former Kings: What 
Kings performed fiich Enterprises, and did fuch wonderful 
Things, as thofe whoftill confulted their Parliaments? And 
who had more the command of the People's Purles than 
thofe Kings who met the Natives frequently in Parliament ? 
As witneft Henry I. Edward I Edward III. Henry V. ' 

Henry VIII. Q; Elizabeth, and what Kings were fo mean 
and oblcure, delpifcd by their Neighbours, and abhorred 
by their Subjcfts, as thoic who left off the ufo of Parlia- 
ments and doted iipon their Favourites t As witncft Will. IL 
John, Henry HI. Edward II. Richard IL Henry VI. 

And 
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An^o S|Cv.IIf And I think it is undeniable that when th/e King leaves off 
1681. Parliaments, he forlakes his Intcreft, he rcfufes the Good and 
^ chufes the Bad 

* I wifli it could not be fiid that for two Years laft pa(^ 
the ufe of Parliaments has almoft been laid afide: It is too 
true that Parliaments have been delayed, and there is but a 
little between delaying and denyingv and the firft Step to a. 
denial is to delay : Every ^an knows the gi'eat need wc 
have ha^ of a Parliament thele leventeen Months, and why 
it has not met till now : It is very well known how cameftly 
it was defired by all good Proteftants and true EngUfhmen, 
and what Applications have been made to His Majefty that 
it might (it ; and it could not be obtained till now : And it 
is not to be forgotten how often it has been prorogued, and 
the notice that has been given to the Nation of the feveral 
Prorogations ; the fird time that, we have heard of them was 
by the Gazette, in which is feldom any thing of truth, and 
then out comes a Proclamation for a prorogation about a 
day or ttvo before the Day of meeting : When Gentlemen 
have difpofed their AflFairs that they may attend at the Par- 
liament, and poflibly were on their Journey towards Lon^ 
don, upon the BjoblA they meet the News of the Pro- 
rogation, (very good Ufage ! )and tljicre is nothing to be Md 
in juftification of fuch fliort notice, but that when His Ma- 
jefty by his Proclamation had appointed a farther time for 
the meeting of the Parliament, that in plain Englifli no, 
Man muft believe it would meet: For if Gentlemen did be- 
lieve it, they would prepai*e.fbr it; and if they are prepar- 
ed, it is bm reafonable that fiifBcient notice ihould be given^ 
to prevent them : Certainly they who advilcd the King in 
this Matter, intended that none of His Majefty's Proclama- 
tions ihould have any Credit: For His Majefty put out^ 
feveral Proclamations againft Papifts, and we fee how they" 
are regarded, not the leaft Obedience yielded to them: And 
this giving of fiich ihort notice, was certainly done on pur- 
pose that thofc Proclamations ihould neither be obeyed nor 
believed. Thus is the King abuled, thus does he lole the 
Hearts of the People, and thus is the Nation abuled : What 
will become of us when wc cannot believe what His Ma- 
jefty lays. Out of Parliament the King cannot (peak to his 
People in a more notable way than by rroclamanon, and as 
the Matter is ordered, thefc are not regarded : In a Subjeft 
nothing is more infamous, than to lay of him, that his Word 
is not to be relied on, he does not regard what he (ays : And 
therefore what Villains are they, who b^ their Advice, do 
bring the King but into the fufpicion of it. 

* This delaying of Parliaments fccms to portend the laying 
of Parliaments iuide; and if fb, an Army will follow : for 
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the King muft govern either by a Parliament or an Army, Anno 33Car.irf 
for one of them he muft have; now the way to get rid of ^^^^* 
Parliaments is this : Firft, although they meet fomerimes, ^ 
yet (bmething muft be ftarted to hinder their Succefs ; or if 
that won't do, prorogue or diflblve them before any thing 
be finifhed : and thus Parliaments will be made ulelcfs ; and 
this being done, it will not be long before they become bur- 
denfome, and then away with them for good and all. 
* * Kings only then grow out of Conceit 'w ith Parliaments, 
when their Favourites are fo oyergrown, and their Actions 
arc lb exorbitant, that they will not endure to be fcanned by 
a Parliament : And therefore to fave themlelves, they per- 
liiade the King to keep off the Parliament, though it be to 
his great hurt : For the laft Trump at the Day of Judgment 
will not be more terrible to the World, than the Sound of • 
an approaching Parliament is to unjuft Minifters and Fai- 
vourites. 

* That State is fick of a grievous Diftemper, when Kings 
neglecfc their Parliaments, and adhere to Favourites, and 
certainly* that Woe is then fallen upon the Nation, which 
Solomon denounces i for (ays he, JVoe to that Nation whofe 
p'n^ I J /f Child; and without queftion he meant a Child iti 
i/nderftanding, and not in Years. We have had in England 
Kings who when they were Children, by the help of a wife 
Council, have governed very well : But after that they took 
Matters into their own Hands, it went very ill with England ; 
as Richard II. Henry VI. who whilft they were Children, 
the Government was fteered aright ; but their Underftanding 
not growing as feft as their Years^ they affumed the Govern- 
iracnt before they were ready for it; and lb managed Mat-, 
tcrs, that it is better not to name them, than to reckon them 
in the Catalogue of the Kings. 

' And there is yet another Reafbn why great Favourites 
fiiould advile againft Parliaments: Kings that dore too much 
upon their Favourites, do for the mbft part pick up mean 
Men, People of no Fortunes or Eftates, upon whom it Js 
that they place their Favour to lb high a degree: And 
therefore it is for their Intereft to advife the King to govern 
by an Army, for if he prevails, then they are fure to have 
what Heart can willi ; or if he fail, yet they are but 
where they were, they had nothing, and they can lole 
nothing. 
. * There- is no Man but very plainly fees, that there are 
People about His Majefty who advile h'm to (hake off the 
Fetters qf the Laws, and to govern arbitrarily ; and I -wifh. 
that their Advice has not p)*evailed for the moft part ; yet 
1 think His Majefty 's own Inclinations do not bend that 
way, for he fecms to love quiet and eafe, which po Prince 
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Anno33Car.n. can have that rules by an Army*: Therefore, before we can . 
1681. expedt that His Majefty will come in to us, thefe People of 
^^ arbitrary Principles muft be removed from his Throne ; 

for, whilft there are the ^mc Advifcrs, we muft cxpedt the . 
fame Advice; whilft there are the fame Counfellors, we 
muft exped the fame Refults : And this alone will not do 
it, 'tis but the firft Step to our Happiness; the Principles 
or Maxims of State muft be removed, it's not taking away 
tills or the other Man, and putting. in another to a6t by the 
fame Rules, that will cure our Difcafe; but it's the chingc 
pf Principles that mUft do it. 

* You may remember in the laft Parliament the change 
that was made in the Privy Council, and Minifters, atid 
upon the firft News of it, I met Avith a Gentleman that had 

,a great (crvice for White Kail ; fays he, I hope now you 
are pleafed, what can you expfett more from His Ma- 
jefty 1 I rej)lied, I like it well ; yet not fb very well, for 
fala I, all is well that ends well, for all is not Gold that 
glifters : I am not f lire, that thefe Men that are put out, 
have not left their Principles behind them ; when thofe are 
gone, I fhalllik-' it very well. The Man was angry, and 
flung away, faying, you are hard to pleafe.; and fays I, 
you are eaiy, and fb we parted. 

* And I pray you, how much Wool have we had after 
all this cry, what Benefit have we reaped by that change ? 
Do not we fee, that unlefs they would a6t oy the Maxims 
of theii* Predeceflbrs, rhey muft do nothing ; and there- 
fore feveral did defire leave to go off"? Some of thefe wor- 
thy Lords and Gentlemen that did fb are now in my Eye, 
and I fhall ever honour them for it : I cannot forget the 
Promifes made to the Parliament at the fame time, and how 
well they have been kept. 

* Therefore I think it's very plain, that till thefe Priti- 
ciples are removed from Whi.e-Hall, that all our Labour 
and Pains will end in nothing : The way then as I conceive 
IP do this, is to lav before His Maiefty the ftatc of the 
Cafe ; let us fhew him how unable tnefe Men are to ferve 
him, and how deftruftive to his Intereft it is to follow 
their Advices ; and that he can be fafe and great only by 
clofinff with his Parliament. 

* Would His Majefty be faf.:, alas, what can his Crea- 
tures do ? Juft nothing, they have no Power, nor have they 
Will farther than itferves for their own Advantage: But 
His Majefty is <afe in his Parliament, for it is the Intereflof 
every Alan in England to prefcrve and defend His Majefly's 
governipo; by his Parliament. 

* Does he want Money to mak** him eafy ? I pray whait 
can he cxpcdtfrom the Car^r^iUars his Favourites? Their 
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care is not how to fervc him, but to make their own fortunes j Anno %%C*t,iv 
But from his Parliament he need not want very plentiful Sup- ^^ot, 
plies, to preferve the honour of himlelf anci the Kingdom. ^-^'^V^*^ 
Would he maintain his Dominions and Riglits, what can 
his Creatures d6 ? But when he doles with his Parliament, 
he can neither want the Heads, Hearts, nor Purfes of his 
People to fervc him : So that whatever his Majcfty would 
have, it is only to be had by his Parliament; For his Favou- 
rites cannot in the leaft contribute to make him fafe or ho- 
nourable ; or whatever elfe a King may want or defire : All 
the ufc a King can have from his Favourites, is to have ftories 
and lyes to fet him at variance with his People. I hope when 
the cafe is laid before his Majcfty, that he will clofe with 
us; but if his Judgment is Co prepofTefled, that it will not 
convince him .of his Intereft, then we muft conclude, that it 
is with him as it was with Rehoboom, who forfbok the coun- 
cil of the old Men, and inclined to that of the yoimg Men, 
who counfelled him to tell the People that his little finger 
ihould be thicker than his father's loins: And I pray what 
was the cffc6t of that huffing Speech ? Why ten Tribes were 
taken from him, and it was not his young Men that could re- 
cover them for him again ; neither was it without a Par- 
liament that his Majefty was brought into England ; I hope 
his Majeftv has not forgot it. 

* Let them advile what they will, but I arti confident they 
will think on't a good while, before they will adventure to 
put thofe arbitrary G)uncils into execution; it will prove 4 
hot matter to handle : For though 1 hope no Man here will 
lift up his hand againft his Majeily, yet we may oppofe any 
^lan that does feek to invade our Properties : And for my 
own part, I will piftol any Subjeft, be he the greateft in 
England, that fhall endeavour to deprive me of my juft 
Right: Let us do what we canto efFedt an Union between 
the King and his People, and leave the fifccfs to Gfp4 Al- 
mighty, and his Will be done.' 

* I was in hopes that (bme Gentlemen would have pre- q„ puttmp cer- 
vented me in what I have to fay, for I frar the Houfc is tain Jufticta uui 
under a great miftake, as to thofe Gentlemen of tlie Houfc of Coinmiflio<ii 
who are put out of the Commiflion of the Peace : For it is 

to fpcak to that chiefly I ftand up: I acknowledge that it is 
an unanfwerable thing, that o^her Gentlemen were put out ; 
biit no doubt it was upon very weighty and warrantable 
grounds, that the Gentlemen of the Houle were put out. 

* For without doubt his Majefty, or whoever he he that 
advifed him to it; did think it reafbnable, and were fcnfible, 
that we who attend the Service of our Country in this place, 
do fpcnd our Time ^nd Money, and negledtour o^yn Aftairs, 
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AnnojjCarJI. and therefore when we come home, it's fit that we havp si 
iezi, ^ Time of Reft, and that we be eafed both in our Bodies arid 
Purles, and be at leifiire to fettle our own Concerns ; arid 
no. that we fhould be tofled from one chargeable and trouble- 
Ibme Employment to another : So that we have great caufe to ' * 
be tliankml for the care that is taken of us. 

* Befides, there is a farther regard had to us ; for this is 
a dangerous time to put the Laws in execution agamft tlic 
Papifts, becaufe there are examples where Magiftr.ates, fbnie 
have been murthered, others attempted to be alEflinated for 
putting the Laws in execution againft the Papifts, arid bc-^ 
caufe we appeared to be zealous m it, therefore this care is 
taken of us: I (uppofe that mighf be the chief Reafbn wliy 
I was put out, becaufe I have nelp'd to convid above five 
thoufand Papifls in Lancafhire. , ,, 

* And farthermore it was necef&ry to know how we ftand 
in the thoughts of our Countrymen, whether they have a 
good Opinion of us now we are turned out of Omce, be- 
caufe it looked like a defigned Difgrace ; For my part it has 

f lined me ground, and I oelieve every Gentleman elfc finds 
is Countrymen not to efteeni the worfe of him, I rather 
think, bater ; therefore feeing our Countries believe us to be 
honeft Men, there's no great queftion but we fliall be in great 
efteem at Whitehall, now they have had this ^ trial ot us: 
For Whitehall is very apt to incline to the Opinion of the 
Country : And that Cart is not well upon tl^ wheels, when it 
isotherwife. 

* Therefore for my part I am very thankful that I am put 
out. I will afTure you I find my Purfe the fuller for it, and 
I find my Country to pay me altogether as much rerpe6t, if 
not more than formerly : There is but one thing that I 
grudged to part with, and that was the Office of Cujitos Katu- 
lorum^ which had been in my Family for feveral generations, 
and for that I hoped a particular Reafon m^ght have been 
ailigned why they took it from me, but from that Day to 
this I cannot learn what was the caufe: It is gone, and fare- 
well it: And that*s all the lofs I had, by being put out of the 
Commiflion of the Peace, I have done with ourfelvcs, and 
now give me leave to fpeak a little concerning other Gentle- 
men who are put out, and no Reafon given for it. 

* When any Gentleman is made a Juftice of Peace, it 
is out of refpect to him, and for the good of the Country, 
becaufe he is flippoicd to be honeft, and able ; and without 
difpute no Man oi:ght to be put out, but either that he is 
unfaithful, unwilling to do his Part, or elfe that he does not 
underftand it : And it is a great Injuftice to any Gentleman 
to put him out without hearing him ; for to judge a Man 
unheard is not allowed by the Law. And what is it, but 
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to judge a Man's Reputation, a Thing mofl- dear to every Ahfl035Ctr.IL 
honeft Man ? For in any Age but this, it would be a • ^^^ . 
great Reflection upon a Gentleman to be turned out ot the ^ ^^^ ^ 
Conlmiflion of the Peace: But God be thanked, the Na- 
tion lees very plainly who and what fort of Peribns rule 
^he roaft. By all the Enquiry I can make, I do not find 
that any Man is put out, but (uch as were very acliv^ 
againft the Papifts, fiich as are againft Arbitrary Power, and 
ifuch as approved of the Bill againft the Duke : I wifli they 
would give the Reafbn why one Gentleman was put out ia 
my County, for befidcs myfelf there are but two put out; 
the one ^as newly put in, and had not aCted; the other is 
an ancient Juftice of Peace, and a Man that cannot be re- 
prehended in relation to the Diicharge of his Truft ; with- 
out Reflexion or Diminution to any Man, I think he knows 
the Work of a Juftice of Peace as well as any Man ia 
England, J except no Man: And for his Integrity, he may 
let all Men at defiance to accufe him of the leaft Partiality 
in the difcharge of his Truft; and I do know that no Maa 
made it more his Bufinefs than he did, that he might eafc 
and (erve the Country : For as his Ability was not inferior 
to that of any other Man, ib did he moft duly put the Laws 
in execution, eifpecially thole againft the Papifts. And there- 
fore, Sir, on the Behalf of my Country 1 muft complain, 
and demand tQ know the Reaton why he was put out ; wc 
are greatly hurt, we are deprived of a great Auiftance and 
Relief, and we cannot be quiet till we are latisfied in that , 
Particular : And my Lord Chancellor or the Privy-Council 
(whichfbever of them it is that put him out) will they 
not tell ois why? Are they afliamed to own the Caufc? 
What will it not bear Water? I hate this as I do Ar- 
bitrary Power and Popery, Brave World! tliat we muft 
be dcoarred of the Benefit of our Laws; for if they are not 
executed, they fignify nothing : It is that which gives Life 
to our Laws ; and they that do execute them are put out 
of Office ; this is a fair Step to arbitrary Power, to deprive 
us of the Benefit of Law. It is the fame thing not to have 
Laws, as to have Laws and not executed : I fay no more, 
left I may (eem to (peak in my own Cale, for I do not dcfirc 
to have any thing done as to my own Particular, but as to 
the Gentleman, whoie Character I have given you, and his 
l*Jame I will acquaint you with, it is SirThomas Man waring, 
you muft give me leave to be importunate, and prefs it again 
and agam, that he may be again put into the CommilSon of 
the Peace/ 

* I would be as backward to commit Oppreflion, as I will Fw the Bamft-* 
be to do any thing that God has forbidden mc . For in all "^"'^^^^•'P^^*- 
our Adtions betwixt Man and Man, both public and private, 
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Aano 33Car.II. ff wc obfcrvc that golden Rule, to do as we wduld be d/anc 
16S1. by, we cannot err : And if my Confciencc fhould tell me 
^ ~" ' that I tran%re(Ied that Law, when I give my Vote to banifh 
the Papifts, i will afllire you I would not violate either that 
Rule or my Con/cience ; I would now be filent, and give 
my Vote the other way. 

* But that Rule does not fo ftriftly tie us up, as that wtf 
muft forget ourfelves, our Porterity, our Laws, or our Re- 
ligion ; It docs not oblige any Man to hurt himfelf to fave 
another; neither does it require that a whole Kingdom fhall 
be loft to lave particular Men : For Charity begins at home ; 
but when the Papifts are confidered in their Principles and 
Prafticcs, then let any Man deny if he can, that the Papifts 
themielves are the Caule of whatever happeps to them. 

* I will mention but one or two of their Principles, be- 
caufe I doubt not but every Gentleman here is very well 
informed of them. 

*. The firft tliat I will fpeak to, is this, that Faith is not 
to be kept with Heretics: And this Liberty extends to every 
Thing, both as to Religion, and worldly Aftkirs: It is the 
fame thing to them whether they fpeak Truth or no, when 
they have to do with a Heretic, as they ctteem every Man 
that is not of their Faith, fo that you cannot tell when to 
believe them, nay, though they fwear it, for to equivocate 
is a great Part of their Religion. 

* The next is this, That it is meritorious to promote their 
Religion, without , Regard had to the Way or Means of 
effecting it; thougli it be by butchering their King, mur- 
dering Father or Children, proftitutingtlieir Wives, or over- 
throw ing the Government : Be it never (b unnatural or re- 
pugnant to God's Commands ; and agreeable to thefe two, 
arc all the reft of their Principles. Sp that I would fain 
fee how it is poflible, to live in quiet with a People, whofe 
Religion obliges them to deftroy all Converfe or human 
Society, to murder their Neighbours, aflaflinate their King, 
and iubvcrt the Government when it is in their power; for 
my part I cannot lee how they can or are fit to live, but 
with People of their own Faith and Belief: Brute» and 
Chriftians can never live and converfe together ; for none 
but Men of their Principles can live in Safety with them. 

* And agreeable to their Principles has fci^en their Prac- 
tice all along: What Rebellion, or to ufc their own Word, 
Commotions have we had, but their Hand has been chiefly 
in it ? J know they would caft the Odium of the late Wars 
upon tlie Presbyterians ; they may well be afft>rded tolyc 
for their Caufe, who will do every Thing elfe for it, though 
never fo inhumane or unnatural ; they may well deny tlwt 
Plot, when they have the Impudence to deny this, and to 
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caft this alfo upon the Presbyterians: but why fhould they Anno jjCtr.II. 
not lye in thefe Giles, whole Religion is a Lye? But its - ^l , 
very well known who began the late War,, there is no ^ 
Man but is Icnfible that the Papifts carried on the Bufi- 
nels again the Scow : It is too notorious that a great Wo- 
man employed her Agents to the Papifts, to encourage 
them to contribute to that Work : 1*11 not name her, be- 
caulc of the Ad: of Oblivion, and befides fhc is dead : I 
believe every one knows who I mean. 

* The Papifts have renounced the Government, they have 
forfeited the Benefit they might have by the Laws, m that 
they will not take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy^ 
or when they do fwallow them, it is with fuch mental Eva- 
fions, that they don't think themlelves to be obliged or 
bound by them, which in eflPeft is a denying them ; and 
what are thefe two Oatlis, but a reafbnable Security, that 
the Government ret]uires them and all others to give ? And hp 
that denies to aftiire the Government, that he will to the 
beft of his Power maintain it, docs in plain £ngli(h ac- 
knowledge another Power, and that when he has an Op- 
portunity he will do his beft to deftroy this, and bring m 
that : Is that Government obliged to prelerve them, who 
wiH deftroy it 1 Are they to have any Benefit of the Laws, 
who will not Obey them 1 They have renounced the Govern- 
ment, they have denied the King's Authority, and there- 
fore they are to be ufed as Enemies to both ; and then what 
Severity is it to banifli (uch People ? 

' For what muft we do ? It's plain, that whilft they are 
here we fhall never bs in quiet ; there is fbmething in their 
Religion that obliges them to be unquiet; for what Realan 
had they at this Time to plot or difturb us, had not they 
all Things at Heart's-cale ? They cannot exped to be in 16 
good a (5)ndition if they had a Prince of their own chufing ; 
they were free from all chargeable and troublelbmc Employ- 
ments and Offices ; their Eltates were not burdened with 
the Forfeitures due by Law, an cafy Hand was laid upon 
them, and the Way to Preferment was by being of their 
Religion, they had got into almoft all the profitable Em- 
ployments, they were above, and we below ; they W^d what 
they defired, and yet all th's would not do. 

* Bat if this be too much, then let us do with them as 
the Children of Ifriiel did with the Gibeonites ; they had 
mads a Leai^ue with them, that they Ihould live amongll 
them, but leTk they might rfo them harm, they made them 
Hewers of Wood, and Drawers of Water, C Jomua ix.) not- 
wirhfta^ding the League. And if the Papifts muft live 
amongft us, let us give their Eftates to the King ro eafe our 
own, and rcdu;;e them to luch a condition, that lince thi v 
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, will not Mve at peace with us, let us put it out of their 
power to hurt us. . . 

* If they muft Hye amongft us, and have their Eftatcs, I 
fliall humbly propofe that we may know them ; let them 
wear a particular Habit, or carry feme Mark whereby they 
may be dilUnguifhed from the reft of the Nation : In Kome 
the Whores wear ^ peculiar Garb : In the time of a Plague 
we 'fee a Mark upon the Houfe tjiat is infed:ed ; and fhali 
thefe l^eople have none, who are the peft of the Land ? It 
is to them that we owe all our Diiquiet ; and let us know 
how to avoid them : I cannot think of any other way hoyr 
to be fecure againft them ; we have no great Benefit by 

* conviding of them ; Kifling goes lb much by favour, and 
tiiey are lo tender a place, that this Man and the other is 
picked out to be exempted from the Penalty of the Law; 
there is fuch picking, that few are left : Thefe are my 

. Thoughts, and if any thing I have propofed may be of 
uie, I am very glad of it ; if not, I hope I ihall have your 
Pardon fpr troiK>ling of you.' 

* There is not under the Sun a better^ if fb good a Go- 
vernment as ours : But the beft-conftituted Government in 
the World is fubjeiSi: to one great Fatality, and that is, 
whatever Benefit we have by the Law, at leaft moft of the 
privileges we enjoy by it, depend upon the Will and Plea- 
fure of thofe who are to fee to the Execution of tha Laws : 
For Laws that are not put in execution are vain and empty 
things, fignif\'ing nothmg ; for Execution is the Life of the 
Law, and without that they are a dead Letter : Lawis un-- 
executed are not far unlike to a Gun, which if rightly ufed 
is a Weapon of great Defence, but otherwife orno great 
ufe ; and if it be charged, it may do much mifchief, unlels 
it be levelled at the right Mark : So our Laws, if they are 
not executed, what Advantage arifes to us more than from 
wafte • Paper ? And if they are made ufe of, yet if they 
are not diredted to their proper End, they may hurt thofe 
they ought not : So that it is out of doubt that they who 
arecntrufted with the Execution of the Laws, it is an in- 
difpenfable Duty incumbent on them, that they take care 
not only that the Laws be duly put in execution, but alfb 
that they purdie their proper End and Defigjn ; in fhprt, 
that neither the Innocent be condemned, nor the Guil^ 
acquitted ; therefore the Execution of the Law is fb clear 
and undoubted a R^ht of every Subje^, that no Power 
whatever Can difpenle with it : And they whole duty it is 
to fee it done, if they either pervert or Jiinder the Law 
from having its* course, are highly criminal, and ought to 
be called to a ftrict account aoout it. 
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* Having faid this, I will in the firft place tell you fbmcT Annoys 3Car.IL 
tning of the Law in this cafe, and next give you fbme ac- ^?'': 
count of the Praciricp of our Judges and other Officers of ^ 

Juftice, and then let any Man fay if he can, whether the 
lation at this day has not great caufe to complain. 
■ * Currat Lexy Flat Juflitiay is the Life and End of 0ur Go- 
vernment, and when the-Law has not its .courle, and Ju- 
<Kce is not done, then there is a Diflblution of it : And 
he that will perufe my Lord Coke's Expofition upon Mn^na, 
Cbartay fliall find that it is a fundamental and ancient Riglit 
of thfe Subjedt, that JulHce is not to be delayed or denied. 
; * In the lecond Part of my Lord Coke's Inftitut^s, the 
ilthChap. on Mapia Chart a^ he tells us, left any Party 
that hath Right fliould be without Remedy, or that there 
fliould be a Failure of Juftice, therefore Statutes are always 
fo to be expounded, that there fliould be no Failure of Ju- 
ftice, but rather than that fliouldrtall out, that Cafe (by 
Conftru6tion) fliould be excepted out of the Statute. 

* In the 29th Chap, on Magna Chart a ^ nulU negablmus aut 
Mfferemuf juJUtiam 'veire^um^ and that by no means Com- 
mon Right or Common Law fliould be difturbed, or de- 
layed, no, though it be commanded under the Great Seal^ 
<jr by any Command whatfbever, either from the King, or 
any other, and this is backed or leconded by a Statute made 
fte fccond of Edw. III. Chap. 8. which fays thus, That it 
fliall not be commanded by the Great Seal, nor the Little 
Seal, to difturb or delay Common Right : And though fuch 
Commandments do come, the Juftice^ fliall not therefore 
Jcavc to do right in any point. 

jt-* In his 2d Chap, on the Statute of Gloucefter, he Calls 
£day the great Enemy to Jullice : In his 24th Chap, oh 
Wettminfter 2d. Ne querent es recederent a curia Jbte remedio , * 
,fcid that is fupported by a Statute made the ijth of Ed- 
'ynird I. Chap. 50. where it tells us, that no Man fltall dc*. 
jMrt from the King's Court without Remedy. 
^ In the 25thChap. onWeftm 2d. Dominus rex vokntatem 

tens ia ceteris fiat juftitia : And the Reafoh hereof is gi- 
i^ for exfedit reifubUca ut fit finis litium. 
And by a Statute made the 9th of Hen. III. Chap 29. 
! enacted that Juftice fliall jiot ,be denied or deferred : 
cfore having faid this, 1 think I need fay no more tp 
! that Juftice or Right is not to be fold, denied, or de- 
[\ and Jet any Man deny ff he can, whether our Judges 
/ not tranigrefled in all thefet Has not Juftice beefn 
and perverted ; Witnefs the Acquittal of Sir George 
Takeman, Sir Thomas Gafcoines, and Mrs. Cellier ? Has 
: Jhaftice been denied ? Witnefs the abrupt difmifling of • 
Gra/id-Jury, wlfen an Indi(ilment was to have been gl- 
ITomb If. y ven 
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AflnoitCar.II. vcti ui to havc proved the Duke of York a Papirt; and td 
»o 8i. prevent that great Service to the Nation, the Jury was dif. 
" ^ * mifled, notwithftanding they had icveral other Bills of In^ 
didtment in their hands ; by which Juftice was not only de- 
layed, but denied : And how many Inftances, more are there 
or this kind; nay, the Conugion has Ipregd fo far, that it 
is more difficult to find a Cafe without thefe, or fbme of 
them, than to produce Multitudes of Cafes where Juftice 
has been fold, denied, or delayed : So that our Judges have 
been very corrupt and lordly, taking Bribes, and threatning 
Juries and Evidence ; perverting the Law to the higheS 
3egre«, turning the Law upfide down, that arbitrary Power 
may come in upon their Shoulders : The Cry of their unjuft 
Dealings is great, for every Man has felt tneir Hand, and 
therefore I hope their Punifhment will be fiich as their 
Crimes deferve, that every Mati may receive fetisfedfcion. 

* Its (b long fince King Alfred's time, that poffibly what 
was then done is out of their thoughts ; for my Lord Coke 
in the third Part of his Inftitiites, Chap, loi, makes men- 
tion of a great many Judges who were hanged in one Year 
for falfe Judgment m King Alfred's time ; and if we look 
into the Punilhment of a corrupt Judge, which is fecitcd 
by him in the 224rh Page, it mav be mfficient to deter any 
Judge Cwho has either any Chriltianiy or Morality) from 
oflfending in the Difcharge of his Truft ; but it may be ibmc 
wonder that they have forgotten what happened in the 24th 
of Edward HI. concerning William Thorp Chief Juftice, 
what a fevere Punifhment he underwent for Bribery ; all 
which niay be feen at large in Page 223, 2d Part. And 
alfo that of Trefilian and, Belknap, with others their Fel- 
lows who were all attainted by A6t of Parliament, zd of 
Richard 11. which was afterward confirmed by ift of Henry 
IV. A Man would think that thele cannot oe forgotten ; 
but as the c^Cc ftands, their Memories are to be refreflicd 
by condign Punifliment, and they very well deferve it; for 
my Lord Coke in the fourth Part of his Inftitutes, fays. 
Chap. 15. That when particular Courts fail of Juftice, tKc 
general Courts Ihall give Remedy : Ne curU regis deficerent 
in jtiftitla exhibetida : So that what a Condition aVe we in, 
when thofe Judges that are to relieve againft the In juftice 
or Delay ofinferior Courts, do turn Mercnants of the Law, 
and will not do right ; for. when they are corru[>t, hofir 
fhall we efcape, but all inferior Courts will follow their 
Example; therefore in my opinion this Matter ought to be 
fearched into ; and if there prove fuch Faults as are com- 
plained of, we can do no lets than punifh the Offenders, and 
prevent the like for the future, left we other wife (eem to 
countenance their Adtions i for if we do not punifh them, 
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we approve oE them: From which^ goodLord, deliver Anno ^jCir.ir* 
us. iw» 

* And now I am (peaking of Judges and their Af isbeha- 
haviour, give me leave to acquamt you with the Grievance 
of the County for which I ierve, in relation to our Judge 
or Chief Juftiee. 

* Tlie County for which I ferve is Chcfliire, which is a 
Coimty Palatine, and we have two Judges peculiarly aA 
iigned us by his ^laieftjj : Our puifiie Judge i have nothing 
to fay againfti for ne is a very honeft Alan for ought I 
know. 

* But I cannot be filcnt as to our Chief Judge, and I will 
name him, becaufe wliat I have to fay will appear more pro- 
able: His Name is Sir George Jefferics, who, I muft fay, 

behaved himfclf more like a Jack-Pudding, than with that 
Gravity that beieems a Judge ; he was mighty witty upon 
the Prifoners at the Bar, he was very fuU of his Jokes upon 
People that came to give Evidence ; not (ufiering the^i to 
declare what they had to fay m the^r own way aod method, 
|>uf would interrupt them, oecaufe they behaved themfelves 
with more Gravity than he ; and in truth the People were 
ftrangely perplexed when they were to give in their £vi* 
dcnce; but I do not mfift upon this, nor upon the late Hours 
he kept u|) and down our City; it's (aid he was every Night 
di'inking till two a clock, or oeyond that time, and that he 
went to his Chamber drunk ; but this I have only by common 
Fame, for I was not in his Company ; I bleis God I am 
pot a Man of his Prmciples or Behaviour ; but in the 
Mornings he appeared with the Symptoms of a Man that 
over Night had taken a large Cup. 

* But that whk:h I have to fay is the Complaint of ^cry 
Man, cfpecially of them who nad any Law^Suits. Our 
Chief- Juftice lias a very arbitrary Power, in appointing the 
Affize when he pleafes ; and tl^is Man has drained it to the 
higheft point ; for whereas we were accuftomed to have two 
Affixes, the firfl about April or May, the latter about Sep- 
tember ; it was this Year, the middle (as I remember) of 
Auguft before we had any Affize; and then he difpatched 
Bunncfs fb well, that he left half the Caufcrs untried ; and 
to Jielp the Matter, has relblved that we (hall have no more 
Affizes this Year. 

* Thefe things I hope are juft caufc of Complaint : It 
- cannot be fuppoied that People can with ea(c or delight be 

in expcdation, lo long as from May till Auguft, to have 
their Caufes determined ; for the notice he gave was very 
*ihort and uncertain. 

^ * And I beg you, k it not hard for them that had any 
Triads^ to fee Counfel, be at the Charge of bringing Witnei- 
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AnnosiCar.n. fes, and keep them there five or fix Days; to fpend their 
"rtSi/ Time and Money, and negleft their Atoirs at home ; and 
^-*'*^"" ^ when all 5 done, go back and not have their Caufes heard \ 
This was the cafe of moft People the laft Affize."

Now bccaule the Commons of England have not the lame 
Power to aflcmble as the Peers, the* Prince publifli'd this 
followii^ Order ; ♦ Whereas the Neceffity of Affairs does He furamont 
require Ipeedy Advice; We do defire all fuch Perlbns as J^<^ Commow^ 
h^ve ferv'd as Knights, Citizens or Burgefles in any of the * 
Parliaments that were held during the Reign of the late 
King Charles the Second, to meet us at St. James's, upon 
Wednelday the 26th of this Inftant December, by ten of 
the Clock in the Morning. And we do likewife defire. 
That the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen of the City 
of London would oe prefent at the fame time ; and that the 
Common-Council wou*d appoint fifty of their Number to be 
there likewile. And hereof we dehre them not to fail.' 

Purfiiant to this Summons, many Members of the Parlia- 
ments in King Charles's Reign, to the Number of about a 
hundred and fixty, and the Aldermen and Deputies of the 
Common-Council of the City of London, afTembled at St.

A Temporary 
Ofter of the Government being made to his Highncls, one 
proposed that it Ihou'd be, not for a Month only, but for a 
whole Year ; to whom it was anfwer'd, that the Conven- 
tion ought only to oonfider of that. Others mov'd that the 
» Aflbciation, that had been fign'd by the Lords, miglu like- " 
wile be fubfcrib'd by this AiTembly ; but it was carry *d, 
that the laid Aflbciation fliou'd be left upon the Table, and 
every one be at liberty to fign it or not. After thefe pre- 
vious Debates, they reiblv'd upon Heads for an Addrefs to 
be made to hjis Highneis, aua appointed Perft>ns to draw 
up and prepare the lame ; and in the Afternoon ft was done 
accordingly, and read and approved in this Form :

January the iid, the Commons being convenM, agree- The Oomm* 
lible to the Letters ifliied by the Prince of Orange, at the tionmectf, 
Defire of the Lords, Commons, and Citizens of London, 
the Earl of Wiltlhire put the Houfc m mind that the firft Earl of Wllt- 
Bufinefs to be done was to chufe a Speaker, and that there AJrepropofes 
was an Honourable Perfbn in his Eye, whom he conceiv'd ^^^^^^^^ 
very well experienc'd in Methods of Parliament, and every ^^^^^* 
way qusdiRr'd for that Place. He then propofed the Right 
Honourable Henry Powle Efq; who being approved by a 
general Call, to the Chair ! was conduced to and placed in 
3ie fame by the Earl of Wiltfhire,and SirVere Fane Knight 
of the Batn : where bebg feated, he fpake to the following Who iipIacM ia 
Efed: ^theOuir. 

* Gentlemen, I know very well that Excufes from this Hb Speech* 
Place, are look'd upon only as Formalities : But I am fo 
ienfible of my own Defeats, and fo defirous that this Houfo 
may' not receive any Prejudice by them, that I mofl earn- 
eftly intrcat you, that, among fo many hcMiourable and ex- 
pcncnced Members as are here met this Day, you would 
make choice of one that is better able to perform the Duty 
of this Place.' 

But his Excufe not bemg allow'd, the Mace was call'd 
for and placed upon the Table ; after which, the Houfe pro- 
ceeded to the Choice of their Officers. And then Mr. Jeph- ' 
fon. Secretary to the Prince of Orange, prcfented to the 
Speaker a Letter from hisHighae^, wmch ti^e Speaker read 
to the Houfe as f<rflows :

Tbe$pealter*s Afier the reading of this Letter, the Speaker reprefcnted 
Speech there- to that AflcMnbly, * The dangerous State of the Nation, 
*pon. and the fatal Cohfequences of Anarchy ; the deplorable Con- 

dition of the Proteftants in Ireland, and how much Eng- 
land might be afteded by the Lofs of that Kingdom ; and 
more particularly the Growth of the exorbitant Power of 
France, and the vaft Defigns of that turbulent and afpiring 
Monarch, not only the Perfecutor of the Proteftant Religion, 
but likewifc the fworn Enemy of England; exciting the 
Aflembly to put the Nation into a Pofture, not only to fe- 
cure themfelves againft all his Attempts, but alio to make 
fiich a powerful Diverfion in the very Bowels of his Do- 
ininions, as that they might recover their firft Conqueft of 

Franctf, 
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Prance, or rc-uhitc the Provinces of Normandy and A- Anao 
juhain to the Imperial Crown of England, which, by an 
mdifputable Right, appertain to it.* This Speech was re- 
cciv'd with univerial Applauie, and was (econded by Icveral 
Members; who, at the feme Time, under a deep Senfe of 
their paft Dangers, and prefcnt Deliverance, and excited by 
a Menage from the Lords, mov'd that a Day of public 
Thankfgiving to the Almighty fhould be appointed through- 
out the kingdom ; which was accordingly done, as will be 
farther remember *d. Then to his Highaels they voted the

Rights, Laws, Liberties, and Properties, and of <ihe Peace 
of the Nation. And that your Highnefs will take into your 
particular Care the prefent State of Ireland, and, endeavour, 
bv the mod fpeedy and effectual Means, to prevent, the 
l5angers that threaten that Kingdom. All which we make 
our Requeftto your Highnels to undertake and execute, till 
farther Application fliaU be made by Vs^ which ihall be ex- 
pedited with all, -conyenient Speed: And we (hall alfbule 
onr utmoft Endeavours to give Dilpatch to the Matters re- 
commended to us by your Highne ii*s Letter.' 
The Prince's Anfwer was as follows :

This Letter was fent by the LordPrefton ro the Houfc of 
Commons, and dire6ted to their Speaker : But the Houfc 
pnderftanding that it came from King James, they did not 
^hink fit to take any notice of it, and fb rejedted it un-r 
opened. 

On the 28th, The Houfe being foil, they proceeded to 
tlie great Conftderation of the State and Condition of the 
Nation; whereupon they refblv'dthemfelvesirito a Committee 
of the whole Houfe, and Mr. Hampden was put into the 
Chair. The firft that ftood up was Mr. Dolben, Son to the 
late Archbilhop.of York, who made a long Speech, ta 
prove * That King James's dcferting the Kingdom, and 
his nor appointing any Perfbn to adminifter the Govern- 
ment in his AWence, amounted in Reafbn and Judgment 1 
of Law to ^ Demile of that Princ^:* And he concluded 
with a Motion to the fame EfJedt* ; which was leconded l)y 
Sir Richard Temple, and fupported by Sir Robert Sawyer. 
After whom, firft Sir Robert Howard aflertcd the Vacancy 
of the Throne, and the Breach of the Original Contratt 
l^ a continu'd Scries of illegd Afts, (many of which he 
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i^Tltarg'd upon) throtighout the whole Cotirfe of Kiijg Anno^^Jtcifi 
James's Reign. His Allegations were maintain'd b^ Mr. »688-f. 
Xjarraway, 5>ir Thomas Lee, Mr. Sacheverell, Mr. rollex- W— -*v-*^ 
'fen. Sir George Trcby, and Mr. Sdmniers. Several of them idr. Gamwayt 
objeded againfi Mr. Dolben's Motion of a Derhife, as Sir Thomai 
hoc taking in King James's Male-adminiftrationj and be- Lee- 
. kaufc a Demile infers a Delcent of the Crown td the next Mr.Sachefeitll, 
Hereditary Succeflbr; Vhereas in this Cafe the Throne Mr. PoUexfea, 
:^as not delcended, but (as they infifted) Vacant." Mr. sir George 
Finth contradicted the Dodrme of the Vacancy : Trcby. 

* He cxtoll'd tlie Courage, Condud and Magnanimity Mr. Sommen^ 
df the Prince of Orange, who was to be compared to m^, Fincit 

*thofe ancient Heroes that were contented with the Gldry 
of freeing N^ions, and deftroying T^yrants, without any 
particular Defign upon their CroWns.' He urg'd farther,- 

* That tlie moA ad\dftble Courfe Would be, to come td 
luch a Relblution as fhould meet with a moft general Con- 
currence ; and that, in his Opinion, the EftabUfhing a Re- 
gency during the Life of Kmg James, would give much ' 
-greater Satistadtion to thQ Kingdom, than the Declarii^ 

the Throne to be Vacant* .Sir Chriftopher Mufgrave in- 5ir Chrifto^Wli 

Tifted, * That, to vote the Thronej is Vacant, would be Mufgrave. 

actually to depofc the King ; and he defired to know from 

the Geritlemea of the long Robe^ whether that could be 

legally done.' And Sir Edward Seymour ipokc With great sir EdwM4 

Warmth to the fame Eftcd. Seymour. 

Towards the Clofe of this grand Debate, the Lord Fan- toid Fiiifliiii^J 
jhaw mov*d ' that it m^ht be adjoijrn'd to another Day, in 
regard of its very great Importance, and of the Milchief that 
hiight be occafidn d by taking too hafty Steps in a ^lattcr 
of 1q much Weight.* This not being fecbnded^ rhd Com- 
mittee, without dividing, came, to the following complicated 
Refblution, which^ when ratify *d by both Houfes, was per- 
haps one of the moft memorable in all the Englifli Records: 
* Refohedj I'hat King James the Second, having endea- TJicir inni 
vour'd to fubvert the Conftittition of the Kingdom, by Vote of the

. i^«9. ^ prcfented an Addrefs to the Prmcc of Orange, For the im- 
mediate Stopping of all Ships that were going to France. 
Two days after, Feb. 2. they voted, * That the Thanks 
of the Houfc be given to the Clerjgy of the Church of Eng- 
land, who had preach'd and written againft Popery, and 
Ifad rcfus'd to read in the Churches the Kbg's Decla- 
ration fdt Toleration, in oppofirion to the pretended Dif- 
pcnfing Power claim'd in the late Reign of King James 
the Second , andhajd oppos'd the illegal ^cctcfiaftical Commiffi- 
on/ They ferthdr Voted, on the lame day, * That the 
Thanks of the Houle be given to the OflScers, Soldiers and 
- Mariners of the Army and Fleet, for having teftify'd their 
ready Adherence to the Proteftaht Religion, and being in- 
, ftrumental in delivering this Kingdom from Popery and 

slavery ; and to all fiich who had appearld in Arms to that 
Purpofe/ Tliele two laft Votes pals'd nmine contradtcentt, 
and without the lead Oppofition. 

A Meflage from the Lords to the Commons, by Sir Miles 
Cook and Mr. Methuin, two Mailers in Chancery attendita^ 
the Houfeofl4)rds;

fhips have made forae Amendments; and that they cannot 
agree to thofe Araefidments made by your Lordfliips for 
the fame Rcafons. 

* My Lords, the Commons do very readily agree with 
your Lordfliips, That it is a matter of the greateft con- 
cernment to the Kingdom in general, its future Peace, and 
happy Government, and the Proteftant Inter eft, both at 
home and abroad, that there be a good TfTue and Determi- 
nation of the Bufiaefs now in Debate between both Houfes, 
and as fpeedy a one as can confift with the doing of it in 
the bt-ft manner. This way of intcrcourfe between both 

. - Houfes 
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iumD 4 Jac. II. Hotifes by free Conferenccy where there is full liberty of 
168S-9. objcd:ing, anfWering, and replying, the Commons think the 
beft means to attain this £na, and to maintain a good Cor- 
fefpondence between both Hoiifcs, which is fo neceflkry at 
all times, but more clpecially in the prefent Conjundture ; 
this, my Lords, will brin^ Honour and Strength to the 
Foundation that fhall be laid after all our late Con\rulfions, 
and dilbourage our Enemies from attempting to ucidermine 
it. 

* It is true, my Lords, the prefent Difference between 
your Lordihips and the Commons is only about a few 

. Words ; but tne Commons think their Words fb (ignificant 
ito the purpoic for which they arc u(ed,.and fo proper to the 
Cafe unto which they arc applied, that in (b weighty a Mat- 
ter as that now in Debate, they are by no means to be part- 
ed with. 

* The Word abdicated^ the Commons conceive, is of 
larger Signification than the Word your Lordfliips are 
pleaied to ufe defert ; but not too lar^e to be applied to all 
the Recitals in the Beginning of tne Commons Vote, to 
which they meant it fliould be applied. Nor ought it to be 
reftrain<»i to a voluntary exprefs Kefignation, only in Wor4 
or Writing, Overt-Atfts there are that will be fignificant 
enough to amount to it. 

* My Lords, thjit the Common Law of England is not 
. acquainted with the Word, it is from the Modefly of our 

Law, that it is not willing to (uppofc there fliould be any 
unfortunate Occafion of making ufe of it : And we would 
have been wilUm^i that we fliould never have had (iich an 
6Cca(ion as we hare, to have recourlc to it. Your Lord-, 
Ihips next Amendment is, that your Lordfliips have left out 
the laft Words in the Commons Vote, 4nd t%at the Throne 
is thereby vacant. 

* My Lords, the Commons conceive it is a trae Propofi- 
tion, and That the Throne is vacant ; and the]^ think, they 
make it appear that this is no new Phralc ; neither is it a 
Phrafe that perhaps fbmc of the old Records may be Stran- 
gers to ; or not well acquainted with : But they ttiink it not 
chargeable with the Con(e(^uencc that your Lordfliips have 
been plealed to draw from it, That it will make the Crown 
of England become eleftive, If the Throne had been full, 
we know your Lordfliips would have affigned that as a R.ea- 
Ion of your Difagrcement, by telling us who filled it : and 
it would be known by ipme public Royal A6t, which 
might notify to the People in whom the Kingly Govern- 
ment refided ; neither ot which hath been done ; and yet 
your Lordfliips will not allow the 'I'hronc to be vacant. 

• My 
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* My Lards, I am unwilling to detain y6ur Lordfliips Aimo 4 Tit I!.'' 
longer, from what may be better faid for your Lordfhips iw-tf* 
Satisfe^ion in theft Matters, by thoft whofc Province it is: ^"'* * 
I am to acquaint your Lordfliips, that the Coittmoni do a-» 
gree, it is an Affair of very great Importance. Here are 
other Gentlemen that are appomted to manage this Confe- 
rence, and will give their Afliftance to bring it, we.hojpji*^ 
to a happy G)nclu(ion, in the Agreement of both Houft^, in 
this fo very ctonfiderable a point.' 

* Mj^ Lords, what is appointed me to fpeak to, is your jijj 
Lordfliips fir ft Amendment, by which the Word abdicated^ 
in the Commons Vote, is changed into the Word deftrted ; 
and I am to ac(juaint your Lordfliips what fGmt of the 

f rounds are that induced the Commons to inflft upon the 
Vord abdicated, and not to agree to your Lordfliips A-^ 
mendment. 

* I ft, The firft Reafbn your Lordfliips are pleaftd to de- 
liver, as for your changing the Word is, that the Word 
abdicated your Lordfliips do not find, is a Word known 
to the common Law of England ; and therefore ought not 
to be uftd : And the next is, that the common AppUcation 
of the Word amounts to a voluntary exprefs Ad: of Renun- • 
ciation, which (your Lordfliips fay) is not in this cafe, nor 
what will follow from the Premiffes. 

* My Lords, as to the firft of theft Reafbns, if it be an 
Objeftion, that the Word abdicated hath not a ktiown 
fcnft in the common Law of England, there is the lame 
Obje^ion againft the Word deftrted ; for there can be no 
Authority, or Bdok of Law produced, wherein any deter- 
mined Senfe is given to the Word deftrted : So that your 
Liordfliips' firft Realbn hath the fame force againft your 
own Amendment, as it hath againft the Term uftd by the 
Commons. 

* The Words are both Latin Words, and uftd in the! 
bcft Authors, and both of a known Signification ; their 
Meaning is very well underftood, rho* it be true, their Mean- 
ing be not the lame : The Word abdicate doth nanirally 
and properly fignify entirely to renounce, throw oft*, dilbwn, 
rclinquifli any Thing or Peribn, ft as to have no farther 
to do with it ; and that whether it be done by exprcfs Words ' 
or in Writing, (which is the ftnft your Lordfliips put upon 
it, ar\d which is properly called Refignation or Ccflion^ or, 
by doing fuch A&s as are inconfiftcnt with the holding or 
retaining of the thing ; which the Commons take to be the 
preftnt caft, and therefore made choice of the Word ab- 
dicate, as that which they thought did, above all others, 
inoft properly exprefs that Meaning : And in this latter 
lenft It is taken by others, and that it is the true Significa-^

nJerbis^ fed etiam re fotefi y W quows indkio voluntatis. 

* Another Inftancc, which I fhall mention, to fhew that 
for the abdicating a thing, it is lufAcient to do an A6t which 
is inconfiftent wm the retaining it, tho' there be nothii^ of 
a^ express Benunciation, is out of Calvm's Lexicon juridiatm^ 
itrh^re he lays, ^enerrnn abdicat, md ffonfam refuMa$ : He 
that divcMrcetn his Wife, abdicates nis Son-io-Law: Here i» 
an Abdication without cxprefi Words ; but is by ddng fwd» 
ah K6t as doth lufficiently ficnify hw purpofe. 

* I'he next Author, that I ikaU quote, is ^iffenius de ver- 
horum ftgiificationey who hath this Paflage, Homo liber qui fe^ 
ipfum nsendity abdicat fe fiatu fuo ; that is, He who iells hinK' 
felf, hat6 thereby done fuch an Ad as cannot confift with 
his former Eftate of Freedom : arid is therefore properly &id^ 
fi abdicaflc fiatu f^- , • . 

« Biidxus in his Commentaries ad legem fecttndam de ort^ 
gine jurisy expounds the Words in the fame fenfe, ahdicsr^ 
fe tnagifiratUy efi idem quod ahire femtus magifirMu : He that 
goes out of his Office of MaglftracYi let it be in what man^ 
licr he will, has abdicated the Magiftracy. 

* And Grotius in his Book de jure belli isf P^is^ L. i. 
C.4. 5. 9. fcems to expound the Word abdicarcy by manifefie 
i,abere fro dereiiBo : that is. That Be who hath abdicated any- 
thing, hath lb far relinquifhcd it, that he hath no right of 
Remm to it And that is the Senfc the Commons put upon 
the Word. It is an entire Alienation of the thing ; . and fo 
ftands in oppofition to dicare : Dicat qui Profrium aliquodfacit ; 
abdicat qui altenaty fo lays Pralejus in his Lexicon Juris. It 
h therefore infifted upon as the proper Word by the Com- 
mons. 

* But the Word deferted (which is the Word r}red in the 
Amendment made by your Lordlhips^ hath not only a verjr 
doubtful Signification ; but in the common Acceptance botri 
of the civu and canon Law, doth fignify only a bare 
withdrawing, a temporary quitting dFa thing, and Ncgleft 
oply, which leaveth the rarty at liberty of returning to it 
agam. Defertum fro negleSioy lays Spigelius in his Lexicon : 
Kit the Difference between deferere and derelinquerey is expreC 
ly laid down by Bartolus, upon the 8th Law of the 581^ 
Title of the nth Book of the Code; and his Words arc 
thefe, not a diligenter^ ex hac lege^ quod alind efi agruni- deferere^ 
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n^ud AriKnqueri ; qui mm dereHnquet^ ifjum ex fttmtefUta non Anna 4 f*^* IL 
revocat : Jed qm deferet^ intrs hietmium fotefi, 16S I-9. 

^ * Whereby it appears, my Lords, that that is called De- ^— ■nr**'^ 
lertion, which is temporary and reUevable : That is called 
Derclidion, where there is no power or right to return. 

* So in tke beft L^tin Authors, and in the civil Law, De*^ 
ferere exercUwrn is ufed to Ggaify Soldiers leaving their Co* 
lours; CW. Zi^. 12. §. i. 

* And in the Canon Law to defert a Benefice, (ignifies n^ 
more than to be non-refident; io is Calvin's Lexicon, Pln-b. 
Defers, fecwtd. Canmtef, 

* In both cafes, the Party hath not only a right of return* 
•4ng, but is bound to return again : Whicn, my JLords, as the 
Commons do not take to be the prefent cafe, fo they cannot 
jthink that your Lordfliips do : oecaufe it is exprefly laidf 
in one of your Rea(bns given in defence of the laft Amend* 
mcnt, -That your Lordfhips have been, and are willing to 
lecure the Nation againft the Return of Kin^ James ; which 
your Lordfhips would not in Juftice do, if you did look 
upon it to be no more than a negligent withdiawtng, which 
leaveth a liberty to the Party to retura 

* For which Reafbns, my Lords, the Commons cannot 
agree to the firft Amendment, to infert the Word deferted^ » 
inftead of alfdicated', becaufe it doth not, in any fort, come 
up to their fenlc of the thing: So, they do apprehend, it 
doth not reach your Lordfhips Meaning, as it is expreiled 

In your Reafbns ; whereas they look upon the Word Mica*^ 
tedf to exprefs properly what is to be inferred, from that 
Part of the Vote to which your Lordfhips have agreed. 
That King James the fecond, by going about to iiibvert 
the ConfHcution, and by breaking the Original Contract be- 
tween King and People, and by violating the fundamental ' 
Laws, and withdrawmg' himfelf out of the Kingdom, 
hath thereby renounced to be a King according to the 
Conflitution, by avowing to govern by a defpotic Power, 
unknown to the Conflimtion, and inconfiAent with it ; he 
hath renounced to be a King according to the Law, fiich a 
King as he fwore to be at his Coronation, fuch a King^ .10 
whom the Allegiance of an Engllfh Subject is due ; and 
hath fet up another kind of Dommion, which is to all in- 
dents an j^bdication^ or abandoning of his legal Title, as fully 
as if it had been done by exprefs Words. 

* And, my Lords, for thele Reafbns the Commons do in- ^ 
fift upon the Word abdicated, and cannot agree to the Word 
deferted: 

« Mv Lords, I am commanded by the Commons to afUft MnSeij. Hok» 
jn the Managemcmpf this Conference, and am to fpeak to, 
Ec 2 . the 
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>of Jae*II. the &me point that thcGcntlcmandid, who ippkelaft to your 
1688-9. Lordfhips firft Amendment. . 

* Astothcfirft of . your Lordfliips Kcafons, for thatA^ 
mcndment, (with Submiflion to your Lordfliips) I do con* 
ceive it nor fufficient to alter the Minds of the G)mmons ; 
or to induce them to change the Word abdicMted^ for your 
liOrdfli ips Word deferttd, , 

* Your LoVdihips Reafon is, That it is not a Word that is 
known to the Common Law of England.' But, my Lprds^the 
Queftion is not fb much, whether it be a Word as ancient as 
the common Law, fthough it may be too) for that will be 
no Objedtion againft die ufing it, if it be a Word of a 
known and certain Signification ; becaufe that, we think, 
will juftify the Commons making ufe of it, according to jonr 
Lordfliips own ExpreiOSon. 

^ That it is an ancient Word, appears by the Au^hqrs that 
have been quoted, and it's frequently met with in |he heft 
of Roman Writers, as Cicero, ^c and by the Derivation 
from dicoy an ancient Latin Word. 

* That now it is a known Englifli Word, and of a know9 
and certain Signification with us, I will quote to vour Lord- 
fhips an Englifli Authority, and that is the DiCTionary fct 
forth by our Countryman Minflicw, who hath the WonJ 
abMcare as an Englifli Word, and fays that it fignifies to u- 
flounce^ which is the Signification the Commons would have 
of it : So that I hope your Lordfliips will not find fault 
with their ufing a Word that is fb ancient in itfclf, and that 
hath fuch certain Signification in our own Language. 

* Then, my Lords, for that Part of your Lordfhips Ob- 
jeAion, That it is not a Word known to the common Lav^ 
of England, that cannot prevail ; for your Lordfhips very 
well know, we have very few VVord,s in our Tongue that 
are of equal Antiquity with the common Law ; your Lord-- 
fliips know the Language of England is altered greatly in 
tlie fcvcral Succeffions of Time, and the Intermixture of o- 
ther Nations ; and if we fhould be obliged to make ule only 
of Words then known and in ufe, what we fhould tleliver in 
&ch a Diale6t would be very difficult to be underflood. 

* Your Lordfliips fecond Reafon, for your firft Amend- 
^ ment in changing the Word abdicated for the Word dejerudt 

is, Becaufc in the mofl common Acceptation of the civil Law, 
jjbdication is a voluntary exprcfs Kdc of Renunciation. That 
}s the general Acceptation of the Word, and, I think, the 
Commons do fo ufe the Word in this cafe, becaufc it hath 
that Signification : But I do not know, whether, your Lord- 
fliips mean a voluntary exprels Aft or formal Deed of Re- 
nunciation : If you & fo, I confefs I know of none in tiii$ 
^fe. ^ut, my Lords^ both in the common Lawof England, 
'*•''• ' and 
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jjid the civil Law» and in common Undcrftanding, there Aam^ Jac» n. 
arc expi:els A6b of Renunciation that arc not by Deed ; for <68S 9. 
if your Lordihips plcafc to Ql)rcrve, the Government and C f-^ •• J( 
Magiftracy is under a Truft, and any adting contrary to 
>hat Truft is a renouncing of the Trurf, though it be not a 
renouncing by formal Deed : For it is a plain Declaration^ 
by A^ and Deed, though not inWritii^, that he who 
hath the Truft, ad;ing contrary, is a DiYclaimer of the 
Truft; clpecially, my Cords, if the adbings be fuch as are in- 
con/iftent with, and fubverfivc of this 1 ruft : For how can . 
a Man, in Reafbn or Senfc, cxprefs a greater Renunciatioit 
of a Truft, than by the conftant Declarations of his Actions 
. 10 be quite contrary to that Truft ? 

* This, my Lords, is fo plain, both in Underftanding 
and Pra(f):ice, that I need do no more but repeat it again, and 
leave it with your Lordfliips, That the doing an A6t incon- 
fiftent with the Being and End of a thing, or that £hall not 
anfwer the End of that thing, but quite the contrary, that 
fiiali be conftrued an Abdication and formal Renunciation 
of that thing." 

* Gentlemen, you of the Committee of the Commons, Earl of Nue 
we differ from you indeed about the words dedicated and tuighAOk 
dcferted ; but the main Reafbn of the change of the word 

and diflference, is upon the account of the Confcqucncc 
drawn in the conclufion of your Vote, that the Throne i$ 
thereby vacant ; that is, what the Commons mean by that ' 
Expreffion ? Whether you mean, it is ib vacant as to null the ' 
Succeflton in the Hereditary Line, and ib all the Heirs tp 
jbc cut off"? which we lay will make the Crowa cledivc. 
And it may be fit for us t<5 fettle that Matter firft ; and when 
we know what the Confequence of the Throne being vacant 
means in the Vote, as you underftand it, I believe we fliall 
much better be able t6 fettle the difference abou^ the two ' 
Words/ \ 

* My Lords, when there is a prefcnt Defcft of one to j^^.^ Senctai 
CJtcrcifc the Adminiftration of the Government, I conceive, MaynartT^ 
the dcelaring a Vacancy, and provifion of a fupply for it, 

'/tan never make the Crown eleftive. 
' * The. Commons apprehend there is (uch a DefeA now^ ; 
and, by confequence, a prelcnt NeceCBty for the liipply of 
the Government ; and that will be next for your Lordmips 
Con^deration, and theirs afterwards. 

* If the attempting the utter Deftruftion of the Subject:, 
and Subverfion of the Conftinition, be not as much an Ab- 
dication, as the attempting of a Father to cut, his Son's 
Throat, I know not what is. 

* My Lords, the Conftinition, notwithftanding theVa- 
canvy, is the ikme; the Laws that are die Foundations an4 
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lbiBtf47<c»IS* B.ides of ihat Omftitution are the fime : But if there be^ 
.<o«_^ in anjr partiailar inftince, a breach of that ConfUtution^ 
that will be an Abdication, and that Abdication will in£br k 
Vacancy. 

* It IS not that, the Commons do fay, the Crown of Eng- 
bnad is always and perpetually eled^ive ; but it is more necef- 
iary that there be a Supply where there is a Defed, and the 
^omg of that will be no alteration of the Monarchy, from a 
fiicoei&ve one to ah elective.* 

* Gentlemen, the two Amendments made by the Lords 
to the Vote of the Commons, arc as to the word Abdicated, 
and as to the Vacancy of the Throne: That abdicated may 
be tacitly by Ibme Overt-A|fts, tliat Gentleman, (I think T 
may name him without Offence) Mr. Somers, very truly 
^id aliedge out of Gtotius : But, I defire to know, whether 
Grotius, that great Author, in treating on this Subjcft, doth 
not interpoie this Caution, If there be a yielding to the 
Times : If there be a going away, with a purpofe of feck- 
ing to recover what is, for the prefent, left or forlakcn': In 
plain Englifh, if there were any thing of force or juft fear 
in the Cafe, that doth void the notion of Abdication : I 

X ipeakn6f Qf Male-Adminiftration now, of that hereafter.** 
^ But, my Lords, that is not any part of the Cafe declared 
by the Commons inthisVote, when the whole Kingdom, and 
the Pr«iteftant Religion, our Laws and Liberties, have been 
In danger of being lubvertcd, an Enquiry muft be made into 
the Authors and Inftruments of this Attempt; and if he, who 
had the Adminiflration intruded to him, oe found the Au- 
thor and A<^or in it, what can that be, but a Renunciation 
of his Truft, and confequently his Place thereby vacant ? 

* My Lords, Abdication (under fevour) is an Englifh 
word ; and, your Lordihips have told us, the true Significa- 
tion oif it is a Renunciation. We have indeed, for your 
Lordfhips Satis&d:ion, fliewn its meaning in foreign Au« 
fhors ; it is more than a deferting the Government, or lea- 
vhig it with a purpofe of returning. But wc are not, I hope, 
to go to Jeam Enelifli from foreign Authors ; we can, with- 
out their Aid, telithe meaning of our own Tongue. 

* If two of us make a mutual Agreement to help and de- 
foid eadi other from any one that fliould aflault us in a 
Journey, and he that is with me turns upon me and breaks 
my Head, he hath, undoubtedly, abdicated my Affiftancc 
and revoked the (kid Agreement.* 

* TheOtjedion of the Lords agaihft the Word abdicated - 
is, That it IS ol^ too laige a fignification for the Cafe ia 
hand. It ftems to be acknowledged, that it reacheth a 
great way ; and therefore the Lords would have a Word 
inadc ttfe of, which (by the acknowledgment of that leamir 
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0i Genieman) fignifiedi only, The cdailire of the Exeirdft mom 4, JttA^k 
of a Right. i68». jjt 

: ' If there be fach a Defbft as hath been ipoken of, it mud ) 
tie iuppUed; there is nofqueition of that. 

* And I think we have, by another Vote, declared, That it 
is incon^tftent with our Laws, Liberties, and Reh'gion, to 
have a Papift to rule over this Kingdom. Which I take to 
be only as to the a&ual £xcrcife and Adminiftration of the 
Government 

* It is Grocius*s Diftinftion between a Right, and tho 
Ex^rctfe of that Right ; and, as there is a natural Incapa* 
city for the £xercife, as Sicknels, Lunacy, Infancy, doating 
old Age, or an incurable Difeafe, rendering the Party unfit 
for human Society, as Leproly, or tlie like; ib 1 take it> 
there is a moral Incapacity : and that I conceive to be a ftll 
irrcmoveable periuafiou in a falfe Religion, contrary to thel 
Dodirine of Chriftianity. 

* Then there muft be a provifion, undoubtedly, made fey 
iiipplykig this defed: in the Exerciie, and an mtermediate 
Government taken care for ; becaufe become neceflary for 
the Support of the Government, if he to whom the Right of 
Succeffion doth belong makes the exercife of his Govern- 
ment impradicable, and our Obedience to him, conftfteintl/ 
with the Conflimtion of our Religion, impoffiblc : but that, 
I take it, doth not alter that Right, nor Is an Abdicatk>n of 
dicRiffht. 

- * Abdication, no doubt, Is by adoption an EnglKh Word ; 
and well known to Engliih Men converfant in Books: Nor 
is it objcfted, that it is not a Word as ancient, and it may 
be more ancient than the common Law of Enjgland ; we find 
it in Cicerb, and other old Roman Writers: 

* But as to Cicero, I would obferve that there is a double 
ufe of the word, fbmetimcs it is mentioned with a Prepofi- 
tion, and then it figntfies the renouncing an a&ual Exercife 
of Right, as aktHcare a Triumfh$ : And ibmetimes it l»th 
the Accufative Cafe following it, and then it fignifies the re- 
nouncing of the very Right, as that which was n^entioned, 
ahdieare Magiftratum ; fo that the fignification (as the Lords 
&y in their Keafbn) is doubtful :« And iiich words, we hooe, 
the Commons will not think fit to uie in a Cafe of this Na- 
ture and Confequence, as oursnow in Debate. 

^ * And befides the Lords apprehend^that great Inconvenieti- 
oies will follow upon the uie of this word, if it mean a re- 
noondngablblutely of the Right. 

* h feems the Commons do not draw the word abdicated 
from his withdrawing himfelf out of the Kingdom; for 
then deferted would (no doubt) have anfwered. That Ab^ 
dication is the iome whether a Man go out of theKit^om 

or 
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iUiao4 Jtcs n; of flay b if ; Ibr it is not to be efteeiiied according ta the 
X6SS-9. Place, but the Power. 

' IF a Man flays in the Kingdom, this itaUicare with' a 
Prepofition, to abdicate the Exerciie of the Government^ 
but not the Right of governing, according to the Conflicu- 
tion; and to iiichan Abdication (if it be lb declared) my 
Iiords, I believe, may fbon agree. 

^ Then, Gentlemen, there is another diftiddnon in thofe 
Authors that write concerning this Point, which are chieHy 
the Civilians ; there may be an Abdication that may forfeit 
the Power of a King oqly ; and there may be one tnat may 
forfeit both th^t and the Crown too. It is a diftinftion in- 
deed in other words^ but to the fame fenfe: I will tell you 
prcfently why I ufe it. 

* Thofc Abdications that are of Power only, are Incapaci- 
ties; whether thofe I call natural and invc^untary, as defers 
of Senlc, Age, or Body, or the like; or /moral and volun- 
tary, as Coi^traricty inKeligion; an itiftince whereof there 
was lately in Portugal, which was a forfeiture bnly of the 
Power, and not of the Name and Honour of a King ; for 
though the Adminiftration was put into the younger Brodier's 
Hand, the Patents and other public Inftruments ran in the 
elder Brother's Name. ' 

* This is, without all doubt, naturally an Abdication in the 
foH extent of the Word; nor do I here (as I (aid) confider, 
whether that the King be gone out of the Kingdom, or 
flay in it ; but only, whether he be fit for the Admbiftra- 
tion, which mufl be provided for, be he here, or gone 
away. 

^ But the higheft inftance of an Abdication is, when a 
Prince is not only unable to execute his Power, but afts 
quite contrary to it; which will not be anfwered by fo bare 
a word as endeavour. 

* I take thcfc to be all the difiinftions of Abdications. 

* Now if this laft inflance of an Abdication of both Power 
and Right, take place in a fucceflive Monarchy, the Con- 
fc^uence will be, that there is a forfeiture or the whole 
Right; and then that Hereditary Succeflion is cut off; 
which I believe is not intended by the Commons : There is 
indeed one Inflance of the ufe of iiich an Abdication in 
Monarchy, and that is, that of Poland ; and fuch an Abdi- 
cation there makes the Throne vacant, and thofe with, and 
in whom the Power isinvefted of making Laws, (to wit the 
Senate) appoint one to fill it : But that, and whatever other 
inftances of the like kind, the^ may be all of cleftivc 
Kingdoms ; for though fbme of thert are, or may be in 
Kingdoms now hereditary, yet they were, in thefe times^ 
cledivc, and fince altered into hereditary Succeffions. 

* But

ibceditve Kingdom, without doubt, thfcf Gompadi' being 
made to the King, his Heirs, and Succeflfats/ the Difpofi^ 
tidn of the Grown eanftot ftll to itt, till all theHehrs dd 
abdicate too. There are indeed many Exartiples, and too 
riteHv Interruptions iti the lineal Succefiion of the €rown of 
£dghliHi : 1 think, I can inftance in fcVen firice the Con- 
(jftteft^ i^^herein the right Heir hath been plit by : But that 
dc*k not foWow, that every Breach of the firft Original 
Contract, gives us Power to difpofe of tlie lineal Succe^on i 
eipecklly, i think, fince the twaratcs of Queen Elizabeth^ 
and Kkig James the firff, that have eftaWifhed the 0«h of 
Allegiance to the King, his Heirs, and Succeflbrs, the 
Law is ftrongef againft luch , a DHpofition : I grant that 
ffpbm Kbg WilKam the firft^ to King Henry thj; Vlllth, 
there have been (even Interruptions of the legal Line of 
Hereditary Succefflon ; but, I fay, thofe Statutes are made 
flsce tfhat Time, and the makiiig of new Laws being aS 
ttMCh 2L part of the Original: Compa6t, as the oWcrving old 
ones, or any thing ellc, we are obliged to purfue tnofe 
Laws, till altered by the Legiflative Power, which fingly, 
Of jointly, without the royal Affent, t fuppofe, we do not 
pifetendto; and thcfc Laws being made Imce the laft Inter- 
raption, we are not to go by any Precedent that was made 
before the making thofe Laws. 

* So that all that I conceive ought to be meam by our 
Vote, is but a fetting afide the Perfon that broke the Con> 
trad : And, in a (ucceffive Kingdom, an jibdicatim can only 
be a Forfeiture; as to the Perlon himfelf.* 

• I hope, and am perluaded, that both Lords and Com- 
mons do asree in this. Not to break the Line of Succeffion ^ 
ib as to mawe the Crown eleftive. And if that be declared ^ 
that this jibdicatim o( King James the iecond rcachcth no 
£n-ther than himfelf, and that k is to continue in the right 
Line of Succefltdn, that, I hope, will make all of one Alind 
i» this important Afl&ir."

V it hiis ^eil declared he hath done it, by breaking the funda- 

mental Laws, and the Original Qmtra^ ; and endeavouring 
to fubvert the Conftitution of the Kingdom^ 1 will not di£ 
oourle the Particulars that have been alledged to make out 
this Charge ; but I may fay this much in general, that this^. 
breaking uic Original ContraA is a Langjtu^ that hath not 
been long ufed in thk Place ; nor known in any of our Law- 
Books, or public Records. It is iprung up, but as taketi ^ 
from iome &te Authors, and thofe none of the beft receiv- 
ed ; and the very Pl^rafc raicht bear a great Debate, if that 
were no^ to be Ipoken to. Air. Somcrs did likcwife fpeak 
ibmething to the particular Cafe, and the Grounds of the 
Vote ; he iaid, the King is bounded by Law, and bound lo 
perform the Laws made, and to be made. Tliat is not de- 
nied; I would take notice, that his Obligation thereunta 
doth not proceed from his Coronation-Oath; for our Law 
Hiith, He is as much King before h^ is crowned, as he is 
afterwards : And there is a natural Allegiance due to him 
from the Subjects immediately uipan the Defcent , of the 
Crown upon him.

If that were all, Mr, Somcrs hath 
given himfelf an Anfwer to that Objedlion, out of what 
he alledges of the Lords Rcafons, who have declared, that 
they are willing to fecure the Nation againlf the return of 
King James into this Kingdom; and will therefore cotjcur 
with the Commons in any A(5t, that ihall be thought necei^

declared, that he will not govern according to the Laws 
made ; nay, he cannot (b do ; for he is under a ftri<^ Obli- 
gation, (yea the ftri£keft) and fuperior to that of the Ori- 
ginal Compact between King and People, to adt contrary 
ro the L#aws, or to fufpend them.

As for his Departure out of the King- 
dom, 'tis not material, wh-echd" it was voluntary or invo- 
luntary \ but it is fufficient, that his afting declares, qua ani-^ 
w^y he went away ; he rto longer could purfue what he de- 
figned ; and the contrary of which lie was fo ftrongly ob* 
feed unto by the Duty of his Office and Relation, and the 
Ooligation of the Original Contract, as like wile his own 
Coronation-Oath; and then he defires no longer to be 
here- 

* So that taking both thefe Things together, that he will 
not; nay, he cannot (as thus pcrfiiaded in point of Religion) 
govern according to Law ; and thereupon hath withdrawn 
Kimfelf out of the Kin^om : It is a manifeft Declaration 
of his exprefs renouncuig and parting with his Kingly 
Office. And therefore I cannot depart from in/tfting upon 
this Word abdicated^ which doth lb well correfpond to the 
Fad of the Gale, and fo well exprefs the true Meaning of 

» . , tne 
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the Commons in their Vote : Nor can we confent to the Anno 4 Jac. IL 
poftponing this Point, till the other, about r^^ VMortcyofthe 1688-9. 
Thrme^ be determined ; for, this is the very P'oundation upon ^ ^,\" « ^ 
which we are to proceed, for eftabliihing the Superftrudhire 
of the other Gonclufion.* 

* This learned Gentleman that fpoke laft, fays, it is ne- Earl of Not* 
ceflary to prefer the Premilcs before the Conclufion, as be- tingham. 
ing the Foundation to the Superftrufture. Truly, I ap- 
prehend, that this Word abdicated was Part of the Conclu • ' 

«on, and not of the Premifes ; the Vote runs thus, • That 
by breaking the Original Contraft, having endeavoured to 
fubvert the Conftitution of the Kingdom, and having with- 
drawn himlclf out of the Kingdom, he has abdicated the 
Government, and the Throne is thereby vacatjt/ 

* I take it to be (as I fay^ Part of the Conclufion, the 
other Part being joined by a Copulative; therefore that 
which is but the other Part of the Conclufion, is not to be 
inferred from the other Part of the Premifes. But take it 
to be (as you fay,) ' That the Vacancj^ o^ the Throne is 

. another diflindt Conclufion from all that preceded, as the 
Premifes, and therefore it is to be confidered laft.* I would 
then beg the Favour of you, Gendemcn of the Houfe of 
Commons, to anfwer me one Queflion about this Point of 
abdication: Whether you mean by y4^/iV^^/a», a Renouncing 
for himfclf, or for himfclf and his Heirs ? 

* If you mean only Abdication for himfclf, it will have a 
different Influence upon the Debate and Refblution of the 
Cafe, as to the Meaning of that you call the Conclufion ; ^ 
for then, Htro can the Throne be vacant ? 

* But if it be meant for himfelf and his Heirs, then I 
apprehend it is no more than what you fay at the End, That 
the Throne is indeed vacant ; and then this Abdication cannot 
be Part of the Premifes, but mufl be the fame thing with, 
or Part of the Conclufion. I will not undertake to difpute. 
Whether a King of England may, or may not renounce his 
Kingdom. For ray own Part, I think he can, and I may 
go fb £ir in Agreement with thofe that have fpoken to this 

. Point, to yield that he may do it by implicit Adts, contrary 
to the .Kingly Ofl&ce. 

* For a Kmg to' fay, he will not govern, according to 
Law; and for a King to a^ wholly contrary to Law ; and 
do that which would fubvert the Conftitution, is (I think) 
the fame Thing. 

* h\xt then- 1 mufl fay alfb; That I think there is a Dif- 
ference between faying 16, and doing fbmething inconfiftent 

. with what the Laws require ; for every Dcvianon from the 

Law is a kind of Breach of the fundamental Laws: for I 

know no Law^ as Laws, but what are fundamental Conflitu-

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Anno 4 Jac. II. tioDs; as the Laws are necei&ry, fo hr as to flq>port the 
463S-9. Foundation. 

^"■\^ U * But if every Tran%reflion, or Violaticin, of the Law, bv 
the Prince's G>nmvancc jor Command, were fuch a Breach 
of the fundamental Laws, as would infer an j^bdicati^^ 
then were it in vain to call any of his Minifters or Officers 
to account fpr any iiich Adion. 

* Then theAoion is the King's, and not theirs; and 
then adieu to the Maxim of a King's not doing wrorig: 
And we may have recourfe to that other Relpondent Superidr, 
as more cffemial Satisfa^ion. 

* I take this Matter to be ib plain, as to the diftin^ion 
that I have mentioned, that nothing can be more : and it has 
been thought fo eflcntially neceflary to have it clear arid 
inanifcl^, rtiat thofe two great Inftances of Edwafd the Se- 
cond, and Richard the Sccaid, were exprels iblemn Renun- 
ciations, and thofe confirmed in Parliament by the Lords and 
Commons, by the Ad of depofing them. 

* Therefore I cannot infer from the Fads enumerated in 
the Vote, That this fhould be an Abdication ibr himielf and 
his Heirs. 

* But therefore, becaufc b this firft point it is tiifpuc^e 
.what is meant by a Word not of known fignification in the 
Law, it might, I think, do well to contioer, what is to be 
inferred from it : And therefore all I have now laid is only 
to this purpofe, that either both make one Conclu/ion, or 
elfe the latter cantiot be inferred from the former.* 

Sir George * I beg leave to (ay (bmethine^to what this noble LoM 

TJtthy. bas laft fpoke unto : When I call d this point of the Vacdndy 

of the Tlirone a Conclufion, I did not mean altogether to 
exclude Abdication from bcbg a Conclufion from the Par- 
ticulars enumerated before ; for, indeed it is in the nature of 
a double Conclufion : One, from the particular Fads mea- 
tioued, that thereby King James has abdicated the Govern- 
ment. 

* The other, from the Abdication, that thcrebjr the 
Tbrme h vacant : By the inflanced Ads, he hath abdicated 
the Government ; and by his abdicating the Govemifietit, 
the Throne is vacant. As to the reft of that which bis Lord- 
ihip is pleafed to fay, I perceive he does (a€ he muft) agree 
w itli me, that a King may renc^unce by Ads, as well as Words, 
or Writings. 

* But then I would add, and agree with his^Lordihip 
alfb. That God forbid, every Violation of the Law, or de- 
viation from it, fhould be reckon'd an Abdication of the 
Government. I defire to deliver myfelf from the imputation 
of any fudi abfurd Conccic. 

• When 
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• Whca a King breaks the Lavr in Ibme few particular Anno 4 Jac. 1 1- 
Inftanc^, it'may bciufficicntto take an Account of it from 1688-9^^ 
thole evil Mmifters that were inftrumcntal in it, whv fuch a ^"^*~ -^ 
thing was done, which was againft the Laws ? Why (udri a.La w 

wa$ not executed by them, whole duty it was to fee it put in 
execution ? You may, in ordinary Cafes of breaking the Law, 
have remedy in the ordinary Courts and Courie of Juftice. 

* Hutfure! he does not take this to be flich a Qife, or 
the(e to be ordinary Violations of the Law : and therefore 
in extraordinary Cafes, the extraordinary Remedy is to be 
recurred unto; for the King having a limited Authority,^ 
by which he was obl^ed to keep the Laws made, as to the 
executive oart of the Government, and to obferve the C6n- 
ftitution for making fuch new L^ws as the People fhould 
find necefTary, and prefcnt him for hisconient; when he 
doth vidate, not a particular Law, but all the Fundamen- 
tab; not injure a particular Perfbn in Religion, Liberty 
or Property, but fells upon the whole Conilitution itfelf, 
what doth all this fpeak 1 

\ He therein faith, I will no more keep within my limited 
Authority, nor hold my Kingly Office upon fuch terms. 

* This Title I had by the Original Contract between 
King and People ; I renounce that, and will afTume another 
Title to myfclf: that is, fuch a Title, as by which I may 

z€t as if there were no iiich Law to circumfcribe my Au- * 
thority. 

* Where fhall any Man come to have Redrefs in ftch a 
Cafe as this, when the Malefactor comes to be party, unto 
whom all applications for Relief and Redrefs from mjuries 
ihould be made, and fbhe himfelf fhall be a judge of his 
own breaqhes of Law ? This moft apparently Was the Cafe 
as to the ^0 Warranto* s^ which was a plain Defign to fub- 
vert the Conftitution in the very Foundation of the Legiflature. 

* It is bccauie the King hath thus violated the Conftitu- 
tion, by which the Law flands, as the Rule both of the Kind's 
Government, and the People's Obedience, that we fay, he 
harh abdicated and renounced the Government ; for all other 
particular Breaches of the Law, the Subject may have Re- 
medy in the ordinary Courts of Juftice, or the extraordinary . 
Court erf" Parliamentary Proceedings : But where fuch an A t- 
tempt as* this is made on the Eflcnce of the Conilitution, it is 
not we that have brought ourfelves into this State of Nature, 
but thofe who haverediiced our legal well-eflablifh'd Frame 

of Government into fuch a State of Confufion, as we are ^ 

now fccking a Redrefs unto.* 

* The Lords have given their Reafbns why they altered ^^^^j ^^ j^^ 
the Word abdicated; becaiife it is a Word not known to chcftcr* 
the common Law, and of doubtful fignification : Therefore 

ii would be well if the Commons would pleafe to exprefs 
Gg 2 their' 
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Anno 4 J«c. !!• their owti Meaning by it. I believe my Lords would be 
1688-9. induced to agree, that the King hath abdicated, that is, 
V *^j/^' "^ renounced the Government for himfelf, if you mean no far- 
ther than that ; and if you do lb, why ihould you not be 
pleaied to explain yourfelves', that every one may know how 
the Matter ftands, and to preierve a good Correfpondcnce 
between both Houfes, in fuch a Jundurc and Conjundtion 
as this ? 

* But if you do mean any thing more by it than Abdica- 
tion for himlelf -only, tho* their Lordfliips iliould agree to 
the uling of the Word abdicated; yet this would prove a 
greater Argument againrt their agreeing in the other point, 
about the Vacancy ot the Throne: Therefore we would be 
glad to have you explain yourlelves what you mean by it.* 

Then there was a little paufe. 
Mr Hampden. ' ^^the Lords have nothing further to offer upon this point, 
'it will be fit for us to go on to the other Amendment made 
by the Lords to our Vote.* 

No Lord offering to fpeak, the Commons proceeded to the 

lecond Amendment. 

Mr. Sachcve- * ^^Y Loi^^s, your Lprdfhips fecond Amendment to the 

^el,* Commons Vote, (to wit, to leave out the Words, and that 

the Thrme is thereby vacant) the Houfe of Commons cannot 

agree wjth your Lordfhips to that Amendment; and they 

• do conceive they have many and great Realbns why they 

Ihould not do it. 

* But, my Lords, they very much wonder how it comes 
here to be laid upon them (as it feemsto be, by one of your 

• Lordfliips Reafbns) that they, by ufing thole Words of Ab- 

dication and Vacancy, fignify an Intention of making an Al- 
teration of the Coniticution of the Government. 

* I would not miffeprelent your Lordfhips Words, or 
mifreprefent your Meaning : But you are pleafed to fay, that 
you cannot agree to fiich ah Abdication or Vacancy, as that 
the Crown (llould thereby becon^e eleftive : As if the Com- 
fnons had thoughts of making the Kingdom elective, when 
no fuch thin^ Was either meant by them, or can be deduced 
from their Words. 

' But, my Lords, one Reafbn why they differ from you 
is, they think (upon the Nature of your rroceedings) they 
are in the right, to infill upon their Vote, as they fent it 
up to your Lrtrdfhips: And they conceive, as to all the Rea- 
fbns your Lordfliips have bieen plealcd to give them for your 
Alterations, not one of them hath fo much Argument in them, 
aS they miffht well expect. 

* The Gommons Reafbn for their difagreeing to this A- 
mendment was, becaufe they conceive (that, as they may 
)vell infer) from fo much of their own Vote, as yourLord- 
Ihips have ajgreed unto, That King James the fecond hath 

abdicGti^ 
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Mlcated jhc Government ; and that the Throne is thereby AttiKK4 Jacll^ 
vacant : So if they fliould adroit your Lordihips Amend- 1688-9. ^ 
snents, that he hath only dclerted the Government, yet, cvei* ^^ '"^~ -^* 
thenoe would follow, lt*s ^vacant as to King James thefecmd : 
Defcrtmg the Government being, in true Conftrudion, de^ 
JJr//»^ the Throne. 

* Nqw, to this they do defire, that your Lordihips will 
Gonfider and fee, whether you give any Aniwer to this 
Realbn, or rather, whether you do not leave the Matter 
ftill in the dark ; and (in trutn^ leave the Nation in a per- 
petual State of War. 

* Your Lordihips aniwer to that, that altho* you have * 
agreed, that the King has deferted the Government, and 

therefore you have made application to the Prince of O- 
range, to take upon him the Adminiftration of the Govern- 
ment, and thereby provide for the Safety and Peace of the 
Kingdom ; yet there can be no Inference drawn from thence, 
but only that the Exercile of the Government by Kmg 
James the iecond was ceafed : ib, as that the Lords were, 
and aije willing, to fccure the Nation againil the Return' of 
the &id King mto this Kingdom ; but not that there was 
either iiich an jibdication by him, or Vacancy in the Throne, 
as that the Crown thereby became ele^ve ; to which they , 
cannot agree. I deiire now to know of your Lordihips, 
what Part of this Reaibn hath ghren an aniwer to what die 
Commons feid in their firft Reafon ; that they may very 
well conclude from their own Vote, as to ^wrhat your Lora-> 
ihips have therein agreed to, that the Throne is vacant, as 
to King James the iecond ; deierting the Government, and • 
deierting the Throne, being, in true Conftrudion the iame. 
Inilead of aniwering this Reaibn, your Lordihips come and 
apply it here, only to a bare giving over the Exerciie of the 
Government by King James : And, pray, my Lords, let us 
coniider where we are. 

* If the cafe be h^ then King James the iecond, who has 
only left the Exerciie, continues m the Office, and is King 
iUll ; and then all the Kdcs that we have done in this Con- 
vention, are wholly (as we conceive) not jiiftiiiable; you 
are in no Place or Station to relieve yourielves, or Nation, 
in this Exigence ; unleis you will thmk of ietting up ano- 
ther Regency by your own Authority, without his Conient ; 

which, 1 conceive, by the Laws or England, you. cannot ; 

do. ' ' 

* What then follows upon all we have done ? We have 
drawn the Nation into a Snare, by the Steps we have taken ; 
and leave all in iuch ah intricacy, as we have no 
power by Law^ to deliver them out of; nor can we anfwer 

for 
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, 4 Jic ti» fi>f wlult we have done, unkfs the King fltould die, aodduit 
Mt'^^ would leave the Succeffian uncertain. 

^** ■*^"' ^ * My Lords, I only apply myfclf, to confidcr the Reaibos 
of your Lordfhipsy for inftfting upon this feoond Amend- 
ment ; becaufc, I conceive, your Lordihips have therein 
given no anfwer to the Reafbn firft given by the Common^ 
why they cannot agree to your Lordmips Amendment* 

Mr.PoUafen. * My Lords, your own Reafons (under favour) do fliew, 
thst your Lordihips do intend, that the Kii^ is iKU in the 
Government: This, I think, is moft apparent out of your 
own Reafons. . 

• For, when you have declared, that the King hath de- 
JJrff^ the Government, and then&y, no Inference can be 
drawn thence, but only tliat the Exercife of the Govem- 
snent by King James the iecond was oeaied ; then you do 
d»ereby ftili fay, that King James the Iecond is in the Go^ 
vernmenc; for if only the Exercife be ceaied, the Right 
doth (lill remain : Then I am (lire we have no tegfba tb 
agree with their Lordfhips in that point. 

, * Next, my Lords, truly we cannot fee how this diin^ 
that you would have can be inferred from your own Vole, 
that only the Exercife of the Government by King James is 
oeaied ; ftnce you do not lay that he dtferted the £xerciie 
of the Government. 

• And if your Lordfhips had any purpofc to ^i^cfs your 
Meaning by a public Vote, that only the Exerckecc3(cd» 
iurely your Lordihips would have put in the Word Exercifk 
there : But when in your Vote you fay the Government was 

• Sefertedy you caniK>t mean only the Exercife of it. 

*• And that is the firft Reafbn that the Commons g[tve 
▼our Lordfhips, why we cannot by any means admit of your 
Lordihips Amendment, becaufe Throne and Government 
«re in true Conftrud:ion the fame ; but the Exercife of the 
Government only (as you exprefs it) and the Government 
iticif (if your Reafbn conclude right) are not tlie fame : 
And we are to reafbn from the Words exprefTed in the 
Vote.^ 

* Next, my Lords, we 6y, it cannot be inferred from 
the Words, as they reft in your Lordfhips Vote, that only 
the Exercife of the Government, as to King James the fe- 
cond, did ceafe. 

* For if we read that Part about dcferting the Govern- 
ment, with the reft of the Particulars that go before, his 
endeavouring to fubvert the* Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
breaking the Original Contraft, violating the fundamental 
Laws, and withdrawing himfelf out of the Kingdom ; then 
can any Man of UnderSanding think that this deferting of 
the Government can be any thing eife, but fomewhat thait

* But befides, my Lords, under favour, the AdminiAra- 
tion or £xerciie of the Xingty Government k in Conftnx:- 
tion and G>n6deration of Law ail one and the lame : And, - 
I think, nobody that would rea^ aright from thence can 
(fiiy there is any Diflin&ion between Government and the 
Exerdie of the Government; for whofbever takes from the 
King the £xerciie of the Government, takes from the King 
kisKingflvp i for^c Power and the EKercife of the Pow«3r 
are lb joined that they cannot be fevor'd. 

* And die Terms themlelvcs (taking them as the Law of 
(England, which we are to argue from in this cafe, teacheth 
fhem) are 9^ oo-incident, that they cannot either fubfif I widi- 
0at confiding together : If a Man grant to another the GOk 
-vemroent of fuch a Place, this imports the Exerciic of the 
Govefnment there, to be granted tnereby. 

' * As if the Iflands belon^ng to this Crown and Dominion 
of England (as the Plantations abroad) if the King grants 
ctD any one the Government of Jamaica, or the like, iiire no 
one will fay, that that is not a Grant of the Exercife of the 
-Government there. 

* So that wherever a Government is granted, the Exercife 
of that Government is meant and included, and therefore ^ 
the fuppofed Diftiii&um may be fbmething indeed, if they 
he only notionally confidered ; but it is a NotiiDa altogether 
: difagreeing to tb: Laws of England. 

* When your Lordfliips fay in your Reaibns, That the 
n£xerd(e of the Go^rrimentas to King James the iecond 

is cea&d, which isias &r.asyou.can go in this point, the 
Commons can by no means a^^ to this Reaibn ; for by 
-die Words fo-u&d (the Exercife ceafed) we apprehend, that 
:yaa mean the Kmgfhipcontinueth dill in him, and that on- 
ly the Exercife is gone. 

* And if it be fo, and it be utterly unlawful, and as great 
a Crime (as what Law Ikiih it ismot?) to take away ffom 
the King the Exerdfeof the Government, as to take from 
him the Government ; then it may do well for your Lord* 
ihips to confider, wjiether you, are not gmlry of the fame 
Crune and TJiing which you would decline by youSr A* 
mendment. 

* The Commbns'therefore cannot admit, that there ihould

*^ n**-' •^ < Then, my Lords, for the ConcluHon that your Lord- 

fhips have added to your Reafbn, (as making it from the 
very Words of your Vote,) That it would inter fuch a Va- 
cancy in the Throne, a» that the Crown ihould therehy be- 
rCome ele^ve; this,, we conceive, is a Concluiion, that hath 
no Premifes either from our A6tions, or our Sajjings, or our 
Votes, or any thing eUc in this cafe; nav, it is quite va* 
rying from all the rremifcs. But, when luch a Conclufion 
^ can be fliewn to follow from them, then it will be time e- 

nough for us to give our Anfwer to it. 

* But, my Lords, this is that we do infift upon ; that if the 
; Right of Kingfhip be ilill Rafter all that is agreed on both 

hands^ due to him, we cannot in juftice agree to keep him 
^•om it. And if it be not his due Rignt, but by thefe 
A&Si his iSubverfion of the Conftitution, his breaking the 
Original Contrad, and Violation of the fimdamental Laws, 
he mth abdicated it (as we fay,) and this Abdication hath 
put him by his Right, and (b hjs Right is gone from him (as 
we conceive it is); then, I think, we may lawfully go on to 
Jettle the Peace and Welfare of the Nation. 

* But the Right to be ftill in him, to have a R^ency up- 
on him without his own Conlent, or till his Return, we 
take it to be a ftrange and unpra6kicable thing; and would 
be introdudtivc of a new Principle of Government amongft 
us. It would be letting up a Commonwealth infteadof our 
ancient regulated Government, by a limited Monarchy ; 
then, I am fure, we fliould be juftly blamed: And there- 
fore we can by no means fubmit to your Lordihips Altera- 
tions of our Vote, upon any of the Grounds and Reaibos 
ihat have as yet been offered." 

Itrl of da- , * As to what Mr. Pollexfen hath o&red, I defirc to ob- 
teodon, ^fyvc a Word or two, and that is from the Commons fecond

* You (ay there, That the Commons do conceive they

Truly, I think it is a clear Anfwer, that the Word iUJerted 
nsay nave anodier Senie, and doth not neceflarily imply re- 
nouncing entirely of a Right, but a cealtng of the Exercife. 
But then, if that does not vacate die Throne as to him, the 
other Reaibn comes to be confidered, how came you to de- 
fire the Prince of Orange to take the Adminiftratibn upoff 
him, and to take care of Ireland till the Convention,, and * 
to write his Letters circularljr for this meeting?

* Next, Gentlemen, I would know of you, if the Throne 
be vacant, whether we be obliged to fill it? If we be, wc 
inuft fill it cither by our old Laws, or by fKe Humour of 
tliofe that are to chaie; if wc fill it by oar own old Laws^ 
they declare, that it is an Hcreditarv Kingdom, and wc arc 
to rake the next to whom the Succemon would belong, aiyl 
then th/:re would be no need of ftanding upon a Vacancy. 

* If we are to fill it apcording to the Humour of the Times,

* And, I think, the anfwtring them, wilt leaa us unto 
that which I take to be the main point in queftion, whether 
the Vacancy of the Throne, and filling it again, will not, 
as my Lords lay, endanger the turning this Hereditary Mo- 
marchv of pur» jntp an Eleftive one ? 

* My Lords, it feems very ftrange tons, that this queftion Mti- 
ihoiild be asked us, when we come to fhew,' that your Lord- '•*•

* My Lords, 'thic Commons do therefore apprehend, that 
with very good Reaibn and Author ihr they did in their Vote 
declare the Throne to be vacant, cut as to the going far- 
ther to enquire into the Conicquences of that, or what is to 

^ b^ done afterwards, is not our Commiflton, who came here 
only to maintain their EscprefEons in their Vote againil your 
Lordfhips Amendments.* 

* In a free Conference the pomts in queftion are freely IRwl o/ R#j 
and folly to be 'debated; and my Lords, in order to their «heiar. 
Agreement with the Commons, are to be iatisfied what is 

meant, and how far it may extend. 

* You^ Gentlemen, that are Managers for the Houfe of 
Commons, it ieems, come with a limited Commiilion, and

Vote of the Commons will not make the Monarchy of Eng- 
land, which has always heretofore been hereditary^ to be- 
come deddve ? 

* That the Vacancy rf the Throne will infer luch a Con- . 
iequence, to me app&urs very plain : And I take it from the 
Argument that laft Gentleman ufed for the Word vac^^ 
oat o£ the Record of Richard the Second's time, that i$ 
cited for a Precedent for that word. But as that is the only 
Precedent, yet it is attended with thi3 verv Confcquence ; 
for it being there decided, thait' the Royal Seat was vacant, ^ 
immediately did follow an Ele^oa of Henry the Fourth, 
who was tiot next in the right Line ; did not then this here* 
ditary Monarchy in this Inftance become ele^ive ? When 
Kifig Charles the Second died, I would fein know, whether 
in our Law the Throne was vacanf ? No fure, the next Heir 
was immedi|tely in the Throne. And io it is in all heredi* 
tary (ucceffive Governments.

* I would (peak one word to that Record which Mr. So- Etrl of CIi^ 
mcrs mentioned, and which the f-ord that fpoke laft haph i 
given a plain anlwer unto, by making that difference (which 
IS the great Hinge of the Matter in debate) between heredi- 
tary and elective Kingdoms. But I have fbmething elfe to 
% to that^cord.

I doubt you have been (pardon 
me for laying it) all gpihy of High-Treafbn, by the Laws of 
England^ af a known Succeflbr were in pofleffion of the 
Throne, as he muft be if the Throne were not yacant. 

* From thcilce, my Lords, your Lordfliips fee where the 
Difficulty lie^ in thi3 Matter, and whence it arileth, becaufe 
vou would not agree the Throne to be yacant^ /when wc 
know of notrc that poflefs it. 

* We know Ibme fuch thing hath been pretended to as 
an Heir-Male, of which there are different Opinions, and 
in the meatl time we are without a Government; and muft 
we ftay till the truth of the Matter be found out 1 What 
Ihall wc do to preferve our Conftitution, while we are with- 
out a iafe or legal Authority to ndt under the fame, according 
to that Conftitution ; and in a little time it will, perhaps, 
through the diftradrion of our Conftitution, be utterly irre- 
mediable ? 

* I do not deny, but that your Lordfliips have very ^eat 
Hardfliips to confli^ with in (uch a cafe; but who is the 
occafion of them ? 

. * We all do know the Monarchy is hereditary ; but how, 
or what ihall we do to find out the Succeflbr in the right 
Line 1 

* You think it will be a difficult thing to go ujkmi the 
Examination who is Heir ; perhaps it will be more difficult 
to refblve'in this cale, than it might be in another : For 
though heretofore there have been jfhdicatifms^ and yacancUs^ 
it has been where the King has been of the fame Religion 
of the cftablifhed.Worlhip of tlic Nation; and amongft 
thole that pretended to the SuccefTion, the feyeral Claimers 
have been Perlbns born and bred up in that Religion that 
was eftabliftied by Law ; or it may be there hath been a Child 
in the Womb, at the time of the Vacancy. 

* But then; my Lo^ ds, there would not be much difficult 
ty to examine, who fliould inherit,-^or what were fit to be 
done. I confefs, I fay, there are difficulties of all fides^ 
or elfe your Lordfliips fiire would, have (poke out be&re 
now: And if you had been clear in it yourfclves, you 
wjould have let the Commons and the World liave known 
it. But it not being clear, mufl we always remain thus ? 
Ulc what words you will, /// uf^ mminntej or ekSi^ Vi ti

* My Lords, there is no fuch Q)n(cqucnce to be drawn 
£rQn\ this Vote, as an Intention or a Likelihood of altering 
the CQurfe of the Government, 16 as to make it eleftive ; 
the Thi^ne hath all along defcended, in an hereditary Sue* 
ceifion ; the main Conftitution hath been prefervcd. 

* The Precedent of Henry the Fourth is not like that of 
Ele(^ons in other Countries ; and I am lorry there Ihould 
b9 any occafion for what is necefl&ry to be done now. 

* But when fuch Difficulties are upon the Nation, that 
we cannot extricate our lelves out of, by fixing who is the 
lineal Succeflbr, your Lordlhips, I hope, will give us leave 
to remember Solus fo^uli efi fu^rema Lex. 

* And if neither you nor we can do any thing in this 
Cafe, then we, who are met under the notion of an AlTem- 
bly or Convention of the States, have met tonopurpolc; 
for after we have voted our lelves to be w^ithout a Govern- 
ment, (which looks as if fomething were really intended as 
to a Settlement) all prcfcntly finks, and we arc as much in 
the d^rk as we were before. 

* And, my Lorcjs, I pray give me leave to lay one thing 
more: Your Lordlhips fay, you will rtever make a Prece- 
dent of Election, or take upon you to alter th^; Succeffion. 
. * With your Lordlhips favour, the Settlement of the 
Conftitution is the main thing we are to look after. If yoa 
provide for the Supply ^ the dcfed: there, that point of 
the Succeffion will, without all queftion, in the feme Me- 
thod, and at the fame Time, be furely provided for. 

* But, my Lords, yoq will do well to confider: Have 
not you your lelves already limited the very Succeffion, and 
cut off lome that might have a lineal Right ? Have you 
not oonairred with us in our Vote, That it is incoafiftent 
with our Religion and our Laws to have a Papift to reign 
over us 1 Mult we not come then to an £le6biqji, if the ntxt^ 
Heir be a Papift? Nay, fuppofe there were qo Prot'cftant 
Heir at all to be fou^ would not your L(^lhips then 
break the Line? . -; 

* But your Lordlhi|«^ote is inconfiftent; pu d6 llippole 
a Cafe of the greatelV Gonfequence that can be, may hap* 
pen ; and if that Ihould happen to be our Gale, that the 
whole Protc(tant Line Ihould foil, would not that neceffitate: 
an Elcftion, or ellc we muft fubmit to that which were in-* 
confiftent with our Religion and our Laws 1 

* If your Lordlhips then, in fuch a cafe, muft break 
through the Succeffion, I think the Nation has rcafbn to 
cxpc« you Ihould take care to lupply the prefent Dcfeft^ 
where the Succeffion is uncertain.

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II. '^ My Lod[$, if this fhould not be agreed rwnto„ wh^t 
will be the Confequcnce ? Wethatufed, and juftly, toboaft 
rf living under the bcft of Govfcmments, muft be left with- 
out any one ; for, your Lordihips, it feems, cannot agree 
with us to fupply and fill up this Gap in it, or tell us whq' 
i? the Succeflbr : And we nwift mjt do it ourfelves by Elec- 
tion ; which U Ac only way left us to prpvidc for pur Set* 
tlement. 

* Truly, my Lofds, upon the whple, I cannot tdl what 
Condition wc ihall be in, or what we can do farther j but 
we 'muft even part, and break up in Gpnfufipn, and To leav^ 
the Nation to extricate itfclf, as well as it can, out of thi^ 
Diftra&ion. But then, at whofe Door that will lie, I muft 
leave to your Lordfhips own Thoughts,* 

* We haye indeed paflfed fiich a Vote, as that Gentleman 
%s, ag^inft a Popifli Prince's reighing over us; but % 
ihould think that amounts to no more than a Refolution, 
that by ^ Law to be made we will take care of it in Par- 
JUment : .Therefore I think that which we ^im at, and that 
wnich the G)rtftitution of our-Govemmeiit docs require, is,

f Suppofe you iay nqthing but fill tlie Tiirone, is it npt 
to take away the right Line of Inheritance 1 And, will not 
ftch a S^cce(E)r claim it for his Pofterity ? 

^ Tt^ly, I think, if the right Line be declared in the 
fime'Way that the Succeflbr is, then we take upon u^ to 
difpofe of the Inheritance of the Crown abfblutely ; which, 
I think, by all the Law I ever read or could hear of attione 
us, is out of our Pbwer ; and, that neither Houfe, nor bPtff

But, Tdj LoroSy till yotuhave cfedarcd the fhron^ ^ ^^^\ a 
vacant, I muft prefutmc to lay, I do not fee how it is poffible ^"^l*" ^ 
for any of us to make one Step towards a Settlement. 

* If there be any CUdfrts to the Grown, that GonfideraJ- 
tioa will be next, and how to determine them : I conceive 
we arc in the feme Capacity, as otir-Prcdeccflbrs were, to 
provide for all Exigencies as fhall emerge, and for thd 
fiipplying all Dcfcra in the Govcrrtmcnt. 

* It is true, by the Afts of Qoecn Elizabeth and Kin^ 
James 1. we have the Oaths of Supremacy and AUegian^ 
Uiat are to be, and have been taken by all Pcrfons. 

* But, my Lords, there is an old Oith of Fidelity, thait 
ofcth to be re^uhred in Leets, arid th^t by the ancient La# 
of J&ighmd every Man ought to take who b fixtccn Year^ 
of Age; akhd this was as much obliging to the King, hii 
Heirs and Succeflbrs, as any of thole later O^ths arfc ; fojr 
ihey fteifi only to be made to eicclude foreign Authorities, 
und not to irifer any new Obedience or Subiedtion : There- 
iorc I am only laying, we arc in as natural a Capacity a^ 
any of our Predeceflors were, to provide for a Remedy ia 
fuch Exigencies as this. 

* I do not intend to trouble' your I-ordflxips any fiutfao^ 
than die Words of the Vote lead me. 

* If thcThrbntt were full, what do we do here; nay, 
how cante we hither > I would fain know, Whether all that 
is pientioned in one of our Reafbns of the Adminiftratioit 
b^ing comniitted to the Prince, and thofe other A<a:s, do 
not all imply, at leaft, that we are in fuch -a Cafe as lajerein 
the Throne ts 'Vacant? otherwife, if it had b'en full, I appeal 
to any one, Whether we could have aiTewbled or aftcd in 
any other Name, or by any other Authority, than his that 
filled it?

* But, my Lords, I would ask this queftion. Whether 
Uppn the Original Cont/aB there were not a Power preferved' 
in the Nation, to provide for itlelf in fuch Exigencies ? 

* That Conirz6t was to fettle the Conftitution as to the 
Lcgiflaturc, which a noble Lord in the beginning (poke of; 
fb we uke it to be : And it is true, that it is a Part of the 
Contract, the making of Laws, and that thofe Laws fhoul^ 
oblige all (Ides when made ; but yet fb as not to exclude . 
this Original G>nftitutiori in all Governments that commence 
by Compaft, that there Ihould be a Power in the Stales to , 
make Provifion in all Times, and upon all Occafions, fb^ 
exn-aordinary Cafes and NecefSties, fuch as ours pow is. 

* I fay nothing now as to the hereditary Succeffion'; our 
Government has been always taken to be nereditary, and fa 
declared when there has been occadon to make Provifion 
Otherwife than-in the dired Line.

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did aAoallv defbend to Lewis the fourttidtith, it Would not Aduo 4 Jit/it 
be in the-rower of the States of this Kingdom to devolve ^ i6»8-^i 
it upon another Head. * 

•A hoble Lord put an Indance of two Men in one Room, 
one of whom w^ really fuch a one : But though a Stander- 
hy could not dire6kly tdl which was he, yet it could not be 
laid by him^ that liich a one was not there. But, if you 
pleaf^, I will pur this Cafe : 

* Suppoic there were two Men in one Room, that no ofie 
ali^e ODOld tell which was which ; as (uppofe this to be the 
Cafe of the two Childrdi pf Edward the Fourth, tlwt they 
bad been kept clofe Prilbners by their Uncle Ricliard the 
third Co long, that there were no living Witnefles able to 
tell which was the cldeft of the two, that would occaiion 
a Difficulty much as intricate as ours here.

* But then this Advantage we have on our fide/ that a^ 
we have tbjs fir ft Freced^mt for tis, (b we have the laft; (at 
I need g<f no farther, than the Parliament-Roll of i Hen- 
ry. VII, 12. 16, where the Record is fet right .again. 

^ The Ad for depofin^ Richard the Second is indeed by 
lEdw.l V. repealed, and iaith, that Henry the Fourth ufurped 
the Crown, and murdered Richard the Second ; ind there- 
tipqia It pftocecds to attaint Henry VI. But then comes in 
Henry the Seventh, and i Henry VIL there is an A6t 
ixkM6> that lets afidQ all the A^ and Attainders made asainfl 
hjs Line, and confequently f tpealcd i £dw. IV. whim re- 
pealed I Henry IV. 

^ And I would obierve one things hy the way, amceming 
Henry the Seventh : He was of the Line of L^incafter, and 
liihen became to the Crowni wo/uld not endute to havie his 
Crown reckoned only matrimonial, or iiifier the Stile togof 
in the Names of Henry and Elizabeth, as he muft hat'e 
done if he had fiock to the Title of the right Line of Suo-

^ Therefore, my L<»rds, his A& for refloMng the Be* 
cord of I Heniy IV. again, is as good an Ikmmrkf jhl a 
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was before, and (bmewhiC better; for it hath the kft A6t on aahoa Jac. 11. 
its fide, which is unrepcaPd to this Day."^ 1688-9. 

* Henry the Seventh had a good Right and Title by ^-^-^'" "^ 
Marriage to the Grown, m re XTxms. No one can queftion Earl of Pern- 
but his own Title, as delcended from Henry the Fourth, was broke, 

an Ufiirpation ; and he would not fufter ai^ one to prcicrfcc 
which Title was befi, as long as it was acknowledged he 
had one good one. 

^ That this Kingdom is hereditary, we are not to prove 
by Precedent in the Lift of our Kings and Queens; tor we 
Ihall Icarce find above three in any dircdtLine, without 
fbme- Interruption: and therefore we are not to fetch our 
Precedents or Proofs, £0 far as thofe Days. And this I fpeak 
fer the Rcaibn which was hinted before. 

•^The Laws made are ccrtainlv Part of the Original CoTh- 
trak; and by the Laws made, which eftablifli the Oath of 
All^iance and Supremacy, we are tied up to keep in tho 
hereditary Line, being fwom to be true and faithful to the 
Xing, his Heirs and Succeflbrs; whereas the old Oath was, 
only to bear true All^iance to the King. There (I take itj 
lies die Reaibn wl^ we cannot (of ourlcives) without break- 
ing that Contrail, break the SucceiSon, which is fettled by, 
Law, and cannot be altered bur by another, whick we 
oarfelves cannot make.* .

* If Laws made about tne Succeffion be fo obliging, yrhat Sir Richtrd 
then ihall we lay. to the Succeffion of Qiieen Ehitbeth, Temple.

,Oath was required) againft both her and her Sifter.* 

^ But to fliew what Opinion fhe herfclf and the wifr Men Earl of Pcm- 
of her Times had, and were of, in this point, there is an broke.

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Anno 4 Jac. 11. Aft made In her Reign, and yet in being, which declares k 
3688 9. to be a Pr^munire to affirm, the Parliament cannot lettlc the 
Succeffion of the Grown, or alter it. Entails in Parliament

* I think we are in as fiiU a Capacity to take care of the 
Government as any of our Predeceflbrs, in luchan exigence ; 
and if we do as t-hcy have done before us, that is not to be 
called a changing of the Monarchy fi-om an hereditary to an 

* After this long Debate, pray let us endeavour to come 
as near as we can to an Agreement: We have propofed ibme 
Qiieftions about which ipy Lords deiired to be fatisfied : you. 
Gentlemen, have not been pleafcd to give an Anfwer to them, 
and we have no great hopes of getting one from you, as diis 
Debate fcems to be managed. 

* On your part you have declared, That you do acknow- 
ledge the Monarchy is Hereditary and Succeflive in the right 
Line; then I cannot fee how iuch an Acknowledgment con- 
fifts' with the Reafbns you give for your Vacancy ; for I can- 
not imagine how a Kingdom can W an Hereditary Kingdom, 
and that King who hath Children now in being (at the time 
of his foriaking the Government) can have the Throne Va- 
cant both of him and his Children. ' 

* The Courfe of Inheritance, as to the Crown of England, 
is, by our Law, a great deal better provided for, and runs 
ilronger in the right Line of Birth than of any other Inhe- 
ritance. No Attainder of the Heir of the Crown will bar the 
Succeffion to the Throne, as it doth the Defcent to any com- 
mon Perfon. The very Deferent, by Order of Birtn, will 
rake away any fuch Defedt. 

* And fb was the Opinion of the great Lawyers of Eng- 
land, in the Cafe of Henry the Seventh. Then cannot I 
apprehend how any Adlof the Father's can bar , the Right of 
-the Child ; (I do not mean that an Adt of Parliament cannot 
do it) I never faid fb, nor thought fo ; but, I fay, no A€t 
of the Father's alone can do it, fince even the Ad: of the 
Son, which may endanger an Attainder in htta, cannot do it, 
fb careful is the Law of the Royal Line of Succeffion. This 
is declared by many Adts of Parliament, and very folly and 
particularly by that Statute 25 Henry the Eighth, cap. 22. 
entitled, ^n, /ia concerning the Kings Succejfm \ where the Suc- 
ceffion of the Crown is limited to' the King's Ifliie Male firfl, 
then Female, and the Heirs of their Bodies one after another, 
by Courle of Iniieritance, accordin|j to their Ages, as tlie 
Crown of England hath been a»cuftomed and ought to go 
in fuch Cafes. ^If 
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« If then the King hath done any things to diveft him- Anno4 Tac IX. 
ftlf of his own Right, it doth not follow thence, that, that ^ ^^J^' 
ihall exclude the Right of his Ifluc; and then the Throne ' 
is not vacant, as long as there are any fuch Ifliie ; for no 
Adk of the Father can vacate for himfelf and Children. 

* Therefore if you mean no more than only the divcft- 
ing his own Right, I defirc you would declare fb: And 
tlicn fiippofe the Rig^ht gone as to him, yet if it dcfcend to 
his Imeal Succeffor, it is not vacant. 

^ And I told you, one Reaibn n;iy Lords did (land upon, 
againfl agreeing to the Vacancy, was, becaufe thev thought 
your Vote might extend a great deal ferther than the King's 
own Perlbn. 

* But your all owning it to be a lineal Inheritance, and 
this Vacancy, methinks, do not by any means confift. 

* You declare, you never meant to alter the Conditu-^ 
rton ; then you muft prelerve the Succeflion in its ancient 
Cour(e : So I did hear a worthy Gentleman conclude it to 
be your Intention to do. But oy what methods can it be 
done in this Cafe by us? I defire to be (atisficd in a few 
things about this very matter. 

* I defire firft to know, whether the Lords and Commons 
have Power by themfelves to make a binding A6t or Law? 
And then I denre to know, whether, according to our ancient 
legal Conftitution, every King of England, by being leated 
on the Throne, and poflefledof the ciown, is not thereby 
King, to him and his Heirs ? And without an A6t of Parlia- 
ment, (which we alone cannot make) I know not what De- 
termination we can make of his Efhite. 

* It has been urged indeed, that we have in eflfeft already 
agreed to what is contained in this Vote, by Voting, that it 
is inconfiftent with our Religion and Laws> to h^ve ^ Popiih 
prince to rule over us. - 

* But I would fein know, whether they that urge this, 
fhink that the Crown of Spain is legally ana adually exclud- 
ed from the Succeffion by this Vote ? 

* No Man fure will undertake to tell mc, that a Vote of 
cither Houle, or bpth Houfcs together, c^ alter the Law 

' ia this or any other ppint 

* But becaufe I am very defirous th^t this Vote fliould 
have its cSkd^^ I d^efire that every thing of this nature fhould 
be done in' the ancient ufual Metnod, by A6fc qf Pari lament. 

* God forbid th^t fince we are happily delivered from the 
Fears of Popery ^d atbitr^ry Fov^er, we fliould aflume any 
fuch Power to ourlel,yes ; wr^t ^vantage fliould we then 
give to thofe., who would quafreUijirith our Settlement for the 
Illegality of it? Would not this, which we thus cndcavouc 
|o crufhj break forth into a Viper ? 
^ ' K.H% A for 
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Aiin«4l«.M» * tJ'or the Reeovd of i Henry IV. I acknowledge 
>688-9. ^ the W9rds of the Royal Seat being vacant arc ufed. But 
iince you yourlclves tell us of It, that Henry the Fourth did 
claim by Inheritance from his Grandfather, that mcthinks 
may come up to what I would have the declared Senfe 
pf both Houfes upon thi^ queftion ; (to y^ii) the Throne 
might be vacant of Richard the Second, but not fb vacant 
but the Claim of the immediate Succeffor was to take place, 
W not to be excluded, butentircly prcfcrved. 

* And Richard the Second fcems to have had the lame 
Opinion, by delivering over his Signet to them. 
. * Our Laws know no inter-regnum; but upon the Death of 
the Predeceflbrthe next Heir is King in m» fcf eodem injlante. 

* It was fo relblved even in Richard the Second's own 
Cafe ; for at his Grandfather's Death it was a queftion, whe- 
ther King Richard the Second, or the eldcft Sbn of his 
Grandfather then living, ftould facceed ; and it was relblved, 
that he ought to have it, becaufe of his Right of Inheritance : 
Which is the more remarkable, becaule of the Conteft. 

* And when Richard the Third ufurped his Crown, to 
ipake his Claim gOQ(i to the Right of Inheritance, hebaftar^ 
dized his own Nephews. 

* And ^o it was in all the Inftances of the Breaches that 
were made upon the Line of SucceflSon, which were Ibme 
(even (but all illegal) for luch was the Force of the Laws, 
jthat the Ulurpers would not take the Crown upon them, unlels 
they had Ibmc fbecious pretence of an Hereditaiy Title to it. 

* That which I would have avoided by all means, is, the 
tnid'hievous Coniequences that I fear will enfiie upon thi^ * 
Vacancy of the Throne, (to wit) the utter overthrow of thp 
whole Conftitution of our Government. For if it be ^y and 
the Lords and Commons only remain as part of it, will not 
this make the King one of the three JEftates ? Then is he the 
Head of* the Commonwealth, all united in one Body under 
him. And if the Head be taken away, and the Throne 
,^acant, by what Laws or Conftitution is it that we retain 
I-K)rds and Commons ? For they are knit together in their 
common Head; and if one part of the Government be dill 
Iblved, I lee not any reafbn but all muft be diflblved. 

* 'i'hferefore 'tis of very great Importance that we come 
to an Explanation, how far you mean the Throne to be va^ 

. cant ; and that if it reach to the King and his Heirs, (not- 
withftanding all the A 6b of Parliament about the Suc- 
celiion) we may confider how the Coniequences erf" that 
will aftedt the Conftitution ; for I prefume to lay, it may 
thei^ be in your power as well to Qy^ ^^ ^^^^ ^^^ ^^ ^^Z 
at all.

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^ Iwasmiftaken by the Gentienien 'whatook ncflfce ofApoo^Uo^U^ 
what I iaid the Lords might do of thcmfclvcs, in the abfcncc * W-p ^ 
of the King: I would not be underftood tofav, the Govfcni- * 
meht would be devolved upon the Lords ; but 1 may fay diey 
^e the Government's great Council in the Interval of Par- 
liaments, and may have greater fway by the Privilegje of their 
Birth, in the exigencies of the State: as appears in icveral 
Inftances, and particularly the firft of Henry the Sixth, and 
purine his Infancy. 

* There was a Cafe put by one Gentleman, about the two 
Sons of Edward the Fourth being kept Priibners & long, 
jifl it eould not be known by any living Witneflcs whidi 
was the eldeft : I would only ask that Gentleman, whether 
in that Cafe he would 6y the Throne were vacant; certainly 
there would have been one in th^ Throne. 

*' But then it followeth, that though there ihould be ati 
uncertainty of the particular Perfbti^ yet that would not infer 
9 Neceffity that the Throne (hould be vacant. 

* Upon the whole matter, you feem to underfland your 
own words to/ijgnify lels than they do restlly import. 

' I do not find that you purpole to make the I^ingdom £• 
ledive; and yet you talk of fopplying the Vacancy by the 
Lords and Commons. 

* -You do not fay, that the King has left the Crown (bit 
himfelf and his Heirs ; and yet your Words (peak of a. Va- 
cancy, and nothing of the Succedion : but you db not tell us 
whatyou mean. 

* Therefore if this matter were explained, that my Lords 
may know how fer the Intention of the Vote reacheth, that 
it may not abroad, or hereafter, be conftrued to go beyond 
fuch Meanit^, (that b) as to the King himfelf, and not to 
his Heirs, perhaps there might qtiickly be a happier Accom^ 
modation than can be expedred while things remain thus, 
flill in doubt, and in the dark.

that by ufing the Word vacant^ the Commons did no more 

than our Anceftors did before us ; and therefore it was not 
an unknown Word or Thing to have the Throne vacant.

to be executed, a Commiflioa under the Great Sea}, for e- 
rcAing a Court called, The Court of CommK&oners for

After, which the Corotuition-Oath was tendered to their 
Majeilies, which the Earl of Argyle fpoke Word by Word 
diredtly, and the King and Queen repeated it after him, 
holding their right Hands up after the manner of taking 
Oaths in Scotland. 

The Meeting of the Eftates in Scotland did authorize their 
Commiflwners to reprefent to His Majefty, that that Claufc 
in the Oath, in relation to the rooting out of Heretics, did 
not import the deftroying of Heretics ; and that by the Law 
of Scotland, no Man was to be profecuted for his private 
Opinbn : and even obfHnate and convi^ed Heretics were 
only to be denounced Rebels or out-lawed, whereby their 
moveable Eftates are confifcated. His Maiefty, at the re- 
peating that Claufe in the Oath, ^ did declare, that he did 

• not mean by thdc words, that he was under any Obliga- 

• tion to become a Perfecutor." To which the Commilho- 
^icrs made anfwer, * That neither the Meaning of the Oath, 
nor the Law of Scotland did import it.' 1 hen the King 
jreplied, '* That he took the Oath in that fenfe, and called 
for Witnefles, the Commiflioners, and others prefent.'

Charge: And to be allowed out of the 1200000 1, per A7m, 
for the Revenue, and that the Officers of the Ordnance Iiad 
alio informed the Committee that there is an ordinary Charge 
in their Office for Salaries, travelling Cliarges and other Con* 
tingencies, of 18250 1. which is alfo to be allow*d out of the

Mr. Papiilon alfo reported, that the laid Committee had re- 
iblved, that it w^as the opinion ot that Committee, that 4 1.

And it appearing to the Committee hy the Treaty and fepa- 
rate Articles between the King of England and States of

Order d^ That Sir Thqmas Glarges do co up to the Lords, 
and defire a Conference on the Subject Slatter of the laft. 

And, that Leave be given to bring in a Bill for Eafe of 
Proteftant Diflehters. 

The 9th, purfuant to aMe{&ge from his Majefty, it was 
Refolvdy That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to enabk the 
Jrijh Protepants (who have fled from thmce) to exercift their 
Trades in Corporations in this Kingdom for feme certain Time. 

The lame day, the King came to the Houfe of Peers, 
and gave the Royal Affent to yin ^^ for EftabUft»ng the 
Coronation-Oath : y^n A^ for the Naturalizing George Prince 9f 
Denmarky and fettling his Precedence: Jndy an ^^ for naturaU- 
zitig Frederick, Count Schomhergy and others. 

The 13 th, an Addr.cls to his Majelly was agreed upon, 
. * fignifying the Thanks of the Houfe for his Majefty *s re- 
peated AfTurances in fa /our of the Church of Engl^id. adly. 
That the faid Church was ever loyal : The Misfortunes of 
former Princes, were owjng to nothing more,- than xhdt 
Defigns to iubvert it. 3dly, Prapng his lilajefty to continue 
his Care for the Pi'efcrvation of the fame, as the fureft Means 
to eilablifh his Throne. And 4thly, that a Convocation 
might be calFd.' The faid Addrefs concluded with aiTuring 
his Ma efty, it was the Intention of the Houic, forthwith to 
proceed to the Confidjration of giving Eafe to Proteftant 
jDiiTenters. 

It was then order'd to the Lords for their Concutrence, 
which it recciv'd, and was afterwards prefented to the*King, 
who was pleas'd, by the Earl of Nottingham, to return the 
following Anfwer * That tho* his Majefty bad had many 
f Occafions, pf affuring them he would maintain the Church 

* of England, as by Law eftablifli'd ; yet he was well pleas*d 
^ with repeating thefe Promifes, which he was reiblved to 

* perform, by fupporting that Church, whofe Loyalty he 

* doubted not, would make him able to anfwer their jun Ex^ 
*-pe(5tations: That as his Defijgn of coming over was to 

* rcfcue them from the Miferics tiiey kbour'd under, ib

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< it was a gl'eat Sarisfa^ion to him, that by the Succefs God Aaao I'W.ieUi

The fame Day, Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that 
he had waited upon their Majefties, with their Congratula- 
tions, which he had exprefs*d as> follows. 

* Your Majefties moft loyal and dutiful Subjects the Com- The Speatfr's 
mons, &c. having, to their unfpeakable Joy, leen your Ma- congratulatoi j* 
jeftics placed upon the imperial Throne of this Klingdom, Speech, upon 
they have defir'd Accefs, at this Time, toyonr Royal Pre- ^^ Coronation 
fence, humbly to congratulate your Majefties upon this Oc- 

cafion, and to wifli your Majefties a long and profperous 
Reign, with all the Bleflings that ever did attend a Crown. 

* Wc are lenfible that your Majefties Greatnefs, is the 
Security of your Subjefts. It is from your Power, that we 
derive to ourfelves an Aflurance of being defended from 
our Enemies, and from your Juftice that we eKpe6t a full 
Enjoyment of our Laws and Liberties: But that which 
completes our Happinefs, is, the Experience we liave of 
your Majefties continual Care to maintain the Proteftant 
Keligion, fo that we can no longer apprehend any Dangei* 
of being depriv*d of that ineftimable Ble Jing, cither by fc- 
cfct Praftices, or by open Violence. 

* May the fame Divine Providence, which hath hitherto 
prcftrved your Majefty in the greateft Dangers, and Co ofteil 

fiven you Victory over your Enemies, ftili crown your Un^ 
ertakmgs with Succefs. 

* And may thoie unparallel'd Virtues, which adorn youi* 
Mj^fty's Royal Perfon, be the Adhiiration of the prefen^ 
Age, and an Example to the future. 

* And may the Luftre of both your Names, (b far out- 
line -the Glory of your Predeceflors, that the Memo 7 of 
their greateft Aftions may be forgotten, and ) our People 
no longer date the Eftabliihment ot their Laws, and Liber- 
ties, from St« Edward's Days, but from the raoft aufpicious

His Majefty made the following Anfwer, both in hisown, 
axul in the Queen's Name.

The 1 5th, The Bill for ahrogntlng the Oaths of j^Uegtancey &c." 
and affolming other Oathsy with certain Amendments^ was pafs'd, 
and lent up to the Lords. 

The 1 6th, the two Houfes had another Conference^ on 
the Bill relating to the Quecn-Dowager, but came to no 
Agreement thereon. 

The lame day, likewife, certain Perlbns gave an Account 
• to the Hoiile, of King James's landing in Ireland, attended 
by leveral Englilh, and French Lords, ^c. ' 

After which the Houle refolv'd itlclf into a Committdc to 
take into Conlidcration the State of the Kingdom, in relation 
to France, and our Alliances abroad ; when, Mr. Hampden 
made a Motion, for an Addrels to his Majefty for a War 
with France, which the French had already begun by fevc- 
ral A6b of Hoftility at Sea, and in Ireland. He was feconded 
by Sir Thomas Clargcs, and fupported by another Member, 
who Ipoke thus: * Mr. Speaker, I bear all the refped that 
I owe to Crown'd' Heads, but I cannot help laying, That it 
is of abfolnte Neceflity to declare War with the moft Chri- 
ftian Turk, who ravages all Chriftendom, and makes War 
more barbarouily than the Turks themfelves.' 

In conclufion, it was Refoh'dy ne?fi. con. 350 being in 
riie Houle, * That by AddrcJs, upon the prelent Debate, it be 
Jiumbly prefcnted to his Majefty, that, if he fliall think fit 
to enter into a War againft France, the Houfe will give 
him all fuch Aliiftance, in a Parliamentary Way, as mall 
enable him to llipport, and go through with the lanlc.' 

And an Addrefs was order'd to be prepar'd accordingly. 

The 1 8th, leveral Petitions were preferr'd againft the 
Eaft-India Company ; and a Committee was appointed to take 
them into confideration. 

The lame day, the two Houfes had a free Conference on 
the Queen-Dowager's Bill, when, by the Help of fbme few 
additional Amendments, the Diftcrcnce between them was 
adjufted, and the Bill pals'd. 

The i()th, certain Amendments to the Ahrogation-Blllyhj the 
Lords, were read, fome of which were allow'd, and others 
rejected ; And a Committee was appointed to prepare Rca- 
ibns to be ofFer'd at a Conference thereon. 

The lame Day Mr. Hampden reported the Addrefs to be 
prelented to his Klajcfty for a War with France, whi^h con- 
tained a Charge agamll the French King, of afpiring to Uni- 

» verlal 
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Tcrtal Monarchy ; to comt«1s which, he had been guilty of Amo i Vfk}k. 
all kinds of Violence and Treachery : witnels his groundlefi i 68^. 
Declaration of War againft the States, 16' z. and his mani- ^ ^^ ^ ^ ^ 
fold Infradkions of the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle : His Sur- 
prize of Strasburg. His building the Fort of Hunninghen. 
His Invasion of 1* landers and Holland fince the laft Truce of 
1^84. His attackbg the B^ort of Philipsburgh without any 
Declaration of War; his wafting the Palatinate, and mur- 
dering an infinite Number of People there. His ieizing the 
Principality of Orange. His Treacheries by his Embaflk- 
dors reiident in foreign Courts. His Bombarding Genoa, 
and obliging the Doge to make his Submii&on to him in, 
Perioti, at \^rrailles. His Pradices againft England. ' His re- 
fiifing to accede to any juft Treaty of Commerce ; the corrupt 
Influence he had on our Kings, Charles and James, his En- 
mity to our Parliaments. His icizing on part of Hudfbn's 
Bay. His commencing the War in Ireland : And his de- 
nouncing War againft Spain. For all which Realbns, if his 
Majefty Ihould tnink fit to enter into a War to put a ftop to 
his growing Grcamefs, which threatened Europe with ablb- 
lute Slavery^ tlic Houfc offered his Majefty (uch Afliftance 
in a Parliamentary way, as ihould enable his Maiefty, fcfr. 

The Addreis was long, and declamatory, ancf not iatisfy^ Recommitte*. 
ingthe Houic^ was recommitted to the fame Committee. 

The 20th, Sir George Treby reported the Rcafbns to be ^.^ oeorct 
offer 'd to the Lords at a Conference on the Abrogation-Bill, xcchy. 
which fcrving to clear up the Kiftory of thofe Times arc 
here inferted, as folbws. 

1. That it has been <hc Policy of the Common-Law, and Retibnstobe 
Statute-Law to oblige Men to Iwear Allegiance to the King. oflFerM at 1 Co* 

2. Allegiance is the common and neceflary Duty of all ^"ncconthe 
Subjeas, and is moft ftriajy to be required ot Arch-Bifhops, ^JJ**'*^' 
Bifhops, and thole who have ecclefiaftical Dignities, Bene- 
fices, or Promotions, in r^ard they are highly entrufted in 

the Adminiftration of the Government, draw great Depen- 
dencies, and arc exemplary to the reft of the People : And 
fcveral of them are, by Law, to adminiftcr the Oath 6f Alle- 
giance to other Perfons. 

Allegiance is alio ftri6tly to be requir'd of allGovernours, 
Profeflbrs and Fellows in Univerfitics, and School- matters, 
becaufc to them the Education of tlie Youth of the King- 
dom is committed; and therefore, they ought to be known 
Perfons of Loyalty and Aff"ci5tion to the Government. 

5. The taking the Oaths publicly in open Court will bet- 
ter manifeft Allegiance than the taking them privately before / 
Perfons appointed by Order in Council, and will be much more 
for the Ealc of the Perfons who are oblig'd to take the Oatlis. 
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itia^ 1 W&M. 4- 'Hte bed and nx>{l certain Means to have the Oaths 

1689. taken, is to oblige Perfons concem'd to tender them- 

^ 11^^ "^ \m J felvesto take the faid Oaths, under Penalties. Bur, if die 

J Oaths are not to be required, unlefs tendered, the laid Per- 

Ibns might by abfence, and otherwile, avoid the taking them 

with Impunity. ♦ 

5. The Glaufe which the Commons fcnt to your Lordfhips 
allows much more Favour to the Arch-Bifliops, orBifbops, and 
thofc that have ecclefiaftical Dignities, Benefices, or Promo- 
tions, than to any Lay-Peers, or other Perfons having Offi- 
ces and Employments, and is more gentle in the Penalty than 
the Statutes heretofore made in like Cafe. 

6. It is unreafbnable and unlafe to diftbguiih the Arch- 
ffifhops, Bifl^ops and Perfons having Ecclefiaftical Dignities, 
Benefices, or Promotions, and fiich as are entrufted with the 

^ Education of Youth, from the reft of the Subje^ in the De- 
claration of their Allegiance, and may tend to make a Divi- 
fion in the Kingdom, and may raife and countenance Fa^ions 
both in Church and State. 

7. It may tend to expofe the King"s Perfen and Govern- 
ment to Hatred and Danger, and occafion a general Diicon- 
tent. 1 

The fame Day the faid Reafbns were declared to the Lords, 
and on the 22d a Conference between the two Houles en- 
fuing thereon. Sir Thomas Lee made the following Report 
of the Lords Reply. 
The Lords Re- ^^^ ^^^ ^^ Nottingham raanag'd for the Lords, who in- 
jjy, fifted on the former Amendments to tht faid Bill of Oadis, 

and gave thefe Reafbns, viz. 

In anfwer to the firft and lecond Reafbns alledg'd by the 
Houfe of Commons, 'tis agreed that the Pc^icy of the Law 
requires Men to fwear Allegiance, and that 'tis the com- 
mon and neccflary Duty of afl Subjedb, and efpccially of the 
Clergy. But the Lords do not exempt them from taking 
thefe Oaths, but only diftcr with the Houfe of Commons, 
about the Method by which they Ihould be tender'd. 

To the third Reafbn, if the Lords ihould agree that it is 
htlitT to tender the Oaths in open Court than privately, yet 
that is not a fufficient Reafon againft the tendring them by 
Perfons appointed by the King in Council, becaule the Oflt 
cers and Judges of the Court may be fo appointed by virtue 
of the Ctaufc offer'd by the Lords ; or if it is not clearly 
enough exprefs'd, it may be exprefs'd more explicitly. 
. To the fourth, the Clercy will be requir'd to take the Oaths 
by fiidh Order in Councu as is propos'd by the Lords, and 
their not appearing when fb fummon'd, will amount to a 
ReRifal ; or if it fhouid not, the Lords would agree to any 
iuch Addition as would make it i(^.

I'hac Mr. Papillon and Mr. Dubois after this bring eadi 
a Mandamus to be fworn Sheriffs, as being duly elected, to 
which the Lord-Mayor, Aldermen and Sheri^, viz,. Korth 
and Rich, made a Return that they were not duly eledted. 

That upon this, Papillon and Dubois bring their A6tion 
againft Sir William Pritchard (the new Lord-Mayor) Sir 
Dudley Korth, Sir Peter Rich, ^c. The Writs being di- 
i:cfted to the Coroner, he waited on them j or 4 Months 
to defire their Appearance, but they flighted him, till the 
Time of the Return was out: After which, the Writs being 
renew'd, he arretted the Lord-Mayor ; who (aid there mud 
be fbme Plot to take up all the Mafgiftrates of the City. To 
whom the Coroner rcply'd, he knew of none. And that if 
they would give Bond to appear, they might be immediately 
diicharg*d« But the Lord-Mayor rcfiis'd, and the Lieute- 
nancy were order'd to come thither with their Troops, who 
threatenM to pull down the Coroner's Houfe. That, while 
this was in Debate, tliey found means to icnd the Corcmcr ta 
the Compter, upon an Action once enter'd for a real Debt 
by his confent, but afterwards countermanded. That when 
he was in the Compter, they (uflFer'd none to come to him, 
and in the meati time, took advantage of his Abfencc, 
and lb went their way.

Jones, Raymond and Withins,lbmc of whom declared, they 
had, like wile, the Concurrence of Saunders, then Lord Chicf-

That the Sentence was pafled before the tinje prefix'd for 
his giving his Opinion on the Cafe ; but that his Dcfign was 
tQ deliver it againft the difpeniing Power. 

He then wictidrew, and Sir Robert Henley and Sir Sa- 
muel Aftrey were called .in; who declared, that the Day 
Sentence was given, the Lord Chief Juftice Herbert, the 
Juftices Withms, Holloway and Wnght, were upon the 
Bench; that they were all of die fame opinion, and that 
fierbert pronouncing Judgment, declared ten Judges were 
pofitivp^r thp diipenung Power: That one difbuted, and 
one hefitated ; but that juftice tioUoway mform'd him diat 
Morning, the laft was come over to them. That the Cafe 
was argued btit once by Mr. Korthey againft the diipenfing

-Time, each Houfe is not fully pofleis*d of theRealbns upda 
whidi the other does proceed, nor have fall Opportunities 
of making Replies: Wherefore, to adhere fooner, is to ex- 
clude all Po{fibility of offering Expedients. 

*' Befide this Method of adhering fo faddenly and unex* 
pe<^edly, draws very great Inconveniencies after it : As hath 
appeared this Seffion ; The AMttonai Poll-Bill^ having been 
loft, to the great Prejudice of the Crown, by your Lordfhips, 
adhering upon the nrfl free Conference, lie Bill of Rights^

* A farther Reafbp, which indaceth me to fend you this 
A^ at thi5 time, is, bediufc I am defirous to leave no co- 
lour of Excufe to any of my Subjc<5ts, for the raifing of 
DUhirbances in the Government, and especially in the 
^ime of my Ablence ; and 1 lay this, both to inform you, 
and to let fbme ill-afted:ed Men fee, that I am not un- 
acquainted, how buJy they are, in their prefent Endeavours^ 
to alter it. 

* Amopgft other Encouragements, which I find they give 
themfelves, one of the Ways, by which they hope to com- 
pafs their Defigns, is by creating Differences and Difa- 
,greemcnts in your Councils, whvch, I hppe, you will be 
very careful to prevent ; for be afTured that our greateft 
Enemies can have no better Inftruments for cheir purpofes, 
than thofe who fhall any way endeavour to diffurb or de- 
lay your fpeedy and unanimous Proceedbg upon thefe 
nccefTarv Matters. 

' I mult recommend alfb to your Confideration, an Union 
with Scotland : I do not mean, it ihould be now entered 
upon; but they having propofed this to me foime time 
fiqce, and the Parliament there having nominated Com- 
miffioners for that purpofe, I fhould be glad that Commif^ 
fioners might alio be nominated here, to treat with them, 
and to fee if fuch Terms could be agreed on, as might be 
for the Benefit of both Nations, fb as to be ready to be 
prefentcd to you in fbrae future SefBon. 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, I have thought it moft con- 
venient, to leave the Adminiftration of the Government in 
the hands of the Queen, during my Abfence; and if it 
fhall be judged nccefTary to have an A6t of I*arliamenr, 
for the better Confirmation of it to her, I defire you wiU 
let fiich an one be prepared, to be prefented to me. 

* I have this only to add, that the Seafon of the Year, 
and my Journey mto Ireland, will admit but of a very 
fhort Seiiion ; fb that I mufl recommend to you the ma- 
king fiich Dilpatch, tjiat we may not be engaged in De- 
bates, when our Enemies fhall be in the Field. For the 
Succefs of the War, and the more thrifty Management c^ 
it, will both principally depend upon your fpeedy Refplu- 
tions. And I hope it will not be long before we fhall 
meet again, to perfedk what the Tipie will not now allpw 
to be done/

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Both Hou(e^ congrs^tulated his Majefty upoA his (afe aad 
happy Return after fo many Hazards to which he had ex« 
pbfcd his Pcrlbn, and upon the Succefs o^ his Arms in the 
Kcduftion of Ireland; and at the f^mc time thoy affiir'd him, 
they would aflift him to the utmoft of their Power, in carry- 
ing on a vigorous VVar againft F'rance, in order, to procarc. 
an honourable and la^Ung Peace to his own Dominions, and 
to iccure his Neighbours from the Injuries and Invafions 
of the Common Opprcflbr. 

They alfb addre&'d the Q^ieen, and ackhowlede'd hf r 
prudent Ad minift ration of the Government, during nil Ma- 
jcfty"s Abfcnce. , 

The fame day the Paf liament met, a Proclamation was 
publifli'd for a general Tliankfglving. 

On the 28th of Oftober, a Bill was brought into the 
Houfe of Commons, for Abrogating the former Oaths of AUegi- 
OHce and Supremacy in Ireland', and appointing the Oathf to King 
William and Sufen May : Which after two or three Con- 
ferences between the Lords and Commons about the Lords 
Amendments, which they dropr, paft both Houfes and had 
the Royal AffenL , 

The Hou(c of p)nlmons ordered the Lord Caftlcton, Sir 
Henry Goodrick, and (ivc more of their Members to attend 
General Ginkle, with their Thanks to him and his Oftceti, 
for the great Services they htfd done toward^ the Redu^knt 
of JEreland, To which the Bamn reply 'd, ' I acknowledge 
this diftingui tiling Honour done me b^ the Hou(e of C6m^ 
mons, and value it above a Triumph. The Succefs of .their 
Ivlajefties Arms in Ireland, was ovjring chiefly to the Valour 
of the Englifh ; and I will take care* to conlmUnicare the 
Vote of the Houie to the OSceri that ferv'd m Ireland, 
and always endeavour the Proiperity of their Majellies aiut 
their Government.* 

By the end of the Year, the Commons finifli^d the &a^ 
plies for the next Year's Service, for the Fleet and Array;

1691. Ralph', deuring him to fend up that Packet; fo that Storn> 
Vr "^ !* "^ blew over. The Commons regulated the Payment of the* 
Forces by efFedtive Mufters; and enquired into the Mifcar- 
, , riages of the Fleet, the Admiralty Papers being laid before 

them, by two of tlie CommiflSoners, Admiral RufTeland the 
Ijord Falkland ; but theie Regulations and Enquiries rais'd 
more than anfwer'd the Expectations of the People, and were- 
afterwa^s fought to be intended rather to delay Matters 
than amend them. -

Both Houfes were now en«w'd trt a warm Dlfpute, riaifed 
hy the Bill for rtgulating Trials in C^^ of High Trealbn, 
This Bill having been laid afidc by the Loftis in the preced- 
ing Seilion, was now again brought in and paiT^ by the Com- Bill hr icgdat- 
inoos; and on Novem&f i$. i^nt up to the Lords for their ug Trials in 
Concurrenoe. The Lordjt, bcfid» other Aittendmems, ad^ Cafes of High 
4cd^is Claufe to it r * That upon the Trial of any Peer at **'w»^ 
reerels, for any Trealbn or Mifprifiort of Treaibn, all thri 
Peers who have a right to fit ahd voK in l^riiamerit, fhould 
he duly iummoned, twenty days at leafl before every fuch 
Trial, to appear at every fuch IVial: .And that ^ery Peer 
ib fiimmoned, and appearit% oft fueh Trials, fhould vote id 
the Trial of fuch Peer or Peerdfs fb to be tried ; he aild thej^ 
firft taking the Oaths mentioned in an Adt 6f Parliament^ 
made b ttic fitft Year of King William and Queen Mary^ 
entided, y^ yiBfor abntgatin^ the Od^hs gf SufteHnacy and A^ 
kgimicey and of pointing other OMhs\ and fuhfcrihtng and audt^

This Claufe bemg difagreed to by tht Commons', artd at' 
two fcveral Conference^ innfted on by the Lords, a free Con- 
ference was managed between both Houfcs on January 5. ^ 
wherein Mr. Charles Montagu, the Chief of thofe who Conference m 
iboke for the Commons, argued, that rhis Bill \^as begtln by tht Matter. 
tiie Commons, for the equal Advantage of fuch Lords afid' 
Commons, who had the Mlsfbmme to be accufcd of Trea- chirks Mon- 
ibn or Mifprifion of Treafbn- That when it was firfl return- ttgn. 
ed from their Lordfhips, with very many Amendments, the Commom Af*^ 
Commons were fb willing to comply witn the defire of their gumeatt. 
Lordfhips, and to give the Bill a fpeedy Paflage, that they 
^reedtoali thofe Amendments, estcept two; tho* fbme of 
tnemwere of a very nice Namre, and related to things of 
which the Commons have ever been mofl tender. That at 
die firft Conference, the Commons gave their Lordfhips the 
Reafbns that induced them to make fuch Amendments ; which 
did fb fir fatisfy their Lordfhips, that they did agree to the 
firfl Amendment |>ropofcd by the lower Houfe : though thev*. 
diid infift txpo^ this other, for which they deKvcr'd thefir

*' 1691. been folemnly and deliberately confidered by the Common^ 
^* "^ ' and that they had not found tKcro (ufficient to convince thcra * 
fb that they did ftUl di£i^;ree v^ith the Lords in the fbre- 
bention'd Clauie. That it wts very unfortunate^ that no 
Bill for the Relief of the Subjeft, in thcfe Cafes, had been 

Edred for fiUny Tears Ia& paft^ but either this Qauie, or 
lethingof the like Nature tiad unhappily clogged it, ami 
been the Occafion of lofing it; and as this was never thoi^ht 
. reafboable to be admitted formerly, ib neither could the Com- 
mons confent to fogreat an alteration of our Confticudoo as 
this would introduce ; that iuch an Alteratidn was far beyond 
^e Intent addDefign, which the Commons h^ in vrcDsumg 
this Bill; that they were djcdfous that all Men ihouid nave a 
^ir and equal way of making their Defence ; they wifhcd, 
that the Quiltlefi Ihoiild by all ncceflary. Provifiops be pro^' 
te^:ed, and allowed all juft means of making their Innocence 
mani&ft; but they did not defigh to fubvert the fiffence and 
ponfUtutions of tne Courts, nor intend to dliable the Crown 
in one of its moft ncccf&ry Prerogatives, or to place a Judi* 
Mature in other Hands, than thofe to whom the Laws of £ng^ 
land, and the Cuftom of the Realm had committed it. That 
the Qaufe now in Difpute flruck at no le(s than this^ and in 
confequence at the Alteration of the Government of £ngland. 
That the Gdvernment of £ngland is monarchical^ sa3i the 
Monarch has the Power of conflituting Courts and Offices 
for Adminiftration of Juftjce^ thougli they are to proceed ac- 
cording to the known Rules and Limitations of I^w. That 
the Judges aire conftituted by his C/^mmiffibn, the Sheri£i 
are of his Nomination and Appointmerft, and thclc are to re- 
n^ni the Pannel of Jurors, who are to pafs Sentence on the! 
Lives of the Commoners ; and that in like manner 'tis the 
Prerogative of the Crown, to conftimte a Lord High Stew-. 
ard, who by his Serjeant at Arms does (ummon a competent 
Number of Peers to be Triers of their Lordlhips. But that 
this Claufe took away thele Powers from the High Steward, 
and therefore it took away (6 much from the regal Authority j 
and it would amount to no lels, than ro reader the Subje^ 
independent on the Crown, in the Pleas of the Crown j 
wherein, above all other things, the Life, Peace and Safety 
of the Government is concerned. That the Commons liad 
ftill the fame Opinion of the Honour and Integrity of the 
Lords, which they had received from the Experience of paH 
tinjcs} but that their Defign in palling that Bill was to pre- 
vent thofe Abulcs in Trials for Trcafon in inferior Courts for 
the future ; by means of which, during the Violence of the 
late Reign, tney had obferved many had loft their Livcs^ 

That 
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That the things '^fe'wfiich the Bill extended wereoffuch a AnnojW.JkM, 
Kature, that, except only in one Inftance (that is, the Time ^, J^^}^ * 
ofthedeliveryoftheCopy ofthe Pannel; for it was agreed 
even m my Lord Rudel's Cafe, That die Subje6b had a 
Right jto have a Copy of the Pannel) the Lords had an equ^l 
Benefit with the Commons. Th^t the Commons did not 
' obferve, that the Claufe fent down by the Lords does relate 
CO the like grounds of Complaint; fbr no Inftance could be 
given of any Peer who ilifFercd during the late Reign, fron(i 
ivhence a juft Caule of Ohjedion might strife to the prefent 
Method of trying Peers ; that the only two E*er(bns prole- 
cutcd came oft, though purfued with great violence ; The 
one, becaufe the Grand Jury could not be prevailed upon 
to find the Bill ; the other was sicquitted upon his Trial, by 
the Juflice of his Peers. That by all the Circumftances d£ 
the Trial of the Lord Delamere, u is manifeft, that if there 
was any Unfaimefi in the Method of Trial, it then would 
have appeared ; that the Violence of thofe Times was fuch^ 
that the Commons were not proteded by that Innocency 
which has fince been declared in Parliament; yet then the 
Lord Delamere was acquitted by the Juftice ana Honour of 
his Peers ; and it miffht feem (Irange to future Aces, that 
the Commons ihould be contented, that the Method of Tri- 
als fhould be continued, which was not fufficient to protect 
their Innocency ; and their Lord (hips alter that which had pro- 
ved a bulwark to their Lives. That the Commoas alio thought 
the Claufe to be of a different Nature from the Bill, bccaufb 
the BUI did not make any Alteration in the Court, or in the. 
Nature of the Trial, which the Commons apprehended was 
^one by the Claufe; for thereby the Court is no longer con* 
fHtuted by the Precept of the Lord High Steward, who re- 
ceives his Commiffion from the Crown, but the whole Order 
of Peers have a Right to make up the Court, and all Friends, 
Relations, and Accompliccsof the Perfbn are to be his Triers, 
That there was another great Alteration in the Gonftinition 
of the Court, as the Craulc was penned; for this Method 
prefcribed by the Claufe, was for the Trial of every Peer, 
and according to that Method every Peer, who had a Right 
to fit and vote in Parliament, was to be fummoned, and 
might appear and vote. Now it was agreed by the moft, 
learned Authors, that the Lords fpiritual and temporal are 
'Peers ; and whofbever would go about to defend the contrary 
Opinion, would find it very difficult to anfwer the feverai. 
Records of Parliaments, and other Authorities, where thisi 
pbint ii aflcrted ; particularly the well-known Claim in Par- 
liament of Archbifhop Stafford, in the Reign of Ed ward III, 
^ndthe &nous Pfoteftation in the lecond of Richard II.. 
Ddd2 (whe^, 
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liamcnt, becaufe maucre «f Blood wcxt xo hcj^g^u. . , .. . ^, 
wherdn their Right <rf Peerage is iji^r^Qlj^^eAiiv^jm^ 
Pro(e(latiot^ being enrolled ac the £)eiiQe ta ttie Kiqg« JjOHJi 
with the Conlent q^ the Lords and Commons, &emed lo be 
of the Nature of an A€t ot Parliament. .That if the hamr 
Books might conn: in lor Authorities ia fvdx a point, tb^ 
arc Cafes, where the Pleas of the Bi&ops, as B^trs. hav^ 
been judicially allowed; ib that this Claufe did dird^ kt 
in the Lords ipiricual to try and be tried, as other Peer;, 
who are noble by defcent; not that the Conunoos vjere dif> 
^cisfied wiih this, if this were the only Matter, for the lyofdf 
fpiritual, in all probability, by their Learning and Iiuq 
vould greatly alfift at the Trials 'of Peers ; and cbt ) 
mons were well enough dilpofed to let in thefe noble Frrli 
to any Privileges in point of Trial, which fhaoli be prfr 
pofed by the Houle of Peers : But this was ur^ed tp mhi 
eood the Pofitton laid down before, that by this Claufe diis 
Conftitution of the Court was quite altered; it havifi|^ been 
taken for Law, that the Lords fpi ritual are to be tried a« 
otticv Peers, and to be prelent and vote at the Trial of any 
Other Peer, at leaft out of Parliament : for as to their Right 
in Parliament, how far they are reft rained by the Capons 

f'/tare ju'Vdum^ how far iiicfc C<iaons have been received in 
ngiand, and what the Uiage of Parliament bath been, was 
not the prelent Buiinefs. That had this Bill cx)me down 
from the Lords firft, and the Commons had added a Clauic, 
That no Commoner fliould be tried for Trealaij but be- 
fore all the twelve Judges, and a Jury of twenty-four Pcr- 
jfons, and to have taken away all Chaflenges for Confanguinity, 
(which, if it was confidered, was fbmewhat of the Nature of 
the Lords Claufe, though it did not go (b £ir) if the liordi 
had thought fit to have uled the (ame Keafbn for diiagreeing 
ro (iich a Cfaufe, as the Commons had done in the prelent 
Cafe, that it was different from the Defignof the Bill, it 
i^ould have fatisfled the Commons ; and that the (arpe Rea* 
ions, which the Commons received from the Lords at the. 
laft Conference, if they had been delivered by the Commons, 
vould not have been convincing to their Lordfhips. 

The Commons likewiie obfcrvcd, * That the Lords ia tlie 
Claufe, or in their Reafbns, had not dated any Cauie of Ob- 
jedion to the prefcnt Method of their Trials, and therefore 
the Commons wondered, that the Lords, (as they cxpreflbd 
fhcniyftlves in their Realons) fliould conceive that they were 
diftinguiflied, fe as to be mpre expoled in their Trials, thaa 
the mcancft Subjedl: ; fince the Commons did not find, but 
that they enjoyed this great and high Privilege (upon which 
&) great a value has been juftly put) as fully a^ ever any of

That inaeed it €ould not be 
fuppofed to ha^ been an Innovation then; the Lords, who * 
had juft before depoftd King Richard II. being too groat 
^ (uBkr ^h an Innovatioiif and Henry I Vtb*s Tide not fii^ 
nctently e(labli&ed to attempt it. That the Reafin, why 
no ol^ter Inftances of Prooeedinn before the Lord Hiffh- 
Steward are to be feund* is diis. That this very Henry IVth^ 
when Duke of Lancafter, was the laft Hkh^eward who 
ever IukI any fixed Intereft in the Office; & that the Of&oe 
being fo long fitiqe cea&d, aU the Records arc io(^, and the 
very Nature and Power of the Office, eacept in diis Inftance 
of trying Peers, and determining Claims at C6ronations, is 
likewile }oft: But finoe ^ time the High-Steward being 
only frQ hoc <mcf^ the Prooeediogs are commonly tFanfraitted 
into other Courts, and lb oome to be Siund. 

Tlie Common? urged. * That If there be any Objeftion co 
fhat Method of trying ofPeerSyttmuftbe&undedoDaSuppo- 
' fStion of Partial^ and Un&inieis in confKtuting a High- 
Steward, or in t1ie HighrSteward himlilf, and the Peers 
^mmoned by him, and that the Contoons were unMrillin^ 
, 10 ao^er into fuch kind of Suppo&ls. As to the partial con- 
ftimting of the High-Stewaira, if that mi^t be fiipppfed^ 
k was an Qbie^ion to the Conftimtion which entnifts die 
Crown with the Mminiftration of Juftice. That that iiip- 
pofil rnight as well extend to the Couftitution of the Judges 
aifl Sheri$i, and every otlier part of the Adminifnation. 
And if upon ilich a fupnofal or diftruft, the remedy muft be 
tq take away that {tart of the Adminiftration qut of me Crown 
(as was done in this Clanfe) the Reaion muft carrv the thing 
lb &r, that the Nttfure oi'tbe Gk>vemmeot would be altered. 
As to the Part'mlity of the Lord High-Steward and the Peers ; 
|he Commons were unwilling to fuppofe that it is polIil|Ie, 
that twelTe Peers ihould be ever fomit (hr that Number 
muft aeree, or the Perlbn 9QCU&d is ^fe) who can fo far 
^rgtt their HoQOur, and the N>bk Order they are 9f,*as for 
Revenge or Intereft to iacriiice an innocent Perioo. But if 
the Lords would fuppole that fiich a Number of Peers might 
be capable of being engaged V^ipiU4ndiQ diftwnourable 

things. 
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3W^M* dtingiFy then the Commons thought themftlves evcafM, if 
i^f I* they ^ppofed, that other Paffions and Motives migfht akp 
^ " ' prevail on the Peers : fiich as Pity in Friends, Partiality m 
Relations, and the Confider^tion of their Safety, in thecw 
of Accomplices. The Commons £irther alledged, that moft 
Men, smd efpedally * £ng]iflimen, enter unwillingly inta 
matters of Blood : That the moft indifferent Peers would be 
moft likely to ab^t themfelves, either from a Confideratioi^ 
of diflatisfying the Crown on the one hand, or drawing on 
themfelves the Mifcbicfs of a Breach with the Family of the 
Feribn accufed on the other, (fi>r it is to be obferved, that a 
Reftitution of the Family follows generally in a fliort time ;) 
or at leaft the Love of Security, and Care of not engaging 
too far (for thofe Trials for the moft part happen in unquiet 
and troubleibme Times) would keep diflferent Men al%-ay. 
But the Care of a Friend muft not fail to bring Friends to the 
Trials; the Concern to preicrve the Family firom that (lain 
would bring Relations; and if there be any Accomplices, 
diey muft be ready for dieir own fakes to acquit the accufed : 
And probably their Number muft be confiderable in thefe 
Cafes ; for it is not to be imagined, that a Lord can enter inta 
thofe bafe and deteftable Aaions, which may be performe4 
by fingle Paribus ; liich as poifbning or aftaflaiating the Prince. 
That the Treaibns, which it can be imagined that Lords 
might be engaged in, muft be liich as arife from Faction in 
the State, which many muftbeeM;aged in ; and if fbme Ac- 
cident difeover fufhcient matter tor a Charge againft one pF 
the parties, the reft, who are concealed fUU, would have as 
good Right tp try their Confederate, as any indifferent Lord; 
And no doubt but it is their Intereft toapauit him. And how 
$ir fbmetimes this alone might go towards turning the Scale 
()f Juftice, mi^t deferve to be confider'd; efpecially in 
Times which might happen hereafter, becaufe they happened 
heretofore, when there ipight be fcveral Titles (ct up to the 
Crown, and great Parties formed. That this was a Law 
that was to have a perpetual continuance. And that the 
fame Loyalty^ Wifdom, and Zeal, which appeared now in 
their Lordfkip^, fhould be dei^ived down to all their Poffe- . 
rity, was a thit^ rather to be wifhed than depended upon ,^ 
If therefore the Qaufe had a tendency towards letting in a» 
Impunity for Trealbn, the Commons looked upon themfelve^ 
asjuftified in difagreebg to it: For they thoi^t it obvious 
to every one, of what confequence it would b« to the Con-^ 
ftitution, if fuch a Body as the Peers, who have already fuch 
Privileges of all Ibrts, fhould have Impunity of Treafon ackU 
^, and what that muft naturally end in. 
• « The Commons agreed With the Lords, that a good Cor- 
reipondeoce between tketw6Hou{c& was necef&ry for the" 
" • Safety 
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fiifity, HoncHi^ kdd Grcatncft of the Nation ; and dould AftBojVr.&M. 
never think, that it was to be interrupted by their refa/ing '^^ . 
any thing, which might endanger the Conftimtion ; afluring '^^^ '' 
them, the Commons would never fail in improving all true 
Intereft of the Lords ; but they perfuaded themfelves that 
the Lords would be of opinion, that to introduce any thing 
which tended to an Impunity for Trealbn, was neither the 
true Intereft of the Crown, the Lords, nor the Commons* 

The Managers for the Lords, who Ibakc at the Confe- 
rence, were the Duke of Bolton, the Marquils of Halifax, 
the Earls of Pembroke, Rochefter, Mulgrave, Nottingham, 
Monmouth and Stamford ; and the Subltance of what they 
adledged, was, 

* That the Lofds wereibrry to be of opinion different Argnmeottof 
from the Gomnlons, efpecially in a Claufe of (b great Im- the Loidi. 
portance, which did concern not only their well- being, but 
their being. That they had not diflfered from the Com- 
mons in any thing propofunded for their Security ; and ho- 
ped the Commons would have the fame Con/ideration for 
Iheirs. That nothing vras fo proper for a Parliament, as to 
provide Defences for Innocency ; that, in ill Times, Ne- 
ceflity, in good, Priidence puts them upon it ; and though 
thcfe were good Times, in refpcct of the prefcnt Govem- 
hient, yet they might fay, they were unquiet and un^fe : 
and fince none but a good Prince would ever pals fuch Laws 
as thefe are, this was the moft proper time to provide for 
the Subjects ; for a good King would not only be willing to 
proted: them while he lives, but to provide for their Security 
after his Death. That this concerned not only themfclves, 
and therefore they would fpeak the more freely ; that "tis too 
narrow a Coniideration for a Parliament to fcek only their 
prelent Ends ; that their Anceftors had farther Thoughts, 
and the Lords did not doubt but the Commons wouid have 
lb too. That there can be no good done in the times of 
Trouble and InvaAon of Right, but by Agreement of both 
Houles; That there might come a Prince that might endea- 
vour to invade the Liberties of the People, and then the 
Commons, would be glad to have the Concurrence 6f the 
ILtOrds: And they deUrcd the Commons would confider in 
iiich a cafe> whether it mfoUld n6t be a great Diicourage- 
ment for the Lords to adt, Ui\leis they might be as (ecure, 
at leaft, as the Common^. That if there might be iuch 
Princes, was it fitting thii part of the Government, which 
is fo neceflkry td thefr Concurrence, (hould be under fuch 
Terms for tneir Lives, that they dare not oppofe them with 
Vigour, lior aft, becsiufe they lie under Shackles. That the 
Liords would do what is jutf, though this Claufe ihould not 
p9fsj but they would hcmti tliat thefe Lords that are emi- 
nent

* Tiiat this way of T'rial was not ancienfi^ tiian HeAf 
Vttl. aai that it was^ introduced th^tl to takeo^ thofe diat 
he did not like. That in his time the Du)^ of Bucks was 
taken off in this nfanner by Cardinal Woojley ; Ktid Anne 
of BuUen uas condemned by her own Fa^hef. And after- 
w^rd$ a f^arcy was chofen to condemn the DuiGe o^SomeHet, 
and the Duke 0^ Northumberland. That the Gafc of the 
E of H— ' is no good Gale ; nor truly repe«-ted. For tiic 
Parliament Kolls, 2 Bichard IV. mention his being; be> 
headed by the Rabble in Eflex. 

* That this Cilaufe did not alter the Con(Htutk» arty morCi 
than as, in fbmc ftnfe, every new Law may be faid to altcir 
the Conftinuibn. And if the Commons % it is altered^ bo 
caufe formerly it was by a feleidt Number, and noW all vmA 
appear ; that did not (eem to aker the Conftitution, for the 
High Steward might fummon them aU> That the L^ 
High-Steward formerly (ummoned the Court; and he fero* 
mons it ftill. That the Nature of the Court w^ notahered 
by rhe Mag/s or M««/, any more than the King's fiiench 
ccafes to be the feme Qourt, when there are three or four 
fudges in it. ^ .^.u^ 

' That tho' this Clauie did not fas was laid) paHue the' 
Ends of the Bill, yet either Houle has a power of add^. 
what they think may make it better. And thd' this was ef 
a different nature^ there had been Inflances of Additions of 
different nanires : But this was fb 6r from it^that it agreed 
entirely with it^ and was as iuitable and neceffary as aiiy 
part or it. That the Commons were not well latisfied whm 
the CommilSons of tlie Judges ran di&atat hem^laeif : AfA 
could it be thought reatonable, thai the LordV wko mre Ad 
fupremc Judicawre, (hould not &iy in thdrXiycs^ ^hf rty 
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d^fi bene geferht^ That thd* the Iting did ncr^ appoint AanojW.ftMi' 
the Sheriti^, ir was not always fb : And unce the Crown has 
inade them, the Gbmmons have this Security, that they may 
chaHcnge thirty five of the Panncl peremptorily, and ali 
the reft for Caufe. But that the Judges and Sherifis ard 
ijbade before the Grime committed j {o that it is impoffiblc 
for the Judges or Shei^ifis to have prejudice againft any 
Man ; bat the Lord High Steward is appointed afrer they 
know the Priibner^ and he (hall be tried according to the 
Humour of the Times they arc in. There may be Lords 
inclined one way or otl^er i Biit in this calc there is a ftrong 
thing joined with this Paffion ; which is making their own 
Fortunes by ferving the prefent Times. Tb^t fince the 
Ti-ial of the Peers in the time of Parliament muft beby the 
tvliole Houfc ; whdre is the Inconveniency, that at all times 
they Ihould be tried as in Parliament ? That it was a little 
favour the Lords asked in this Claufc, confidering the Pri- 
vilege of Parlianient, for three Years laft, paft, had always 
been fub/ifting, and was likely to continue fb during this 
VVar t So that the Objefticto was taken away, as to the pre- 
\^\\t Government. Fdr tliey would have the Advantage of 
a Parliamentary Trial, and poflibly in time to come, there 
iflij»;ht b,: an Inquificion for what was done now; ; and it 
■would be well to have; the faircft way of Prdceeding in that 
l^latter. That in the cafe pf the Lord Delamcre, there 
were ieveral Loi*d^ then in Town, and there were a great 
ihany of rhefe Lords not chofcn ; and *tis a great QuelHon 
"Whether that noble Lord had come off as he did, if he had 
not rcceiv'd fuch notice from the Grand Jury, and every 
thing had been made out ^o plain. That the Argument u(ed 
by the Managers, that they would not allow any thing ihii 
tends to Impunity, was a larce AflTertion, and ought to be 
Jin Argument againft the Bill : Becaufc it might happen, that 
by giving a Copy of the Indidment, and Wimefles being 
Upon their Oaths, a guihy Man might efcape, and then he 
had an Impunity, tho* this was not mtended. That all that 
could be done in thelc cafes, w^ to put in fpich reafonabld 
caution, arid as far as the Bill could provide for. That this 
Claufc could no^ extend to the Bifhops; for it related only 
fo Trials out of Parliamcfnt, and they are only Peers iii 
Parliament, wSere they may take their Privilege to hear^ 
and then go oiit again, and db not vote in Blood: 
And hy the Wbrd (Feers) it raiift be tinderftp6d of fuch 
Peers only, as ^re Peers in refped'of their Blbod., That 
the Lords wer^ of opinioni feven Pecrs^ wcre'iiifitdlcnt tio^ 
condemn a Feer ; but this made no Alteration \sx the Aiv 
Ijumcnt; for there is not much moire di^tilty in. getti^ 
twelve than icveft; Indeed thcfe raigfet be a greiter tffE 
fereiice, where a Crown or Government wsis xm concerned. 
TombII. Bc€ . ThU 
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j^BosW.&M. That the Excellency of a Jury is that they are taken ex\ 
1691. njUlnltate What is the reafoa of this? Why, in cafe of 

W"^v— *^ falfe WitnefTes, it is his Neighbour that is to favethc Man. 
But what Secur^y have the Lords, when the Lords are 
picked out to try them who are not of their Acquaintance ? 
and the Lords, that know the whole Gjarle of tlrcir Lives 
to be contrary to what, is fworn agaiiift them, fliall not be 
cliofen. That it is implied in the Commiflion of the Lord 
High-Steward, thdt all the Peers fhould be lummontd ; for 
* by the Commiflion, all the Peers of the Realm arc com- 

manded to attend him, and be obedient to him ; So that the 
King does not only give Liberty, but feems to command 
it.* 

The Common! '^^^ ISIanagcrs of the Commons, by way of Reply, faid. 

Reply, * That this Claufc would alter the Conftitution of this Court, 

and thereby a very conddcrable Part • of the Conftitution of 
the Government, and that for the worfe. That it is not to 
be granted, that every new Law does alter the Conftitution. 
That a new Law may be made to ftrcngthen or reftore the 
Conftitution againft Abufes ; it may be declaratory, it may 
afce^tain things that were lefc to rcalbnable Difcretion, 
which are the Circumftanccs and Accidents; and notwith* 
Handing fiich new Laws, the Subftance of the Conftitution 
remains the fame. That lb by this Bill, the Perfon indicted 
was to have a Copy of his Indidfment ten Days before he 
fhould plead ; whereas now by the Common- Law he was to 
have, the Indi<5tmenr read to him as often as he needs, and 
to have Copies of fo much of it, as he hath occafion to ufe, 
and reafbnable Time to plead. That by this Bill he was 
t to have his Witncfles fworn, which in ibme learned Men's 
/ Opinion was the Law before ; however it was but a Circum- 

llance added to the Teftimony : That likewiic by this Bill, 
Jie was to have a Copy of the Pannel before the Trial, 
whereas by the Courfe ufed now, he hath a Copy a rea- 
fbnable time before ; and that by the Law now he is to have 
a reafbnable^ time to prepare for his Trial, which Time this 
Bill afcertained to a r^umber of Days. But the Commons 
urged, that the Alteration by the Claule in queftion, was in 
a mo(l fiibftantial part, and which highly afte&ed the Confti- 
tution of the Government. 

* That if a like Claufc were brought in, That every 
Commoner lliould be tried by all the freeholders of the 
County that would appear (or fuch of them as they fhould 
depute) it could not be well denied, that this were a Change 
in the Conftitution of the Government. That it plight «s 
weHbe.faid, that it is not any altering of the Conftitution^ 
to diveft the Crown of the Power of makmg Judges in Courts 
of Law and Equity, and gther Courts i or making Juftices 

of 
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; Tof the Peace,- or Other Officers. Th^ft it . was- granted in Anno3W.ikM, 
Parliament, 28 £dw. I. that the People of any County ^ 1^9^'' 
fhouI<il chufe the Sheriffs; but thereupon enfued fuch Fac- 
tions, Cpniliiions and Milchiefs in the County, that by the 
Defire of the People in Parliament, 1 Edw. II. the Power 
of making SheriEs was fettled in the Crown. I'hat though 
ithe High- Steward be faid to be the Court, yet the Peer's 
Trv'crs are fb neceflary a Part of the Court, that the Con- 
vioiion or Acquittal depends entirely on them ; and there- 
fore not only the Number of Triers, but the Nature of the 
Court niight be properly affirmed to be altered by this 
Claufe. That the Commons were furprized when they heard 
it alledged, that this Court and Courfe of Trial was firft 
introduced in Henry Vlllrh's Time, by Cardinal VS^oolley, 
in the cafe of the Duke of Bucks ; and that all Trials of 
JPeers before were in Parliament. That the Statute made 
1 5 Edw. III. manifcflly proves the contrary ; it ordained 
Xiiat Peers fhould be tried by the Peers in Parliament ; but 
provides, that if any Peer fhould chufe to be tried clfc- 
li^here than in Parliament, he might. That. indeed, the 
.Statute was repealed, 17 Edw. III. (becaufe it was fb inju- 
rious to the Prerogative) but yet it fhews there was then 
fiich a Court and Courfe of Trial as this, out of Parlia- 
ment; for they could not in Edw. JIFs time divine, that 
Xhrre fhould b^ fuch a new Gjurt and Manner of Trial e- 
rected in Henry Vllth's time. That the Trial of the Earl 

•fH , Henry IV". reported in the Year-Hooks, is no 

rnore to be queftioned, than any other Caie there t And it 
is cited as authentic, by Stampford, in* his learned Trea- 
fife of the Pleas of the (Jrown: And his* opinion alio is, 
jhat this way of Trial wa> m;:ant in the 'JtuUcium Par/um^ 
jTjentioned in Migna Charta ; and Stampford is of greater 
Authority in this behalf, for that he was cotemporary to 
the Reign of Henry VIII. and could not haVe been un- 
acquainted with this Innovation, if fuch there had been 
made, in that time. That the very Claule now in queftion 
did affirm the Legality of thl<: way of Trial ; for it diftin- 
guiflies Treafbns, which corrupt the Blood, from others, and 
left all other Trealbns and all Felony to be tried by Peers 
fummoned by the High-Steward, as was now u(ed ; which 
fhcwed too, that there was no great danger apprehended to 
the Peers from this kind of Trial. That the Commons did 
not admit that a Peer can be convifted by feven Peers ; 
that there muft be twelve at lead to concur in the Verdift ; 
•That it is not only faid by my Lord Coke, but the Law is. 
That no Man {ball fuffer capitally at the King's Sult^ unlefs hh 
Ojfence be fanned by twenty four at leaji; that is^ twjslv^ tejtmd 
the Indigent ^ and twelve to give the Verdict, T^? twelve 
Ecc 2 Pccri 
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jlim»iW.*M. Peers puft agree in the Ver4ift, was rcfqlved in the LorS 
itpu . Dacre s Cafc, z6 Hen. VIlI. which is remembered in Moor'^ 
^ Reports And that the Cafe of every Peer that has "been 
conviftpd is a Proof of this ; for it cannot be fcewn that 
ever any Peer was convi<^cd W fewer than twelve. Tha« 
this Dmdecim Vir. Judicium (iome time in ufe in fereigri 
Countries) was always approved and eftabliihcd by the Law 
of England, andunderftood to be that Authority to which 
the Determination rf contcfted Fa6b; is entn^tcd. 

* And therefore in all other Commiflions and Precepts, 
;a6 well as thefc of the High-Steward, wherein the Com- 
iniffion is in general Words, viz. To return or (ummon 
tot iff taksy fuch and fb many Perlqns, by whom the Tiii:h 
of the Matter may be tried ; it is to be anfwered and pcr^ 
formed by the bringing of twclvp f erfqns, who are to agrco 

, in the determining of the matter enquired of And as' tq 
that Claijfe which requires all Peers to be attending, it is 
bur a Claufe of the ftme Forni and Nature, as in th;: Com- 
miflions of Oyer and Terminer, and other Commiflions j 
and imports nq more than that all Perfons fhould at- 
tend, that arc required to do fb by Law ; and it can be no 
more inferred from thefc Words, tliat the High- Steward i« 
to fummon all the Peers, than from the l;ke Vrpfd^ in othei 
Commiflions, that all Freeholders ^re to be (iimmoned. 

* That it is the common Notion of our Law, that nq 
. Man fliall be conviftcd of a Crime, but by the unanimous 

Judgment of twelve unexceptionable Perfbn^, Summoned by 
the King's'Officers J that :he Commons have liberty of chal- 
lenging, bccaufe that Fear and Corruption, or other Caufe 
of Patriality may be fuppofed among tliqm. That the Lords 
have no Challenge, but all Peers are elkcmed unexcep- 
^ tioriable, becaufe^noriiing fo mean and difhonourable is to 
he prcflimed among them. That their Lordfhips Anccftors 
choie to dilVmguiih themlelves from their Inferiors, and al- 
ways claimed and enjoyed a Privilege, to be entruft^d other- 
wife than the Commons are, a)/*, they are upon Honour, 
nor upon Oath ; are noi chai-geable ; give their Vcrdi'it je- 
rlMipt ; may have more than twelve on a Trial^ and have 
claimed a liberty to eat and drink before their Verdict • 
and they uftd to value themfclves upon thefe things, as Dig- 
liities and Privileges. That now the Commons that arc tor- 
bid to /peak otherwife of the prelent E^ers, than of their 
Anceflors, arc to be excufcd, if they think no otherwi^ of 
them. 

* Moreover, the Commons obferved, that what their 
Lordftips had allcdged, concerning the Inconveniences o» 
Abufcs that had been, or might be in this way of Tri- 

' al> was grounded upon undue Suppofitions concerning the 

rccrs. 
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S,' or uppn Mijbkes, and not warjrantjjd b)r Experience. AlMtoyWAB^, 
^hcy laid they thought it a ftrangc and foreign Suppofi- ^ y* 
lion, tliat a great and guiity Minifter findmg himfclf lidkble '* "^'^ 
p ah impeachment next Se£Eon of Parliament, fhooU by 
h's Power procure hiraftlf lo be trie4 and acquitted i>y an 
jnqueft of Peers, onpuirpofe by a Pica of ^a^fy^^/ii/V/ to pre- 
vent a fccond, and true Examination of his Grime.^ ; for he 
4nuft firft be inditicd of thcTi-eafbn, and then run alutTiatd 
yrhether his Power will be, and contjnue Sufficient to oblig-c 
ib many Peers tq acquit him by an untrue Verdi^. Thdc 
there is no Example in this kind, and if fuch an unheard-of 
feroceeding fliould ever liaupen, jt is left to Gxifideraiion^ 
whether a Parliament could not vindicate a Kmgdom, a- 
gainft fo grofs and fraudulent a Cpncrivance. Bcfides, that 
the Courr, as it was ordered by this Claule, wodld be np 
Icls Ibblc to fuch Abule. That their Lordfliips did not 
^fljgn any futftcicnt Inftances of any Irijufticc in this Court, 
^nd perhaps this Cqurr has continued the moft unblemiflied 
in point of Juftice of any Court whatftcver. Tiiat in the 
few Trials which have been tlierc for Trcalbn, there have 
been two Acquittals, ^/-c. of the Lord Dacres, and the Duke 
pf Someriet, bcfitks that of the f-^rd Delamcrc. That tiic 
Duke of NonliumberUnd's Oime was notorious, lie having 
been in open Rebellion againil <)uecn Mary. That if the 
Earl of W iltiliire had been forted to fit on the Trial tik^ 
h\^ Daughrcr Anne BuUcn, ir Iccnis to Ihcw a greater fkir- 
nf^fs ; an4 if the Cx)nrt haci been conftirutcd according to 
tills Claule, he muft h^ve been (limmoned ; ^nd if the Trial 
had been in Parliament, he (as well hs all other Peers) had 
been obliged lo come. But that the Tradition ;ibout tha{ 
Matter was rectified, by the Di'covery made by a Rcvc rrnd 
Prelate, in his Hiftoiy of the Kef()rmation (a Book appro ' 
pd of by their Lordfliips) Adhere it is made appear that tlia.v 
Earl did not fit upon the IVial of the Queen. That if all 
Power muft be abolilhcd, which is pofliblp to be abufcd^ 
there muft be no Power left to the King, or Lords, or 
Commons^ and perhaps there were no harder Cafes to 
be found, than tho(c wherein q:ll three have concurred, 
'pf which the attaitrting Cromwel Earl of Eflex, without', 
the differing him to come from the Tower to be heard, 
is an inftance. That if any Inquifition might, be made into 
what is now doing, 'twere better to lay afide the Claufc, 
that nobody might have any dependance, but upon the Safety 
of the preTcnt (Savernment. 

That the High-Steward is made fro hoc viciy or after the 
Crime, is no fingular thing ; for the Juftices of Oyer and 
Terminer, and of Goal-deUvcry, are made fo twice a Year 
or o&cncr^and all hold their Places duritig the King's Plea- 
lure. 
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JUaosW.&lil. (ure/ That notwithftanding thisCIaufe, the High-Steward 
169"- is ftill to be appointed bjr the King in tlic lame manner as 
" ■ ' before ; and in all Trcalons, (but thofe mentioned) and in 
all Felonies he continues to have the fame Power of trying 
a Peer, by ^ Inqueft of Peers, lummoned by his Precept, 
as is now ufed ; by which, alone the Lives and Fortunes of 
the Peers will remain expoied to as much Danger, as they 
were (if any there were) before this Bill. The Commons 
acknowledged they had known, that when a Peer hath ftood 
indi&ed, a Parliament fitting, the Indi^ment hath been by 
the King's Writ of Certior/tri removed into the Houfe of 
Peers, there to be tried tw all Peers, but they did not know 
that of Neceflity that muft be done, or that fuch Peers might 
not then be tried in the ordinary Court ; and it would be 
highly inconvenient in cafe of long Parliaments, if it might 
not be fb. But that is no c6ncluding Argiiment, that be- 
caufe there is this extraordinary Way of Trial, therefore the 
ordinary ihould be taken away. 

* That there is alfb another Way of Trial, which in other 
capital Offences concerns the Peers too, that is, by a Jury 
pf Free-holders, which their L^rdfhips in this Debate com- 
mend, becaufe thqle Free-holders were of the Vicinage, and 
the Prilbner might challenge thirty five without Caufc; 
and by this the Peers, as well as Commons, are to be tried 
in an Appeal of Rape, Murder, or other Felony; but it 
was fuppofed, that their Lordfliips would not allow it to 
be a good Argument, that tlicrefore rhey fhould be ordered 
to be tried fo m Trealbn and Indictmcms of Trcafbn ; but 
they held it a Privilege to b? tried in fuch Cafes by their 
Peers, in the Manner now ufed. 

* That tlie Method 0^ Trial appointed by this Claufe was 
worfe than this now in being, and it had nothing of the 
^Nature and Virtue of a Trial in Parliament ; for the Lords 
Houfe hath Power' to fend for, and caufe all the Peers to come 
(as they did upon the Trial of the late Lord Stat^brd) bur to 
this intended Court none are to come, but fuch as voluntarily 
will, nor is it required, that there (liould be twelve, or any 
certain Number ; if but two or three appear it is enough, 
and probably none would come but the Com [slices, and 
Abettors, and Favourers, and Friends, and Relations of the 
Party. Nor is it pofTible to bring together all the Peers there, 
as in Parliament ; for in Parliament, the Houfe of Peors 
may appoint or adjourn the Proceedings at or to any time 
or times, and as often as they think fit, till the Houfe be foil: 
But the Proceeding in this (]ourt before the High Steward 
is the Work hut of one Day.

they would be protected by this Provifion, fince it extended 
but to ibme Treafbn, and to no Felonies ; and noieht fay, it 
did not defcrve the Name of Adventure, for their Lordfhips 
to act only upon Terms of perfect Safety. And on the other 
hand, the Commons apprehended it would afibrd too great a 
Profpedt of Safety to guilty Peers, and mieht embolden them 
to attempt againft the Crown or public Liberties. 

* The Commons acknowledged, that thcic were good 
Times, and if they were unquiet or unfafe, 'twas in relation 
to the Crown, and not to the Peers, the Peerage was in no 
danger ; the Peers had Power enough, and the Crown had 
not too much, nor ought to be rendered left fafe ; therefore 
the Commons would iafift upon th*e old Ways, keep the Ba- 
lance of the Government as they found it, and not change 
the Laws of England, which had hitherto been ufcd and 
approved ' .

* Sir, I cannot, as that good Commander did, be fb vain 
as to hope, that cither hiyfelf, or the Place for which I (erve, 
can be prcfcrved from the general Inundation, which this 
Bill we are now debating lets in, on the Liberties of my 
native Country and Country -men ; and therefore be uncon- 
cerned for the Gobd of England, provided Briftol were fafe: 
To hope for and exped* Happineft in Life, when all Man- 
kind but myfelf are dead, would not be more deceiving, 
than to propofe Cohifort and Security to myfelf and Corpora- 
tion, when Strangers are admitted to poffefs and enjoy, by a 
Law, all that's valuable in the Kingdom ; for this Bill doth 
enfrsuichize all Strangers that will Iwear and proteft againft 
Pojpery, with the Liberties of every Engllfli Man, after the 
vaft Expence of Treafure and Englifli Blood, it hath coft 
this Kingdom in all Times and Ages of our Fore-fathers, 
to fccure them to themfelves, and their Poflerity.

Mbiir 
it is my opinion. Mr. Speaker, that if thole Genijiefnen who 
approve of this Bill, had not only been tai^bt that Rule, bat 
as well corre<^ed as my ielf, they would oe of my Judg- 
ment ; and I wiih that they who depart from that Rule, and 
Sacrifice our Englifli Liberties, to a Number of merooiHy 
Foreigners, may not meet with a much move rigorous and 
exemplary Chaftiiement, from their caraf^ and ruined 
Countrymen.

mud fell, and none arc left able to buy, unleA Foreigners art 
naturalized ? Doth this prove our Fore-fathers wanted Uxk^ 
deribmding 1 Or, dodi it not rather conclude it's occaHoned 
by our want of it, and by our not following their Examples, 
who never taxed their Country to the ruin both of them- 
iblves and their Pofteriry ? Nor did th^ expend the Money 
of the Kingdom on iuch Allies as ours: who, as we have 
been informed by Ibme of the Privy-Council, are not in 
our Intereft, and will Ipare us none of tlieir Men for our 
Pay, without great Penfions ISiccwife for tbcmfelves.

Gentlemen h&ve jplaced their younger (Children to Mcrf- 
chants ; theii'Maifcrsobferyirig their Horiefty and Diligence^ 
when they have g^ihed, Ibme Experience in the neceflary 
Parts of Trade, generally fend them atjroad^ to T^urkey, alj 
^arts of the Levant, to Spain, Portugal,, the' Eaft and Wefty 
Indies ; and all Parts where England Holds any confiderable 
Commerce ; there the yoUng Men are employed by, iind 
cntrufted with the Stocks and Eftates of their Mafters and 
Fi^iends, Whereby all Parties, both the Priricipals at home^ 
and the Favors abroad, are advantaged, and England en- 
l*iched, (for there in the end all centers ;) and, at laft, whei| 
thty are fatiated witli Gain, they return to their native SoiI| 
their Friends and Relations, for Eafe and ELjOyment, mak- 
ing room for a younger Generation to liicceed in their prol. 
fitable Employments. Thus hitherto this Kingdom hailj 
advanced in Riches, whilft Foreigners could not with Sue- 
^ ccfs plant their Faftpries on us, through the Advantage we 
had by our Laws ; let us but turn the Tables, and consider 
the Confcquerice : Suppofe we pafs this Hill, and the Dutch 
. (ivhonbdoubt will take the Oaths as this Bill dlrciSts, andpro* 
teft againft Popery and Paganifm, and, on occafion, cSiri- 
ftiahity top, as at Japan) lend their Servants and Fadfcors 
hither, and we natuValiz-c them, and let the Capital Stocky 
ffhidi gets an Employ to thefe new-made Engl ifli men, be- 
long to their Matters and Friends, who never did, or ever 
tvilllive amongft us ; will it not then follow, that the Pro- 
fit will be their's and not England's, and will not the new- 
thadeEnglifh (yet Dutch- Men ftill) return "to their Coua- 
ffy aiid rriends with their Gain, as our People hitherto 
hat^donc? We may obfcrve by our inland Trade, thac 
fi*s feldom they wbo make the Manufadories, gain Eftarcs, 
Sut ihofc who employ their Stocks in buy v^g and felling 
t«^hat others make ; and it's the fame with tnc Merchants, 
iftofe that export and import are the Gainers; the firft Ma-

in defence of its Liberties; tor at this time, when all Provi- 
fions are become exceffive dear by the great Chiantitics ex- 
ported to Holland, which puts the poor EngliOi Manufac- 
turers on ftarving in moft parts of England, tor want of a 
full Emplov to enable them to fupport their Families, by 
their honelt and painful Labour and Induftry, ihaU an Eng- 
lifli Parliament let in Strjingers to under- fell our Country, 
which they may eafily do, whilft they live in Garrets,- pay 
no Taxes, and are bound to no Duty ? How fliall we anfwer 
this to our Country who Tent us here ? When, by fb domg, 
inftead of making the Kingdom more populous, we provide 
only for the Subuftcnce of^Foreigners, and put our cJrantry* 
men to the choice of ftarving at home, or to turn Soldiere, 
and be lent to Flanders, and ftarve there for want of theic 
Pay ? For it's well known, that, at this time, more Com- 
modirics are made in England than can be confiimcd, abroad 
or at home, which makes the poor Manufadturers Co mifcr-*. 
able. All Coimtry Gentlemen within this Houfe have fbr 
feveral Scflions laboured, what they could, to ^aife the Price 
of the Provifions which their Lancis produce, and ibme thinjc 
it not great enough yet, and they would defpile that Man,^' 
wIk) fliould endeavour to lower the Rates, by propofihg ^ 
free Importation of Irifli Cattle and Com, tho* he had do 
other defign, than that charitable and neceflary one of re- 
lieving the Poor; and yet thcfc very Gentleriien are fbr thfc- 
Bill, becaufc they would have the Labour of the Poor 
brought to a lower Advantage : In my opinion this is a very 
un i]ual way of reafoning, that whilft we raife the Price 
of the Product of the Land, tor the Gentlemen t^ live ia 
greater State, at the fame tim:: our Confults are how to make 
Che half ftarvcd Mmufadtui'crs, that live by their daily La- 
bour, 
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bour, more and more miferable. What opinion will the Aiiik>6W.&m» 
common People of England have of this Houlc, "and the *694* 
Gentlemen of the Kingdomi whom nothing can pleale, but 
what IS made by Foreigners, or comes from abroad 1 
' * Our Palates for a long time have been fo nice, that no- 
thbj; but a French Cook could pleafe thqm ; nor could we 
uerfoade our felves that our Cloathing was good, unlels from 
Head to Foot we were a-la-mode de France. The Gentle- 
man was not well (erved without a Frenchman, and the La^ 
dy's Commode could not fit right, if her fine French Wo- 
man did not put it on : Now, on a Hidden, the Change is as 
violent in favour of the Dutch, who are gk'eat Courtiers, 
and the only taking People, and our Englim are a ibrt of 
clumiy-fifted People, if compared with the modifh Dutch 
Hans and Frow, and in ihort the £ngliflimen are fit for no- 
thing but to be lent to Flanders, and there either to ficht, 
ileal, or ftarve for want of Fay. There is one thme, Mr. 
. Speaker, which comes into my mind, with which I (hall 
cfoft this Confideration : What reafbn was there for blam- 
ing the Mayors, Aldermen, Common Councils, and other 
Governours of Corporations, for fiirrendering their Charters, 
tho* they ftill retained their Rights, for Englilhmen o.ily to 
come into new Charters, and at the lame time hope to ju< 
fHfy our Proceedings, tho* we throw up the great Charter 
of our Engliflx Liberties, to admit Strangers ? 

* A fourth Pretence for this Bill is, A want of Husband- 
men to till the Ground. I (hall (ay little on this Head, but 
rcqueft the honourable Perlbn below me, to tell mc, of the 
forty thoufand French, which he confefleth are come into 
England ; how many does he know, that, at this time, follow 
the Plow-tail? For it's my firm opinion, that not only the 
French, but any other Nation this Bill fliall let in upon us, 
will never traniplant themlclves for the Benefit of going to 
Plow; they will contentedly leave the Englifii the lolc Mo- 
nopoly of that Slavery. 

* upon the whole, Sir, it's my Judgment, that (hould this^ 
Bill pafs, it will bring as great Affli&ions on this Nation^ 
as ever fell upon the Egyptians, and one of their Plagues W'<j 
have at this time very fcvere upon us ; I mean, tliat of 
their Land bringing forth Frogs m abundance, even in tlie 
Chambers of their Kings : For there is no entering tl\e 
Courts of St. James's and Whitehall, the Palaces of our l>e- 
reditary Kings, for the great Noife and Croaking oj th^

* Mr. Speaker, this Nation i« a Religious, J uft, andZ'ra*

The Commons adjoum'd to the iprh of November ; when 
the firft thing they did was to order Mr. Harley to prepare 
and bring in a Bill for *the frequent meeting and calling of 
Parliaments, which they had been (b cameft for in former 
Seflions, and were rcfblved to infifl upon in this.

Four Shillings in the Pound Land-Tax, and other Sub- 
fidies. They continu'd the Duties of Tonnage and Pound^c 
five Years longer; and his Majefty paft that Bill, and ^ , 
Triennial Bill, at the lame time, December 22. 

The 31ft, CtHe Queen dying the 2SthJ both Houfts of 
Parliamem immediately addrefsMhis Majelly, to coidolc the 
great Lo(s, and give him AlTurance of their firm Adherenco 
to his Intereft.

That 
the chief Ofl&cers of the Army ihould meet twice a Week, 
in the great Chamber of the Horfe-Gu^rds, to receive and 
examine all Informations and Complaints, that ihould be 
brought before them, of ^ly wrong or injury, done by any 
Officer or Soldier of his Majefty's Land-Forces, in order to 
redrefs the lame.

Contraaors for To profecute the Difcovery of ill Pradices, Mr. Jaraes 
cloathingthc Craggs, one of the Contractors for cloathing the Army, was 
Army, ex- fummoned to attend the Houfe : And after lie had given in 
■"""'**• his Anfwer to the Commiffi oners for taking and dating the 

Public Accounts, it was demanded of him March 7. whe- 
ther he would produce his Books, and be examined before 
•he faid Commiifioners upon Oath : He excufed himlelf, and 
refilled to produce his Books. Upon which it was refolved, 
that for Co refufing, and thereby obftru6ting the Enquiry of 
the Houfe into the difpofal of the Public Monies, he be 
committed Prifbner to the Tower of London. Soon after 
Mr. Harley reported the farther Examination of Mr. Edward 
Pauncefort, and' acquainted the Houle, that Mr. Richard 
Hamage, another of the Contraftors for the Qoathbgpf the 
Army, had refilled to be examined upon Oath, before theCom- 
miflioners : Whereupon it was ordered. That a Bill be brpugfac 
in, ro oblige Mr. Edward Pauncefort to discover how he dif.

Petition of the Amidft the Noife of Bribery and Corruption, there wa$ 
Hackney- a Petition to the Houle of Commons, of Thomas Kemp and 

Coach men. others, on behalf of themlelves and others, the ancient four 
hundred licenfed Hackney - Coach-men ; which being referred 
to a Committee, it was their Opinion, that the Petitioners the 
Hackney- Coach-men) had proved the Subftance of chcir Ccnn- 
plaint, and were worthy the (jonfideration and Relief of the 
Houfe: And chat leveral of the Commiffio.iers for licenfing 
and regulatinfc^ Hackney-coaches, and Stage-coaches, had, by 
receiving Bribes, and by other unoue Means, a(^ed corrupt- 
ly and arbitrarily, contrary to t'.ie Authority and Truft rc- 
... pofcd 
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ppftd, in them by Ad of Parliament. Thereupon the Houfe Anno f W. iir. 
ordered the Committee to diftinguiili the Commiflioners, 
which thev accordingly did ; and by their Report on March 20. 
Henry Amurft and Walter Overbury Efqs; were honour- 
jibly cleared, and the others were declared guilty : And an 
humble Addreft was made to his Majefty, that he would remove 
Henry Killegrew, Henry Vilkrs, and Richard Gea E(qs; 
from the Commiffion for licenfing Hackney-coaches; and they 
were accordingly removed. 

From thefe Difcoveries a commmon Murmur arofe, that an

Hereupon, to wipe off the Sufpicwn from the honourable 
Members, and to expofe the Guilty, on March 7. the Houfe 
appointed Paul Foley Efq; Sir Richard Onflow, John 
PoUexfen Efq; Sir John Thompfbn, Foot Onflow Efqj 
Thomas Tekham Efq; Sir Samuel Bernardifton, Thomas 
Wharton Efq ; and Francis Gwinne Efq; as a Committee to 
iiifpeft the Bonks of the Eaft-India Company, and alfo the 
Books of the Chamberlain of London. 

On March 17 Mr. Foley reported from the ^id Committee^ l^r. Foley'? 
That as fbon as phey came to' the Eafl-Indi^ Houfe, they called Report thereon, 
for an Account or all Moneys paid fqr the fpccial Service 
of the Company; upon perufal of which, obfcrving, that 
the grearefl Payment was in the Year i^y;, they fearched 
for tnc Orders Fqr the ilTuing that Money; the chijf of which 
were, one dated the'ijth of April i^^l- another dated the 
Lll a 24th 
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Anno 7 W. Hi. ^4* of November l6^\^ and another the iid of January, 
1695. 1^95-4- InpuiTuance ofwhich, the Sumsof22,27 5 1. 24,983 L 
and 30,000 1 were ievcrally paid out of thcCalh, atnounting 
in all to 77,258 1. befides feveral fmaller Sums amounting in 
the whole to 10,144!. whjch with the former Sum makes 
87402 1. all iflued in the Year 1695, while Sir Thomas 
Cooke was Governor, and Francis TyfVcn >E(q; Deputy 
Governor, for the fpecial Service of the Houle, and obtain^ 
ing a new Charter. That they found by examination of mod 
ofthc Pcrfbns, prefent at the Committees of the Eaft-India 
Company, where the ^id Orders were made, that the Go- 
Vernour in the faid Committees, did only in general in- 
form what Sums he hath disburft, without nammg the par*- 
ticulars to whom, or to what Service, which ieveral of them 
faid was a new Courle, fince Sir Thomas Cooke came to be 
Deputy-Governor, or Governor. That in a State of (ho 
Company's Caih, dated at the Eaft-India Houle the 7th of 
March 1694-5. and drawn up by ieveral Members of the 
Company, empowered for that purpofe, near all the afbrefaid 
Sums were ob(erved to be paid, and placed to the Company's 
Account of Charges general, paid out ofCafli, viz. In 1688 
and 1689, Sir Benjamin Bathurft Governor, and Sir Jofiah 
Child Deputy-Governor, 2250I. 14s. In 1690 and 1(^91, 
Sir Jofeph Heme Governor, and Sir Thomas Cooke Deputy- 
Governor, 13,532!. 9I In 1692 and 1693, Sir Thomas 
Cooke Governour, and Mr. Tyffen Deputy-Govemour, 
87,4021. 12 s. in the whole 103,1651. 15 s. That upon Ex- 
amination of the Company's Cafli-book, having found the 
Ballance of the 31ft of October, 1694 was 124,2491. they 
demanded of Mr. Portmans the Cafhier, if he had the 
fame in Ca(h? That he replied, he had not; but infiead 
thereof, laid before them in writing that 90,000!. was lent 
upon Sir Thomas Cooke's Notes, (which he produced) witli 
other Particulars, which made up tlie above-mentioned Bal. 
lance. T*hat in his Note Sir Thomas Cooke owned the Re-i 
ceipt of 90,000!. which he had disburft, and paid for 
99^197 Pounds Stock in the Eaft-India Company for uieir Ac- 
Count; tho* they did not find atiy Wan-ant for the laid 
Sum, or any or that Stock transferred in the Company's 
Books for their Account, exceeding 18,300!. Stock, ^he i6th 
of January, 1694-5. ^^^ Committee of the Houfe of 
Commons further reposed, thatth^y foundaContraft dated 
the 26th of February, 1693, for 200 Tun of Salt-petre, to 
be brought home in the Ship Seymour from India, to. pay 
i2,ocol. for the fame, and 25 1 freight ^«r Ton, tiefidesall 
Cbarges here. That 2000 1. which was the Sum fent out to 
purchale the faid Salt-petre, was adkually paid out of the 
Company *s Caih^ ^nd that a Bond for the remaining i0|00ol, 

was 
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twu given undci* the Seal of the Company, payable the AaiwtrW.in, 
31ft of March, 1695, whether the Ship arrivd in fafety , ^h , 
Ctt* not : With this Limitation only, tb^it if two hundred Ton 
of Sah-Petre be not laden upon tne laid Ship, then to repay 
in proportion to the want thereof. So that the Refult of 
this Ccmtradit was, that the Company ran the Adventure of 
1 2,000 1. for that which cod only 20C0I. and muftconfe* 
quently lo(e 1 2,000 1. if the Ship miicarried: And on the 
contrary, the Seller on the other hand, got ten thoufand clear, 
^.without disburfing, or running the hazard of one Penny ; 
and what is yet more, a certain loft of 9 or 10000 1, would 
attend it, if the Ship arrived in Safety. That the Committee 
hayine examined the Members of the Company, concerning 
this G)ntra6t, they owned it to be true, that the aoool. was 
teid, and the 1 0,000 1. Bond given to Mr. Thomas Colfton. 
That about the &me time this Contrad: was made, lb many 
of the Interlopers as would fell their Shares in the Inter* 
lopers eo the Eaft-India Company, were allowed their 
firft Coft, and 25 1. per cent., advance; which was done by 
pving them Credit for ^o much in the Eaft-India Books. 
That the Committee found Sir Samuel Dafhwood, Sir 
John Fleet, John Perry Elq; Sir Jofepli Heme, and Sir 
Thomas Cooke, were prefent at the Court of Committees, 
when the Orders above-mentioned were made ; but they be- 
ing all Members of the Houfe of Commons, the Committee 
did not think fit to examine them. That the reft of the Com- 
mittees, who were prefent at making thoie Orders, and mod • 
of whom had been examined, could giv^ no Account of thf 
pifpofal of the Money ifTued oat, during the time of Sir Jo- 
leph Heme, and Sir Thomas Cooke's Government ; but only 
that the fame was paid for fpecial Service, and that a great parf 
fhereoF was put into the Hands of Sir Bafil Firebrace. That 
one of them, viz. Sir Benjamin Bathurft, faid, Sir Jofeph 
Heme had the greateft part of the 1 3 ,93 2 1 9 s. to difpofe of ^ 
and^ir Benjamin Bathurft wiould have called for an Account 
thereof, but Sir Thomas Cooke defired he would not. That 
the Company's Committee of nine, had often called upon 
Sir Thomas Cooke, to give an account to whom he had 
diftributed the Money he received, which* he had fbme 
time promifcd, and afterwards declined to do: So that the 
Secret of that Service, and the placing of that Money, 
. lay principally with Sir Thomas Cooke, and Sir Jofeph 
Heme. That Sir Benjamin Bathurft finding ^o great a Sun^ 
as 2 0,000 1. charged for fecret Services, he had fbme warm 
difcourfe with Sir Thomas Cooke about it, to know how it was 
disburfed : Btit Sir Thomas refufed to give him any parti- 
culars, and told him he ihould remember he was bound by 
his Oath to the Company, to keep their Secrets. To which

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Aniio7 W. in* Sir Benjamin replied, he was under the fame Obl^ation.to 

i695* be true to the Intereft of the Company. Sir Benjamin JBa- 

\mi '^^wwJ thurft further faid, that about April, 1^94. uudcrftanding 

that they were in want of Money, he looked into the Cafh- 

hook, which carting up, he found a confiderable Sum in Cafli ; 

and taking (bme Perfbns with him, dilcourled Sir Thomas 

Cooke about it, who faid, the 90,000!. he had received, 

was to gratify Ibme Perlbns in cafe the Bill fliould pais. As 

^r the Cbntradt about Salt-petre, Sir Benjamin Bathurft faid, 

that it was made by Sir Thomas Coolie, and Sir Bafil Firebrace, 

but he knew nodiing of it, till it came into Court. 

The Committee likewile reported, that Sir Bafil Firebrace 
being examined, owned he had received upwards of i6,oool. 
which was for buying Shares of Stocks, and of which the 
^ Company had allowed : But laid, he knew* no ground the 
Committee of nine had to fay, that a great Part of the other 
Sums were put into his, hands. He confefled he invited fc- 
veral Perfbns to come into the Company ; and offered to lay 
down Money for feveral, and that if they liked it not at the 
• ' Year's End, lie would then take it oflF thejr hands ; which 

Offers he made to Members of the Houfe of Commons, a- 
mong others, and gave an account to the Company of his 
doing fo, who promifed to indemnify him That concerning 
the Accommodation with the Interlopers, the Company had 
a Letter from the Lord Nottingham, That it was the Kind's 
Pleafure, th^t they fhould come to an Agreement with tii« 
Interlopers: That the Propofal to them was 25 per Cent. 
for bringing in their Stock to the Company, and one half of 
the Prohr befides ; which one half of the Interlopers ac- 
. cepted : bv t Mr. Godfrey and fome others, ftanding upon 3 o 
fer cmt. Mr. Colfton went oft" with them, and did not come 
into the Company. Tliat Mr. Ward faid it was agreed by 
the Interlopers, that only 2000 1. fhould be employed in 
Jjuying of Salt Petre ; that Mr. Colfton was to have the ad- 
vantage of it, which he beKeved was not for Mr. Colflon him- 
felf, but for fbme other Gentleman ; and laflly, that the ori- 
ginal Inducement to the Leave of the Interlopers going out, 
was that Agreement with Mr. Colfton.

rupt Praaices in That having infpewted the Chamberlain of London's Books, 
n°^l!"?^RMf ^^cy f^^"^ ^n Order made by a Committee of the Common- 
urphaiis mu (-ouncil for the City, of London, (appointed to confider of 
ways and means for fatisrying the Debts due to the Orphans 
. of the faid City) and dated the 1 2th of February, 169I, by 
which Mr. Chamberlain was directed to pay to Sir John 
Trevor Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, the Sum of 
1000 Guineas, fb fbon as a Bill was paflcd into «an Act of 
Parliament, for (atisfying the Debts'of the Orphans, and o- 
tUer Creditors of the faid City ; which Sum was paid and 

deli/crec^

That they obferved that the Order of the Com- ^^ 
mittee of the Common Council, which now flood dated the 
I2th of Febl-uaiy, and that the Perlbn named therein, was 
put in a diflPerent hand : That examining who firll writ the 
Warrant, Mr. Borret the City Sollicitor, owned it was his 
Hand- writing ; and at firft faid, that he believed the Blank 
at firft left therein, was filled up with the Speaker's Name, 
before the Committee figned it, becaufe he believed they 
would not let their Hands to a Blank. Biit all the Com- 
mittee who figned it, and who appeared upon Summons^ 
declared moft of them pofitively, that there was a Blank for 
the Perfon's Name, when they figned it ; and the reft being 
doubtful, Mr. Borret then (aid the Blank might be filled 
up afterwards, though he could not tell the time : However, 
he owned he filled it up with another Pen.

That Mr. George Finch being examined, did deny to have 
received any thing from Mr. Nois and Mr. Smith, or his 
paying any Money t6 any Member of Parliament : Bat wa- 
vering in Ww Dii'courfc, and being again asked if he ever 
did diftribute, or know of any Mon^ diftributed on ac- 
count of the Orphans Bill 1 he (aid it was a hard thing 
to be asked fuch Queitions.

That 
it was at laft agreed, that if the Duke did aft in favour 
of the Company, he ihould have 2 or ^ooo Guineas, 
and Bates 500 Cruitieas to himfelf Tliat from the time the 
Notes for the 5 500 Guineas were given to Bates, they had 
free Accefs to my Lord Prefident ; and found him eaiy and 
willing to give the Company his AfSftance. That Mr. Bates 
was iSy, and called it, his Friend at St. James's. That the 
Condition of one Draught of a Counter-Note, which Mr. 
Bates brought, was worded. In ca(e the Lofd-Prefidcnt did 
not affift the Company in piffling the Charter ; to which this 
Deponent made an AkeracioQ, by putting out my Lord's 
Name, and makbg it not payable, m cafe the Charter f "' 
not pais. That about a WeeK before the Money vas.fiL 
back ^ain, this Deponent went to Bates about it, . wS^ 
told him, it was all for himfelf. That ihe ^bqpooent 
intend a Difhrjibutloil of the above-mtntiGV^ SuoitJf t^^^rty 
thou&nd Poimd, in manner followbg: To Sir ^mvi 
Seymour, Sir John Trevor, and Mr. Oqjt, ten dioafibd 
l^ounds, in caie the Charter and Ad of PgHbmcnt paiedj 
CO the Mearchants Interlopers ten ^UUI&idSHri^ 
hinifelf ten thouland Pdbnds.

TnatS^r 
Edward Seymour afterwards meeting this Deponent, dnd 
him for making that Proposal, and told him, he would 
never have any thine to do with him, if he ever made any 
fiich Offers. That tne Deponent thought himietf obliged m 
honour, to pay two thirds of the five tnoufand Pound, when 
received, to Sir John Trevor and Mr. Guy; and intended 
to keep the other third, (which Sir Edward Seymour re* 
fiifed) for himlelf. And that Sir John Trevor did (bmc 
time afterwards give him fbme Hmts of his Expeftation.

One 
Firebrace was introduc'd to me by the means of Mr. Bates 
whom 1 have long Icnown, and if I am not much deceived 
in him, I cannot believe that Gentleman would have tranP 
awted flich a Matter if put upon it.

* By this noble Lord's Speech, the Point is now, whether «• .i- i 
the Houfe will arraign the Committee of both Houfes, or 

go on with their Impeachment. This noble Lord, when he 
came to the Matter, would not enter into Particulars, but 
pafs'd it over with Excufe of wanting Time. He makes no 
JExcufc as to the Fa<5ts: His Argument of a Contrivance 
was, that the 5000 Guineas charg'd on him, was no Part of 
the 40,000 1. Firebrace was to account for. But this is an 
Aggravation of the Crime; for Sir Thomas Cooke had a 
double Account, one with, and one without the 5000 Gui- 
neas; ard this is an Indication, that if there was a Con- 
trivance, it %vas not by the Committee, but with Sir Thomas 
Cooke, to ftifie the Enquiry, and conceal the Corruption.

Aionfieur Robart was a Servant of my Lord-Prefident's, and 
is fled. Mr. Bates faid, he kept the Money in his Houfe?

Thefe 
Articles were agreed to by the Commons, and by their 
Order fent up to the Houfc of Peers; where, upon reading 
of them, the Duke of Leeds made another Vindication of 
himfelf much to the fame purpofe; adding, That this Storm 
which was now fallen upon him, was fome time a gather- 
ing; and it was promoted by a Faction and a Party who 
had a Pique agamft him, and an Intention to delay the 
King's Bufinels; that he had an original Letter which gave 
him an Account of this, fome time before it broke out, and 
it appeared only levelled againft him, becaufe none elfe were 
profecuted ; that there appeared a Joy they could catch ac 
this Pretenfion ; and that Sir Bafd Firebrace was treated 
with to difcover only this Part, and fo he fliould be exxufed 
from any other Difcovery. His Grace concluded with 
praying a Copy of the Articles of Impeachment, and of the 
Reportofthe Committee of both Houfes, which was readily 
granted.

Then Mr. Comptroller reported from^^' Ti^"" '^ 
the Committee, That Monfieur Robart, who was a mate- 
rial Witnefs for making good the Articles aeainft the Doko 
of Leeds, had been fummoned to attend the Committee, but 
could not be found; and it not being yet known where he 
was, they were of Opinion not to maice any further Progre(s 
in the matter to them referred, until they had the fiirther 
Direction of the Houie. Upon this Heiblution agreed to by 
the Houfe, it was ordered. That Monfieur Robart fhould 
attend the Houie to be examined, and fhould be fummoned 
by the ^e^ant at Arms. 

The t; d, Mr. Speaker of the Houie of Commons acquainted 
them, That the Serjeant at Arms had informed him, that his 
Medenger had been at the Duke of Leeds's, and fpoke to 
his Porter, and enquired for Monfieur Robart, to furamon 
him to attend this Houie ; and that the Porter faid, he was 
not within, nor could tell when he would be ; and that he «- 

had not feen him for three days pail ; and that he believed 
he was in the Country, but could not tell where. 

Upon this the Commons defired a Conference with the A Conft rencfc 
Lords, to which they agreed immediately in the painted b*tw«nthe

This Report lay fbme time neglefted in the Houfc of 
Commons; till the Lords had pafled an A€t To prevent 
counterfeiting and clipping. the current Coin of this Kingdom ; and 
on March the 19th fent it down to the Commons for their 
Concurrence. Then the former Refolutions of the Com- 
mittee were taken iato Confideration, and out of them fc- 
veral Amendments were inferted in the Lords Bill ; ta 
which Amendments the Lords agreed, and fo made that mod. 
expedient Aft ready for the Royal Aflent. 

In the midft of thele Debates *, the King came to the Royil Aflent 
Houfe of Peers and gave the Royal Aflent to the Adt For given to fevcraJ 
Duties on Glafs Wares , Coals and Culm, An A6t For a general B*^^»» 
Pardon. An Aft To prevent counterfeiting and clipping the 
Coin. An Aft For imprlfonlng Sir Thomas Cook^ Sir Bajil 
Flre^/racCy Charles Bates Efq'j and James Craggs^ and reftralnlng 
them from alienating their EJhtes. But a Claufc was in(erted 
to enable Sir Bafil Firebrace, who was then about marrying 
his Daughter to the Earl of Denbigh, to give her a Sum 
not exceeding zo,ooo 1. in Portion.^ 

His Majefty clofed the Seffion with the following Speech. 

• 'n>e sill fir Free and Impartial Proceedings in Parliament toai 
thrown tut of the Houfe of Commons after the third Reading, A Bill for 
regulating Trials in Cafes of Higb»TreaJon pafl that Houfe ; and hav 
ing been amended by the Lords , it oceafion*a feveral Conferences and De» 
hates betv}een the two Houfes, and remain'' d unfinifh^d, A Bill for rt- 
gijiring Deeds, Conveyances, and fVills, was obJiruQed by the Lawyers 
in the Houfe of Commons ; to ufe Bijbop Kenneths Terms, and the reafon 
he gives for it, ts much to the Scandal of that Profefjjion, beeaufe it 
tended to abridge Law-Suits, and would be to their Prejudice: Jf they 
bad no other reafon for it^ the Houfe might better have parted with 
them than with the Bill, A Bill to dijable Perfons from voting in EleC" 
tions of Members to ferve in Parliament, who Jhould refufe to take the 
Oaths to the Government, a moji reafonable Bill : Thofe, who refused ta 
give the Government that Seemmy fmr t Jmim A llegiance, ought not to have 
had any Truji under it, and a Vote for Members of Parliament is a 
very conjiderable one ) but it never tame to a fecond Reading, A Bill 
to veft the forfeited Eftates in Ireland in bis Majefty, which was read 
twice, A ^ill to regulate Printing^ reffes was dropped, A Bill re- 
quiring certain Perfons to take the Oaths to bis Majejiy was fent from 
the Lords to the Commons, and by them rejcSfed after the fecond Readings 
The fame Fate had a Bill for naturalising Foreign Seamen, A Bill to 
oblige James Craggt and ^Richard Hamage to dtfcover bow fume of the 
Money for chathing the Armf \km d i mu diffns^d of : And a Bill to 
punijh Tracy Pauncefort, and his Brother Edward Pauncefort, having 
been read three times by the Committee, was ordered to lie upon the 
Table.
